TKK preceding investigation ba* pf<wcd Hi at ilie Bamepi;^. 
niitoii of scrcd funellahs with a royaJ title «fhicli meets 
in the King of the WociO at Ncinl, the Sacriticiat Kiitg at 
Koine, and Ihc magistrate imLIetl the King at Athens, oocura 
freiiucntly outside the limits of cUswical antiquity bjuI is 
a. commctii. feature of societia at all stages from barbarism 
i« dvliisation. Further, it appear* that the royal ^est is 
often B king, not only in name but to fact, swai*ing the 
sceptre as well a* the crosicTF All this confinas the 
trarlitiond view of the engio of the titular and priestly 
kings in the lepublics of ancient Greece and Ituljr- At 
least by shewing that the combinatKin of aplritunl and 
lemporiU power, of which Griieco* Italian (ratlin on preseivcd 
the mcmaryrhas actnaily existed in many places, we have 
obviated any suspicipn of improbability that might have 
attached to the tradition. Therefore wc may now fairly 
ask. May not the King of the Wood liavt had an origin like 
that which a pfobable tradition assigns to the Saenficial 
King of Rome and the titular King of Athens ? In otJiet 
words, may not his predecessors In office have been * tine of 
kings whom a republican revolution itripped of their political 
power, leaving them only their religious functimss and the 
shadow of a crown ? There are at least two masons for 
answering this question fn the negative. One reason to 
drawn from the abode of the priest of Nemi: the otlicr from 
hla title, the King of the Wood If his predecessors had 
been kings in tlic ordinary seiMc, he nxjuld surely have been 
found rwhilng, like the fallcti kings of Rome and Athens, In

Again his tiUe, King of the Wood, hardly 
allo^ u$ tfi siippose that be liad ever been a king m liw 
cciimion sense of the wottl More likely lie was a king of 
nature, and of a special side of flalufc, namely, the tvoods 
frcHn which he took his titlt If we could find itwunco of 
whflt wfi miiy call tictsarttrkrnial king^ of ibnt ts of 

perwM sicpposcd to rule over panleular cleincnts or aspects 
of nature, they would pnibahly present a do«f analogy to the 
King of the Wood thou the divine king* we have been hitherto 
considering, whose control «f nature i* gencnil rather ihnn 
special, loslaiicc* of such department*! kings are not waiiUnp, 
On a hill at Bommo near (he (tiDUtliof the Cougo dwells 
Kamvulu Vumu. King of the Rain and Storm.' Of some 
of the tribes on tlic Upper Mle we are toU that tJicy have 
no kings in the common fcttse; the only ((crwns whom tlrey 
Bckirowledge ss such are the Kings of the Rain. Mjta AW^Ja, 
who are credited with the power of giving rain at the proper 
tune, that is in the rainy season. Itcfore tile r^ins begin 
to fall at the end of March the coteiilty is a parched and 
fliid desert: and the cattle, which form the people's chlel 
vrenJth, perish ior lack of proBs. So, when die emt of March 
draws on. each liouschotder betakes him*elf to •the King of 
ihc Rain and oETcre him a cow that he may make the hles-ied 
watcfS of be-awen to drip on ihe brown and vdthereTl pastures, 
if no ihovi-« falls, the pcapie assemble and demand that tin 
king shall give them min; and if tlie sky still continues cloud¬ 
iest they rip up bis belly, in which he is bolicvcd to keep the 
sloima. Amongst the B.i« tribe one af these Rain Kings matic 
rain by sprinkllttg water on the ground out of a hundbcilJ* 
Among tribes on the outskirts ol Abyssiiun a similar 
office existi and has been thus described by an ohscrrcr.

• The priesthood of (he Aifd. » lir h caUcd by the Bmvji 
and Kiii):inia, is a remariiaWe one i hr fs iiclicved to be 'thJc 
to niftkc rain. This offioc formerly existed aitiotit; the 
Algcd* and appears to be still cominott to the Jsuba negroes. 

The Alfiiii of the Itarca, who is aE» oonsuited l^r thc- 
nortticrn Kunarna^ lives nest Tcmbadent on a monnlain 
done with his family. Tlic people bring him tfihute in the 
fonn of clothes and fruits, and cultivate for him * large field 
of his owtu He is a hind of king, and his office passes by 
inbcritonce to his broihcr or ststcris son. He t» supposed to 
conjure down rain and to drive away the locusts. But if he 
disappoints the pcopte's carpecUtion und a great drought 
arises tn the land, the Alfai is stoned to death, wid hb 
neanLst rctations arc obliged to coal the first stone at him. 

When wc passed through the cormtiy, the office of Alffti was 
still licTd by an old man ; but I herard that rain-making hitd 
proved too dangerous for him and that Iw had renounced 
his qfiiet." * 

r "**" lu the hackwootls of Cambodia live two mystcrions «r 
sovereigns known as the King of the Fire mid the Itfng vv'nf* Ib 
the Water. Tlioh fame a spread aU over the south of theCMnt-jJi* 
great indo-Chtnese peninsula t but only a faint echo of it 
has reached the West. Lfown w a few years ago no tfuto- 
(icaii. so iar as is known, had ever seen cither of' them} 
and their very existence nilgitt have passed for a fable, wen* 
it not that mi lately cominuntcatjcins were repulariy main¬ 
tained bcni'«n tbcin and Hie King of Cambodia, who year 
by year csehanged jiresents witii them. The Caiubodtao 
gifts were passed from tribe to tribe till they reached tJieir 
ilestination; for no Duabodlan would essay the long and 
perilous journey. The tribe awongst whom ilie Kings of 
I'ite and Water reside fa the ChrAafa or Jaray. a race with 
£un>pean fe.tlHiw hut a sallow complexion, inhabiting the 
forest-clad mountaiin and Wgh tablElands which separate 
Canibodiu from Annanu Their royal functions arc a 
purely myitic or epiritval order; they have no political 
aulliority; they are simple pcawnlB. livlug by the sweat of

are hereditary in one or (aecotding to others) two royaJ 
ramillcs, who enjoy iiigh eonsideration, have rtrvMitcs 
Msigtied to them, and are exempt fmin the neecE-nty ol 
tilling the ground. But natumlly the dignity is nOt citvetcd, 
and when a vacancy oceiire, alt eligible men (they must be 
strong and have ehUdren) flee and hide themselves, Aaolhcr 
account, admitting the leluciancc of the heredilary candidates 
to accept tlic crown, does not conn ten ance Um report of 
their hermit ■ Uke seclusion in the seren towers, 
rejKcacnta the people ji 3 proatraiing ihemselvc* before fhc 
kinffs wJieii€w:r Lhey appear in puWic^ il bcrlng 
thought that a terrible hurricane would bur^t over the 
country if this mark of homage were omitted, rrohsihly. 
however, these are mcfe fables such as cnninioflty shed a 
glamour of rotninee over the distant and unknown, A 
French officer, who had an Interview with the redoubtablr 
Fire King in Kebnijiiy iBpt, fbutid him sfteichcd on a 
bamboo couch, tliHgently wnoking a long coppef [>ipe, and 
suntumded by people wlio [uiid him no great deference. In 
spite of his mystic vocation the wrecter liad no charm or 
talisman about Siiro, and wu In no way distinguishable from 
his follows except by Ills tall stature. Another writer reports 
that the two Wings are much feared, because they ,sre Bupposed 
lo possess the evil eye T Kcnre every' one avoids tlicm, and the 
potentates considerately cough W announce Uieif approach 
and to allow people tc get out of theif way. They enjoy 
extraordinary privilegeii and iomtunities, but their autliorlty 
docs not extend beyond the few villages of thdr neighbour¬ 
hood, Like many other sacred kings, of whom we shall 
read in the seque!. the Kings of Fire and Water are not 
allowed to die a natural death, fur that would fower thdi 
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n:putftt!nn> Aecordirtgly wlwii one of them is iictiaiiily ill, 
the elders hok! a coiwulUtinti anti if they think he caiiwot 
twover they Utah him to death, ilw body b bui-jitd arid 
the Hshca are piously eollttted Aod pubiicly lionoiued for 
five years. Part of them h given to the w idow, and shot 
keeps them in an urn, ivhich she must cany on her baitk 
when 3 hc goes to weep On Iter husband's grave, 

We are told that the Fire King, the more ItnpofUmt 
of the tYi'o, wliosi siipematLral povreo have never ^ 

questioned, officiates at matriaser, festivals, and sacrificea 
hontnir of the Fnw or spirit. On these oecasloiu a special place 
is set apart for him t and tire path by which he approache* is 
spfead with white cotton cloths, A reason for eonfining the 
royal dignity to the same family b that this family ts in 
posflcssion of certain fainoto talinmana which would lose 
Uieir virtue or disappear if they passed out of the family* 

Tbese Liltamaiifi ate three: the fruit ot a creeper called Oji, 
gitiicrcd ages ago at the time of the last deluge, but still 
&Esk atiii green ; a rattan, also very old but bearing flower*

would come to an end. To this wondreus brand sacrifiw* 
of buftnioes, pigs, fowls, and ducks are offered for tain. It 
i* kept swulltcd lo cottoti and aiik i and amongst the aitnuut 
present* scut by the King of Cambodia were rich stuffs to 
wrap the sacred sword. 

in return the Kings of Fire and Water «ni him aonnwiri 
huge wa* candle and two cula bashes, one full of rice and 
the other of reunne. The candle bore the Impress of the 
Fire King’s middle Jinger, and was probably iliought * 0,^4 Kins 
contain the seed of fire, which the Cambodian monarch

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ju™^ This holy « 3 iTidle wju kept for uiowi uses. On reaching the 
capital of Canibpdia it wfas emruatcJ to the Tlfiihnmms, who 
laid It up bcaiite the regalia, mid with the wax made tapers 
which were burned on the aiUfi on nolemii dajw. As ihe 
candle was the «pccb! gift of the Fire King, we reay oon- 
Wiure that the nee and sesame wrere the special fp» 
the Water King- The iilter was iloublless king of ram as 
well as of waicr. ami the fruiu of the Mrllt were botinm con¬ 
ferred Iw him on men. In times of caUmily, as dunng 
plscue. floods, and w«r. a lUtk of this sacred rice and s&ime 
WM scaitcred on the ground " to api«4»e the wrath of the 
ttudeficent spints.” Contrary to the comilton of the 

countr>', which is to bury the deadi the bodies of both uitsc 
myatJe tnonarehs of« hiimt, btrt their nails and some of tnew 
teeth ami hemes are rcligionsly pfescrvcxl amiikta. U is 
while Uic corpse is being consumed on the py^ ‘hat ihe 
kinsmen of the deceased inagician flee to the forest and Hide 
thettiselrea for fc-tr of being cievntod tn the invidious dignity 
which he has Just vacated. The people go and ^atch fbr 
thcni. and Uw first whose lurking place they discover is 

made King of Ftrt or Water* 

Tliese, then, are examples of what t have called ueparl*^ 
mental kings of mhire. Hut It is a far cry to Italy from 
the foiests of Cambodia and the sources of the SfFlt And 
though Kings of Rain, Water, and Fire have been found, we 
have still to discover a King of the Wood to mritch the 
Atictan priest who bore that bTle. Perhaps wc,shall find 


him nearer home.

» diibince at once vast and unknown; Germans wtom 
Caesar questioned had travclied for two months through it 
without readiing the end.* Four eenluncs bt^ it was 
viaited by the Emperor }«Ibn, aitd the solnti(It the gloom, 
the aitence of tlie fortsi apjiMr to have made a deep impres¬ 
sion o« his sensittre nature, He deebrod that be knew 
noihiitg like It In the Roman empitta* In our own w^n^y 
the wealds of Kent, Surrey, and Susaeu are rmnants of the 
creat forest of AtnJcfida, which once clothed the whole of 
^ souih-eartont portion of the bbmL Westward It fl«mj 
to have Stretdicd till it joined another forest that extended 
fmm Hampdifre to Devon. In the rel(EO of t enjy II. the 
citizens of London still hunted the wild bull and the boar in 
the wtiods of Hampstead. Eren umlcr the lot« 1 bnugencts 
the royal forests were sixty-eight in number. In the Fnrest 
of Arden (t wm said that down to modern hroes a sqgiml 
ffifgli! leap from tree to tree for nearly the whole length of

groves now hardij exist in Finland, htit sacred trees to 
wiiich QiTerirLgs arc brqaght anx still not very trntotnmon. 
On sonic firs the skulls of boats are nailed, apprcntly that 
ilte hunter may have good luck in the chase.' I lie Onty^ks 
are said never to hare pas^ a sacred tree without shooling 
an arrow at k at a mark of respect In many pbccs they hung 
futs luul skins on the holy trees in the forest r but having 
observed that tlicse furs were often uppropriated and canrkd 
ofT by unscrupulotia travellers, they adopted the ]>racticc of 
Ifcwlng the trunks into great hlocks, which they d^ked with 
tlicir oirering& and preserved In safe places. I he custom 
marks a traiiiition from the worship of trees to the wonhip

Hie ancient vp^lATV^ Porphyry, that primitive men an 
unhappy lifct for iheir tnperititiort did not stop at animats 
but extended en:n to ptatiti I'of why should the slfiujjhttfi 
of an ox or a sheep be a ereatcr wmog than Uic felling of a 
6r or an oak. seeing that * soul b implnnteil in Uiese tr^ 
aIso?“* Slinilarty, the HIdatsa Indians of North America 
believe that every naiiinil object has its spirit, or to speak 
more properlyp its shade. To llieie shades Boino censideta- 
tion or respect is due, but not eciually to all For example, 
the shade of lite cottonwood, the greatest tree iti the valley 
of Hhj Upper pMJssouri, is supposed lo possess .in iitielitgencc 
which, if pfopfifly approached, may help the Indians in 
Certain undertakings; but the shades of shrubi and grasses 
ate of liiilc account. When the Mbaouri, sufoilen by a 
freshet in spring, carries away part of its banks and swecfft 
some tail (ree into its current, it is said that the spirit of the 
trw eric* wbnc the roots still ding to the land and until the 
trunk falls with a apiaah into the stream. Formerly the 
Inilians considered it wrong to fell one of these giants, and 
when largo logs were needed they made use only o( tree* 
which had fallen of thttmielves. Till lately some of the mote 
ercdubui old men declared that many of the iriltlortunes of 
llieir people were enused hy this modern disiegnud for the 
righia of the living cotton wood,* The IinoquoU Ulieved 
that each species of trw. shrub, plant, and herb had its own 
spirit, arirt to these spirib it ivas their custom to retuni 
thatika* The Wafiika of Eastern Africa foncy that ev-^ 
tree, and eapectally every coco-nut tree, has its spirit;

Candidates for initiation into tlie 
mystery* of the trumpets must be men of gwd character and 
celibate, 'fhe initLatcd members scoergie each other^ but^ 
and practise other austerities.* 

The conceptlcm of tnees and plants m animated beings 
nuturally results in treating them as male and fematej vrho 
can be mairlcd to each other in a reah and not merely a 
figurative or poetieal sense of the word. The ndtioii is not 
purely fanciful, for plant's like aniiuab fiavc their sexes and 
reproduce their kind by the union of the male and female 
elements. Hut whereas In all the higher ammals the organs 
of the tw'O sexes am regularly sepafated betwcoa different 
tikltviduahi Ui m 05 t plants they exist together Jn evoy 
individual of the «pecie!i* This rule, howev^jp, it by no 
means tmiversal, and in many species tlie male plant id 
diiiiiinet fr^im I he fctnalc. The distinction appears to ha%xi 
been observed by ^iomc savages, for wc arc told that the 
Maoris “ are acquainted ivitb tlic sex of trees, etc., and liave 
distinct names for the mole and fctnaJe of some trees/' * The 
ittideiTt? knew the diffccracc between the male and the 
female dateqialm, and feniJised them aitifidally by shaking 
the pollen of the male tree om the fiowera of the fomalc,^ 
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Tlie fcTtmotion iaaU pfnci; spring. Amofig ikt liCiitl^cn 
of FTarrjin I he month during which the palms were ferttlificd 
bore tlk: jinmc fjf the I?JUe Month, anj at Uits llm^^ they 
celebrated the marriaixc festival of all tlse gcwl^ and guesses.' 
PilTcrcfil from this true and fruitful marriage of (Ims palm arc 
the false and barrcfi marriages of pkmta which play a part 
hi Hindoo aaperstftiofL For CMajnple, If a Hindoo ha a 
planted a grove of msijigos, ncitliof he nor hli wife may taste 
of the fruit until he has formally mnrricxl emu of the trees, as 
a bridegroom, to a Lree of a dinemiil sort, commonly a 
tamaTind-trcc* w'hurh gmiYs near It (n the grave, If ^btre is 
no tiunarfnd to act as bndCp a j^mine wrjll serve the tuni. 
TJie expeuaea of such a tnarriage arc often oonsidcraUe^ for 
the itiorc Brahmans are feasted at ft, the Eieatcr the glory 
of the owner of tlie grove. A family has been known to sell 
its golden aiui Silver trinkets, and (o bofrow all the money 
they could in order to marry a mango-ttw to a ja^ftiJne waih 
due pomp and eejuntony..^ According to another account of 
the ceremony, a braach of a tire Is brought and fised 
near one of the matigo trees in the grav'e to represent the hir 
or hfidegraotn, and both are wrapt naund with the same pieos 
of cloth by the owner of the grove and his wife. To com¬ 
plete the ceremony a biniboo basket coE'^tainlmg the bndc*& 
belongings and dowry^ on minlaturi]; sea to is provided; and 
after the Brahman priest done his part, vcnniiion, 
the emblem of a completed marriagie, Is applied to the

embodiment of a goddcsis, is annually rnarriod to the god 
Kriiihna in evuTy Hindoo ramfly; nieoeremoriy takes place 
ill the month Kuri/tht or Kovember, In Western India 
tiiey often bring mi idol of tlic youthful Krishna in n gor^e^hos 
pali|n9iiini followed by a loitg tn^in of nttcmdiintSt to the 
house of a rich man to be wwldcd to the basil; and the 
festivities are celebrated with great pomp.^ Agam^ as the 
w'lfc of VishnUi the holy basil h tniuTied to the Salir^mNta^ 
a blaek fossil ammontie which ^ regarded as an cmbodtznent 
of VTfihmt. In Korth-WcMtern fmJia this luEirrittge of the 
plant to the fossil has to be performed before it Is lawful to 
tftstc of the ft ait of a new orchard. A man Jioldtng the 
fossil perMitiMte^ the bridegraeun^ and another holding the 
basil represents the bride. After htimtng ^ fiacrtficial fire, 
the officiating Brahman puls the u&ml qu^tioos to Ihe 
couple about to be imEted.

the Rajah of Orchha at Ludhauni. A ft™er Rajah used to 
lytmd a atim equal to about thirty thousand pounda^ beJng 
<mc-fotirlb of his revenuci upon the cntrfnony. On one 
(xcaiiian over a iHiiidred thousand people are said lo hav'e 
been present at the rite, and to have been feasted at the 
expense of the Kajak Tlie procession consisted of eight 
elephants, twelve hundred siamds, and four thootiand horses, 
H*il mouTitctJ and ckgi^rnly onpaiisonod The most sumpvu- 
oiisJy deeprated of tiic elephants carried the fossil gcxl lo 
p^y h{s bridal vkit to the little shrub gi>dde^ On such an 
octaskiri all the lites of a rogidor marriage am pcrfomiadj. 
and ofrerwords the newly-wedded ooupte am left to repose 
together in the temple tilJ the next year/ On Christmas 
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Eve; Gcmnan peasants ustd to tit; fruft-ttfcM logcthfif with 
ntrftw ropes to makt ihcrfl bear fruit, laying that the trees 
were thus mnrfied.* 

Ln the MoluccaSj when the clwve’trcei are in blosKiiTi* 
they are tr^itcd tike prcgnnnt women. No noise may be 
miLdo near them ; ™ !igbi or fire may be carried past 
them ai night \ no one may approach them wiih hii hat oih 
a]] must uncover m thdr presence. These procaulions m 
ob^m^cd lest ttie tree should be alarmed and bear no fruit, 
or sliould drop its fruit too sc-on, like ihe untimely dellve^ 
pf a itom.\n wiip lias been frightened in her pregnancy.^ So 
in the the growlEig rice-^rop is often treated with llte 
same eoiifiideratc regard as a breeding woman, Thuj 
in AEiiboyna, when the rice is in bloom, the peoplo say 
that it fs pregnant and fire no guns and make no mbcr 
no^ near the field, for fear lest, if the rice were thus 
disturbed. It would mtsoarty,and the crop would be all straw 
and no graltL* The Juvancic also regard the bloom on the 
rice as a sign that the plant is pregnant ; and they Ireaf it 
accordingly, by mingUtig in tint water tliat irrigates the nclds 
a ccrtahi astringcxit food prepared from sour fruit* which U 
believed to be wholesome for u’oenen wltli ehild^- In $omc 
dLilricts df Western Romeo there risusi: be no talk of corp^5<^s 
or dtitrtons rn the fieldSp else Utc apiflt of the gmwTng rice would 
be frightened and Bee away to Java.* The ToboongktKJs of 
Centra) Cciftba will not firt a gun in a riccfield, lest the rice 
should be frightened away.* The Chams of Bi^-Tiiuan^ Jn 
Cochin^Iiiiift. do not dare lo touch llm rice in the grauar>^ at 
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rn[<i-iitiy, because the dee is ihm Eislcfrp, anci h M oiilri be both 
rutJc and dat.geitjus to di^trrb its noonday slumber** In 
Orusft growing- rice ib conjtdcjpcd as a pregnant woman^ 
and the same ccrempn^cs are observed with regard to it as In 
tlic ease of human females.^* In Pow, a disEricf of Central 
Celebes, when the riec-cars arc beginning to focin^ women go 
through the field feeding the young ears with soft-bciEled rice 
to make them grow^ fast* Tliey carry the TockI in calabashes^ 
and grasping the cars in their hands bend them Over into 
the vessela that they majr partake of the sttengihcntng pap. 

1'hc; reason for boiling the rice %Qft Is that the eara arc 
regarded as youtjg children who cotifd not dig^t net eookixl 
In the usual w^ay." Tlie Tomori of Central Celebes feed Hie 
ripening rice by touching it with tlie con tents of n broken 
egg* When die graxu begins to forro^ the pctrpk of Gayo, 
a district of noitberti Sumatra, regard the rice as prognarit 
and feed it mth a pap composed of rico-mcal, ooco-nuh 
and treack, whidi they depodt on leaves Jn the middle 
an^ at the cofocm of the field. And wlien the crop is 
plentiful and ^hc rice lias been thrcshctl^ they give it water 
to drink in a pitcher, which they hnry to the neck in t|^ 
heap of graJn.^ 

Sometimes it is the witU of tl« dead which are believed inw 
to animate trees. The Dicri tribe of South Australia regard 
as very sacred cerUhi which arc sujijXKd to bctoMfcnt 

theif futhen transfemned; hence they speak wJtli rcvcrenea 
of thir^ trea*, and are careful that they sludi not be cut down 
or fairmcd* If the settlers require them to hew down the 
tixes.they earnestly protest against it, asserting that were ihej" 
to do 50 they would have no luck, find tnifiht be punched for 
not protecting their sneeBtom" Some of the E^hilippTne 
tskrrdcrs believe tlwit the souls of iheir ancestors arc in 
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Tw aortaltrecs^ which Llicy therefore sparen If *hey unj obliged 
foil one of llic’se ircei, itiey excuse them set v« to it by 
t^iii«tiMi|iA9uyirii;j; iJinr il was the priest wlio made tlrem do it* The 
spirits take up their aUode^ by prcfcreiioc,, fo mil und stalely 
^ trees with great spreading branches* When the wind rustles 
l^te leSrVcs, tlic mtive* HtDey it Is the voice of the sjjirU [ and 
they never pas^ near one of these trees without bowing 
respectfully, sifid asking psurdon of the spint for difitiirbuig 
hU repose. Among Uic Ignoirolcs, in the district of 
pantOp every village ha^ its tree, in which the wills 

of the dead forefitthers of the hamlet resldcu OOcrlugs are 
made to the IreCa and any iniury done to it Is bcllcvcxl to 
entail some mbfonune on th* village. Were the tree cut 
downp the village and alJ its lohjibioints would inevitably 
pcrisli*^ The natives of Bantoe, a pfovincc in the nerUt of 
Lu«iiip cut down the wochIs near tiieir villflgeii, but leave h 
few fin:: tron smnHing as the abode of the apirlbs of tlieir 
ancestors (rtff/to); and they honour the spidia by dcpi^^hlng 
food under the irea^ The Dyak^ believe that when a tnan 
dies by accident, as by drowning, it is a sign that the gods 
mean to exdmie him freim the realms of bibs. Accordingly 
hii body IS not buried, hut Ghtried into the fortst and there 
laid down- The scjuIj of such mifortunates pus into rrecs 
or snlmaJs or fish, and are rniich dreaded by t!tc Dyaks. who 
abtloin from using ccnairi kinds of wood, or eating ccrtnii) 
sortie of hsh^ because they are ^iippo^d to contain the souls 
of thi: dead.* Once, while walking with a Dynk^tbroiigh Jhe 
jungle, Sir Hugh Low observed that his crimpanion, after 
raising his sword to strike a great snakep suddenly mreslctl 
his arm and suffered the reptite to escape. On asking the 
rcosciip he was told by the Dyak that the bush in front of 
which they were standing hud been a man, a kinsman of his

Theneaforth the tree goe by the name of/he 
shaman's fir, and Is looked upon as his abod& Whoever 
cuts down such a tree will perish with all his household. 
Every tribe has its sacred grove of lira fn which the bona of 
Uic dead sltamaiw arc buried. In treeless region* these fin 
often (brin iBolaled clumps on the hills, and are visible froro 
afar.* The Lkungen Indians ol liritfih Columbia faticj' ih.^t 
tn!« are transf<.trto«l men, and that the crenking of the 
brandta in the W'lod is their voicc,^ !n Croatia* they say 
that witches used to be buried under oid trees cfi the forest, 
and that iheir souls passed into the trees and left the 
villagers in peace.* A tree that grows on a grave is re¬ 
garded by the South Slavonian pevant as a sort of fetish-

Actcirdlngly they 
are careful not to fell such trees, and they Ic^ve nfferings 4t 
the foot of them for the spirits. Uui sometimes^ when 
aft clearing fand For eultivatioitp it becomes necessary to cut 
down llie Ireta which cumber \l In that cm the Alftxir 
will call to the demon of the tree and beseech him to 
his abode and go elsewhere^ and he deposltii food under the 
tree a$ provision for the spirit on his journey* Then, and 
tioV lilt then, he may fell the tree.

thill making free with.^ Before the Gayos of Northern 
Sumutra dear a piece of fonest for the purpose of planting 
tobacco or iugar^citnc* they offer a quid of betel to the spirit 
whom ihey call the Lord of Uic WcMxlp and beg hli leave to 
quarteT themselves on his domain.* The Mandelings of 
Sumatra etidcavour to lay the hlame of mil such misdeeds at 
the door of ibc Dutch authorities. Thus when a man is 
cutting a rpad through n fomt and has to fcD toll tree 
which blocks the way, he will not begin to ply his axe until 
he has said: ** Spirit who lodges! {n this tree, take It not HE 
that I cul down thy dwchingi for it b done at no wish* of 
mine but by order of the Controller.^ And when fic wishes 
to clc^r a piece of for^t-tand for cultivatfonp it is necessQir>^ 
that he should come to a sarisfoeiovy tuiderstanding with 
the WDodlmnd spirits who live there l^cfore he Jays low their 
lerniy dwctlings. For this purpose lie goes to the middle of 
the plot of ground, stoops down, and pretends to pick up a 
letter, llien unfolding a bit of paper l>e rradi mfoud on 
imaginmr^* Tetter froiri the Dutcli Govenunent^^o whxdi be 
IS strictly enjoined to set about clearing the land without 
dday. Itaviog done so, he says: **You hear that, spirits. 
I must Usgln dcaring at once, or I shall be hanged 
When the Tagales of the Philippines are about to fell a 
tri?c whtch they beikve to be inhabited by a spirit, they 
excu^ thcrmcives to tlic spirit, saying: The priest has 
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Qrdcncd us to do it; the Hiult u iiot otin^ nor the w£U 
There is tt cert Bill tree called which the 

Dyaks believe to be inlmhited hy n apirit. Before they cut 
down one of these trws they strike an axe into the trunks ^ 
leave it there, and call upon ihe spirit either" to quit lus 
dwelling or to give them a sigri that he does not Vi-ish it to 
be tncddlcd with- Then they go home* Kext day they 
^isit the tree, and If they find ihe axe 5tth stiE:king in tlte 
trunks they can fell the tree without danger ; ihenc Is no 
spirit in or he would certainW have ejected die axe frotti 
Ills abode. But if they find the axe lying on the groudJ, 
they know that the tree is inliabked and they will not fell 
It; for It must surely have been the spirit of the tree In 
person who exfjelled the irtlrtmve axt Some soeptfeal 
Euruj^cana, boivever, ateite that what casts out the axo \a 
strychnine tn the aap rather than the tree-spirit Tficy say 
that if the sap is running^the axe must necessarily be forced 
<nij fay the action of heitt and the expansjOn of the exuding 
guitn I ivhercaj; tf the axe remolus iu tlve trunk, ijiia only 
shew3 that the tree b not vigorous but r^tuly to di&^ 

Before they cut down a gttrac tree, the IntWhits in ihecmm^ 
neighbourhood of Santlagp Tepciiuacan hold a ftiuival 
order to appe^^ the tree and so prevent tt frorn litrrtlng 
anybody in its falL* In the Greek tslind of Stphno»i if 
woodmen luive to fell a tree which they regard as iiosses^ei! 
by a spiritK are most corefulg when it fallSi lo ptaslmte 
themsetves tinmhly and in silence kst the spirit shouid 
chastise them as it esca|>csL Sntnetimes they put a it one on 
the Etump of the to prevent the rgtesa of the spirit. 

In s<j[ue parts of Sumatra, so as a tree is felled, a younf 
tree fa planted on the stuinpi and some betel and ft frw 
small cnioj arc also placed on h* The purpose of the 
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c.«™x,i»ce«iwi(y,eein»Tilain. Tlit spirii ftf llic tr« b offered a 
■< iiitiJ<!< ii,,. yottng Inw plsptcd on th« iHiiiijJ llic 

old one, and Iho offering, of betel and money is meant 
to compensate him for the disturbance he has suffefcd- 
Similarly, when the Magliis of Bengal wws obliged by Eum- 
peans to cut down tree? which tlic natives betieved to be 
tenanted by spirits, one of them was always ready witli a 
green sprig, which he ran and plaixd m the miildic of the 
stump when the tree fell, “ as a propitiation to the spirit 
whJcii had been displaced so roughly, pleading at the saine 
time the orders of the strangers for the w ork,"' In Malma* 

bera, however, the motive for placing a sprig on the stump is 
said to be to deceive the spirit into thinking iJjaf the fallen 
stem fs still growing In iU old place.* The Gn>'aks insert 
a stick with curled shavings on the stump of the tree which 
they have felled,believing that in thU way they give hack to tlie 
dispossessed tree-spirit liis life and soul.* German wootltnen 
nuke a cross upon the stump while the tree is (ailing, in ,the 
belief that this enables the spirit of the tree to iive upon the 
BtumjJ.' Ucfnte the Katodis fell a forest tree, they choose a 
tree of the same kind and worship it by presenting a coco¬ 
nut, buTTiiiig Incense, applying a red pigment, and begging it 
to bless the undertaking.* The intention, perhaps, is to induce 
the spirit of the former tree to al'ift Its quarters to the latter, 
(n clearing a wood, a Galelareesc must not cut down the lost 
tree till the spirit in it has been induced to go away.* When 
the Dyaki fell the jungle on the hUts, they oftrm leave a few 
trrts fitatsding on the hiil-tops an a refuge for tJie dispossessed 
trcfrspiriu’ Sailing up the Baram river in Sarawak you 
pass from time to time a clearing In the forest where maoioe 
is cultivaticd. In the middle of every one of these clearings 
a solitary tree Is always left standing as a homo for the 
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qdctisl spirit* Ilf the ttcKid- It* biiijghs art stripped ^Wt ;U1 
bnt the topsnntt, and jmx undci' its crown twi> cro^

Hfxandcm the place' The MIm m A^sam are unwilling to 
break up new land for cultivation bo long^a!! there U fallow 
brtti avallabJc ‘ for they fear to oHcnd the fpirEts of the 
wwd* by hewing down trees necdicfiyly* On the other 
tianJ, when a child has been lost, the fadams of i^ssnm 
\h\n\ i that It has been stolen by tlie spirits of the wood ; so 
they retaliate on the spirits by felling trees till they find the 
child. The spirits, fearing to be left without a tree in which to 
lodge, give up the child» and it U found in the fork of a treci* 

Eveit when a tree has bec^n felled, sawn into planks* and ftnipfi»i 
iiarf to build a hoitw^ it h possible tJmt the woodland spi^t 
may still be lurfciug In Ibe timber, and accardingly wtnclj^ 
people iscek to propitiate him before or after they occupy the 
new hotiBe;. ilcncc^ when a new dwdllng Is ready the 
Toradjas of Ceiitnil Celebes ktU a goat, a pig, or a huffak), 
and smear all the woodwork with Its blood If the building 
is a /oitf or sintrii-houiCi a fowl or a dog Ii kilkd on the 
ridge of the roof, a«d its blood allowed to Bow down on 
both sldes^ ■'The ruder Temapoo in such a case sacrifice a 
hiitnan being on the roof. This ^crifice on the roof of a 
/pdff or temple senc^ the BOine purpose as the smearing of 
bbod on the woodwork of an ordinary IiouKp TIjc inten^ 
tioii IS to prophiate the forest-spirita who may iSiil be in the 
timber ; they are thus put in good humour and will du the 
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in incited df the flULise no lifirni+ Poj a like PKLsofi people in 
CelelMSs and iht Moluccas arc much afraid of planting a 
post upside tiowii at the builditig of a house; for tiie forest- 
Spirit, who might stitl be in the timber, would very naturally 
resent the Hndignily and visit die Inmates with sickness.' 
The BaliauA or Kayans of centra! Borneo are of opinion 
that trec-SpLrits s^tand very aliffly on the point of honour 
and visit men witli thdr displeasure foi' any Injury' done to 
tbriiL ilectee after budding a house, whereby they iiave been 
forced tn Jlltreat many trees, these people observe a period 
of [wnwice tor a year, during which they must absmin from 
rnstiiy Ihing^i such as the killing of bears, tigcr-cata-i and 
acrpccits^ The period of taboo Is brought to an end by a 
ceremony ai which hejad-hufiiiiig, or the pretence of it, playii 
a part The Ooloo*Ayar Dyafcs on the Mandal river are 
sUII mure punctilious in their ubwrvaitcc of taboos after 
building R house The ieiigth of the pcnatice depends cMefiy 
on the kind of limber used in the construction of the dwelling. 
If ibc limber wai ilw valuable jronwood, ihe fnmaie e-f the 
house iTjtist deny ihemsciva varitnia dainties for iJwee yenr^ 
But the s[drit3 of humWer trees nre less exacting.* When the 
Kaynns have felled an ironwood tree in order lo cot it op 
into planks for a roof* they will offer a pig to die spirits nf 
the trai hoping thus to prevent the spiriu from molesting 
tlie 9 oub of perronR assembled under tJie roof." 

Thus the tree IS regarded* sometimes na the body, seme- 
limes B5 merely the house of the tre*-splrit; ond when we 
restd of sacresd trees which may not bo cut down beciuso 
they are the seat of spirits* it is not always possible to say 
with cenatnty m which way the preaence of the spirit in the 
iree fs coiioeivcd. In the following eases, fjerhapf, the 
trc« are regarded a» the dwetlmg-place of the spirits rather 
than as ihdf bodies. The Sea Dy^tks paint xo many a tree

the armoyance and esepense of plan torsi" The Siamese fear 
to cut dow^n any v'ery fine treea lest they should incur tlie 
rttiger of llie po wetful spirits w ho i aha bit them,^ The Eui 
a tribe of Upper Eurma, worship the spirits of Wlis and 
forests, find c^ver gneat tracts of country tlicy w'Ul not layout 
fidda for fear of ofleridiiig the spirits* They say that if a 
tree is felled a nmn dies.* In cverj^ Khond village a large

an addled egg. This sacred grove U religiously preserved.

Some of the VVatem triples of British Kew Gmnea ditrad 
certain fematc devils who inhahit Inf^ tiees and are very 
dangerous* Ttos $uppo!wrd to Iw the abode of tiicso draions 
are treated w'ith much tespcct and itever cut down, !Near 
Old Calabar there b a ravine fuU of the dciwesl and richest 
vegetation* whence a stream of limpid water floWB purling U* 
the river. The apot consider^ hy a late king to be 
lioltowcd groufid, the residence of AfiAnsa, the tutelary’ god 
of Old Calabar. The [icopJe had strict orders to revere the 
grove, and ito branch of it might be cuL* Among the 
nambirai of the Upper Niger every village has its sacred 
tree, gencniily a tamarind, which is flopposed to be the abode 
of the fetish and b carefully preserved* The fctlah is con¬ 
sulted on every important occasioni and sacrifices of sheep, 
dogs and fowls, accompanied with olTcrings of millet and 
fmiU^ artr in^uie under the sacred tret^ In the dcsi^ of 
Ambia a modem travT?lJcf found a great solitdly acaeia^tree 
winch Ihc Bedouins believed to be possessed by a jinnee. 
Shreds of cotton and boms of goats hung Among the boughs 
And nails were kimcked into the trunk. An Arab atrongly 
dissuaded the traveller from cutting a branch of the tree* 
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AUliriiig bits that It wsa death to do so,' Tlic Vourouks, 
who I rjiiablt the sonthern coasts of Asfa Minor and Llic heights 
of Monist Taurus, haii'e sacred trees which Ihey never cut 
ilown from fear of driving away the spirits that own them.' , 
Tl« old Pnjaaians believed that god# Inhabited toil trees, 
such as oaks, from which they gave audible answcis to 
enquirers : hence these trees were not felled, but worshipped 
its the homes of divinities, Amongat the tata, thus venerated 
by them was the elder-t«e* The Satnagitiani thought 
that if any one vejiiurcd to injure certain grove*, or the 
birds or beasb in them, the spirits would make hU hands 
or feel crooked.* Down to the nineteenth century the 
Krthonians stood in such awe of many trees, which they 
considered as the scat of mighty spirits, that tlicy would 
not even pluck a flower or a berry on the gtetiml wbere the 
shadow of the trees fell, much tee* would they dare to break 
a branch frotn the tree itself* 

Even when: no mcnitoti is made of wood-ipirita, iKSa^i 
tnoy generally assume that when trees or groves att sacitd****™ 
and inviolable, it Ts because they are believed to be eith^ 
inhabited or anlinaicd by sylvan dcEoes. In Ceniiul India 
tlie />ar tree {Funs Mi’m) and ibc pifat (fiftu rtftgioia) 
ore sacred, and every child jeama the fflying that “* it is better 
to die a leper than pluck a leaf of a ptpat^ and he who can 
wound a Mir will kick hill little sister-*** Tn Uvonta there 
ii .1 sacred grove in which, if any man fells a tree or breaks 
a branch, he*will die within the jxar.’ The Wotyak* have 
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fa0«<l gmviA A Kusiisfi who ventured to liuvf a tree in 
one of iheni fell wk and diet! next day.' Tlic heat hen 
ChcremUs of Soitth-Eastem Russia Iwve saeretl grovea. and 
woe to him who lianfiji to fell one of the holy trrcs- If *he 
.lUtJiar of line sacrilege Is unknown, they take a cock ot a 
gno^ totttifi! ft to dcalli and then thirOMf it on the fire, vi'hile 
they |nay to the E«Jds to punish the sinner :irici 
to perish Hkc tile bird.* Near n. chapel of St. Ninian, in the 
mriah of Belly, there stood more thaji a century and a half 
ago a row of irecj, “all of et|ual sl*e, thick planted for.about 
the length of a butt,” which were "looked upon by the 
snpet^titious papists as sacred hees, ffora which they reckon 
it sacriledge to take *0 much as a branch or any of the 
fniiL" * So in tile island of Skye some two hundred and 
fifty yeflT 5 ago tliete vnu a holy lake. " surrounded by a fair 
wood, which none pnaumes to cot” j aud iIkwc who vetilured 
to (tifririfii! iia sanctity by breaking even a tw'lg cjtlicf 
sickened on the spot or were vbited afterwards by '■ some 
signal iriconvenicnc&’* * Sacrifices offered at cutting dowji 
trees are doubtless meant to appease the wood-spirits. In 
Gilgit it is usual to sprinkle goat's blood on a tree of any 
kind before felling ft.* The Aklkuyu of British East 
Africa hold the ntHgutnu or mug^wtv tree, a speeJes of 
fig, sacred on account of its sire and fine appearance; 
henee they do not ruthlessly cut it down like other 
tjfecs which cumtaer a patch of grerund Uiat is to br 
cleared for tillage. Groves of this tree are sacred. It* 
them no ajTc may be laid to any tree, no branch broken, 
no firewood gathered, no grass burnt; and wild anittmls 
which ha'L'e taken refuge there may not be molated, lti 
there sacred groves sheep and goats are sacrificed and 
prayers are offered for rain or fine a’catlicr or in bchall 
of lick children. The whole meal of the sacrifices U 
left in the grove for God {Ngai) to rat; the fit is placed 
io a cleft of the trunk or la the branches ss a tit-bit for 
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i« r^iKJS-s/’/^/rs

nt picasure, an importunt ndvanoc has been made in religious 
thought. Anitnlam Is passing into po!ythcisi»> In other X'^uf ib^ 
words, instead of reganling ench tree os a living and conccious "«*«. 
being, man now sees in it merely a lifeless^ Inert UiAKt 
tenanted for a longer or shorter time by a vupemaJuml 
being who, as be can pass freely from tree to tree, ibcrcby 
enjoys a certain right of possesrion or UirdsWp over the 
bees, and, ceasing to be a tree-soul, becomes n roresf god. 

Aasoim as iJic ttw^pirit is thus in a rncasurc disengaged 
frum each particular tree, he begins to change bis shape and 
auume the body of a man. in viniie of a general tendency 
of early thought to clottic all abstract spiritual brings in 
concrete human form. Hence in ciassical art the sylvan 
deities are depicted in human shape, their wmidland character 
being denoted by a branch or sonic equally obvious symbol.' 

Bui this change of shape does not affect the esscnliat 
characlcf of the tree-spirit. The powers which he exercised 
M a Itce-soui incorporate in a tree, be still continues to 
wieUi as a god of trees. This I shall now attempt to prove 
iti deieil. I shall shew, first, that trees considered as aniruBtc 
beings ore creSited with the power of making the rain to fall, 
the sun to shine, flocks and herds to muhipty. and women 
to bring fortli easily t and. second, that the very same 
are attributed to tiec-gods cotireived iis anthropomoiphic 
beings or as actually ineamate in living men' ^

and sniishlHC. When Oic missionary Jerome of Prague ^ 
pewuailing the hcatlien Lithti.iiiians to fcU aacred 

ETTjves, A multitude oF womert besought the Fnnee of 
Lithuanf:! Ed stop him. sayiifg that with the wo^ he was 
doUDyingAlie hu«« of goU rrom which they had been ^nt 
to get rain and sunshine.’ The Mmidaris In Assam thmk 
that if St tree in tlie sacied grove is felled the sylvan gods 
evince ihdr displeasure hy wlthholdlite tain.* In order to 
proquT« rain ihc inhahlfants of Monyov a vrllage 
Sagaing distiict of Upper Burma, chose the largest tamannd- 
tree near the vills^e a«d named It the hatinl of the spmt 
{«,^1 who caotmls the raiiv Then they bre^d. 

nuts, ptanuina. and fowls 10 the gitttnJJan spint of the vlMa^ 
and to the spirit who gives rain, and tlic>' prayed^ " O Lord 
titU have pity on us pOof mortals, smil stay not the rajo. 
Tnasmudi as our offering b given ungrudgiuely. let the ram 
fall day and night." Afterwards lilKiibna were made m 
honour of the spirit of the lamaftnd-tree ; and still later 
three elderly women, dressed in fine clothes and wfeirlng 
necklaces and earrings, sang the Rain Song * In Cambodia 
riiich vtUasje of province hafl it* 3aj:red tree* the abode ol a 
spirit. If the rains are late the people sacrifice to the t^ 
In rlow* of drought the elders of the Wakamfaa in East 
Afrkn assemble and take a calahash of dder and a goat to 
a baobab-tree, where they kill the goal but do not eat Ih 
Whciii O^ambo women go out to corn they take with 
them in the b^tskel of seed two grwn branch^ a pafticiiUf 
kind of tJc*? one of whidl 

they plant in the field along with the first seed sown, "nie 
branch la helicii'^ to have the power of attracting rain; 
hence in one cf the native dialects the tree goes by the 
name of the " tain-bush^ * To extort rain from ihe tree- 
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spirit » fcninch is soruetimca dipiicU in water, as w« lukve 
«€jii nhove.' In such cases the i^\t U daubtka* suppMeJ 
to be imiufttient in tlie Itraneli, 4 !ttl the water thin cpplied to 
the siiirit |if«luci» tain by a sort of sympaiheHc autgic^ 
exactly aa we satr that in Kew CaL-donla the rp-in’inakecs ' 
pouf water on a skeleton, beilcvltij ihjit the soul of the 
deceased will convert (he water into rain' There U hanUy 
room to doubt that Mannhaidt Is right in cxiilaining « a 
raiii-cbflrm tho European custom of dreudilng with water 
the trees which are cut at certain popular fcstirals. ns tnid- 
sumiiier* Whitsuntide, and har^tist.* 

Again, tree-apiriu make the crops to grew. Amongrt T^ 
the MuntJaris cv'cry villngc has its sacred grove, and ’ liic qjipoani 
grove deities ant held responsible for the crop*, and are 
especially honoured at all the groat agricultural restivats.” * 

The negroes of the Cold Coast are in the habit of sacrrficfng 
at llw foot of octtaiii tall trees, and they thinli that If one of 
were felled all the fruits of the earth would peri.sh. 

Before harvest the Wabojidet of East Africa sacrifke a 
to the spirit thiit lives in baobab-tieea ; the blootl is pouted 
Into a hole at Uie foot of one of iho trees. If the sacrifice 
were omiUal the s[rirll would send disease and death am^ 
the neojilB.* Tlic Callus dance in couples round sacred 
trees, praying for a good harvest. Every couple consbti of 
a man and woman, who are linked togtihcr by a ihck, of 
which e,ich holds one end. Under ihdr arms they carry 
green corn Of Swedish peasants stick a leafy hionch 

b each furrow of Ihdr corn-fields, beiievbg that th» will 
cnitnre an abundant crop,' The same Idea comes out ti the 
German and French custora of the l larvm-May Jh\t » 
large branch Of a whole tree, which is decked with cars of 
com, brought Iwme on tins Iwt waggon from the harvest- 
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field, srtd fMtened on tbe roof of thi: furmliouse m of the 
teirii, where It remAinB for a ycif. Mannha^t ha» ptowtl 
that thb branch or tree embodies tJw tra:*sptrlt «i«e«wd as 
the spirit of veECtation to general, whose vmfjnhC and iroeU’ 
fjritm inflHcnee b thus btoughl to bear u|«n the corn in 
particular.

The object of preserving the Harvest-May nr the anfwfv 
for a year » that the life-giving virtue of the boogh may 
foster the growth of tJjc crops througliout the year. By the 
end of the year the virtue of the bough is sup^d to be 
exhausted and it b replaced by a new out Following a 
simitar train of thought aoine of the Dynks of Sarawak arc 
careful at the rice harvest to take up the rooU of a ccriwn 
bulbous plant, which tears a teaurifiil crown of while and 
(hiurant flowers These root* arc preserved with tiic nec in 
the granary and are planted again with the arod-rice m the 
rolluwing season ; for the 0yak. »y that tlie rice wiU not 
grow unless a plant of this »rt be in the field.* 

Cusioraa like that of the Hanrest-May aupear to eiasl 
in India and Africa. At a harvest fealival of the UioOSaJ 
of South-Eastern India the thief goes with bu pcoplv mlo 
* the forest and feli* a large true, which b then cifricttinto 
the village and set up in the midst. Sacrifice is otrered, 
and spirits and rice arc poured over the tree. The ceremony 
closes with fl feast and a dance, at which the unmarried men 
and gifts are the only pcfformcts.* Among the Bechuan**

Again» the fniciifying power of the tree is put forth at sced^ 
time as well as at luirresL Among the Aryan tribes of 
Gilgitt on the north-westeni frenlicr of India^ the saeird tree 
ia the CMftt 3 spedes of cedar At the 

beginning of w^heat-sowing the people recch'c frocn the 
rajah's granary^ a quantity of wheat, which h placed in a 
skip mixed with sprigs of the sacred cedan A large bonfire 
of tile cedar woed is Ughted, and the wheat which is to be 
sown fa held over the smoke. The rest fa ground and made 
inEo n lai^e cake, which ia baked on the same fire and given 
to tile ploughniafL* Here the intciitkin of fertilising the 
seed by mear^ of the sacred cedar fa unmIfStakabiR 

In all these cases the power of fostering the growth 
eropSf and, in general, of cultivated plantiiH fa ascribed 
trees. The ascripiEon fa not unnatural. For the tree fa thewiiw-

his house taking witli him a spmy the c«^. On am^l 
at his house ho found the door shut In his face, and on his 
knocking for admission, hb wife a*ked. 'What have you 
brought ?■ To wliich he answered, ' If you want children. 
I have brought them to you; if you want fi^, 1 have 
brtniflhi it; if you want cattle. I have brought them; what- 
evcfvou want, t have it' The door waa then open^ and 
he entered with his wdaf spray. The wife thcri took some 
of the leaves, anil pouring wine and water on place 

them on the fire, and the rest wen? sprinkled with flour and 
suspended from the ceitiTig. She then sprinkJrf flour on 
her husbaniTs bead and shoulders, and additaiwd him thus.

the fertillAng influence of the cedar* In Norlhern India the to 
HfftA/tM Is a sacred tree. On the eleventh of the 

month Pba^mi (FeUniury) libations are poured at the foot 
of the tree, 4 ral or yellow siring is bound about the trunk 
and prayers sire ofTcred to It for the fruitfalnc®i of women^ 
animals^ and »rop^¥.* Again, in Northcrfi India tJie coco-nut 
is estoftned one of the moat sacred ftuits, and ts calle^l 
SriphaJa, or Ihe fruit of Sri, the goddess of pjrosperity. It is 
the symbol of fertility, and alt through Upper IndU i* kept 
fir shrinei iutd presenred by the priests to womcti who desire 
to become mothersH* In the town of Qua, near Old Calolwifi 
there used to grow a palm-tfoc which entwred conception lo 
any barren woman who ate a nut from Its bfUnehes.^ Tn 
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Europe line ^^a>■-lrec or Miijr-polc is appsircntly supposed to 
|t0S3ei$ Ainiilaf flowers over both women and cattle Thus 
in some parts of GcrinaTiy on itie first of May ihe peasanU 
Mt op May-tree* or May-buslxes at the doors of stables 
tnSiKCKe and byres, Cm for cadi Iwrsc and cow j this is thought to 
rtM*?- tnaltc the cows yield mtich milk.* Or the Irish wc are told 
StUiT* ihnt •• they fancy a green bough of a tree, fastened on May¬ 
day against the house, will produce plenty of milk that 
summer"* In Suffolk thtsv was an old custom, obsci^ 
in most farm-houses, that any servant who covild bring in a 
branch of hawthorn in blossom on the first of May was 
entitled to a dish of crearn for breakfast,* SiiaJlarly, " in 
parts of Cornwall, till certainly ten year* ago, any child who 
brought to a dairy on May morning a piece of hawthorn in 
bloom, or a piece of fresh bracken, lotig enough to su^und 
the earthenware bowl tn which cream is kept, was given a 
bowl of cream."* On Hay Day English milkmaids used to 
dance with garlands on their paiis One May morning ttjng 
ago Pepys on bis way to Westminaer saw many of ihem 
dancing thus to the music of a fiddle while pretty Nel 
Gwynnc, in her smock sleeves anti bodice, watched them 
from the door of her lodging* in Dmry-laiU!.* 

M*y.iree However In these and similar European customs It 
»»“> seems that the influence of the tree, bush, or btwgh is realty 
prDiiii^l.,^ protective rather than generative; tt docs not so much fill 
ihc udders of the cows as prevent them from being drainul 
dry by witches, who ride on taroomsticka or pitchforks througli 
tire air on the Eve of May Day (the fsmous WalptiTgi* 
Night) and make great elTorts to steal the milk from the 
cattle. Hence the m^iiy procuutlons which the prudent 
herdsman must Uke to guard his tx;asts at this season from 
the raids of these baleful creatures. For example, on May 
morning the Irish scatter pritnroses on ilic threahoid, keep a 
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piece of red-lini iiioii on the hearth, or twine brariches of i*™' 
whitethorn and mountain-ash or rowan about the door. To 
gave the mitk ihry cut nnd peel bou|;h9 of mounts in-ash witdienm 
(rownii^, aiul bint) ihe twigs round the mtlk-pulft and thejj,^*^ 
churn.^ According to a writer of the sixteenth century, 
whose description Js quoted by Camdcrij, the iriefa ^ account 
every woman ivho fetches fire on May-day a hi'ilch, nor will 
they give it to any but sick pcrsonB, and that witli an 
iiniTrecation, believing she will steal all the butter the next 
summer. »On May day they kill all the hares thej' find 
rtdinng tlicir callli*, supposing them the old women who 
have destgRS on the butter, Tticy tmagtne the butter so 
stoletl may be recovcftsd if they lake some of tiie thatch 
hanging over the door and bum It**’ in the nortli-cast of 
Scotland pioses of rowan-tree and woodbine, or of rowan 
alone, uaed to be placed over the doors of tlie cow-hooses on 
May Day to keep the wildies from the kine; and a still 
better way of attaining the same object was. to tie a cross of 
foiran-ttec wood with a scarlet threiuJ to eacli animal^ tail,* 

The Higblandcm of Scotland believe that on Beltane cve, 
that is tlie n^ht before May Day, die witches go about in 
the shape of hares imd suck the milk from the cowl. To 
guard against their depfcdationa lor wm put bebimJ the cats 
of the cattle and at the tool of the tall, and the bouse was 
hung with Towun-ttot* For the same reason tiic Iligh- 
hmders say that tlie p^ of the eow-shnekle and the buidle 
and cross of** llic cliuni-staff should always be made of 
rowan, because that is the most potent charm against witch- 
cruft.* In the ble of Mon on May Pay,old style,people carried 
crosses of rowan in their hats and fastened May-Bowcn over 
their doors as a proleeticun against elves and witches, and for 
the same pur|)Oi$c they tied crosses of lowun W the tolls of

For the aainc purpose the tJohemiana at ihia»scago!n lay 
bmiicha of gooseberry bushes, hawthorn, and wild rose-trees 
on t)w thresholds of the cowhouses, because the witches are 
caught bj' the thorns and can got nO farther* We now see 
why thorny trees and bushes, whether Imwthom. buckthorn, 

Of what neii, afTord protection against witchcraft: they serve 
as prickly hedges through which the witches cannot force 
their way. But this ejiplanatlon clearly does not apply to 
the mountain-ash and the biTch.

SorectlmM the 
image of Metsik is made of a com-shesf and fastened to 
a tan tree in the wood. The people perform strengp aiiiica 
before it to induce Metslk to guard the corn and Um cattle.

No’one vwuld pJ uck 3t single leaf of the snerrf tree^ 
any injury to which was punished by Ul-luck or sichnesa. 
rr^jnant women used to clasp the tree In their oms In 
order to ensure an easy delivery,’ !n some tiegro tribes nf 
ihc Congo region pregnant womon make thctnselm gar¬ 
ments out of the bark of a certain sacred tree, because ttey 
believe that this tree dellvem them from the dangers that 
attend cWld-bcaring.* The story that Leto clasped a pdm- 
tree and an olive-ttce or two laurei-tree, wlicii she was about 
to give Inrth to the divine twins A|»1lo and Artemis, per¬ 
haps points to a rimilar Greek belief b the cfiicacy of 
certain trees to facilitate delivery.* 
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CHAPTER X 


RELICS or TttUR'WOKSHIP IN HOOER« RWOFB 

From live foregoing levicw uf the beneficeRl ijiia lilies ewtv* 
monljr Mcribwi to tree-«pmts, it Is easy to tindcntard why****^ 
customs like the May-tree or Way*pole have prevailed » 
widely nod Irgured SO piomitiontly in the peputar' festivala 
of European peasants. In spring or early smiinier w even 
on Midsummer Day, It was and stilt Is in many parts of 
Europe the custom to go out to the woods, cut down a ina 
and bring it Into ttie villi^e, where it is set op amid general 
rejolcjRgs; or the people cot branches in ihe woods, and 
fasten them on every house. The Intention of these customs 
is to bring hoiivc to ilie village, and to each bouses the 
blessings which tire trec-spirU has in its power to bestow. 

Ilcncc the custom ttv some places of planting a May-tree 
before every house, or of carr^'ing the vlliage May-tree from 
door to djoor,^at every household may receive it* share of 
the blessing. Out of the mass of evidence On this subject 
a few examples may be selected- 

Sir Hnnry Piers, In bis Dismfflitn »f WatmtAth^ wnbng 
In i6Si says: "Oh May-eve, every fmnlly sets up before 
their door a green bush, ilrewcd over with yellow flowers, 
which the meadows ytdd plentifully. In countries wheae 
timber is plentiful, Uiej' erect Ull siender trees, which stand 
high, and they continue almost the whole ycarj » as a 
rtnnger would go nigh to imagine that they were aN *ie^ 
of ale-sclkre, and that all bouses were alt-hous^^ in 
Kortliunptonshire a young tree ten or twelve feet high used 
to be planted before cadi hoH« on May Day so as to appear

door.' '‘Among ancient eilstoma still retained by the

and hawtliora, and of planting beesj or ialhcr stumps of 
trees, before their houset.”* In the north of England it was 
formerly the custom for young people to rise a little after 
midnight on the moniing of the first of May* aitd go out 
with music and (lie blowing of horns into the woods, where 
they broke branches and adorned them with nosegays and 
crowns of flowers. TlUs done* they returned about sunrise 
and fiuttened the flower-dneked branches over the doors and 
tjAi windows of their houses.* At Abingdon in Berkshire young 
people formerly Went about in groups on May morning* 
singing 4 carol of which the following are two of the 
verses;—

At iht towns of SaffTon Walden ajid Dctxleti fn E$$es 
on the first of May little girls go about in pJirtits from door 
to dour singing a song almost identical with the above and 
carrying garlands j a doll dressed In white is usually placed 
in the middle of each garland* Similar customs have 
been and indeed are still observed in various parts of 
Eng land. Tire garlands are generally in the form of 
hoops intersecting each other at right angles. Thus on 
hfay morning the girls of the neighbouring Til[ag)es used 
to flock into Northampton bringing their garlands, which 
they exhibited from house to house. The skeleton of 
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iHc garland fA-as formed nf tw(> hooi^s of ositf Or hatet^tay 
crossing each atlicf at il^hi angles^ aiuJ so with Rh jlaiM< 

dowers and ribbons that no port of them could be wen. in 
the eenlre of the garlandi were placed gaily dressed dolls, 
one, two. Of three In number according to the tiic of the 
garland The whole was Rjeed to a ftafT about five feet 
long, by which it was carried In shewing their garfanda 
the child mil chanted some simple ditlfcs and nn:eivi«t in 
return pennies, which furnished forth a feast on their nrlurn 
to their homes. A meny dance round the garlafid Cfjn- 
duded the festivity.* At UttOxetet groups of children carry 
garlands of flowesrs about the town on May Day. “The 
garlands consist of two tioops. One passing through the 
citlicr, which give the appearance of four half‘circ1c5, and 
they am decorated with flowers and evergreens, and 
sunnountod with a hunch of fiowert as a sort of crown, 
and in the centre of the hoops is a pendant orange and 
fiawefs.” One or mom of the children cany a little pole 
or stick upright with a bunch of flowers fastened lo the topv 
They are themselves decorated with flowers and ribbons, 
and receive pence from the houjes which they visit,* At 
Watford in ifertfordahire, groups of ehildren, almost entirely 
girls, go about the streets from door to door on May Day 
singing »nie verses, of which two agree almost verbaJIy 
wich thoM which, as we have seen, ore sung at Abingdon in 
Berkshire. They arc dressed in white, and adorned with gay 
ribbons and snahes of many hues. “Two of the girls cany 
between them on a slick what tlicy call ■ the garland/ which

land.^ These hoops arc covered with any wHd-floweni in 
season, and am fiirtlier ornamented with ribbons. The

waa nbsetfA^d at Bampton^in-tltc-Bnib in Oxfordibire down 
to about tlie middb of the idneieenil!k century. The 

garland conatsted of two crossed hoops ooverat with 
tnosia, flowers, and ribbons; Two girls, known the 

Lady and her Malib bora ihe garland between them on a 
Slick \ and a boy called the I-ord* who carried .% stick 
dressed with nblx>ns and flowers^ collected contrl but ions 
from the spectators. From time to time tbo Lady sang a 
few itne^ and waa then kissed by the LptcL* At Scvenoalcs 
in Kent ihc children bough* and garlands from door 

to door on May Day. The boughs conaisi of sticks carried 
upright with bundles of leaves and wild'^floivcrs fastened to 
tlie topL The garlands arc formed of two hoops bterbeed 
cro^s-wise and covered witli blue and yellow Bowers from the 
woods and hedges; Sometimes die garlands are fastened to 
the end of a stick oarriod perpendiculariyi somctimoB they 
hang from tlie middie of a stick borne horizon tally by iw^ 
children/ In the sirtcts of Cambridge link girls regularly 
make their appearance every May Day with female dollt 
enclosed in hoops, whieh are eoveird with ribbons a tit! 
flowers. Tlieae they shew to pas^crS'byg Inviting Uiem to 
remember the May Lady by paying a s mall sum to her 
bearers.* At Salisbury girls gfo through the streets on May 
Day in palfs^ carrying between them 00 a stick a circular 
garland or hoop adamed w'ith flowers and bows ; tiiey visit 
Uie shops asking for money, A stutllai custom Is oh^n^ed 
At Wilton a few miles front Salisbury/ At Cawtborne in 
Yorkshire ** on ihe first of May the schonlHchitdrcn came with 
hoops tc» beg for artificial flowers; these my mother's maid 
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tued 10 Kw on to tbo hoops^ which tvirh fiVihona nnd oIHet 
decorations, were tiiwH in decking otit a lalt Majr-pok plantod 
in the village:." ' It appran that a hoop wreathed with 
mwAii and marsh marigold, and bearing ftunpended within it 
two balls, b still carried on May Day by villagers in some 
parts of (rclnnd. The balK which are sotnetime* covered 
with gold and silver paper, are said to have originally 
represonted lire amt and moon.* 

In some villages of the Vosges Mountalnt on tlte first stj>T 
Stmilay of May young girls go in hands from houie lo house, ^ 
singing a song ii! praise of May, in which mention is made of 
the “ bread and meal that come in May." If money is given 
tbom, they fasten a gntui hough to the door; If it is tcfuierl, 
they w'bh the family many children and no bread to feed them.* 

Jn the French department of Mayenne, boys who bow the 
name of used tu atxnil from farin to farm on 

the first of May singing carols, for which they received 
money or o drink; they plBiiiod a small tree or * 
branch of i tret’ Among ijre Germans of Moravia on 
the third Sunday before Enster, which goes by the 
name of tuatan Sunday, it Is customary In sr^mc places 
far young girb to carry a small fir-tree about from door 
to door, while they sing songs, fcr which they receive 
presents. The tree b tricked out with many-coloured 
ribbons, and sometimes with llowcw and dyed egg¬ 
shells, and its branches are twined together so m to 
form what b•called a crown.* In Corfu the children go 
about singing May songs on the first of May. The boys 
cany small cypresses adorned with ribbons, fiowers, and the 
fruits of the seawn. They receive a glass of wine at each 
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house. The Rfrla ceny (Km^ay*. One ol thcra is clreased 
up like an angeU with giit whigS, and scaltcn Bowers.' 

Oil the Thursday before Wbitininday tlic Riisainn 
villagers "go out into the woods, aJng songs, weave gar¬ 
lands, and'cut down a young birehdns:, which llwy dress 
up in woman'* clothes, or adorn with many-coloured shteds 
and ribbons. After that comes a fcMt, at the end of which 
they take the dressed-up birch-tree, carry it home to their 
village with >nyful dance and song, and set it up in one of 
the houses, where it lemains as an honoured guest lill Whit- 
Kinday. On the tviro intervening days they pay visits to 
the iwmse where their 'guest' ts; but on the third Jay, 
Whitsunday, they lake her to a stream and fling her into 
its watem" liirowtng their garlands after lujr, "All over 
Russia evety village and every town is turned, a little licforc 
Whitsunday, in to a sort of garden. Ev'ery where along the 
street* the young birch*trees stand in rou'S, evety house and 
every room Is adorned with boughs, even tlie engines upon 
Lbc railway me for the time decked with green leaves.'' * 
In this Russian custom the dressing of the bireh In 
woman's clothes shews how clearly the tree Is personified; 
and the throwing it Into a stream is mcj 5 t probably a rain- 
charm. In some villages of Ailmark it was formerly the 
custom for serving-men, grooms, and cowherds to go from 
farm to farm at Whitsuntide distributing crowns made of 
birch bfanches and flowers to llic fornnsrs ; there crowns 
were hung up In the Iiauacs aiul left tJll*thc following 
year.* 

In the neighbourhood of ^abcrti in Alsace bands of 
people go about carrying May-trees. Amongst them a a 
man dressed in a white shirt, with M* face blackened; in 
front of him Is eattjer) Ji Jorge May-tree; bur each member of 
the band also cairfes a stoallcr one. One of tlic company 
bears a htige baskcl in which he collects eggs, bacon, and 
50 fortFi.*' In renii* parts of Sweden on the eve of May Day 
lads go about cany log each a bunch of fresh-gatbervd birch 
twigs, wholly or pattially In leaf. With the village fldJltT at 
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their head, they mitke the muifd of the slngfni; May 

songs; the hurden of tlieiraonga U n [iraycr Tor fine weatttee,a 
plentiful harvest, and worldly and spirilual tilesaingSb Oite of 
them carries a tuiskel in which tie collects gifts of^eggs and 
the like. If tliey are well reedved they stick a lea'^ twig in 
the Twf over the cottage doorp* 

Rut in Swalcn niidsiitnmer is the scanon wdicn these sno- 
eeirinonies are diicliy observed. On the Eve of SL John 
(the twenty - third of June) the houses arc thoroughly w 
cleansed and gamislied wttJi green boughs and llawerL 
Young fir-trees are raised at the doorway and elsewhere 
about the homesteail; and very often sinnll umbrageous 
.vhours arc constriKtcd in the gardntv In Stockholm 
on this day n leaf-market is held at which ihouiiaiKU 
of May-{>otes (Afaj from «Ex inches to twelve 

feet tilglv decorated H tth leavesi, flowers, slips of eotoured 
{lapcr, gih egg'Shells strung on reeds, and so on, are ex*

dance round thern and jump over thenL Rut lire ehluf event 
of the day is setting up the May-polcL This condits of a 
stralgfil and tall spnice-pine tree, stripped of Its branchta. 

" At times hoops and at others pieces of wood, placed cross¬ 
wise. are attached to it at iottrvaLs; whilst at others it is 
provfflcd with bowa. Tepteaenting, w to say, a man with his 
arnw akiinbo. From tup to bottom nm only the ' MaJ 
Sting' (May pole) itself, hut the hoops, b*wa, etc„ arc orna* 
mented with lemrcc, flowera, slips of varknu doth, gilt 
sheUs, etc. ; and on the top of it i« a large vane; or tl may 
be a flag." The raising of the May-pole, the deCOritlion of 
which is done by the viltiigc maidena. Is an affair of iitudt 
ceremony ; the people fiock to it from all quarters, and dance 
sound It In n gteftt ring.’ MidtUmmHa' custom* of the same 
sort used to be observecl in some juuta of Germany, lima 
in the towns of the Upper Hari Mountain* tall fir-ttees, 
irirh the bark peeled olT their lower trunks, were wt up in 
open place* and decked with fiowem and eggs, which were 
painted yellow and red. Rotmd Ihevc tree* the young folk 
danced l^y day and the old folk in the evening. Matty 
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people clii^iscd ttuirn^lvi^s, and dminatK! it^prcsentatty eis 
wrere given, amongst others mock cxceutEons, *t which the 
sufTcrer'^ hat was knocked off instead of his head. At tiie 
Village of Lcrbnch in fir'chd moonitafns chitdren woi^ld 
gather toother on Midsummer Da>v each with a tiny fir- 
tree. which they made to revolve from led: to right in the 
direcrion of the sun^ while they sang " The maiden ttirned 
herself about*** or '^Oh^ thou dear Summertime E Oli, thou 
dear Sunitncrtimc I ** * In some ^larfci of Bohemia a1 *o i 
May-pote or rnidjiummcr-tree is creeled on Su John's Eve. 
The lads fetch a tel! fir or pine from the wood and set it up 
on a height, where the girls deck it with nosegays, garlands, 
and rtxi ribbons. It is afterwards burned.’

bt&^Eui. which iiaa prevailed In varJoui parts of Europe^ such as 
England, Frano* and Getmany.of setting up a village May- 
tree or May-pole on May Day/ A few examples will 
suibceL The puiitankal writer PhJIEip Slnbhes in hij 
ilrtff/flmw I^ first pubtishecl at London in 15S3, 

ha* descrihcil witli manifest disgust how they ui^ed to bring 
tn the May-pok in the days of good Queen But. Hri 
description affords tl* a vivid glimpse of merry Htigknd in 
the olden time. * Againji May, Whitsondayp or other time* 
all the yung men atnl maidej, olde men and wives^ nm 
gadding o«r night to the woods, groves, hils* and moimtaing, 
where they spend all the night in plesant pastimes; and in 
the mDftiing they retum, bringing with them birch and 
bmnciits of trees^ to deck their assemblfes withidL And no 
mervatle^ for there Is a great Lord present amongst them, as 
fuperintetident and Lord over their paslimes and ^portes* 
namely* Sathan, prince of hd. But the cheifest Jewel they 
bring from thence is their May-pole, which they Iwing Iiome

been abandoned. A great failure of the oelchratitiTl of May 
Day at Badstow used lo be tbo Hobby Hofse^ that ts, a man 
wearing a fcrocitius mAsiiQ^ wito went dancing and singing 
tkjfore the chief houses^, accompanied by a great ftower- 
bediiscked crowd of rnen and wt)tnei>^ while the men fired 
pistpfs loaded with powder in all dtreclioriJL^ 

In Swabia on the first of May a tall Rr-trec uwd to be 
fetched into the village, where it woa decked with ribbons 
and set up ; then the people danced round it mcrnly to 
musitL Tlic tree stood on the village green the whole 
year Hirdtigh, until a fresh tree was hioaght in next May 
Day.* in Sa^coiiy ^ people were not content with biingfng 
the aummer symbolicalEy fas king or queen) into the village: 
Uicy hroughl the freah green Itself from the woods even into 
the hoiBe^: that is the May or Whltsutitide trees, which are 
mentioned in documents froiii Ihe thirteenth century onwarcliL 
The fetching in of Ihc May-tree was also a festival- Tlic 
people weiil out Into the woods to seek the May (ffiajata 
brought young trees, 4:sp€rcially Srs and birches, 
tn the village and set them up berorc the doors of the 
hou^ or of the cattie-^tnll? or in the rooms. Young 
fellows erected such May-tree#^ as we have* already said, 
before the charnlKrs of their pweclhearts. Besides tlic^e 
hQU-^hold Mays* a great May-tree or May^poiiv which had 
also been brought in sokinn procession bo the villagCt was 
set up in the middle of the village or in the market-plaoe of 
the town.

Not urKommassIy there was a raw an foot 
or on bfjrsebaek ta the iVIay-lree—a Whis^untide pastime 
which In course of time has been divested of its goal and 
siiTvives as a popular ciiftiom to this day in many part* of 
Germany, la the gpeat towns of om land the custom has 
developed Into sport, for our spring races are in ihcir origin 
nothing buc the old German horsc'^raccs. in which the victor 
received a prize (generally a red cioth) from the hand of a 
maidcEu wliilc the last rider was greeted with jeers and gibes 
by the assembled eommunity/ ^ The custom of the May- 
tree is observed by the Wend^ of Saxony, as well as by 
the GermaTiih The young men of the village choose the 
sHrnmest and tslleat tree in the wood, pctel it and set it up 
on the village green. Its leafy top is decked with cloth* 
and ribbons prt^uted by the girls. Here It stands, tower¬ 
ing liJgh above die roofi!, till Ascension Day, or in many 
places till Wbitsiintide. Wlicti it fa being taken derw-n, the 
young folk dance round it, and the youth who catches and 
breaks off the leafy crown of tbe falling tree is the heto of 
the day. Iloftiing the green boughs alofl he fa earned 
shoijMcr-ldgli^ wi^ muafa and joyous shoutSi to the afe- 
lioiise, where the dance fa fesumed/ At HcmleauK Oil fhe 
first of May Utc boys of each street used to erect Jn it a 
May-^pole, whfah th^ adonied with garlands and a great 
cjrowt); arid every cvtmlng during the wJiolc of the month 
the j'Oung people of both se?£es ^iJMlced stnging about the 
pole.* Down to the present day May-trees decked with 
Ojuwet> and ribbons are set up on May Day in every village 
and hatfilet of gay PfovenctL Under them the young folk 
make incrry and the old folk rert* The Ked ICaretis 
Dpperr Burma bold a fcstlv'al in April, at which tlie ehicf^^^i^ ni 
ceremowy fa the erection of a post on ground utet apart fot^ffn*^ 
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the Jturpwe in or near cadi iHlagc. A new post h fct up 
every year; the t»td ones aft Ic^t suiidinjr, but :i« not 
renewed If they fall w decay. Omens are fimt drawn from 
chicken bones as to whkh tree will be the best to fell fut 
the posh which day will be the luckiest, and so on, A 
pole some twcfity Or thirty feet lung Is then hevvn From the 
tree and omatnenied with a rtulely carved cftpiiaL On ihc 
lucky day all the vitlngers assemble and drag the pole to 
the choaett spot. When it has been set Up, the people 
dancE “a rude tort of May-poJe dance" to ihc music of 
drums and gongft Much potk is cawn and much li.juor 
drunk on this festive occasiort.' 

rwiHMii To all tliesc c»sm. apjarcntly. the cu^tum Is or was to 
poi" ijritig in a new May-tree eadli year, Howmer, hi Englnud 
the village May*polc seem# wt a rule, 4t least lit lulcf thiie'S. 
to have been pcrjnanent, not renewed annufltly* Villages of 
Upper Bavaria renew their May-pole once every three, four, 
or five years, it is a fir-tree fetched front the fprest, and 
amid all the wreaths, flags, and inscHptiont with which it is 
bedecked, an essential iwlis the hundi of dark green fniiage 
left at the top “ as a memento that In it we have to tlo, tJOt 
with a dead pole, but w'fth n living tree from the greeimfood. 
Wc can hardly doubt that originally the practice ever>*where 
was to act up a new Mny-trec every year. As the object of 
the custom was to biiitg in the fructify! itg spirit of vt-geiation, 
newly awakened In spring, the end would have been defeated 
If, inslnud of a Ifvine tree, green and sappy, *n old withered 
one had been cteclcd year after year or allowed to stand 
permanently. When, lioweiwr, the meaning of the emtom 
had been forEolicn, and the May-iree was regarded simply 
as a centre for holiday uicrry-maktng, people saw no reason 
for felling a fresh tree every year, and preferred to let the 
fiarae tree stand pormaneiilly, onty decking it with fresh 
fiowere on May Day. Tlut even when the May-pole had thus 
become a fixture, the need of giving it the appearance of 
being a green tree, no! a dead pok, sometimes felt 
Thus at Weverhnm in Cheshirr "are two May-poles, which 
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Bre dceomtcd on this day {May Dsy) with all due u«c«i)ort 
to UiB aneieiTt wlcmfUty : the ildea are hun^ with garlands 
and the ioi> lermioaicd by a birch or other tall elciider tree 
with iL\ leavea on ; the baric being peeled, and the Hietij 
iplicctl to tlic pole, ao as to the appearance of one tree 
from the *urtiinit/‘' Tbiu the tcJtc’*‘ol «f the May-tree is 
Uke the renewal of the iliuveat-May ;* each is intended to 
sKUie a fresh jwrtion of the ferUhslng spirit of vegetation, 
and to preserve h thTouuhout the year. But whereas the 
efficacy of the Harvest-May is realricled to promoting the 
erowth of the crops, that of the May-tree or May-branch 
extends also, a* we have seen, to womcft and cattfe. Lastly, JS* 
it is worth noting that the old May-tree is sotHetlmet burned at iSa «•<> 
At the end of the year. Thus in the district of rraBuc**''‘«»-* 
young people break pieces of the public May-tree and place 
tlwni behind the holy picture* in ihdr rooms, u-licre they 
remain till next May Day, and *re then burned on tJte 
hearth." In WUrtcrnbeig the bushes wliicb arc set up on 
the houses on i’afttl Sunday arc sometimes kft tlicre for a 
year and then buret-* Tlie firtiftmt (the Jlarwe^t-May of 
Greece) was perhaps hural at the a\A of the >v:ar.‘

" TIju hat to the man, and the own to the house I “ The 
same moment tlie soJdief fell tifa bat fly from hia head- 
When he looked about for it. lol he 'vas at home in the old 
familiar parlour wearing hi< old peasant clothes, and the 
great sack of money stood betide him Yet on parade and 
at the toll'Call he wa* never tniased. When the miui who 
toW this stoiy was asked, " Who could the simngef be?" he 
miswered, *' Who but a t[te-elf?'‘ * 

Thrrc is an instfLctive class of cases in which the 
spirit is repiescntird simultancoiuly in vegetable fomi and in 
humnn form, whidi are «l sWe by side as If for tlic 
purpose of explaining each other, in these ensw the human 
repreaentfltive of the ItM-spjril 'a sometimes n doll or puppet, 
semetimes a living person; but wlwther a pupjict or a 
person, it is placed beside a ifce or bough ; so that together 
the jorson or puppet, and the tree or bough, foim a sort o 
bilingual ins<*iption, the on* being, so to «peth, a translatKin 
of the other. Here, therefore, there is no mom left for doubi 
that the spirit of the tma is actually rejiresentcd in human 
form. Thu* in Bolicmia, on the fourth Sunday It. Ijrnt, 
young people throw a puppet called Death Into the water; 
thmi the girls go into the istiod. cut (town a ytHinK tree, and 
fiislen to it » puppet dressed in white elollie* to l“ik c 
a woman; with this tree and pupiwt they go from hou« 
to house eollectttig gratuities and sin^ng songs with t e 
refrain : — 
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H«rc; as wc ahall aee latw on, the ■■ Suromw** ts the apirit 
of vegetation reluming or reviving in spring. In some 
parts of onr own country children go about asking fo( pence 
with some small Imitatioiu of May*polcs. mid with a Gndy- 
dressed dolt which they call ibc Lady of the Mfly * In 
these cBses tint tree and ihc puppet ate obviously regarded 
as equivalent. 

At Thatin, in Alsace, a girl called Uic Little May Rase, 
dressed in white, earrici a wnnll May-tree, wliicb Is gay with 
garlaiids and tibbohs- Her ccrnipamons collect gifts ffoi» 
door to door, Singing a wng;—

In the course of the sohe a wish Is expresied that thrac 
wlio give nothing may lose their fowls bTi" the marten, that 
thfdr vine may licar no clusters, their tree no nuts,thdr field 
no com : the produce of the year b supiKwed to dep<md on 
the gifts offered to these May singers,* Here and in the 
easca jnentioned above, where thiidren go about with greem 
boughsr or garlands cm May Day singing and collecting money, 
the meaning Is that with the spirit of vegetation they bring 
jdeiity and good luck to the bouse, and thcy»cxpeet to be 
fuikl for the rervlce. In Russian Lithuania, on the first of 
May, they u-wd to set up a green tree before the village, 
Then the mstk swains chOK the prettiest girl, crowned 
her, swatlied her in hirch branches and set her beside llte 
May^tree, where they dmiced. sang, and shouted " O May I 
O Mayl"* In Krie (lide de France) a May-tree Ts set up 
in the midst of the village ; its top is crowmed with flowers; 
lower down it is twined with leavca and twigs, still lower 
with huge green branebe*. The girls dance found it. and 
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Ht ihc saitHf lime h Injl wmpl in leava uitd caJlol 1^, 

May is led ftbovil,’ ir the small town* ef tlic Fraukcti Wald 

inoimtaln* fit N'ofllisiTi a*vatlii, on tlie wotwJ of May, a 
iVatifr trte b erected before a t&verii, arid a man dances ^ 

rOHSid it, enveloped in straw fmiii head to foot In s«cb a 
wny that the oms of com unite above hifi licad to fotro a 
crown. He t* called the iVa/htr, and used to be led In 
procession thmogh the stieeU^ wliich were sdomed with 
sprigs of bJfch * 

Amongst the Slavs of Carinthla, on St. Geode’s g™' ^ 
(the twenty-third of Aprfl), the young people deck with flowera 
and garlands a tree which has b«!«1 ffUcd on the ew of the 
festival The tree is then eatried in pfoeeMioit, accompaoied 
with music ami joj’ful acdiimatlons,the chief figure in the pro¬ 
cession being the Green George, a yomig fellow dad from bead 
to foot in grecii bipch branches At llw ckwc of the cerewoiile* 
tlie Green George, that is an effigy of hliOt 1* thrown Into 
Uie water. It is the aim of lire l#d who acta Green Gcofee 
to step out of his leafy eiwdapc and stiUstitnte the dTigy so 
adroitly that no oat shall peredve the ehniige. In many 
places, however, the lad himself who playt the pad of Green 
George is ducked in » river or pond, with the express 
Intention of thus enaiiritig min lo make tlw fields and 
meadows green in aiiminer. in some places the cattle are 
crowned and driv’Cn from their stalls to the accompaoinicot 
of ii sortg;;^- 
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Here we see that the same powers of making raui and 
rosttfriiiE the cattle, which art ascribed to tire tiee*spinl 
regarded as incorporate in the tree, are also allrihuwd to the 
tTO!*sp»Ht rcprtocfited by a living; ntart. 

Among the gypsies of Trar.syivanto and Roumania the 
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fcnlivitl of Grccai George ib Lbe chief ccicbmticjri of spring. 
S^itnc of thenv keep ii on Easter Mondajr^ others Dn St. 
Gc(>jg)c*5 Day (the hveiny-lhird of April). On ihc cve of 
the resiival a young wltiow tree is ^;Lit down, udorned wnth 
giirlHnds Aiui Jeeves, and ^ict up In the grountL Wofdcrj whh 
child place one of tlieir garments under the liec, and Icave 
it there over night; if neitL morning they flnil a leaf of the 
tree lying on ilie garment, they know that tltcir delivery will 
be easy. Sick and old people go to the tree Jrt the evening, 
spit on it thrfctTiind say, You will soon die, but Jet us Uve." 
Next moTiiing the gyp^ic^^ gather about the wilbw, Tiic iJiicf 
figure of the fcfUval h Green George, a lad who U conoralcd 
fram top to toe in green leaves and blos^^ms. He throws a 
few handfuls or grass to the beasts of the tribe, in order that 
they may have no lack of fodder thrcnghoiit I lie year- Then 
he takes three iron nails* which have lain for three da)-® and 
iiigiibi III wnitcr, nnd knocks them into the willow ; after 
which he pulls tlicm out and Hings them into -i I'unuing 
stream to propitiate the water-^»pirtts. Finally, a pretence i* 
tn^'nic of throwing Green George into the water, hut m fact 
it is only a puppet made of branches and leaves which is 
ducked in the EtfCamH^ in this version; of the custom t}ic 
powers of granting an easy deUvety to wpEnew and of com- 
munlcattn^; vita] cncigy to the sick and old are clearly 
ascribed to the willowy whiie Green George, the human 
double of the tree, bestows food on ilic cattle, and further 
ensures Ihe favour of the watcr-^pirita by pitting llicin in 
Indirect communication tvitli the ttcc^ 

An example of the double repmseiitatbn of the itplrit 
of vegetation by a tree and a Uving mhU Is repoilcd fwm 
Ilcngal. The Oraons have a festival in spring while die 
fidl-titM un* in blossom, because rlicy think that al tins time 
the marriage of earth U celebniled and tlie si] tluwem are 
necessary for the ceremony. On an apijointod day the 
vitlnger^ go with their prieal to the Sama* the sacred grove, 
a remnaru of the old %i\ forest iu which a goddess Sama 
Hiirhi, or woman of ihc grove, ts supF^sed to dwdL She is 
thought to have gneat Influence on the rstti' and Ihc priest 
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amvinf with his party at the grove sacrifice* to her five 
fowls, oJ wlilch A moraet b given to each person pri:i43it 
Then U^cy gather llic sA\ (lowcnraiict telwrn laJeo with them 
to the vflliigt Next ilay the priest visits r^erj- hoiwe* , 
carrying the flowers in a wide open basket Tlic women of 
rach house briug out water to wash his feet oa he apprwiclms, 
anil kneeling make lilm an obelssnce. Tlicn He ijnnccs with 
them and places some of the sil flowers over the door of 
tile house sintJ in the worneti*s ham No sooner is tills done 
titan ilie women empty their water jugs over Him, drenching 
him to the skin. A feast follown. and ihc ytHing pwpJe. 
with s4t nowcTS in their hair, dance all night on the vilbfic 
gmm.' Here, the eriui valence of the (lower-bearing jiric*! to 
the goddess of the (lowering lose coines tmi pbinly. For 
she u supposed to inllucncc the rain, jurtil the drenching nf 
the priest with water is, doubtless, like the ducking of (he 
Green Ccofgo io Cariitthia and elsewhere, a min-charm. 

Thus the priest, as if he were the tree godik^ herself, 
from door to dcKrt disfiensing rain and bc&tuwiog fruit fu trie** 
on each house, but esjssially on the ivomen. In some [uuta 
nf India the harvest-^dcss Gauri, tlic wife of Sivn, is reftre- <« ihc 
sentot both by nn unmairicd girl and by a bundle of 
wild dowering balsam plltilt toucb-ajc-not {Imfufuttf 
which is tied up In a milmmy*!ike figure with n woman 
mask, dress, and ornament*, liefore being removed from tin:» ^ 
soil to represent the goddess llie plant* ere worahipFd-^rt 
The girl is nljo worshipped Theti the bundle nf ptanla 
js-carried and the girl who peBOtmleS the godd^S walks 
through tlw rooms of the lmu«r. while the fuppo^ fooitmuts 
of fiauri herself are imprinted on the floor with t^ past^ 

On emcrins each room the human representatiic of Gaun » 
asked, “Gauri. Cauri, whither have you come and whai do 
you see?** and the girl foakc* appmjjnatc fepbe*. Thm 
she fs given a mouthful of sns^t* and the mistress^of die

riD:^ which U tarefnlly meaMired. After the image of GauH 
has been thrown into the rsvef or tank, tJic rloe m the li0 
Teprescrnting Siva ht carefully measured rigain^ in order to ^ 
whether ihc quan tity has increased or decreased p and accord¬ 
ing to the result art ahundant or a scanty hardest ts prog- 
nostfeated.- Hence it appears that the whole ritnal alms at 
ensuring a pientirul crop of rice In thi* case the ispirit of 
vegetation thus represented ii| duplicate by a living girl -'ind 
the effigy of n woman is i harvest gnddesSj not a tree-spirzl, 
but the priucipte is the same. 

Without citing more otarnples to the sarne effbeti wc 
may $nttt up the results of the preceding pages in the 
words of Aianrihartji:; The customs sufiiec to 

estabibh with certainty the conclusion that in these spring 
processions the spirit of vegetation is often represented both 
by the May-lfec arul m addition b)^ a man dressed In green 
leaves or llowers or by a girl similarly adumecL It is the 
sarrtc spirit which atumates the troe and H active in the 
Inrerior plants nntl which wc have recognised in the May- 
hcc m’rd due Harvest-May, Quite comistetitly the spirit is 
also siipp<?4cd to umrilfest his prcseriOe in t5ac first flower 
of spring and. revcoJs himself botiv in a girl repreaentiag 
a May-rose, and also^, as giver of harvest, in tins [lenion of 
the IVal^K The proeessloEi wilh this rtEprEsentative of the 
divinity wus supposed to produce the oamc bcneffcial eRecta 
on the fowls, the fruit-trees^ aiul the erdpa as the proftciice 
of the deity hlmaetf. tn otitcr word;^, the imimnurr vrai 
tegarded not as an image but as an iurttial reprcseiUatlve 
of the spirit of vegttaticwl i bcfice the wbh expncaseil hy the 
altciiilanls on the ay-nose and the May-tree thiit ihose who 
refuse ilicm gifts of Iwcoti^ and ^4> fordt, may l%ave no

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spirit tD bcdlow. We may coisclude thai these tsejigin^ [vro- 
ors^iona with May-trws or Rtay-bough^ frotn dMU lo docir

Thu^ far we Imvc seen that the bree^spint or the spirit Tr«.a|iiffi 
of vegetatiow in gafleml U rcpjnesnsted eiihcr m vegetable 
form alone, ai by a tree, bought or flower; or in t-tgelable 
and hnmaifi form simultancoudy. aa by 11 tree, bougli, or 
Ikmcr in comldjiatfen with a puppet or a living person- it 
remains to shew lhal the repre^ntattfou of him Tsy a irec, 
bough, nr flower is sometimes entirely djneapped^ while the 
repwn ration of htm by a living person reniuins. Tn this 
case thn representatrve character of the penson (s generally 
marked by dressEng liim or her in lesives or flowers ; ^me- 
times loo It Is Inilicatcd by the name he or she bears. 

Thus in some p^rts of Russia on St, George’s D.ty ftheo™ 
twenty-third of April) a youth is dressed out, like our Jaek. 
in-tht^GiecHi with leaves and flowen- T.he Slovene call 
him the Grem Gtorge- Holding a lighted torch In one 
hand and a pfe in the other 1 lie pset out to tlw com-ficldst 
ful lowed by gif is singing appropriate song*.

Itv Eagland the bcai-knowo exainnte of these ieaf-clsid 
ll^-rkwa inumnicf^ Is the Jack-iti*lhc-Gr*?cri, n chimney-sweejiCf who 
walks encased In a pyiamidal friimcworlt of wickerwork, 
which is covered wiih holly and ivy, and surtnounicd by a 
cmwft of flowers and ribbons. Thus arrayed he dances on 
May Day at the head of a troop of cHmn(gr-swoepSt wiio 
collect pence,* The CCTcmony was witnessed at Cheltenham 
on tlw second of May iSgs, by Dr. W. H, D. Rouse, who 
has deseribai in detail the costume of the ircrfonners, They 
were all ebiinncy**ve€fps of the town. Jack*in-lhe*Grecn or 
the HuslKarricf was enclosed in a wooden frammvotk on 
which leaves were fastened so as to make a thick cone ftbnut 
six feet high, topped with a crowti, which consisteti of two 
wDodeti hoops placed crosswise and covered with (lowcra. 
The leafy envelope was unbroken except for a single open¬ 
ing through which p«rtd the lace of the njumincr. From 
time to time in theif progrtas throtigh the streets the per- 
formenj halted, and throe of them, dressed in red, blue, 
and yellow respectively, tripped lightly round the leaf- 
covered man to the inspiring fitrains of^a liitdle as a Itti 
wlustle on which two of their comrtilM with blackc^d faces 
discoursed sweet music. The leader of the procession w'as a 
clown raotaslically clad in a long white pinafore or Woure 
with coloured fringes and frills, and wearing o« hii heud a 
bcairer Isal of the familiiu' pattern, the cff>wn of which hiurg 
loose and was adorned with ribbons ami a bird or a bundle 
of fcalUeira. black rings sunoundetl his eyes, and a 

red dab over mouth and chin lent a pleasing variety to In* 
countenance. He contributed to the |wjblk hllsHty by 
flapping the yellow fringe of hi* blouse with quaint e<attirea 
and 'occaatofially fanning himself languidly. His cfTorW 
were seconded by another performer, who wore a red foor* 
cap, all stuck with flowers, and a white pinafore enriched 
with black human figures In front and a black gridiron'Ifke 
pattern, caos^ed diagonally hy a red bar, at the back. Two 
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buys In while |))naibre:j. with «imibr iiBiirrs, ur stars, on the 
breast, and a fish on the hack, coinpkiKl the company. 
I'ofcierly there used to be a man in woniai)'» cktJn:^. who 
persona tctl I tie cl awn's ivifc^ In some jMrts aUo J>f France 
a youtig fellow ia encased in a wicker framework covered 
with Jeavtifl and is led sbouu’ In Frickthal, in the Swiss 
canton of Astigau, a similar fninto of basket work is called 
the WMUuiitide BaskcL As soon as the trees bqpn to 
a spot u diDscn In tbe wood, and here the idtlajre lads mnkc 
the frame with all secrecy, lost others should foreatall 
Ixufy branches arc twinird roand two hoops, one of which 
rests oil the shouldora of liie wearer, the other encircles his 
calve*; hole* are made for his eyes and mouth \ and a large 
ficrtjgay crowns the whole. Ln this guise he appeara suddenly 
(ii the village al the hour of vrapers, preceded by three Ijoy* 
blowing nrt horns made of willow bark. The great object 
of hi* supporters « to scl up tire Whitsuntide Basket on 
tlic village welt, and to keep it and him there, despite the 
cATom of the lads from neighbouring villages, who seek to 
carry nff the Whilsuntirfe Basket and set it up on their own 
well.* In thK iiclghbotirhood of Ertingen (Wurtcmbcrg) a 
masker of the same sort, known as the Lazy Man {Lal£»itinn \ ^ 
goes about the village on Mitisuinincf Day t he is hidden 
under a great pjTamiJal Of conical frame of wickerwork,tutt 
ten or twelve feet higli, which i* completely eavtsed with 
sprigs of fir. He has a iacll which he ring* as be goes, and 
he Is aitendoil by a suite of persons dreEsed up In cbaractcf 
—ii footman, n colonel, a hulcber. an angel, tlw devil, the 
doctor, and so on. They march in Indian file and hall before 
every house, where each of them speaks [n character, cxc^t 
the Laty Man, who sa 3 rs nothing. With what they get by 
begging Cfom door to dt»r ibey hold a fcaih* 

In the class of eases of which the foregoing are specltuen* 
it Is obvious that the luiTf-eiad petsort who is led about l» 
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equivalent to ihe May'tree, May-bough, or May-tloJt, which w 
earned from lioiuse to house by chlldfim begging. Both are 
tcprcacuutlves of the beneficent spirit of vegetation, whose 
¥i<it to Utc, house la recompensed by a present of mcmey o» 


Often the leaf-clad person who represtnta the spirit oi 
vegetation i» tuowD as the kTiig or the queen: thus, for 
example, be or she <s cjilled the Hay King, \Mtitsuntiiic 
King, OucfiH of May, ami so on. These titles, as Mann* 
hardt observes, imply that the spirit incorporate Jti vegota- 
tton is a mkr, whtwe creath’c power extends for and wide 
In a village near Sakwedel a May-tree is set up at 
Whitsun tide and the boys race to it i he who reaches it first 
is king : a garland of flowers is put round liis neck and in 
his lutnd he carriea a May-bush, with which, as the prtr- 
cession moves along, he aw'Cejw away the dew. At each 
house they sing a song, wishing the inmates good luck, 
referring to the - Waek cow in the Stall milking white milk, 
black hen on the nest laying white eggs," and begging » gift 
of eggs, bacon, and to on.* At tlie village of Eflgoth in 
Silesia a ccrenmny called tltc King’s Race a observed at 
Whitsuntide A pole with a cloth tied to it ta act up hi a 
meadow, and the young men ride past it on horseback, each 
trying to siwtch away the cloth as he gallops by. The otie 
who sucoeeds in carrying it ofT and dipping it In tlic neigh- 
iKiuring Oder U proclaimed King.* Here the pole t* clearly 
a substitute for a May-tret in some village of Brunswick 
at Whitsunlide ft May King is completely enveloped in a May* 
bush. In some parts of Thiirfngun also they ha^ a May 
King at Whitsuntide, hut he is dressed up rat^ diflei'ciitly. 
A frame of wood is madt in which a man can stand : it « 
compktcly covered with bitch boughs and is sunnounted 
by a crovm of birch and fiowtrs, in whidi a bell is fastened. 
This frame is placed in the wtjod and the May King gats 
Into it. Tlie rest go out and look for him, and when thty 
have found him they lead him hack Into the vlltnge to the 
m.igtsimte, the clergyman, and others, who have to guess 
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who Is in the vcrdtiroua frame- If they guess wrong, thcTfctMii 
King rings his ticU by shaking His liead, ami a forfeit 
of beer or the like muJst be paW by the unsucccsaful guerscr.* 

Al WttJirslcfU In Brunswick the bo>’s at Whitsuntide choose 
by lot a king and a high-scei’rard i/intjt-ttuifr). The bitter 
U oompletcly concealed in a May-bush, wcira a wooden 
crown wreatJicd with flowers, and carries a wooden sword. 

The kitig, on the other hand, is only distinguished b>' a 
nosegay in his cap. and 3 reed, with a red ribbon tied to it, 
in his hand. They beg for eggs from hotise to houBc, 
tllKateiiing that, where none arc given, hone will be laid 
by the hens throughout the year. In this custom the high- 
steward apjiean, for some reason, to have usurped the 
inilfJiia of the king.* At Hiliksheim, In Hanover, five or 
Stic yoong fellows go about on tlm aftcriioon of lik hil- 
Monday cracking long whips in measured tiroc and collecting 
eggs frafn the btiuscs. The chief pe^n of the band Is the 
Leaf King, a lad swatlaed so completely in biraticn 
that nothing of him can lie seen but his feet A Imgc Iwad- 
dress of birchen twigs adds to hi» appatent stafure- In hw 
hand he carries a long Cfook, with which lie trlea so catch 
stray dogs and diildren* In some parts of Bohetnin on 
Whit-Monday the young fellows (Hsguise themselves in tail 
caps of lurch bark adorned with Bowwi. One of •* 

dressed as a king and drugged on a sledge to the v lage 
green, and if on the way they pass a pool ihe sledge is 
always overturited into it. Arrived at the green they ga 'a'" 
round the king; the crier jumps on a stone or cUmbs up 
a tree end recites lampoons about each house and its 
iniaatcs. Aftcrwiirds the flisguises of hark are stripy 
o(T and they go about tiie village in holiday attire, cattymg 
a May-tree and begging. Cakes, eggs^ and 
Hinca given Uicra.' At Grossvargula, near 
the eighteenth centmy a Grass King used to 
hi pToeession at Whitsuntide. He w'as encased in a py™'*' 
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of poplar braoclios, the top of wtiicK was atlom^ with a 
foyal orown of branche. ami floiveni. I le r«ie on horseback 
with the leafy pj-jarok* him. so that ower end 
toijcbcd the E«»ind, and an opening was left m It only for 
his face. Surrewnded by a cavakatic «f young fellotta. he 
njde in pracessioii to the town hail, the patwnage. and s« on. 
ivhcfe they all got a drink of beer. Then under Uic scvni 
lindens of liie iicighbootitig SotnnlerlicrB. the Grass King 
was stripped of his ET«n easing: the crown was handed to 
liur Mayor, and the branches were stuck in tile fla-t fieltU in 
order to make tlic flax grow lall,^ tn dib^ last trait tlic 
fertilising influence ascribed to the lepresciuative of the tree* 
spirit comes out clearly* In the neighbourhood of PiJstin 
(itoliemTa) a conical but of green branches, without any door* 
is erected at Whitsuntide in the midst of the village. To 
this hut rides a troop of village lads with a king at thdr 
head. He wears a sword at hia side and a sugar-loaf hat of 
rushs on head* In hiS tram are a judge, a crier, and a 
peonage caJlod the Frog-flayer or HanEinafi. This last is 
a Bart of ragged merryandrew. wearing a rusty old award and 
bcatriding a sony hack* On reaching the hut the crier 
dismounts and goes round It looking for a door Fiiiiling 
tionc. he say*. ** Ah, this i* perhaps an enchanted cuatle;

When this is over, the 
KrtJg'flaycr steps forward and, After exhibiting a cage with 
frog* in it, rets up a gallows on which he hangs liic frogs in 
a raw.* In tire neiglibourhood of Plus the ceremony difTcrt 
irt some poinla The king and his soldiers arc completely 
ebd in bark, adomcd with flowcm and ribbons: they all 
cany swords and ride hones, which are gay with green 
branches and flowers.

A custom very simibr to this was aUro 
observed in some of llie Oul-Istes of the ancient kingdom of 
Man.“* In these Man* and Highland ceremoniw it h 
obvious that St. Bride, or St. Bridget, B an old Ilcnthen 
goddess of fertility', disguised in a threadbare CHrlstian ck»k- 
t'robiihly she is no other than the Ccllk goddeis Brlgit. wJk) 
will meet us again later on.*

And it was natural to suppew that ihe more closdy the 
mock rnarrUgc of the leaf-clad or Upwcf-ifocked mtunmeR 
aped the real marriage of the woodland sprites^ the mare 
effective would ^ the chamu Accordingly we may a^siune 
with a high d^ree of probability that the profligacy 
whicli notoriously attended these ceremon^s' was 3i| one 
time not Qji accideitial excess but an eisserlM part of tlie 
rites, and tliai in the opinion of those who performed them 
the marriage of trees and plants could nevt be fertile without 
ihe real union of the buman sexes. At the present day it 
might perhaps be vain to took in civilised Europe for 
customs of this sort observed for the explicit purpoK of 
pmmotiag the growth of vegetation. But mder races in 
other parts of the world have consciously employed the 
fntttcoursc of the sexes as a means to ensure the finiitfulneaa 
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of the earth ; .md jwmc rilw which are still, or were iill 
lately* kept up in £tirtii[)e can he teos/iiiHLIy expliimcd only 
Aft alunt^ reJiea of a similar practice, 'i'lie foiluwtnj^ facts 
will make this plaio.

the Pipiles of Ccniial America kept apart from thcir wive* 

U onkf fi ** in order that m the night before planting they might indu1|^ 
passions to the fullsal «cteiil r cemio persons are even 
said to have b«n appointed to perfbnn the sexual act at tlie 
very nvoiiient when the first seeds were dcpcHtited in the 
ground." The uac of their wives at that time was indeed 
eitjalned upon the people by the priests as a religioita duly, 
in derault of which it was not lawful to sow the seed,* The 
only possible explanation of this custom seems to be tliat 
the Indiana confused the process by wfakb human beings re¬ 
produce thefr kind with the process by which plants discharge 
the same rnnctFon.und (kneied that by resorting to the former 
they were simultaneously forwarding the latter. In the 
month of December, when the attigator pears begin to ripen, 
the Indians of Peru used to hold a festival ealled AM/ttf tnJia 
fn order to make the fruit grow mdlow. The festival lasted 
five days and nights, and was preceded by a fast of five days 
during which the}' ate neithef salt nor pepper and refrained 
from their wives. At the festival men and bey* assembled 
stark naked In eti ojren space among the orchard*, and ran 
from there to a dtslant hill. Any woman whom they over-^ 
took on the way they violated.* In some part* of ;a 7 a, at 
the season when the Hoorn will toon be on the rice, the 
husbandman and his wife visit their fields by night and there 
engage in sexual IntereourK fcr the purjme of promoting 
the growth of the crop.* In the Led. Sarmata, and some 
other groups of Ulanda which lie between the western end of 
New Guinea and the northern part of Australia, the heathen 
population regard the sun as itu: male principJe by whom 
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tite ewth or fcimilv prhicijjle JIb fertilised. They call him 
UpU'Ietn. Or Mr. Smi, and rqiiuscnt him tlic form 

of a bmp imilc of eoco-riiil Jraves, whicli may be seen 
hanj^ittg everywhere fti iheiV houses aurl in the sacred iijj’trec. 
Under the ttac lies a lai^e flat stone, which serves as a 
ucriftcial table. On it the hcadi' of slain foes were .ihiI arc 
still placed in stunt of \het ialarid!i. Once a year, at the 
bc^rinning uf the rainy seaiiOTi. Mr. Sun comes down into (Jic 
holy fig tree to reftjlise the earth, and to facilicuc ids descent 
a ladder with seven rungs ia considcrntely placed at his dk* 
poaal. it is set up under the tree and is adorned with airvcd 
figures of the birds whose shrill ckn'an heralds llw ap{.iirciBch 
of tlte sun In the East, Ott this occasion pigs and dogs are 
saetifleed In ptnfusion j fnen and women alike Indulge In a 
laturnatia ? and the mystic union of the tun aitd the earth it 
dramatically represented in piihtic. amid song and dance, by 
the real union of the sexes under the tree, The object of 
the ffistivoi, we are told, is to procure rain, plenty of food 
and drink, abiiiid,Tiice of cattle and ciiildrcn and riches ftonj 
Crandfathcr Snn. They pray ihtit he may make every she* 
goat to cast two or thrw young, tlie people to lunltipiy, tJjc 
dead pigs to be replaced by living pigs;, the empty rice* 
boskets to be filled, and so on. And to htducc him to grant 
their requests they offer him pork and rice and liquor, and 
invite him to fall to. In the Cabar Islands a special fiag ts 
hoisted at tills festival as a symbol of the ereative energy 
ol the snn ; it iaof white ooUon, about nine fcet high, and 
consists of the figure of a man in an appropriate attitude.^ 
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Among the Taiigkhutf of Manipur, belbre the rice i§ sown 
AHi] when it ti reaped^ the boys nnd girl* have a tug-of-war 
with a tough m|)o of twii^tert creeper. Great jara of beer ans 
* acl reatlyi and llw strfetni^ss of their ordinary morality is 
broken by n ni|;ht of uuhridJed licence^ It would be tin just 
to treat thr^eo/si« as a mert outfaunt of unbridled paasiou ; 
no doubt they are ddiberatety and si>Teinn1y organic as 
essential to the fertiitty of the earth and the welfare of m«in. 
tnkiTfnrw The Same means whieh arc iliiis adopted lo stimulate ihe 
ptwTwS growth of the crops are naturally employed to ensure ihc 
fniitfEilne^^ of trees. The work known as Tit# A^i£uffMti 
^ iVd7^d/a#.Titr oonlained apparently a dircctioti that ihe 

gmftlng of a tree upon ariolher tree of a different sort should 
be done by a damsel^ who at the very moment of inserting 
the graft in the bough should herself be subjected to treat¬ 
ment which can only be regarded as a direct Copy of the 
fipcratinn she was performing on the trts.^ In some parts 
of Amboyna. when the state of the clove plantatjon indieiites 
that the crop t» likely to be scanty* the men go naked to the 
plantations by nighty and there seek to fertiHse the trees 
precisely as they would impregnate women, while at the saipe 
lime they tall nut for ** More cloves I ** This is supposed to 
make the trees bear fruit more abundantly.* tn Java when 
a palm tree ts to be tapped for wme, the man who proposes 
to relieve the tree of its aui^rfluous juices deems U necessary 
to approach the palm in the character of a lover and a 
husband^ os well as of a son,. When eomt^ upon a 
palm which lie thinks suitable^ he will not begin cutting at 
the trunk until he lias Intimated as delicately as be can the 
masons whkh. lead him to perfom ihnt surgical oj^ationp and 
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llic ardcliL alTc^tSoq whicls lie cheruJics for the itfx, I"or 
tfciis purpcKc he Jniklj a dmJofjue ^'ith the palm, in which he 
Daturolly speaks In the dnirairticr of the t™ nj well iu his 
own. " O motiicf in^an^sr-rmi / he be^Ji«^ for the wke of 
you I Let my^if be drenched by the rain and &corched 
by the iUn ; |tmg have I sought yoti J Sow at kat have 1 
round you. How ardently I jqiiged for you L Often 
before liave you given me the breast Vet I still thirst 
Tlicrefore now I luik far four polfills mom” "Well* fair 
youth,*' replies the tree, " t have always beciii here.

On that the man lake^ a rattun leaf and wraps it 
round the palm as a pledge of betrothal, after which he sayi 
the creed : " There is no God bui Allali, and Mohammed Is- 
his prophet.'* The maidenly and crihodox scruplea of the 
tri:e having thus hem satisfied;, he embraces It as hi$ bdde. 
At first he attaches only a small dish to the trunk to teedve 
tltc Juices w^hich exude from the cut in the batk ; a large dish 
might frightexi the trtfC. tn fastening the diiih to the palm 
he says, ^ / your child is languishing aw^ay 

for durst He asks you for a drink/* The rmc replies, 
** IjCI him slake his thirst! Mother's breasts iire full to over¬ 
flowing.”^ We^have already seen that in some parts of 
Northerfj India a mock marriage between two actors is 
performed in honour of a newly-planted orchard** no doubt 
for the purpojic of making it bear fruit. In the Nicobar 
Ishinds a pregnant wtiinan is taken into Ihe gardens in 
order to import the blessing of fortiNty to the plants**

In some parts of Russia tlte priesi hsrrwlf is 
rolled by women over the sprouting enjp. and that withorn 
ffgard to the mud ami holes which he may encounter in hb 
beneficent progress. If the shepherd resists or rcmortsEfalcs, 
his dock murmura," Little Father, you do not eenUy wLih 
us well, you do not wish us to have com* atthough you 
do vv’ish to live tin our corn*^ ^ In Englafid it seemi to 
have been customary for young couples to roll down a 
stoj>e together May Day; on Gteenwldi-hlll the custom 
U’Us practlscf! at Easter and Whitsuntide* us it wai> till 
lately practised near Dublin on Whiimonday/ When 
we consider how closely these season^ e^pcdally May Day 
and Whit Mint ide, arc BSBodated with ceretnonies for the 
revivaJ of plant life in spring, we shall scarcely doubt 
tliat the ctiatom of Tolling jn couples at such times liacl 
originally the same significance which it still has in Russia ;

lliA practice of rcprcficiitifig the vcrnsil powers of vegetation 
by a bridal pair, and remember the tradittofiS wliich even in 
own country attach to May lUy\^ we shall prob.ibty do 
wMwoifl# no injust^ to our foretaUiers if we coneJude that they once 
celebrated the rcttini of spring with gtiKser riicsj of which 
the customs t ha^ refErted to are only a stutited snrvivaL 
(ndeed^ these rites tn their grtKscsl form are aaid to be still 
obsiervcd tn various parts of Holland nit Whitsuntidt" In 
some pans of Germany at harvest the men and womens who 
luive fcqxaJ the corn* roll leather on the fieltL* This 
again is probably a mitigatldit of an older and ruder custom 
designto imparl fertility to the fields by methoda like 
rhuse resofted to by the t'ipilesof Cent rat America bngagp 
and by the cultivators of rice In java at the present time* 
In Po!io+when the rice^rtjp is not thriving, riie farme/s wife 
seta bowls of rice and betel in various parts of the Aeld ; then 
she lies down^ draws her petticoat over her head, and pre¬ 
tends to fall asleep. But one of her children ihcreupon 
mimics the crwing of a COck» and at the soutid she gets up, 
bccAUitC 4 new day has dawned.^' Hie intention of this 
cerexnonyp which the natives could not or tvould not explaiit 
to the Dutch misskinary who reports may be to place the 
woEiian at the disposal of ihc god of the Reid, We arc 
expressly told ttiat there is a special god of the rice-Reids 
named Piiwc-wai» and that the cercnxony In qiiestiot^ is 
performed in his honour.* • 

To ihe SIudent who cares to track the devitjus course of 
The human mind in its gTopings after truth, it is of some 
interest to observe thai tiie same theoreticat belief in the 
sympathetic influence of the sexes on vegetarian, which has 
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IkI some t>«plc^ tt* iiItJwIgc their iKinateris IH a mcAtiiii of 
fcrtlUsrnij the earth, has led otiicrs to *eeh the snine end by 
directly opposite means. From the mofncnlthnl they WA-ed

Nic^agua lived ctuMtely^ keeping apaft from thdr wlvw and 
sleeping in a sq>amtc place. They ate no sahp and drank 
neither cocoa nor the fermented liquor made rroia 

tnaiic; in ^hort the seasci) arets for them* a$ the Spanti'h 
hi^toniins observer* a time of abslincnc&^ To tbi* day ^ine 
uf the Indian tribes of Central America practise cof^'inence 
for the pur| 30 iie of thereby promoting the growth of the crops, 
Thtu we are told thitt before ^wing the matte the Kckchi 


irkdians sleep apart from tlidr wives^ and cat no llcah for fiii'c 
days, while among the Lanqnineroa and Cajaboiicroa the 
period of abstinence from thcae carnal pleasures extend* to 
thlnccn days.* So amongst some of the Germans of Trim* 
lylvania It is a rule that no man mny sleep with hb wife 
during the whok of the lime iliat he is engaged in sowing 
hb fields,* The same role b observed at Kabi^?Eeg in 


Hungaiy ; tJic people think that if the custom were not 
observed the com wtMild be mildewed,* Simikrly a Centrol 
Australian hc^adman of the Kallbb tribe stricUy abstairis 
fram martial relations with bts wife all the time that he » 
performing magical cercinoiues to make the grass grow i 
for I«j believes that a biwh of llib rule would prevent 
the grass scud from sprouting properly.* In some of the 
Melanesian id^d.s, when the yam vjn« arc being iruintd^ 
the men sleep near the gardens and net^r approach their 
wives I should they enter the garden nftcr breaking this 
rule of oonrinence the fniits of the garden would be 
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In the Motii tritw uf Kew Giiinca, wUen rain 
h** fiiJIon pleiilifiiUy and thcits Li pramlse i>f a WJp 
m^iiwr of b*nafi&5, one of ihe chief men becofivos holy or taboo, 
and niusi livu apart from his wife and eat mly certain 
kmds of food He bids the young men beat the drum and 
dance, in order that by ki doing there may be a large 
Karve3t. if the dandTig is not giveil, there will be an end 
to the good growth j but if it is conlJnucdp all will go wclL 
l^eopk come in from other villages to asshl, and will dance 
al) night*** In the ^fckco district of Hriiisli New Guinea, 
when a taboo has beeii put on liie coco-nuts and ftteca-nnts 
to promote thciY growth, some fourteen or fifteen men act as 
watchmen to enforce the taboo. Every evening they go 
round the village armed with dubs und wearing.rnasks nr so 
coveted with leaves that nobody wniild Itnuw theiHi All the 
time they arc iit office they may not chew betel nor drfnk 
coco-nut water* lest the areca-^nuts (whidi are eaten with 
betelJ and the coco-nuts should fail Moreover* they iiitsy 
not live with ilidf wives; Indeed, they may not even twkut 
a woman, and if they pass one they must keep their eyes on 
the ground*’ Among the Kabuls of Manipur* before the rice 
1 $ ^lown and when it Is reapedt the strictest chastity has to be 
ohfictvcidL eapeclnlfy by the rcllgiotij head of the villugCp who* 
besides always Uking the omens on bclialf of the villagers, 
is llic Brat to sow and the first to reap/ Some of the 
trlisa of Assam believe that so long as tlic crops remain 
ung;imefed, the tjlghlest ifioontlncnce nu'ght ffiin alL* Iii the 
rnoense-ifitswingr^ion of Arabia In antiquity there were three 
famiUn charged with the spedal cate of the mcense-trees. 
TItry were called sacrol, and at I he time when they cut the 
trees or gathered the incense they were forbidden to pollute 
thetnstilves with wutnen or with the contact of the dead ; 
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lh« oltscrvandS of ihese ntloi of ccremonluJ piaiiy was 
licve <1 to tntnntc tlic cupt^ly of iticeiiao.* Appatentiy the 
ilicense itseir dccinetl holy, for on being gathcrt'd it wsw 
dc[Kwitc(l in the saneiunry of tlte Sun. where (he nicrehjinta 
iiupoctec) and purchased fL* With ancient Greek huaband* 
men it was a maxim that oUTCa should always be planted 
and fiathcfcd by pure boys and virgins; the uncoinnion 
fruit fill ness of tliO o|i vertices at Anazaihtu in CiHcia wu 
attributed to their being tended by young and tTinocent 
children. In default of such worlters, the oJIW'galherer had 
(o swear that he hail been faithful to hi* own wife; for his 
fidelity w'M believed to ensure an abundant crop of fruit the 
toltoiviiig year* 

Again, the aympaihctie relation supposed lo f’fw* 
bclu'ecn the commeree of the sexes and the fertility of the 
e.trth manifesta itself in the belief that illieit love tends, 
dErectly or indirectly, to roar that fertility and to blight the nrUi. 
crops.'* Such a belief prevails, for example, aroang the 
Karens of Burma. They Imagine that adultery or feifni- 
cation has a powerful Influence to injure the harvest. H«i« 

If tire crops have been bad for a year or two, and no rmin 
laTls, the vniagCT* ret down the dearth to secret sins of this 
kind, and rey that the God of heaven and earth is an^ 
with them on that account; end they all unite Iti making 
an oHcring to appease him. Further, whenever adtUiwy or 
fomicatbtt is delected, the ddera decide that the sinner* 
must buy a hojf and kill it Then the woman takes one 
foot of the hog. and the man takes another, and they reiape 
out furrows in the ground with each foot, and fill the 
furrows with the blood of the hog. Next they scratch the 
ground with their bands and pray; "Cod of heaven and 
earth, God of tire mouutams and ^r. I have destroyed the 
productIvciress of the country. Do not he angry with me, 
do not hate rire ; but have mercy on me. and compassiomite 
me. Now I repair the mountains, now I bcal tlic Wlla, and

crime of incest* in their opinion^ would blast the whole 
harvest if the wrong were not speedily repatreA Epidemics 
and otiicr calainilfes that affect the whole people are almost 
always traced by them to incest, by which hr to be under- 
stood any marriage that oonfifeU with their customs.^ 
t>j*k Similar views an? held by vsiioas tribes of Ikimeo. Thus 

when the rain poum down steadily day after day and week 
ouit after week^ and the crops arc rotttng in the GcldSp the Dynks 
of Honreo come to the conciusbfi that some one fcias bcreti 
mti 6 »pa^ Indulging in fleshly lusts; so the elders lay their heads 
togcUicr and adjudicate on all cases of incest and bigamy, 
and purify the earth with the blood of pigs, which appears 
to possess in s high degree ihe valuable property of atoning 
for mor^il guilt For three days the villages are tabooed 
and all labour dijconlinucd : the inhabitants nmain at hoitie. 
ami no atrangent are nritnilted- Not long ago the ofTcnderSt 
whose Icwtlnc* had thus brought the whole country into 
clafigcri would ha\< been punLihcd with death or at least 
slavery* A Dyak may not many his first cousin unless he 
firat performs a apecial ceremony called to avert 

evil consequences from the land. The couple repair to 
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tbc wateT‘jiide, (ill a rnnall pitchw wllli tbcir ^rsoiwl 
omnnieiits, and sink it in ibe river; or Iniitnid of a llicy 
fling a chopper and a plate into the water. A p»g la then 
aadrificed on iHtf bank, anti IH caioise, draiiwl of hlcHsd, ti * 
thrown in after the Jar. Next the pair are pushed into 
the water by ihclr frionda and ordered to bathe together. 
Lastly, a joint of bamboo is filled with pig's blood, and the 
couple perambulate the country and the vUlanci round 
about, sprinkling the blood on the ground. After that they 
are free to marry. This b done, wc are told, for tJic sake of 
the whole country, In order that tlie rice may not be blaslecL 
The Bahawa or Kayans, a tribe in the interior of Bomw. 
beJicve that adultery is punished by the spirits, who visit the 
«iiolc tribe with failure of the crops and other misfortuiies. 
Hence in order to avert tltese calamities from the innocent 
membfifa of the tribe, the two culprits, with all their poaue^ 
sions, are put in (pjamarinc on a gravel hank lu the middle 
of the fi«r; then in onJer thoroughly to disinfect them, pip 
and fowls are kill«L and with the blood priestesses smear tin- 
property of the guilty pair. Finally the two arc act on a 
raft, with sixteen eggs, and allowed to drift down the 
streun. They may save themsclvei by swimming osLore^ 
but this Is i^aps a mitigation of an older acnicnoe of 
death by drowning. Young people shower long grass- 
Stalks, which stand for speare. at the shamefaced «.J 
dripping couple.* The Blu-o Kayaiis of the »me rtgiM 
similarly Imagine that an intrigue telween 
pair is punished by the spirits with failure of the harve^ 
of the fishing, and of the hunt. Hchm the delinquent*

When we rcioember how afmid of evit spiiita a native is fn 
tnCiMoa, p^s^ifig even a spot that bat been stained wfih innocent 
biooclf we can ea^ny conceive what passes In his mind at the 
thought of the bloijd of one who has betm guilty of such a 
tnme. Wiien the rivers dry wp and the aupply of fifth runs 
abort, when the harvest and the produce of the jjardens miR- 
eniry, when edible frutls faLli and espcciaJly when dckfiesa 
is rife among the cattle and horses* as well as when civil 
strife breaks out and the coiintry sabers fiorci any otticr 
widespread ealamityf the native generally thinks that earth 
and air have 8>een sullied w^lth tlic bloot! of persons who 
have obminllted incest. The blood of such people should 
natiirally not be sbetL iicner tlie punifthmenl ujtially 
infUcted on thcdi is that of drowning. They are tied tip 
In a sack and tlirown into the sea. Yet they get with them 
ufi their journey to eternity the necessary provisions^ com 
fisting of a bag of rice, salt, dried hiih, edemnuts and so on* 
not forgetting three quids of bdeh"*' Among the Tqpjorl 
of Central Celebet a person guilty of incest h dimttlod ; no 
drop of hb hlood may falE on the gfounih for if it did^ the 
rice would never gmw again. The union of uncle and niece 
is regarded by these people as Incest^ but it can be cxpialetl 
by 311 olFering. A garment of the man and one of the 
woman are laid on 3 copfier ve^i^l; the blcxid of w saariUccEl 
animah dthtr a goat or a fowl, is allowed lo drip on the 
garments, and then the vessd with its conteiiis i» sudered 
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to Hoar (in*n Uic rivcfJ Among the Toblalii, miot^iw tflt* 
of Clefitrnl Celebes, ptmons wUo have defiicil themsctvra with 
incest nfc shut up in a b»kct entl drowned. No drop of 
ihcir btood may be spilt on the promid, tW tlmt would hiitiJv 
the earth from ever htariisg fruit again* When it raii« in 
tomnts, the Calelanicsc of HalmahEra say that brother and 
sister, or father and danghter, or in short some near relation* 
arc having illicit rclatioris with each otiier, and that every 
human being must be informctl of it, for then only wilt tlie 
rain cease to descend. The stip(m$tilioti lias repeatedly caused 
blood rctaiiona to be aoensed, oghtfuJly or wrangfuJly* of in^ 
cesL Tbe jwoplc also regard other aJamiing natural plwiw- 
mena. for instance a violent earthquake or the ertiptbn of ti 
voltaiw, as tonsequcnces of crimes of tlie same sort PcfMtis 
charged with such offence* are brought tb lernatc: it Is 
tlmt forroerly they were often drowned on tlw way 
or, on being haltd thither, wxre condetnred to be thrown 
into the volcano.* 

I n some parts of Africa, also, it to believed that breaches 
of sexual morality disturb the course of nature, particularly bimihir 
by bUghting the fruits of tlw earth. Thus the 
Ljoango suppose that the mlcrcoUTK of a man with 
immature girl to punished by God with drought and eon* 
sequent faroine. until tlic culprits ateme for ibeir sm ^ 
dancing naked before the king and an assemhJy of the peop e, 
who throw hoi gravd and bits of 1^'- 

example, in tbq year 1898. it was dUcovered that a long 
droUElU waa caused by the misconduct of three girl*, who 
were willi child before they had passed through wbil to 
ailed the palnl-hcuse, that Is, beforu they had been painted 
red and secluded for a tiiae In token that they had attuned 
to the age of puberty- The people were irery angry and 
lA.

name dlitaiice while the mck^ are hlicd| and only appimcbes 
10 place them upon the draught oxen. He wiilidmws as 
fiOoct aa the load ui dcpostce^l at the ciwcllingp and under no 
pretext can be assiin in pouring the com into the hosketi 
in which it ii pnaen-isdr * The nature of the defilement 
which thus dist}uaUfies a man for h and Ling the com is not 
meutioned, but probably it would! inclmle unchastity. We 
may ctuijeeiure that it was for a similar reawn that the Ba^oga 
of Central Afnca used to ptinhih severely the seduction of a 
virgin. ** If ft man was convicted of such a qranCi and the 
wtrnian^s guilt v™ discoveredf he and she wem sent at night 
lime to Kaluba's viliage, where they were tied to a tree This 
tall spreading incense-tree was thought to be under the protect 
lion of ft spirit called /Cai^ua fCaFnAuni. Next morning the 
erring couple were discovered by people iri^thc surrounding 
plantatioua, who released them. They wen; then atbwed to 
settle near tht: tree of the protecting spirit*'* This praclice 
of tying the culprits to a sacred tree may have been thouglit 
to atone for ttwir crime and so to cnaure the fertility of the 
earth which they had imperilled. Tlie notion perhaps was 
to deliver the crijninats Into the power of the olfcndjed tree* 
fpidt; if ihey were found alive In the tnoitiiiig, it w'as a sign 
(hat be had pardoned them* " Curiously enough, the Easoga 
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*J»ci held In grci^it abhnnciUJc anything Ukc incest amongst 
(fnmrstk nnluiab—that ts to Bay. they' grratly disnppz^t’cd 
of liitercoursf; between a bull calf and itA mother-cow* or 
tsettveen a bull anti a cow that tvere known to be brother 
anc! Slater. If this occurred, the bult and cow were sent by 
night to a fetish tree and tied Ihcre. I'hc next mortiing 
the chid' of the lEsldict a|j|]fti|jn.itocJ the animals and turned 
them to his own tiso," ^ Following out the same twin ofiimnurf 
thought, the Toradjas of Central Celebes Ingenious!/ 
the incest of animals as a raln-chaim. For they believe that a* * 
the anger of the gods at Incest or bestiality manifesta itself 
En the form of violent storms^ heavy rain^ or long drought 
Accordingly they think that it ii always in tlieir power to 
enrage the gods by committing incest and so to procure 
raifi when ii la needed However, they abstain from per¬ 
petrating the crime among iheniselves* fint, because it 
wotild be necessity to put the culprits to death, and second^ 
becatise the Btorms thus raised would be so furious that 
they would do more harm than good Hut they fancy that ihe 
incest^ real or stmulatedf of animals is a lighter ofTence, which 
by discomposing, without exasperating, the higher powers 
will disturb the balance of nature just enough to improve 
the weather. A ccremoriy of this soft was witnessed by a 
missionary. Rain was wanted* and the headman of the 
village had to see that it fdL He took his measures 
accordingly. Attended by a crowd he carried a cock and 
a little sow to tbs river* FI ere the animals were killed* l^id 

side by side in an intiimite embrace^ and wrapped tightly up 
in a piece of cotton. Then the headman engaged in praycf. 

** O gods above and gods belowr said hc^ ** If you have pity 
on us* and will that we eat foixl this yeBj* give rain. If yoa 
will not give rain, well wc have here buried a cock and a 
sow in an intimate embrace^ By which he meant to say* 

Be angry ai this abominstiofi which wc have committed, 
and manifest your anger m stormsL"' * 

These examples suffice to prove that among many savage 
races breaches of the marriage laws ore tliought to blast the 
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fruits of the caith ihroujih excessive rain nr cx«?s3lrt droiighL 
Similar noliow of tiw (lIsaslfiMtscnwts of sexunt c/imes may 
be delected amons cf tim dvillsscd races of nntir;Ujty. 

who seem n^t to have limited tbe supposed sitrlUsIiig innu- 
enoc of auch oflTences to the fruits ckf Uic earthj. but to have 
extended it aiso to women and caltlt* Thus among liie 
Hebrews wt nmd how Job, passmoatcly protesung his 
Innocence liefore God. declnnc# that he Is no adulterer; 

“ For that," s:iya he," were an heinous criiac ; yea, it v/erc an 
huWty to be punished by the judgea: for ft is a fire that 
eonswmeth unto Dcatruction, and would root out ah mme 
Increase."* In this pusSiSt the Hebrew word tranakt^^ 

" inere.ise " oomTuonly meaiw “ the pfoduce of the * 
aim] if we give the word its usual scums here, then Job amnns 
adultery to be dcstriJClivc of tiie fruits of the ground, whic i 
ii just wliat many savages still believe. This inlerpretabon 
of hia wojftis b ifttrongly confifnictl by naniitivcs itt 
Genesis, where we read how Sarah, Abraham's wife, was 
takcfi IriLo bia h^m by a king who db\ iiQt know her to ^ 
the wife of the pfllrtacth, and ho^t iheneoftfiT G<h 1 vtsileil 
king anti his household with gteat especially b>'' 

clositig wp the wombs of the king^a wlvt^ and bis tnaid- 
servant?, so that they bore no children. It wai not till ihe 
king had discovered and eonfcflsod hia sin, and Abrehain b^ 
prayoil God to forgive him, that the king’s women again 
became frultiul,* Tlwsc narratives seem to imply llwt 
uluUcry, even when It is cornmillctl in ignoratiw, U a cause 
of plagiie and esfrecudiy of sterility among women. Again, 
in Leviticus, after a long list of sexual crimcfl. we read; 

“ Defile not ye ytuirselves In any of these things : for In all 
these the natkms are defiled which T cast out from before 
you: and tlw lanti it defiled: therefore t do visit the 
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tnfq^ihy tlicwjf ii|wn ft, ■f'd ihc land voniUciU ou( l»w 
Inhabit This aptKsrs to imjdy tlwit tins Itmil 

ilsctr'tvss somcltaw {>]ty.<iic3lly taittted by wsual 
so that it could no Inngef stipjwrt the inhabitants. 

It would seem that the ancient GTcehs and Romans H^hilin 
entertained similar notions as to llte wasting efTecl of incost. 
Accanding to Sophocles the land of Thebes fluffered rrom^i^ 
blight, from pestilence, and ftom the sterility both of wonicit sneleni 
and of cattle under the reign of Oedipu.s, wlio had nnwitUnely ‘'-a 
slain his father and wedded his mtitber, and the Ddphkr 
oracle declared that the only way to restoie the prosperity 
of the coDiitry was to banish the stniter from it, as if 
hla ftiere presence vrithcred plants, anunali, and women. 

No doubt the poet and his heaters set down these public 
cainmities in great part to the fuitl of pattkido,^ which 
rested on Oedipus; but ihcj' can hardly have failed Id 
lay much also of the evil at the door of bis Incest with his 
mother. Again, In ancient Italy, under the Emperor Clanditts, 
a Roman noble was accused of ino^t with bis sister. He 
committed suicide, hie sister was banished, and the emp^of 
ordered that: certain ancient cemrmonies traditionally derived 
from the laws of King Servius Tullius should be pcrforincd, 
and Uiat expiation ^lould be made by the (xmltfFft at the 
sacred grove of Diana* probatJy the famuus Aridan grrive, 
which has furnished the starting-point of our eiuiuiry. 

As Diana appears to have been a goddess of fertility in 
general and of the fruit fulness of women In particular, the 
atonemetit made at her saiictuaiy for incert may perhaps be 
accepted M evidence that the Romans, lihe other jrcopl^ 
attributed to sexual immorality a lenJciicyto blast the frails 
both of the earlJi and of the womb. This inibence Is 
strengtlicncd by a precept laid down hygntie Roman writers 
that bakers, cooks, and butlers ought 10 be strictly chaste 
and continent, because it was most important that food and 
cup* should be hail died eillier by iwreons under iHe age of 
puberty, or at all ei-rnts by persons who Indulged very 
Sparingly in sexual ititereoiirse > for which reason If a baher, 
a «iok, Of a butler broke this rule of eontinimcc it was his 
bounden duty to wash In n river or other running water 
» tia[>1uKJD, iJ ’ Tieilui. rf-iMft. ril. atlulK 
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before he iipptted InmMlf a^in to Ua professional duties. 
Bitt for sill niieh iliilles the itwviccs of a boy or of a >in;b' 
wtjre pirfcrrci!.' The Celts of undent Ifcland similarly 
bcKc^td tliBl iiict:*! blt^hled the fniitsof the earth. Accord* 
ing to legend Muitstcr was ftfUkled in the tl,ltd century 
of our witli .1 failure of the criCtpi and other mis- 
fortunes^ When the nobles enquired into the matter, 
they were told that these calamtties were tlie rtsuh of 
an incest which the ting had committed wllb his aistw- 
In order to put an end ii> the evil they dcmajided of life 
king his two son*, the fruit of his unholy union, that tlic>- 
might consume them witlt fire and cast IheJr ashes i^to 
the running stream. However, one of the sons, Core 
by name, is said to have Uen purged of his Inhcnicd 
taint by being sent out of Ireland to an Island, where a 
Druid purified him every' mornhig, by putting him on lire 
back of a while cow w lih red ears, and pouring water 
over him, till one day ti^c cow jumped into the seii and 
bf!came a roch. no doubt taking tlic sin of Corc^i fallicr 
awsy with her. After that the boy was brought back to 
Erin,* 

Thus the bclTcf that incest or rexua) crime in general 
has power to blast the fruits of the earth is wid«pread and 
probably goes back to a very remoMt antiquity i it may long 
have prccodcd the tha of agricultiire. We may conjectufe 
that In Its origin the belief was magiral rather than religious, 
in other words, that tiic Wight was at first supposed to be 
a direct oooseqaetjee of the act itself rather than a punish- 
Iticnt Ififlictcd on the criminal by gods or spirits. Conceived 
a.s an utwaiuraJ union of the sexes, incest might be thought 
to subvert the regular processes of leprodiictlon, and so to 
prerotii the earth fttm yielding its fruita and to hinder 
animals and men from propagating their kinds. At a later 
lime the anger of spiritual beings would naturally be invoked 
In onler to give a religious sanctlcm to the old taboa If this 
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was *0, it ii pofistljle that wtnctlung of the horror which 
incest hag exdteii amortg most, tiHJUgh by no means oil. 
races of men, sprang ffom this ancieiil »u|Wf 3 tllton and has 
been transmitted as *ii itiatinct in many nations bng after 
the imiigitiary gitiund of it had been forgotten. Certainly 
a course of conduct which was supposed to cndatigcf or 
destroy the general supply of food and tberefijrc to strlhe 
a blow at the ¥cry life of the whole people;, could not btit 
present itself l« the savage imngitiation as a crime of the 
blnckcst dye fraught with the most fatal eonsetiuences to 
the public weal. How far auch a supcrslltion (nay in itur 
b^inning hav'c openitcd to prevent Llie union of near kin, 

In other words, to inatllute the system of prohibited degiees 
which still prevails among the great mayirity of mankind, 
both savage and civilised, is a question which deserves to be 
considered by the historians of mofriageJ 

Tf we ask why it is that siraiUr beliefs ahmild logically 
(esd, among different peoples, to such opposite modes 
conduct ai strict chastity and more or less ojko debauchery, 
the Tuasoo. as U presents itself to the primilivc mind, '*rBt«etHu|i 
perhaps not «ry far to seek. If rode man Identifies him 
self, in a mtumer, with nature; if he fails to distinguish (he 
impulses mul processes in himself from the metfwdi which 
nature adopts to ensure the reproduction of plants and 
animals, he may leap to one of two conclusions. Eithw 
he may infer Out by jneldiitg to his appetites he will 
thereby assist iit the multiplication of plants and animals; 
or he may imagine that tlw vigour which he refuses to 
expend in reprodueiiig his own kind, will form 
were a store of energy whwehy other creatures, whether 
vegetable or animal, will somehow benefit in propagating 
tlidr spcciea. Thus from the same crude philowqihy, the 
sme primitive notions of nature and life, the savage may 
derive by different chaimcls a mlc cither of profligacy or 

of asceticism. ... j j,i. 

To readers bred in u reUgion which is saturated with 

the ascetk idcBlIsm of the East, the explanation which 
have given of the niie of continence observed under 
circumstances b>- rude or savage peoples may seem Ikr-fcteheil

the stKiiigBSt impulses of our animaJ natum marks out itiose 
who can submit to k as men raised alww the common herd, 
and themfore worthy to f«dve the seal of the diiiine appro* 
bation. Howcwct natural this mode of thoOtjht may seem 
to us. it is utterly foreign and indeed incomprehensible to 
iho savage. If he resists on occasion the sexual Instinct, it 
« from no high idealiim, no ethcrea^ aspiratfnn after moral 
purity, but for the sake of some ullcfior yet pctfectly ddinitc 
and concrete object, to gain which he is ptepared to sacriBfic 
the ittitnediaie gratificsition of bvi sensei. That this Is or 
may be .so, the cscainpics I have cited are amply sufTidenl 
to iwovt They shew that where the instinct of lelf prc- 
«er^'at^un, which manifests itself chlefiy in the search for food, 
conQJcts or appears to conflict with the Instinct which con* 
Uuccs to the propagation of the species, the former institicl, 
ns the primary and more fundamental, ts capable of over* 
maatertng the latter. In short, the savage is willing to 
restrain his sexual propensity for the sake of food, Anothor 
object for the sake of which he consents to exercise tire same 
self'PStralnl Is victory in war. ifot only the warrior in the 
field but lus friends at home will often bridle their sentfual 
appelites froin a belief that by so doing they will the more 
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easily eivcfcome ilielr enemies.* Tlie falUqr of anieh a belief, 
like the belief that the chastity of the sower cotidaces to the 
BTOwth of the seed, is pUin enough to us; yet perhaps ^ 
self-t^ttaint which these and the liVe belleb, raifl and^ wae 
as Utey aWi have Imposed on tnankind, has not been without 
Itiutility tn bracing and stiengtheniiig the breed. For s&«^th 
of chanieier in the race as in the individual conalMs mainly 
In the power of saodedng the present to the future, of ldis- 
tegarditig the immediate tcmptatioiw of ephemend 
for more distant and lasting sources of satisfaction. The 
more the povrer is exercised the hlglicr and stronger bccorocfl 
the character; till the height of heroism la 
who renource the pleasures of life’and even life Itsdf for 
the sake of Icccping or winning for othm, perhaps in dlstMt 
nge&r the blftiisings of freedom nod truth.

DnmMie IH the last ctiaplef wc »w that acccFrdiA^ to a widuftfeail 
bcHef, which b not without a foundation in fact, plants repro* 
duoe their kinds through the sexual union of male and female 
■“ etenicnta.and that on the principle of hotnocopathlc or imitative 

ws«tMii<m. magic this teproduction can be stlrnttlated by the teal or 
mock marriage of men and vromen, who maaqiierade for the 
time being as spirits of vegetation. Such magical dramas have 
played a great part in the popular fHsstJviiIs of Europe and 
bai^l as they are on a very crude conception of natural law, 
it Js cTear that they most have been handed down from a 
remote antiquity. Wc sholi hardly, therefore, en in assuming 
Utat they dale from a tune when the forefathere of the civilly 
nations of Europe were still barbarians, tierdmg their csttlc 
and culUvatlng patches of com in the cleariiiigs of the vast 
forestts, whkh then ctsvered the greater part of the continent, 
from the Mediterranean to the Arctic Ocean. But if these 
old spells and cnchaiitincnts for the growth of leaves and 
blossoms, of grass and flowers and fmit, have lingered down to 
our own time tn the shape of pastoral plays and popular merry* 
makings, is it not reasonable to suppose that they survived in 
less atienuaied forms some two thousand years ago among 
the civilised peoples of antiquity ? Or, to put it otherwise^ 
is rt not likely that in certain festivals of the ondents we 
may he able to detect the equivalCTts of otir May Day, 
Whitsuntide^ and Midsummer eelebratlons, with this diTerence, 
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tUnt in tliow Jays ihe ecicjiiDiue* lind not y*t dwindled into 
mere shows atiJ pa^jcjuitv but were still rellglotit or mogiral 
rites. In which the actors eoreiciotisly supported the high 
parts of gods and goddesses? Koiv In tlie first chapter of * 
thU book we found reason to beltcvc thni the priest who 
bore the title of King of the Wood at Xemi had for his 
mnle the gruidcss of the grove, Diana herself May not he 
and ahe, as King and Queen of the Wood, have been 
serious couiitcrparU of the metry mummers who play the King 
and Qu«n of May, the Wbilstinltdc BrUcgrooin and Bride 
in mixlcm Eiiroi>c? and may not thdf union have 
yearly celebrated in a of divine tnarriage? Such 

dramatic weddings of gods and goddesses, as wt sKatl see 
presently, were cartled out ns solemn religious rites in many 
parts of the ancient world; hence theie is no intrinsic 
improbability Itt the supposition that tbc sacred grove at 
Nemt may have been the scene of an annual ceremony of 
this sort. Direct evidence that it was so there is none, but 
analogy pleads in favCrttr of the view, as I shall now 
endeavour to shew. 

Diatia was essentially a goddess of the woodlands, bs^> 
Ceres was a goddess of the com and Bacdius a god of 
vine.' Her sanctuaries were comrnotiJy in groves, indeed **)*t«**l* 
eitry grove was sacred to her,* and she is often asioclatcd 
with the forest god Slivamis in dediMtiona* We murt not^yttif 
forget that to the ancients the sanctity of a holy grove was ipa^tnn 
very icai and might not be violated with Jmpmtity.

sacrilieep Any person who knowingly violated the sanctity 
of the grove had to exin'ate his offence by sacrfficing an ox 
to Jupiter, and to besides u fine of three tiundred pence.* 
Jii his treatise on farming Cato dirocta that before thinning 
a grove the Roman husbandman ahould offer n pig as an 
expiatory sacrifice to the god or goddesa of the place^ and 
should entreat hh or htar favour lor himself^ his children, and 
his household* The Fr^frfs Afvaks or 'Rrcthren of the 
Tilled Fields w^ere a KomaEi college of tivelvc priesu, who 
perfomied public rcltglouj rites for the purpose of making 
the crops to grow« and they wore wreaths of em of com as 
a badge of their office* Thdr sacrifices were oTTcred tn the 
grove of the goddeas Dia, situated five miles down the Tiber 
fropi Roiae. So hallowed wasi this grove^ which b known 
to have Induded laurels and holly-oaks, that expiatory 
saciificcs of sows and lambs had to be ofTemed w^hen a rOUen 
bough fdJ to the gticnmd^ or when an old tree was laid low 
by a norm or drugged down by a load of snow on hs 
branches. And still m<ifc ekboraite expUtltHi liitd to be 
made with the itaughtcr of sow5, sheep, and bulln wlicn any 
of the sacred trees were struck by lightnhi^ and it was 
necessary to dig them up by die roots, split thein^ bum 
them, and plant otiters in their room-^ At the annual 
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festival irf the I'twilia, ^vluch was talcndcd to ensure llw 
weiraie uf the Hocks and hcnls, Koniaii shiqittcrds pra>'ed to 
be forgiven if they had entered a bailawcd grove, or ut 
down under a sacred tree, or lopped a holy bough in order 
to feed a sick sheep on the leaves,^ 

Nor was this sense of the indwelling divinity of t]ur!i«>ica< 
wooih confined ta the simple rustics who, tending 
flocks in the chequered shade, fell the presence nf spirits in 4 
the solemn stillness of the forest, heard their voscci In the^^ 
songb of the wind nmong the hraochea, and saw iheir-'^*'"- 
handiwork In the fresh green of spring and the fading gold 
of Autumn, The reeling was shared by the hkbI cultivated 
minds in the greatest age of Roman dvilisatbn. Pliny says 
that " the woods were formerly the temples of the deitlm^ 
and even now simple cowntiy folk dedicate a lull tree to a 
god with the ritual of the olden time; and we adore sacred 
groves and the very silence that rei^s In them not less 
devoutly than images that gleam with gold and ivorj',"* 
Similarly SenCca writes : *■ If you come upon a grove of old 
trees that have shot up above the common height and shtU 
out the sight of tlie sky hy the gJooni of their matted 
boughs, you feci there is a spirit in the place, so lofty t* the 
wood, BO lone ihc spot, so wondrous the thick unbroken 
ilmdc,'* * 

Thtta tbe ancients, like many other people in vartoos 
jMirt* of ll«i w'orld, were deeply impressffid with the sanctity 
of holy groves, and regarded even the cutting of a bough to 
them M tt saerilege which called for eapiatlon. If therefute »tf 
a candidate for the prteithood of Diana nt N’cmt had 
break a branch of a certain tree in the sacred grove before pin«( 
Ik could fight tbe King of the Wood, we may be sure that'^**^ 
the ai^ was a rile of aolemn significance, and that to treat it 
as a mere piece of bravado, a chaJkiigc to the priest to come

No man might stay one of tliese animals 
the gracioua [:>€rmbsion of their divine owners. 
Hence the hunter pray^ to the sylvan deities, and vowed 
rich ofTerTngs to them If they would drive the game across 
hb path- And cattle abo ^cm to have enjoyed the protec- 
tiofl of lho!$c $pijits of the W‘oods+ both when they were in 
their Stalls and while they strayed in the forest.* So fn the

Wc ho^ seen that at Diiiiin*Jt fesrival It was customary tiir 
to crown hunting dr^^ to leave wild beasts rn peace^ and to 
pcrfciiTn a purificatory ceremony for the benefit of young 
people,* Some light is ihroftH on the rncaiilng of these 
customs by a passage in Amnn's treatt^ on hiitiiing* *

VVe 
know from other souirc^ that the Celts revtred a woodland 
goddess of tM* type ; thus Acdulnna* goddess of the forest 
of the Amdenueip ia-us nepresented, like Artemis and Dlamip 
with a bow and quiver/ tn airy caw the custom descrtbcil 
by Arrian is good cvideiice of a belief that the wild beasts 
tKloug to the goddtsta of the wilds^ wlio must be compenfuted 
for thdr destruction ^ anck taken with what he sav^s of the 
need of purifying the hounds after a sticcessJut rhnse^ the 
Celtic practice of crowning them at the annual festival of 
Artemis may have been meant lo purge them of the stain 
they had comracted by killjjig the creatures of the godefest, 
Tlie same explanation would iiaturail^' apply to the same 
custom observed by the Italians at the fesiival of Diana,

But Diana was not merely a patroness of wild beasts, a 
mistress of woods and hills^ of lonely glades and sounding 
rivers; conceived as the moor^i and especially, it would scemi 
as the yellow han'cst moon, she filled the fanncr*a gmiigc: 
with goodly fruits, and heard the prayers of women in 
travail* 1 n her sacred grove at Neml as wc Have seen, she 
waB especiatEy worshipped as a goddess of ehifdbirth^ w^tio 
bestowed offspring on men and ivomen/ Thus Dlaiiap like 
the Greek Artembi with whom she constantly identifie^h 
may be descHbai as a goddess of nature in general and of 
fcrtilily in partkiilar^* We need not wonder* tiserefore, 
that lit lier sanctuary on Uie Aventiae she was TCpresentcd 
by an image copied frorii the many-brea^ited idql of the

atocpd a spadoui temple, and in the temple a great bed, 
magnificently draped and cushioned, with a gotden table 
beshkr it. in the temple no image woi to be seen, and no 
human being passed the night there, save a tingle wtunan* 
whom* accordittg to the Chaldean priestsi, the god chose

AftfSf the apptopflatc offerings hsid been praenlcd, the 
officiating priestess purified the feet of the divine image wIUi 
a sprig of reed and a vessel of oil, approached the bed thrice, 
kissed the feet of the image, then retired and wt do^. 
After that she burned cedar wood dipped In wine, Kt before 
iIk I ma ge the heart of a aheep wrapped in a cloth, and 
olTered lihatiuna. Aromatic woods were oonsccrated and 
burnt, more libations and offerings were made, tables were 
spread for various dlviTiitica, and the ceremony ended with a 
prayer for the King, The god also wait in processiori to a 
grove, riding in a chariot be&ide his charioteer.* 

At Thebe* in Egypt a woman slept in the temple of 
oTibc pii ^mtnon a* the consort of the god, and, like the human wife 
of Bel at Babylon, she wa* said to liave no oornmeice with

4 man.' tn E^n^ptlan tcitte *lv: js often meniibncd as "tlic 

tlfdnc consort,” and tuuattjr she was no less a personage 
than the Queen of Eaypt bawlf, For, accordiiiB to ihe 
Egyptians, llidr monarcha were actimny begotten by tbe 
gcnd Ammoti, who aasiiwiod for the time bcinK the form of 
the reigning king, and in llwl disguise bad inicreoiiifte with 
the queen. Tlte divine procreation is carved and painted in 
great detail on the walla of two of the oldest temples in 
Egypt, those of Deir d ftaharl and Luxor; and the inscrip¬ 
tions attached to the paintings leave no doubt as to tlie 
ineaning of the scenes. Tbe pictures at Deir el ItahaiL 
which represeitt the begetting and birth of Queen Hatshop- 
sltou, arts the more ancient, and have been reproduced with 
but little change at Luxor, where they teprewnt the beget* 
ting and birth of King Amenophls 111. The nativity is 
depklKl Tn about fifteen scenes, which may grouped in 
three acts : first, the carnal union of the god with the queen ; 
second, the birth; and third, the recognition of Uic tolanl 
by the gods. The morriage of Ammon with tlie queen is 
annourtced by a prologut Iti heaven ! Ammon auittmous his 
assessors, the gods of Heliopolis, reveals to ihcm the future 
birth of a new Pharaoh, a royal princess, and requsts thcmi 
10 make ready the fluid of life and of strength, of which they 
are masters. Then the god i* seen approoching the queens 
bedchamber; in front of him marches TholH, with a toll 
of papyrus in his hand, who, to prevent mistakes, rcsitd the 
oifidal names of the queen, the spouse of tlie reigning king 
(Tholhnies t. at Deir d Bahari, Thothmes IV, at tj^xufX 
tbe fairest of woinerL Then Thoth withdraws behind Ammon, 
lifting hifi ami bclitnd the god in order to renew his vital 
fluid at this crttical momertb Next, according to the Inscrtp- 
tioit, the mystery of incarnation takes place. Ammon lays 
asitliT Ills godhead and becomes flesh in the likeness of the 
king.

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t-Tvated figures the symbol of Itfc. ihc cntx attsatti In onlcf 
that they niiiy bteatlie and live. Atiolher scene represents 
the hirtli. At Dcif d Bohafl the queen has already been 
dcliveitd, and is pi csentlng her daughter to se.\tm\ goddesses, 
who liave Bfilcd the part of mid wives. At Lnxor the doubk 
of the foyal Inlant is bom firet; ibe goddessa who Sersc as 
nurses have him in their arms, and the midwives am pre¬ 
paring to lecdT.-e ihc real diild Behind the queen am the 
goddcs.'ics who waich over chlldhirlh. led by Isis ami Keph- 
tliy-s i and all aiutmcl the aplriis of the East, the VVe^ the 
North, and the South arc prcsenlhig the symbol of life or 
Uttering acclanfiattons. In a comer tlic grotesque ^god Hes 
and the female UippopotaniUS Ap( keep off all evil influence 
and cvL*ty malignant spirit. 

We shall probably not err m assuming, with some 
eminent authoritlei, that the ccrcmoniL-s of the nativity of 
Ihe PluitaoU*. thus ctnbbioncd on the walls of Egyptian 
temples, were copied from the life; in other woids. that the ^ u» 
carved and painted scenes represent o real drama, which 
was acted by miuked men and women whenever a queen 
of Egypt was brought to bed. " Here, as eveiywhcm else 
in Egypt * says Professor Maspcio, *' sculptor and painter 
did nothing but fiuihfully imitate mdity. Theory required 
that the assimilation of the Itlngs to the gods ahcruld be 
complete, so that every act of the royal life was, as it were, 
a tracing of the corresponding art of the divine life- E«>m 
the moment that the ting was Ammon. !w wore the ewtume 
and badge* of Ammon-the tall hat with the long plumes, 
the cross of life, the groylwund-hcaded scejilre^od tluu 
arrayed he presoiiled hiniseir in the qucert’i bcdchmnber to 
ooitsummate the marriagt TJic as«aitant.v also uaaumc^ the 
coslutnc und appeariinee of the divniUics whom ibcj incar 
nuted; the men put on masks of jackals, hawks, and 
crocodiles, while the wumen donned masks of cows Or firoga, 
according ax they played the parts of Anubis, Khnoumou, 
Sovkou. Hailmr. or Hlqii; and I am disposed to believe 
Uml the doubles of the new-born diild were re]ircscnted by 
a* many puppets as w^ere required by the ccrattonics. 

3ome of the rites were comfiUcatcd, and must have tjreil 
exocasively the mother and child who underwent them i bul 
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they are notlitttR to those that have bfsen observe*! in similar 
cireumutooccs hi other lands. In gcncml, we are bound to 
libld that dll ihii piauffis traced on the wall* of the icrople^ 
I„ which the person of the king i* concerned. corrsponcJ 
to a real action in which diagniscd persoiiaea played Ihe 


nart of KOiii*.” ^ 

In the decline of Ejtypt from the eleventh wdtuiy 
ciflward* the wives of Ammon at Thebes were called 
on to play fl eonipicuous port in the govern ment Oi 
the coumry. Tlie strong grip of the Pharaohs was 
relaxed and under their feebb sooces^orj ilw empire 
crumbled away into a number of petty indepudent 
states, fn this dissolution of the central uiUhonty the 
crafty high picsts of Ainmon at Thebes contrived to 
usuip regal powers and to rdgn &r and wide in the name 
of the deity veiling tlicir rescripts under the i^isc of oracles 
of the god. who. with the help of a little jagfilcty. ^in- 
placeirtly signified his assent to their wishes by ncrtidiiig 
hla head or even by spcch Bat curiously enough under 
this pretended theocracy the nominal niter was not the 
priest himself, but his ^viTc. the earthly consort of Ammon. 
Thus Thebes became for a time a ghostly pniiciphty 
gosemed osteii'iibly by a dymsty of female pops. Thoif 
office was hereditary, paasing by righui fretn mother to 
daughter. But probably the eatail was 01 ten broken by 
the policy or ambition of the men who stood behind the 
scenes and worked the rdigfous puppcl^liow by hidden 
wires to the btwe and astonishment of tl'e gaping vulgar. 
Certainly wc know tlmt on one occMion King Psanimctichtu 
Pirst foisted his own daughter into the Holy See by dedi¬ 
cating her to Ammon under » hypocritical professron of 
gratitude for favours bestowed on him by the deltj’. And 
the female pope had to submit to the dictatfon with the 
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tKsI gmce ilie ealilii assutncjf prcttc»ling her Bffcctfon far 
the adopted dauehtef who bad otuitcd her own dBUghtcr

Al a Idler period, when Egypt lay und« the hee! 

Rome the character of *’ the divine consort ’ of Ammon ^ 
at Tbebca Imd peatly chmigcrL For at the be^^ing of 
□ur era the custom wm n> appoint a youin; and beautiful 
cM the scion of one of the noblest bouses. » serve 
Ammon as his concuWiit The Creeks called these 
maidens I’alladcs, apparently after their own virgin goddess 
rallas; but the conduct of the girls was by no 
maidenly, for they led the locKest of liva UIl puheny. Then 
they wirrt mourned over and given In ^ cir 

graves wore shown near Thebes.* The reason why thctf 
services ended at puberty may liave been that as concubines 
of the Eod they might not bear child«n to mortal fathers; 
lujiice it was deemed prudent to tCrtnlnato their relations 
with the divinity before they were of an age to become 
moUieis. 11 was sn Egy ptian doctrine that a mortal woman 
could eontcire by a god. but that a goddess could not con* 
cehre by a mortal man.* The certainty of maternity and 
the uncertainty of paternity suggest an obvious and prob* 
ably luflkicnt ground for this thcolo^ distmctian 

Apollo was said to spend tlie winter irtotiths at Pa^J^ 
in Lycia and tlie summer months in the island of Dcl<^ and 
accordingly he gave oracles for one half of the y«r In lire “ 
one place, and for the other half In the othcf. ^ ^ 

he lirricd at Patara, his prophetess was shut up wth him 
in the temple every night* At Ephesus there ^ 
ofsacted men called Esscnca or King Bees who held 
for a year, during which they liad to ot^rve stnet 
and other rules of certunoniat purity.’

huataancts of Astemb. the great many^breasted goddess of 
fertility at Ephesns, whose association with the be* i* 
vouclicd for by the figures of bees whieh appear cointnonly 
both on her statues and on the coini of Ephejns. IFlliIs 
oonjeciunc Is righlj the King Keei and their bce'g^dcss 
Artemis at Ephesus would bc closely jMrallcl to the King of 
tJie Wood and hb woodland-gorldess Diana at Ncnil, as these 
tatter am interpreted by me* The rule of chastity imposed 
on ibc Kins **«» during their year of Office would be easily 
expikabie on this hyiwtbesLa* As the temporary hiuhands 
of tlifi goddess they would be expected for the time being to 
have no intercourse with mortol M'omen, just as the liumsn 
wives of Bel and Ammon were supposed to have no 
comiuercc w'ith mortB] men. 

At Athens the god of the vine, Dion>'9Ufi. was ntimially 
married to the Queen, and It appears that the consummation 
Q^ni of the divine union, as wxll as the espousals, was enacted at 
the ceremony; but wbctiwr the pan of the god was played 
by a man or an Image we do not know* Attic law reguired 
that the Queen should be a burgess and should never have 
known any man but iu:r hu-sbatid* hhc had to offer certain 
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stfCrtl sacfififiCJ on bdialfor the stale, and was imrnitted to 
see what no fordtjn v^ wtian cvcf behold* and to wter 

where no othef Athenian might set foot- She waji assisted 
ill the discharge of her solemn fiincUon* by fourteen sacred 
women, ore for each of the altars of Dionysus. The old 
Diofiysinc festival was hdd on the twelfth day of the month 
Anthestcrion. cotresjJOnillng rouglily to our February* at 
the ancient sanctuary' «f Dlonytui in Uic Mnrslica, which 
was never epened thfoughout the year save on that on* 
day. At this festival llie Queen exacted an oath of 
purity and chastity from the foiirteen sacred women at the 
altar- I’osslbly her mafriaec was eelebnited on dw amc 
day, Iboiigh of that we have no ixaltive evidene*^ and we 
learn from ArUtntlc that ibe ecretnony took 
at the sanctuary in the marshes, hut in tlrt old offtcial 
residence of the Ktfig. known as the CaltlC'Stall. w'ldch stood 
near the Prytiincum or To%vn-ha!l on the notth-easlcrti slope 
of the Ac«>i»l!s.‘ Uut whatever the dale of the wedding, 
its object can liardly have been any other than that of 
ensuring the fertility of tb-s vines and other fhilt-tnse^ ot 
which Dlonysua was the cod. Thus bolh tn fom 
meaning the ceremony would answer to the nuptials of il«

matriage of a different kind, imended to make the fields 
WKve with yellow eorii, was annually celebrated not many 
miles off. beyond the low bills that bound the plain of 
Athens on the west In the great mysteries solemnised at 
EIcusLs in the month of September the unton of the sky- 
god Zens with the eant*gtxldess Dcmeicr appears to have 
been represented by the union of tlie Werophant with the 
priestess of Dcmetfif. who acted Uic parts of god and 
goddess. But their intercourse was only dramatic or 
symbolical, for the hierophant had tcmpoforlly deprived 
himself of his virility by an application of hemlock. The 
torches having been extinguished, the pair ddscended into a 
murky I^acc, while the throng of worahippm awaited in 
anxious suspense the result of the mystic oongnsB, on wliieh 
tiny believed tlwlr own salvation to depend After a lltnc 
the hiciophant reappeared, and in a blare of light aliently 
exhibited to the assembly a reaped ear of tttrn, the fruit of 
the divine tnarrit^Ci Then in a loud voice he prodaimcdi 
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"Qnccn IWtno has brauglvt forth a sacred Iwy Brimos," by 
whkh he iDcanl," The Mighty One has bronght forth the 
Mighty.'* The com-inother in fact hjn! given birth to her 
diild, the com, and her travail-[latigs iverc enacted in the 
sacreit drama' This revtiaHon of ilw reaped com appears 
to hove been the crowning act of llw mystcritiS. Thus 
through the glamour shed round these rites by the poetry 
and philosophy of later ages there still tooma, like a distant 
landscape through a sunlit hane, a simple rustic festival 
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ctesigTied to cover the wide Eletiatiiiin [tlain with a plCJiteous 
harvest bj' wedding the goddess of the coin to the sky-god, 
who fcnillscd the bare earth witl^ genial showara. 

IiMrtiipcf But Zeus WM not always the sky-^, nor did he always 

JCnlrt many the corn-goddess; If in aiiUt}iiily a IfavcllcT, guilting 
Elcusis and passing through mites of olive-grovta and corn¬ 
fields, had climbed the pine-clad mouittains of Cithaeron atid 
descended ibrough tho forest on iheir northern slope to 
Flutaca, he might have chanced to find the people of that 
iitttc Boeotian town celebrating a dilTcrcnt marriage of 
tlic great god to a different goddess. The ecieinony is 
dcscrUxid by a Greek antiqunTv whose note-book has 
fortunately preserved for us not a few niraJ customs of 
ancient Greece, of which the knoivk'dgo would cdierwia 
have peridjed. 

Every few years the people of I'lalaea held a fciitival 
which they called ihc Little Dacdala. On the day of the 
foUval thct* went out into an ancient oak forest, the trees 
of which were of gigantic girth. There they set some hoited 
meal on tlit gronnil, and watched the birds that gathered 
round iL When a raven was obacnied to carry off a piece 
of the meat and perch on an oak, the people followed it and 
cut tlown llie tree. With the wtiod of the tree they made 
an Im ag e, dressed it as a bride, and placed it on a buttock- 
can with a bridesmaid beside It. It itecins then to have 
been draivo to the banks of the river Asopu* and hack to 
the town, attcnderl by a piping and dancing crowd. After 
the festival the Image was put away and kept till llie ceJe- 
bratlon of tltc Great Daedala, whlcb fell only once in sixty 
years, and was lield by all the people of Bocotix On this 
Morion all the images, fourteen in number, that had aceumb- 
lated from the eekbrations of the Utile Daedaln were diagged 
on waliu in procession to the river Asopus, and then to the 
lop of Mount Cithactotb There an altnr bad beeit com.tructcU 
of nqtiiue bliiehs of wood filterl together, with brushwood 
heaped over it. Animals were sacrificed by being burned 
on the altar, and the altar ttself, tngetber with tlic Images, 
was consumed by the flame*. Tlic blare, wo are lokl, roa® 
to A prodigious height and was seen for many mites. To 
explain the origin of the f»Liv‘>iJ a story ran that once

Upon a time Hem had qiinfrcllcd with Ecus and kft Wm in 
liieli dudgeon. To lure her back Zeuj gatf* out that he 
was about 10 mwjy the nymph {'lataea, doughlU' of the 
river Asopus. He had a fine oak cut down, riiaped and 
dressed as a bride, and conveyed on a bullock-eart. T rana- 
tnrted with rrige and jealousy, Hem fiew to the cart, 
and tcarint! off the veil of the pfctcndcd bnde, diseOVOinal 
the deceit that liad been practised on her. Her rage now 
mrnetl to laugliLer, and she beeanic leooncffcd to bef hiawiul

•nic reacmblanee of this festival to some of the Eiiroi«an 
spring and jtiiUsuminer fcstimls is tolerably dose. We have 
Kcii that in Russia at Whitsuntide the villagers go out 
the wood, fell a birch-tree, dress it in woman’s elolhcf, and lo itf 
bring it bock w the vlUnge with dance and »ng. Oi» the 
third day It « thrown Into the water.* Again, we have 
that in Uohemla on Mitisummer Eve the village lads felt a 
tall fir or pine-tree In the wood and set 't «P » height. ga»oc 
where it is adorned with gnrlauds, nosegays, and ribbons, 
and afterwards burnt.* Tlie reason for burning the tree 
will appear aflcrwanls i the custom itself is not uncommon 
in modern Europck In some parts of the FiT^mecs a ^ 
and slender tree is cut down on htay Day and k^t hU 
Midsummer Eve. It I* then rolled to the top of « hill, 
up, and buinefl.* In Angoulimc on Su Peter's Day, the 

iwentyninih of June, a tall leafy poplar is set up m the 
market-place and burn«L* Near Launceston in Cornwall 
tliere is a large Tomullis known as Whiteborough, tvith • 
fosse round it.

pf rju^ It represented the lajtpfiage of the power* of vege¬ 
tation—^the uniom of the oak-god with the oak-goddess*— 
in spring or mid&ummQri jmt as the same event is repre' 
sented in modem Europe by a King and Queen or a Lorri 
and Lady of the May. In the B€3eotranr as In ibe Russian, 
ceremony the tree drcsied as a woman stands for the Engliib 
May«polc and May-^jucen hi one. All such ceremonies, h 
must be rememberedp. are notp or at Icaat were not originally, 
mere spectacular or dramatic estViibltions. They arc magical 
rites designed to produce the effect w^hicb they dnimati>' 
cally set forth. If the revival of vegetalion m spring is 
numickc^i by the awakening af a sleeper, ibe mimicrj' is 
bitctided actually to quicken the growth of leaves and 
blossoms ■ if the marriage of the powers of vtgCEauon is 
simulated by * King and Queen of Msi;y^ the idea is that the 
pfjwcm thus personated will really be rendered more pro- 
diictJ\'c by the ocretDony. In short, all these spring and 
midsummcf fcstlvais fall under the head of homoeopathic or 
imitative magic The thing which people wish lo bring 
about they repi'eseiit dratnatlcaUy. und the very representation 
b believed lo drect, or al least to contHbule to^ the produc- 
lion of the desired result In the case of the DaedaJa tlie 
aUity of Hem's quarrel witli Zeus and her sulkn retirement

by a mythical story, which relaiei how upon a particular

told to necouflt for the hisloficsil oriiiin of the fcalivni, we can 
often infer from ii the teal ifitcntiott with which the fcatlval 
wu cclcbretctL U, therefore, the origin of the Dacdak was 
explained by n alory of a failure of crops and conacqa«it 
famine, we may infer that the ical object of the fcativaJ was 
to prevent the occurrence of such disaatcra; awl, if I am right 
In my invqr|>retation of the festival, the object was supposed 
to be effected by dramatically representing tlie ^triaec of 
the divinities njost concerned with tlic production of trees 
and plants. The mamaEC of 2ens and Hera was set^ 
at annual festivals in various parts of Greece,’ and it^ is 
at least a fair canjectwro that the nature and intention 
of these eercinonies were such as I Iwve assigned to the 
Platacati festival of the Dacdala; in other trartls, that Zeus 
and Hera at those festivals were the Greek etiuivalcnls of the 
l^rd and Lady of the May. Homer’s glowing picture of 
Zcujt and Hera couched on fresh hyacinths and croeusw. 
like Milton’s description of the dalHanis of Zephyr with 
Aurora, " w he met her once a-Maying,' was perhaps pamted

The sacred ciartioge of Zeus btiJ Hera had, as was 

natural, its counterpart among the northern kinsfolk of the 
Greeks^ In Sweden every year a hfc^ne ireage of 
the £od of fertility, both animal and vegembJe. 
about the country In a waggon attended by a bffluUful girl 
who was catted the god's wife; She acted also as his 
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prtE!dL££is in hls fcmpfe at Upaalo. Whcm^cf the 

iviih ihc ima^e of ihe fijod and hln Moomini^ 
yom^ briilei the [jcuple crowded to meet ihcjH and ofTcm? 
^cr[Acc!v ft'ir a rmEtful yean Once ofi n time a Nonvt^iiin 
exile Ttamed Gtinnar iTeJming jjav'c hiinsclf out to be Vrty 
in per^n^ attU rode about on the sacred wDl^oei dressed up 
Jfi tile gild's clptliea. Every wlierc the isimple folk weleoffled 
him as Ulc deity, and deserved with wonder and dcligtit 
that a god walked about among men ojiiJ ate anti ilmnk 
jiMt like other people^ And wiien Uie oiontlis acnl b>% and 
the g<kf s Fair >'oung wife was seen to be with cMUb LEiutr joy 
waxerl greatly, for they thought, ** Surely this is on ofnen ol 
a fniilful leadcfn"' It liappeued that live weather ws# then 
mlldt and the promijic d a plcritcouii^ harvest so fair, lhat 
no man ever remembensd sudi a year liefons, But one nlglit 
the god departed in haste, with hfs wrfc and all the gold and 
sUiMT AtHl line raiment which tie had got hsgctllerL and 
though the SvLiuJes made afterr him^ they couid not catch 
him.

Similar cefcmnniEi appear to have bisijn ot»irrved by the

The ideas on which stich a eusTom iM based are too ui 
cf«de to allow us to doubt that the civilised ilabyloRian ^4 
Egypt^nns, and Giecks mhii^ted it From their barZ^rems 
savi^ forefathErr^ This preenmplion h strengthened when mmooK 
we find rites of a stmlbr kind in vogue among the lowxr 
rticcs. Thus, for ex^mplc^ we arc told tJml once upon a 
time the VVotyaks of the MalinyK district in Riissia w'crc 
distressed by a series of bad harveals; They did not know' 
what to do^ but at last concluded that their powerful but 
mischiicrvois god Kerexnet must be angry at being immarrted 
So a deputation of etders visited the Wotyalcs of Cum BEid 
enmo to im undemanding with them on the subject Then 
tliey relumed home, laid in a targe stock of brtLndy^ and 
having mnde ready a gaily decked w^aggon and horses, Uic!>* 
drove in proecssinn with bells rtngtiig, as i\icy do when they 
are fetching home 3 bride, to the sacred grove at Cum 
There they ate and drank merrily alt night* and ncjct morn¬ 
ing they cut a square piece of turf in the grove and took it 
home with them. After this,, though it fared well with the 
people »f Malmyt, it fared ilt with the people of Cura ; for 
in Mahnya: the bread was good, but in Cura it was bad. 
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Hence the men «f Cura who had totiscntcd to Ihc iruirthtge 
were Wwned nnd loughly bafliJltti by theif mdignaitt Ccllow- 
villagetik “WHal they meant b)' this marriage cere runny,'’ 
9ay$ the writer who ftporta it, " it ta not easy to imagine. 
Perhaps, aj Buchletinv think*, tlicy meant to marry Kcrcmet 
to the htndly and fraitful Mukyliin, the Earth*wife. In order 
that she might infliictice him for good’’! Tbl-i caro-mg of 
tnrf. like a bride, to a wa^on from a sacred grove resembles 
the Platacan custom of carting an oak log as a bride from 
an ancient oak forest: and wc have seen ground for thinking 
xbM^i the FlatBcan Itke [i% Wflty^ik counterpart. w;*a 

intended as a chann to secure fertility. When wells arc 
dug in Bcttgal. a wooden image of a god is made and 
married to the goddess of water.* 

Often the bride destincsil for the god Is not a log or a 
dod, but a living woman of ntah and blood. The fndians 
of a viilogc b Peru have been known to many a beautiful 
girl, about fourteen years of age, to a stone shaped like a 
human being, Tvhich they regarded as a god (Aitjua). All 
the villngcrs took part in tlw marriage ceremony, which 
lasted three days, and was attended with much revelry. 
The girl thereafter remaitied a virgin and sacrifietl to the 
idol for the pcoplt They shewed her the utmost reverence 
and deemed her divine.* The Blackfoot [ndians of North 
efamnon America used to worship the Sun as their chief god, and they 
held ft fcariva! every year in his honour. Four days befon; 
tiiitHi&w jnoon of August ^ halted on its march, and 

lAtfiui*. hunting was suspended, Bodies of mounted men were 
on duly day and night to cany out the orders of the high 
priest of the SwiJ, He enjoined the people to fast and to 
take vapour baths during the four days before the new 
moon. Moreover, with the twJp of his council, he chose ilie 
Vestal who was to rtpresenl the Moon and to be married to 
the Sun at the festival. She might be either a vligir or a 
woman who bad had but one husband. Any girl or woman 
round to have discharged the sacted duties without fulfilling 
the prescribed conditions w'm put to death. On the third 
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drty of pr-epamtioii^ aAi^r the bit pnrifitiLtEOii had h^tn 
ob?«rvirdi built m tiiiiud temple of ihe Sun. Poirta wem 
driven inio the gmund in at drdu; these were connetted 
with crujfs-pieees, shieI the whole was cm^pred wlib le^lLVT!l 
in the middle stood the sacred polct supponing^ the rooL A 
bundle of mmy small brandies of sacred woodp wrapped in 
a spIendirJ huflTato robe, crowned the summit of the tcmpic. 

The cfitrsnce was on the east, and w^ithin the sanctimr}^ 
stood an altar on w^hich rested the head of a biilTala 
Beside the al^t was the place reserred for the Vestali 
Hex^t ° bed prepared for her, she slept the sleep of war^** 
as it wail called Her other dutks consifited In maintaining 
a sacred fire of fraii;rani berbs^ In presenting a lighted pipe 
to her husband the Sun, and in telling the high pneat the 
dream slic dreanie<1 during '* tfic sleep of war.^ On fcarning 
it the priest had it prociaimed to the whole nation to the 
beat of drum«^ Every year about the middle of ^forch^ ^tmiUgw 
when the season for fishing with the drag-net began^ 

Algonquin9 and Ilufons mamed thcii nets to two young inuint iJw 
girlf» aged six or severu At the wedding feast the net was 
placed between rhe two maidens, and w^as exhorted to take'r^o*- 
courage and catch many fish. The reason for choosing the 
brides m ^.-oung was to make sure that they were virgin^H 
l"hc origin of the cusEom is said to have been this. One 
year» when the fishing season came round, the Algonquina 
east their nets as usual, but took tiothJng. Surprised at 
their w^ant of successr, they did not know w hat to make of it, 
till the soul or geniufl of the net appeared to them in 
the Itkcnesi of a tall wetl'buill man, wtio said to tbcfn in a 
great passion^ * t liavc lost my wife and t cannot find one 
who Itas known no other man but me ? that U why yon do 
not succeed, and why you never will succeed till you give 
me satisfaelion on ibis bead*^ So the Algonquin s held a 
caunetl and resolved to appease the spliit of the net fay 
marrying him to two such very^ young girls that he could 
have no grmjnd of coinplaint on that score for the future. 

They did and the fishing turned out all that could bo 
wished. Tlic thing got wind amoEig tlieir nclgiihours the 
llurous, and they adopted the custom. A share of the 
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catch wiia alivay* given to the fairutics of the two girl* who 
acted M bridrt of the net for the year.‘ 

The Oraoiw of I3(jsg^tl worship llic Karth ns a goddess, 
and annually celehmVc her marriage with tlie Sun*^ 
DHanne at the time when the sal tree is ir* hlossom. 1 he 
ccounoity ii a* follow,-!. All bathe, llien the men leijair to 
the jacfcd grove {rtjmJ)w witilc the women assemble at the 
home of the village priest After Merificitig some fowU to 
the Suti-god and the demon of the grove, the men cat and 
drink. “The priest U then carried back to the village on 
the shoulders of a ainutg man. ^fcar the village the 
women meet the men and wash their feet. With beating 
of dnims and singing, dancing, and jumping, all procseed W 
the priest's house, which has bren decomlcd with leaves and 
fiowem. Then the usual form of mamage is performed 
between the priest and his wifc. symboHiing the auppofied 
union between Sun and Eartk After the ceremony all eat 
and drink and make metty; they dance and sing obscene 
songs, and finally indulge in the vilest The object 

a to move the mother earth to become rruitfuL"* Thu* the 
Sacred Marriage of the Sun and linrth. personated by the 
priest and his wife, it ceiebtated as a charm to ensure lie 
fertility of the ground; and for the same purpose, on 
the principle of homoeopathic magic, the peojtle Indulge in 
a Jicentious orgy. Among the Siilka of New Kntatn, at 
the village of Kolragat, a certnln man ha* charge of two 
stone figures which arc called respectively Our graiMHathcf * 
Cfffwr fs) and “Our grandmother" {ugur /*«> They are 
said to be kept in a house built specially for the jiilrpose* 
Fruit* of the Geld are ofit'red to them and left beside them 
to rot When their guardian puts the two figures with ttieir 
Caccs turned towards each other, the plantations are believed 
to flourish; but when he sets them back to back, there 1 * 
dcanli and the people aufTcr from eruptions on the skin* 
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Tilts turaing of the two imafliis face lo fn» (n»y be 
ifcparded (is a simple foriti of Secntil Murriage bc-^ 
iwcen the two divine powers rvpriaenvcd by theni, who 
arc elenrty supposed to control the fertility of the 

plQjitatiun.li 

At the ffUiage of Bas Dodfi, in the Giirgncm dbtrict of Miirri»ir 
North-Wcslefn India, a fair is held on the twenty-slith 
of the montii Chnit and the two following days. V\'c are 
told that formerly girls of the Dtiinwar class used to be 
married to llw god at these fcstivakf and that they always 
died soon afterwards. Of late years the practice is said to 
liavc been disconthraed,* In Behar during the tnemth of 
Sau'im (August) crowds of women, calling themselves Nagin 
or " w'lvcs of tlie snake," go about for two and a half days 
begging; during tliis time tbe>' may neither sleep nndw a 
Toof nor eat salt, Itfllf the proceeds of tbeir begging is given 
to Bnahtnans, and the other half spent in salt and sweet¬ 
meats, which are eaten Ity all the villagers,* Amongst the 
peojiles of the Slave Coast In Mfest Afrlra 
human wivcft of god* are very oommon. In Dahomey 
they swarm, and It has even been estimated that wery 
fourth woman k devoted to the service of some deity, 

Tlie chief business of these female votaries ifl prostitution, 
to every town there is at least one seminary where the 
hatidsomert girls, between ten and twelve years of age, 
are irAtncd, Tliey stay for tiirce years, learning the 
chants and dances peculiar to the worship of the gods, 
and proitittiting themselves to the priiati and the inmates 
of the tiudc reminaries;. At the end of ihoir noviciate 
they become public harlots. But no disgrace attaches to 
tlieir piofesiion, for It is believed that they are marned lo 
the god. and that tbdr excesses are oaiucd and directed by 
him. Strictly speaking, they should coiifine their favours 
to the m.-dB worshippma at tJre tempht, but In [iractice they 
bestow them indiscrimiruitely. ChildrcQ bom of such unions 
belong to the deity. As ibc wives of a god, these itacrcd 
woiiieh may not raairy. But they are not bound to the 
service of the divinity fur life. Some only bear bis name and 
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sacrifice t* liim on tlicJr birthday*.' Amongst these poly¬ 
gamous West African goda tlic sacred pytlion sacfns lo be 
particularly assodateii witli the ferttUty of the earth ; for he I* 
invokeil iti Kctcsaivcly wet. Jry, and barren SKisons, atic! Ihc 
time of year when young girls arc sought out to be hb 
brides is when the oilllet is beginning to sprout.* 

It deserve* to he remarked that tlie supernatural being 
to whom women arc married i* often a god or spirit of ivatcr. 
Tima Mukaaa,the god of tJio Victoria Nyanza lake, who waa 
ptopiUatej by the Jiagando every time tlicy undcnetok a long 
voyage, haul virgin* provided for him to serve as his wive*, 
like the Vestals they were hound to chastity, but unlike 
the Vestals they seem to have been often unfatthfub The 
custom tasted until MwaUB" w'as coo verted to Clirislianlty,* 
Tlw Akikuyo of British East Africa worship tlw snake 
of a certain river, aticl at InteivaJs of several years they 
marry the snakegod lo women, but espceially to youi^ 
gif]*. For this purtmse huts are built by order of tiic 
medianfr-raeo, who there consummate the sacred marriage 
with the credulous female devotees. If the girls do not 
repair to the huts of tbetr own accord In aufBeient nmibcrs, 
they are sefied and dragged thither to the cmbrncea of the 
deity. The offspring of these m)*stic unintu appears to 
he fathered on God <AVwt): certainly there are children 
among the Akikuyu who pass for children of God.* In 
Kerigtang, One of the principal Shan slates of Upper 
liurnia, the spirit of She Nawnf Tung lake is regarded as 
veiy powerful, and is propitiated with ofTerlngs in llie eighth 
month (about Jidy) of ench yean A lemarkahle feature of 
the worship of this spirit consists In the dedication to him of 
four virgins In mniriage. Custom requires that this should 
be done once in every three years. It was actually done 
by the late king or chief (Sawbww) In tSpJ. but down to 
1 pot the rite had not been performed by his successor. The 
following are the eliicf features of the ceremony. The 
virgins who are to wed the spirit of the lake must be of 
pure HkSn race. Orders are sent out for all the Hkon of 
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the- piil!ty tiv attend Fnom thu ufimarrifiU women of suit¬ 
able ag^i ten are sclt^cted* These arc aa beautiful as may 
be, and muit be without spot Or faleminiu Four maidem out 
of the ten arc chwn by lot, anti earcfully dressed la new 
ganneiiti A festh'nl h bdd, usually at the house of the 
Chief Minister, wherc llie girls ait on a raised plaifomi. 
Four old womens thought to be po^&sed by spirits, cxiicr 
and remain a$ long as Ibe feast lasts* During this time 
anything they may want* such as fDod# hctcL or cheroot^ is 
handed to them by Urc four girii. App^iraitiy the old 
woitien pass for reprcscntativua -of the ispitit, and hence they 
are waited on b>' the maidens destined to be hh wlvca. 
Doiagc, blindness, or any great inRimIty of age seems to bo 
geeounted possession by a spirit for tlie puf|TOses of this furic- 
tion. When the feast i$ rmt, the maidens arc formally 
pfesdntod to the spirit, along with the various saenfioes and 
offerings* They are next taken to the chiefs wsldcncu, w here 
strings are tied round theSr wriKts by the miiitstcrs atid eliltrs 
to guard them againat Ill-luck. tJjiusiliy they sleep a night 
Of two at the paSace. after which ihey may rclum to their 
ironies* There seems to be no objection to their marrying 
afterwards. If nothing happens to any of the four, it Is be* 
llevEd that the spirit of the lake lovtEl them but little ; but 
if one of them dies swn after the ocremony. it shews that 
?bc has been accepted by hint. The spirit is jiropttiatctl 
wini the sacrifice of pigs, fowdst »nd somcilnics a buffalo.^ 

In Hus last custom the death of the woman is regarded 
as a agn that the god has taken bnr to Wmaclf. 
times^ appaittilly, it has not been left to tlie discrettOfl of 
the divine bridegroom to take or leave his humnn bride ; 
slic was made over to him once for all In dtalh-i When the 
Arabs conciuered Egypt they learned that at the anniuiJ 
rise of ibe Nile the riigypHans were wont to deck a yowug 
virgin HI g^y apparel and throw her into the river as a 
jutcrifice. in order to obtHln a plentiful iHundatioU- The 
Arab {[eiicni abolished the barbarons customi" U is 
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said ihiit under the Tiinfi dynasty tlio CMtieac usaJ to ma^- 
a yiiung girl lo the Yellow- Ftiver oii«: ^ by drowniRg 
lief iti the w 4 itiT. For thift purpose Uic witchc* chcKW the 
lairciii <hHti 5 cl tlnsy could End iind thcmisclvcs superintended 
the fatal marriagfip At h%i the local luxindmn, a man of 
sense and hummdty^ Eifbadc the ctistom. But the witches 
disTegaedfrd hl^ edicts anti made Ihclr preparations for the 
usual murder. So wlicj* the day was cofiier Uw Enagi^trate 
Aplkenred on tite scene tvilh his soldier* und liad ail Ibe 
witchei bound and thrown into the dver to drown, telling 
theiii Uvit m duubt the god wcjuld be able to choose 
his bride for Jdntwlf froro among them.* The princcfi 
of Koc|> 4 ug» a itaie in the East Indian isbnd of Timor* 
deemed thciuselvns descended fiTOm crt>codilei l and on 
tlie coronation of a new prince a solemn sarnfice wus 
m-\de to the croaxHte* in presence of the ijcople. The 
offca-ings comisbed of a pig with red bristlisi and a young 
girl prettily dres^d, perfumed, and decked whh Eowcriti 
She was taken down to the bank of the river and set on a 
sacred stone in a cam Then one of the prince's gtiands 
summoned the crocodiles. Soon one of the beasts appetired 
and dragged the girt down into the water, The |3eople 
thought that he married her^ nnd that if he did not End tier 
a maid he would bring her bade * On festal occnHotis in 
ihc same state a new-bom girl wa$ sometimes dedreated to 
a crocodile, and tlicn, with certain ceremonies of consccra- 
Ijon^ brought up to be ntarricd to a priest^ ft h said that 
once* vdien the inhabitants of Cayelt \n Burn “another East 
rudian Island—-were threatened with desEmedon by a swarm 
of crocodiles^ they ascribed the misfortune to a passion 
which the prince of the crocodiles had corKrcIved for n 
certain girl. Accordingly, they compelled the daniaeFs 
fatlier to dress Iwr in hridal array and deliver her over to 
the clutches of her crocodile lover.* 

A usage of the same sort is reporEctl lo pre^ttitcil 
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hi tht Maldire t»btnd» bcftt« tba coiiveisioit of ibo hrtiubl- vifp* 
la fits lo Islam. Tlic famous Aiali iravdtcr fbti Bat Utah 
has dcsctibcd the cuitum aotJ the mnnnur ta which It came ij 
to an end. lie was assured by several inut worthy nativo. 
whose names he gives, that when the people of the glands 
were fdolaiOTS there ajJpeafeU to them every month an evil 
spirit among the jfmi, ivlto came from across the sea In the 
likeness of a ship full of burning lamps. The wont of the 
inhabitants, m soon as they perceived htm. was lo take a 
young 1,118111, anti, having adorned her, to lead her to a heathen 
temple dial stood on the shore, with a window looking out 
to sea. There the}' left the damsd for die night, and when 
they came hack in the tnoming they found her a maid no 
more, and dead. Kvori’ month they drew Jots, and lie uiKin 
whom the lot fell gave up hl» daughter to the jinnee of the 
sea. In time then; cimw to them a Berher named Abu 
'Iberccot, who knew the Corun by heart. He lodged in the 
house of on old woman of the isle of Mahal. One day, 
visiting his Imsitss, he found that she had gathered her 
family about her. and that the women were weeping as If 
there were a fuiieml. On cncitiinng into the cause of their 
distress, he kamcd that tlie lot had fallen on the old woman, 
and that she had an only daughter, who must be slain by 
the «-tl jinnee. Abu 'Iberecat said to the old dame, " I wiU 
go Ihis night instead of thy daughter." Now he wtw quile 
beardless. So when die night was come they took him, and 
uftEr he had perfcnncil his ablutions, they put him i» the 
temple of iiiola. tie set himself to recite the Cotan; then 
the demon appeared at the window, but the man went on 
with his reel talk n. So sooner was tlie jinnee within hear¬ 
ing of die holy words tlian he dived into the sea. Wieii 
morning broke, the old vfoman and her family and the people 
of tlic island catoe, according to their custom, to carry’ aw.iy 
the gifi and bum her body. ITiey found the stranger repeat* 

Itig tlie Cornu, and took him to Uicir king, wliose name wa* 

Cl leiinttrarah, and made httn relate hi3 advcntnit The 
king WHS oaiouisbcd at iL Tlic Berber proposed to the 
king llial he ^loidd einbrnce Islam. Churmiimjuh said to 
him, •* Tttfiy- with us till tm^it month ; if thou shalt do what 
thou ha^t done, and shall escape from the evU Jinnee, I will 
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be converted." The stranger abode with the Wolalc^ ami 
God disposed the king's heart to receive ilw true iMitru 0 
before die mouth was out be bcenmc a MussnUnau. be Md 
his wives and his ehitdrcTi and the (looplc of hii court And 
when Ihe next month i*gnn, the Berber was conducted Io 
tiic temple of idols : but the demon did not appear, and tlic 
Berber set himgclf to recite the Comn till break of day- 
Then the Sultan and his subjects broke the idols and 
ih^olUhed the tcjnple. The people of the bland embraced 
Islam and sent messengers to the other iflie*, and 
inhabitants were converted likewise. Bui by reason 01 the 
demon nmny of the Maidive Islands wert dcpopuUtcd 
before their eotiversion to Islam. When Ibn RatUtah niTn* 
self landed in the country he knew nothing of ihtse things, 
One night, as ho wjls going about bis business, he heard ol 
a sudden people saying in a loud voice, “ There b no God 
but God,** and ■' God' U great.** He saw children c^inB 
copies of the Coran on their heads, and women benting on 
basins and vessels of copper. He was astonished^at ^at 
they did. and he said, "What has happened?" They 
answered, "Dost thou not hchold the sea?" He looked 
tovrards llte ko, and beheld tn the darkness, as it were, a 
great ship full of burning lampa and cressets. They SiiuJ to 
him. "That is tlm demon. It b his wont to shew himself 
once a montlt; but afier we have done that which thou host 
seen, he returns to hU place and does us no manner of 
baitn." ^ 

It rxcutred to me that this myth of the demon Taver may 
have h«n based an some jihysical phenomenon, electrical, 
lunar, or oUierwisc, which Is periodically seen at night in 
the Maidive Islands. Aocordingly I consulted rrofessor J. 
Stsiilc)’ Gattliner, otir foremost authority on tlic archipelago. 
His answer, which confimii my conjeeture, nms thus t " A 
peculiar phosphcrrejcence, like the glow of a lamp liiddm by 
1 fougbcflcd glass shade, is ocmsiotifllly visible on lagoo*' 
shoals in the Maldives. 1 iotagine It to have been due to 
some single animal with a graatcr pliosphorescence than any 
at present known to us. A periodical appearance at some 
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phase of ihe moon due to reproduction 1 * not Improbable 
wid has patalW*- Tl’® cJtfots ia the Maldives, but 

in a rather different forin" He adds that "a number of 
these animaU might of course appear tm some shoal near 
Wale," the principal bland of the gncttip. To the e)'Ci of 
the ignoreat and superstitious sudi « mysterious glow, 
aorldcnjy Ughtiog Up the evening, 

might well appear a phantom ship, hung with buming lamps, 
bearing down on the devoted blaiids. and in the sdllacss of 
night the roar of the surf on tlie barrier r«f might sound in 
their cars like the voice of the demon calling fur his prey. 


§ 3. SitfrtjUfj is Wakr-ipiriis 

Ibn Bamtnli’smrfative of the demon lover and hismortal 
brides closely resembles * wclbknowti type of folk-Lile, ofmadAuiiitt, 
which versions have been found from Japan and Annam 
tlic East to Sciieganibla, Scandinavia, and Scotland in the 
West The Story- varies in details from people to people, 

Init as commonly told it runs Uma. A tettabi eotmtty is 
Infested by a numy-hcaded serpent, dragon, or odier monster, 
which would destroy the whole people if a human victim, 
gctierally a virgin, w-ere not delivered up to him panodicslly. 

Many victims have perished, and at last it lias fallen to liie 
lot of the ktng*s own daughter to be sacrificxal. She ts 
exposed to tlic monster, but tine hero of the tale, generally 
* yoimg man of humble birth, ItiterpOMS in her fjchalf. slays 
the ramislcr, and receives the hand of the princess os bis 
rew-arti. In many of the tales the monster, who is somctiracs 
dcDcrthed as a serpent, Inhabits the water of a «a, a lake, or 
a fountain, Tn other viirsions he is a serpent or dragon who 
lakes possession of the springs of water, and only allow* Uic 
water to flow or the people to make use of it on eondition of 
tcceivittg a liumon victim,* 
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[t WQiiild probably be i mistake ii> fJtsmiss all tlicse talcs 
pair (nvcntlcms of tlie moiy-teller- Rather we may 

^uppo^e that they Tcflcct a leiJ custtitd of Mcrificin^ ^irh <Jt 
vvOESicn VO be the wives of wateT-spfrfU:^ who arc very often 
conceived iw greai serpents or rlragonsi F.lsewho'e 1 have 
dted iiiiitiy insiatices of this belief in serpent^^aped ipirin 
of waters^ hen? it may be worth whilt to add a few 
more. Tlius the \^^^frflfTlUlr^ga of Centrul Australia perromi 
elaborate eenrmonies to appease or coerce a gfganllc, but 
purely water-snake who is said to have dost toyed 

a number of people.^ Somo of the natives of westcni 
Au^aLk fear to approach br|;e pools, supposing them to tic 
hibabELed by a great ficr|wnt, who vnstdd kill them if they 
dared to drink or draw warer tlierc by wighL* I he Indians 
of New GmoitcLL brJicved tlial wbeii tlwj tnotiicr of all man- 
kiEtd, mmed Baebue, was grown old^ she and her husband 
plunged into the Lake of Igiiague, where they were 
cliangcd into two euoritious aerpentH, which atili live in the 
lake and soEnetfimes shew tbcmsclvesL* Tl^ Oyampi 
Indians of Fraick Gulauft imagine that each waterfall 
hw a guardian fti the shape of a monsln^us snake, who 
Iits hidiien uiidcr the eddy of ibe clse^uIcv but bea some- 
tiincA been seen to lift up Iti huge head. To sec It is falai 
Canoe and Indians an; theii dragged down lo Uie boLtom, 
where the monsio- swallows all tb^ mco^ und sometimes the 
caliche cdiio^ IleiiCfi the Oynmpis never name a waicdall till 
they ha^-c passed itn for fear that the snake at the hottom of 
the water might hear its name and attack ihe msh Intrinler^^ 
The Hufehol IndlanJi of Me?^ico aslore water* Springs 
arc sacmli and tlie gods in tlieni arc mothers or serpents, 
that rise with the clouds and descend ai ftuiitiryiug 
The Tarahtimara, another Indiun tribe of Mexico, think 
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that river, {tool, aorl *|>rir4' hits ita tscrpcoi, who cinises 

the water to conte up out of the earth. All these water-serpents 
ire easly tifiTcndisil; Iwnec tlie Tamhum urea place rhelr 
houses some little way from Uie water, and will not sleep 
near ii when they are on a joumey. Whenever they con¬ 
struct weirs to cal eh huh. they take care to olTcr fish lO the 
water-serpent of the river i and when they arc away from 
home and are making pimik, that is. toasted matM-nieal, 
they drop the first of tlie pinole Into the water as an 
offedtig to the serpents, who would otherwise try to seke 
tlicm and cha^e them bach to ibclr own Inud,’^ In Basuto¬ 
land the rivers Ketane ami Matetsnnyane tumble, with a roar 
nf waters and a etoinl of iriiksecnt spray, into vast ehaams 
hundreds of fect deep. The Uasutos fear lo approach the 
foot of lliese huge falls, for they think that a spirit in the

Sometimes these sacrifices coniist of 
animals, such as Smrscs and hulls,* but often the victims are 
human bdngi Thus at the mouth of the Bonny KJvcr 
there ii a dangerous bar on which vessels trading to the 
river Imvc been lost. This Is bad for bustneis, and acoird- 
Ingly the negroes Usih! to sacrifice a young man BiintialJy lo 
the spirit of the bar. The hjinrfsotncsl youth ivas chown 
for the purprjsc, and for many months bcfure the ceremony 
lie lodged with the king. The people regarded him « 
sacred or and wharever he touched, even when be 
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to fiini, llcnct whatever bt apj>cfiTed fn public 
the liibAbilaats fled before Min, lest he should lOucfi their 
ir^u-mcnts or aii-ythiiig^ tliey might be carrying. ilc was 
kept m Ignorance of tlie fate iu stoit: for him, and no one 
fnight in form him of ft under pain of deatl'k. On an 
appainted day he wiu taken out ti> the bar in a canoe and 
induced to jtiinp into the ivatet.

himself instead of having them presented to hifti^ Hcncc 
the sorcerers generalty decide that a second victim is 
wanted ; so, having chosen one, the>' bind liJm liand 
and foot and fling him into the lake to feed the tmcodilcs,* 
The crater of the volcano Tofucan in Mexico endows two 
lakes of clear cold w-ittcr^ surrounded by gloomy forests of 
pine.

If these being? are dreaded by the fisherman 
and the martncf who tempt the angry sea, and hy 
huntsman who has to swim or ford ihc tiding rivw Uicy 
afo viewed in a difTcTent light by the shepherd and the fmiirty. 
husbandnisin in hot and arid lands, where the pasture for the 
cattle and ihe produce of the fields alike depend an the 
sitpply of water, and where prolonged draught mean? 
starvation and death for mail and bcasL To men in such 
drctimstance? the spirits of tlic waters are broefieent bcingSj 
tlic dispensers of life and fertiHly^ whether llidr bUssinga 
descend as rain from heaven or well up as springs of 
bubbling stator in the fwircbcd desen* in the Semitic East* 
for example, where the min Hill is pftscarJntis or confined to 
certain season^# the face of the enrlh b l^ire and withered 
for most of ihe year, except where it is kqjt fre?h hy iTfiga- 
tion or by the percolation of tindergmund water. Here, 
accordingly^ the local gods or Baniim hid their leatfl 
originally in spots of jiaturnl IcrtiUty# by fountatti5 and the 
banksaf riv'crs, in groves nnd tangled thickets and green gUde^ 
of mountain holtoivs and deep watercourses.

Where wAter-spifits are thus conceived a* the authors 
fcitiltiy in gcnenil, it is natural that they should be hdd 
extend the sphere of their opemtions to men and anfmaU 
in other words, tlaat the power of bettowing olT^pring on <tn wfiBfD 
barren women and cattle should be ascribed to them. This

Kow of a lorpejltK and now of a bcltirf with thr body of a 
man ant! tlie front of ^ii while streams of water f1owc<1 
from hi* shaggy beard. She relates, loo, how glad ?hc was 
when Keren lea presciiled bimieir and vanquished the river- 
god tn single combiil and took her to wife,* The legend 
perhat^ preserves a ncndniscciicenr tltat custom of providing 
n watcr-god with a hutnan wife which has been practised 
cbewhere. The motive of sucli a custom may have varkd 
with the parttttiJftr conception whicli happened to prevail of 
die cluiractcr of the water-god. Where he was supposed to 
be a crud and dotmetive bdng^ who drowned men and laid 
waste the coumiy* a wife would be ofFeml simply to keep 
him in good humour^ and so prevent him from iioiug mlsdifei 
Uut where he viewed as the procreative power on wliorn 
the fertility of the earth and the fecundity of men and 
animals dependcdi hb marriage would be deemed necessary 
for the purpose of enabling him to diseharge his beneficent 
functions. Tlib heiicf in the amnre^i character of rivers 
CqinE!^ out plainly in a custom which was ob^wnned at Troy 
down to elaasiciil limes. Maidens about; to marry were 
wont to bathe in the Scamandcr, saying as they did so, 
” Scamaoder, take my virginity,^ A simitar custom apficiirs 
to have been obaerred at the river Mtneandcr* and perhaps 
in other parts of the Greek world. Occasionally, it would 
seem, young men took advantage of the practice to ravish 
the girlsj and tlie offaprfng uf such a Union wus fathered on 
the river-gotL' The bath whicli a Greek bride and bride¬ 
groom regularly took before marriage appears to iiave been 
{ntciidcd to bless their union wTlh ofTHprlng through iho 
fertilising Influence of the water-nymphs." 

Thus it wouM appear that In many parts of the world a 
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cuitQin hiii pftjviflcd of sacfrfidiig humntt bcingit to water- 
^piritu, ainrl tliat in not .1 few cases the ceremu.ny Hax 
tht form of making, over a woman to the spirit to be hit **««*■ 
wife, ill order either to pacify hb fmy or to ^vc play to his 
generative powers. Where the water-spirit was regsirdctl 
femak* young men might be pjrajnled to her for a similar tjni 
purpose, and this may be the reasort why the vIciItur 
saedficeff to water^spirits are sometimea males. Among 
civilised peop>c» these customs aurvive for the mo?st part 
only in popular talcs, of which the legend of Perseus and 
Arulromeda^ with its mediaeval counterpart of St, George 
and the Dragon* is the most familiar exam pits- Hut 
occasicmatly they apj^ear to have left traces of themselves in 
ecrmmOEiics and pageants. Thus at Fafth in Bavaria a 
ilmma called the Staying of the Dragon to be acted 
every year about Midsummer, on the Sunday after Corpus linjrtTii iIm 
C hrist I Day, Crowds of spectators flocked from 
ncightwtjrhiiCHi to witness jL The scene of the jjcrformsnce FfeT*Tri. 
wai the public square. On a plat form stood or sat a 
pririceas wearing a golden crown on her head, and as many 
sliver □maincnts on her body as could be borrowed for the 
purpose. She was attended by ;i maid of honour. Dpposile 
her was stationed the dragon* a dreadfut moitster of painted 
cnrrvas airelchcd on a u-^ooden skeleton and moved by two 
iTifiti ifiwde. From time to time the creature would rush 
with gnpiiig jaws into the denac crowd uf spectators, who 
retreated haatUy^ tumbling over each other lit their aoxiely 
to eftcape. Then a knight in armour, attended Ivy hi* men- 
fliniriiisi* Hide forth and asked the princess what she did 
ihLt hani stonOf” and why she looked so sad. She tuld him 
lliat the dragon waa coming to eat her up. On ifiat the 
knight hiitk Iwr he of good cheer, for that with his sword he 
would rid the conniry of the monsrer. With that he 
charged the dragon, thm^ihig his speof into Its maw ao<l 
taking can: to aUb h bladder of bullock's blood which was 
there conmlcrS. TIte gtwh of blood which followed was nn 
Indispensable part of the showi and if the knight missed his 
fireke he wjts unnicjcifuily jeered and uunted by the crowd. 

Haririg despatchctl the monilcf wkh ifworcl aird pistol, fhc 
knight then hastened to the princess end told her that Uc 
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hja^ll slrtin the dntgoh who had so long oppruswcl the town, 
[n fctiim slit tied a wreath round hts arm. jifld annountcd 
Oial her nohb father and mother w^oiild soon wnic to givx 
them half the kingdom. The men-at-arms then escorted 
the knight and the princess to the tnvtmi* there to end the 
day with dance and mvelty. Bohemians and Bavarians 
ouite from many rnllcs to witness this pUy of the Slaying 
of the Dragon, and when the monster's blood sireanscd foah 
Lhov cEigerly mopped it up, along with the blood-soaked 
earth, fn white clothi^ which they aftenvards laid on the 
flax-ficUls^ hi onto that llie flax might thrive and grow tail. 
For the ** dragon^s blood ” was thought to be a sure protec¬ 
tion against wltchcrall.* Tliis use of tlie blood sufritcs to 
prove that the Slaying of the Dmgmi at Furtli was not a 
mere popular spectaclcT but a magical rite designed lo 
rmtilise the fields. As sucli it pmlxibly descended Iioin a 
very remote anriqiiity, and may well have been ftivested ivflh 
a eharacter of isekmnity. if not of tragedy, JofLg beronr St 
degenerated imo a farce..

a chutreh of dreamlike beisiity at Rouen, obtained from King 
Dagobert In perpetuity a privilege for the orciibMiop, deaiit^*^ 
and canoiui of tlie cathcdjaJ, to wit, that ev^ery >'ear on 
Ascension Day, tlic anniversary of the tuirade, they should 
pardon ^ud rdt^ase froni prUon a maidactor, whomsoet^r 
tliey chose, and whatever llic crime of wldch he liad been a

guilty. This pfiviicge, unique in France^ was claimed by^aKn^

M OiiuiGu days before Ascension Day the canons of the cathedral 
summoned the king's officers to slop all proceedings against 
cHminnii dclainea in prison. Afterwardfl, on the Monday 
of Rogations, two canons examined the prisoma^ and took 
their confesstons, going ftom prison to prison til! Ascension 
Day. 0 » that day, about seven o'clock in the morning, 
all the canon* assembled in the ehapterdiousc and invoked 
the grace of the Holy Spirit by the hymn Vtni enaw 
Sfiifitui, and Other praycia. Alio tlwy made oath to reveal 
none of the deposit Ions of the criminala, but to bold them 
sacred uikIct ^ seal of confession. The depositions 
havltig been taken asid thn commisaionm heard, the chapicr, 
afier due deliberation, itemed him or her among the 
prisoner* who was to teceive the benefil of the privilege. A 
card bearing th* prisoner's name and scaled witli the seal 
of the chapter was tlieii sent to the ittembcr* of parliament, 
w'ho were sitting tn full assembly, cUd in their robes, in 
the great hall of the palace to receive the nomination of the 
prisoner and to give it legal effect. Tlic criminal was tlten 
released and pardoned, in media lely iJio minster bell* 

began to ring, the doors of the cathedral were flung open, 
the organ pealed, hymns were sting, candles lit, and every 
solemnity observed in token of joy and gladness. I'urthcr, 
ill presence of the conclave alt the dcpoisitions of the oilier 
prisoners were burnt on the altar of the chaptcr-houfie.

shewn conclusively that the association of St Romairt wilH 
the custom is coniparatively ktc. We possess a hfe of the 
saint in I.atin verse, dailtig from the eighth century^ in which 
the miracles said to hat'c been wrought by liim are set 
forth in A strain of pompous eulogy* Vet neitlicr in ft nor 
in any of the other early lh*ES of Stt Rotnain and St Ouen, 
uof in any of tlic older chrotsiclca and nuinyrotogies, us a 
single word said about the destmctiOo of the dragon and 
the dcltvcfarice of the prlgoner. It is not till 1 Ji94 that we 
cieci for the first time with a mention of tlie miracb- 
ftloneovef. the deliverance of the prisoner can hardly have 
been inaUtuted in honour of St. Romaln^ else It would have 
taken place on the twenty-Lhird of October, ibc day on which 
the Church of Rouen cete brutes the trauslatloa of the saint^s 
bones to the cathedral. St Komain died in 638^ and his 
bones were tramtfcrted to i\m cathedral of Koiten nl the end 
of the elevemh or the beginning of the twelfth century, 
ruither, Floquet has adduced strong grounds for Ijelleving

in the Rouen veriion the criminal represents a victim 
annually saedfleed to a water-spirit ot other fabuiati^ being, 
while the Christian saint has displaced a pagan hero, who 
was said ifi have HeJivercd the victim ffom death and put 
an end to the sacrilice by sUying the ntotwtef. Thus it 
seems possible that the cust<km of annually pnitfoiting a 
condemneil mnlefaetor m^y have auperseded ail older 
practice of treating him as a publie seaj^goat, who died 
to save the mat of the people. In the ^ctiucl we ahaJ) see 
that such cuRtoins have been ohserved In many land^ It 
is not incredible that at Kouen a iraage of this sort should 
have survived in a modified shape from pagan times down

I r< l/titita find Egrrta 

From Il»c forepoing fcirrcy of tuatom and tcgend 
may infer that the sacrial marriage of the powera both 
vegetation and of water has been cclebiifateii liy many 
peoples for the sake of promoting the fertility of the earth, lbs null, 
on wiiieli the Kfc of animals and men uitimately depend*, * 
and that tn such rites the pan of the divine bridegroom or pani. 
bHile is often sustRincd by a man or woman. The evidence 
TOay» therefore, lend feome countenance to the conjecture 
that in the sacred grove at Ncmi, where Uie powers cf 
vcgclalioa and of water manifested ihem«dv» in the fair 
forms of shady wood*, tumbling cascades, and glas^ fake, 
a marriage like that of our King and Queen of May was 
annually ceJebrated between the mortal King of the Wood 
and the immortal Queen of the Wood, Diana. In thU 
eonnexicm an important flgure in the grove was the 
water-nymph Egeda, who was worshipped by pregnant 
women because she, like Diana, could grant ibcm an carge 
delivery.* From this It seems Ddriy «fc to conclude that, 

Hke many other springs, the water of Egcria was credited 
with a power of (acllltaiing conception as well as delivery. 

The votive offerings found on Uve spot, which clearly icfcr to 
the begetting of children,* may possibly have been dedicated 
to Egcria ratlwr than to Dtana, or perhaps wx should laiher 
say that the water-nymph Egeria is onlj' another form of the 
great rtatimogoddes Diana herself, the mistress of sounding

sacred grove of Neml, and on quite hickpcndens gronuds we 
have been led to iuppoac that in that sacne grove the King 
of the Wood was wedded to l^iana. Tlie convergence of 
the two drsitinct tinea of enquiry suggesta tliat the legendufy 
union of the Romafi king with Egeria coay have been u 
reHcetion or dupUciite of tlie utiion of the King of the 
Wood with Egcriu or lier double Diana. This does nol 
Imply that the Rodmn kings over ns Kings of the 

Wood In the Arician grOVCK but only that they may originally 
have been Invested with a sacred character of tlic same 
gaicral kind, and may have held olficae on sunllw terms. 
To be more explicit, It Is possible that they rcignciJ^ not 
hy dghl of birth, hul hi virtue of their supposed divinity 
as reprcsotiEatJvcfi or emboditiicnts of a gcpd, and that as 
fluch they mated with a foddoss, and had to pit>ve tlidr 
iitnesii from time to time to discharge their divine functions 
by engaging tn a severe bodily Hfruggk^ which may cRon 
havo proved falal to thcui^ leaving the crown to thpJr 
vtcRirloiis Adversair)% Dur keiowledge of the Roman king' 
ship ii far too semty to allow us to aflirm any one of these 
pmjiositiQni with ooiindcnce; btit at tuast liierc arc aonie 
scattered hints or Indications of a similarity in all ihesc 
respccii between the pnesta of Ncml ami the king* rd" 
Rome, or pcrhnp* rather lietween their remerte predecesanns 
ill the dark ages which preecdeit the dawn uf

In the first place, I hen. It woulil seem Uiat the Roman 
ItlnS perwjnateil no leas a deity lltaii Jupiter liimself- For 
down to impcKa] times victorfiiiis generals oeli.bratlng a 
triumph, and inagistratea presiding at the games to the 
Ciftnu!, wore the costume of Jupiter, which was borrowed Inr 
\ be occasion from lits great temple on the C’opitol; and it 
has been held with a high degree of prohaWilly Iwih by 
uncionts and moderns that in «a doing they copied the 
traditfonaiy' attire and insignia of the Roman kings.' They 
rotie n ch.ifiot drawn by four iaureberowned horses through 
the city, where every tm* else went <m fooir’ they wn re 
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purple robfts embroidemi or spanj^letl with gold; in the 
right hand they bor^ a bnioch of laurel Bad h llic left Itand 
ail ivory sceptro topped with so cagkj a wrealh of laurel 
crowtictl ihcir brows | thtEr teco wafl reddened with ver- 
mEliaii; and over ihclr head a slave held a hc^vy crown oT 
massy gold fashioned in the likeness of x^ak ieai’cA^^ In 
this attire tlic assimiiatfori of the man to the god comei out 
atK>v'c ali in the eAgle-topped ^eptrcp the oaken crown^ aeil 
Lh^ jncddcEied faecL For the eagle was the bird of Jove, i|ic 
oak was his ^saere^l tiec^ and the face of his image standing 
its his four-horse chariot on the Capitol ivas in like mafiner 
regularly d>"ed red on festivals; Indeed* so Important waa it 
dwned to keep the divine leaturea properly rouged thoi 
one of the brat duties uf the eeojot* waa to contract for 
having i\m done," The Greeks sometimes palnied red ilir 
face or tlie whole body of the wine-god Uiunyiiii.*^ ThcBe 
cu&toms may have been a substitute for an older practice of 
feeding a god by jnnearing the face, and espedaJly the JIpSp 
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of his idol Vfitli the blood of a sacrificial vicifio. Many 
examples of stich a practice might Iw adduced froio the 
tik oa ndigton of hetrbarous peoptiyi.' As the triutuplial proeession 
always cfldisd in the temple of Jt»|iiter cm the Captto], it was 
tClitpim peculiarly appmpriate that the head of the victor should 
■r* f be graced by a ctowu of oalt leaves, for not only was every 
■mimixs ojtk consecrated to Jupiter,* but the Co|iitolEne temple of 
the god was said to Kaye been built by Romulus bcBidc a 
sacred oak, venerated by sbepherda, to which the binE 
attached the spoils won by him front the enemy's general hi 
bwltle.* We are expressly told that the oak crown was 
sacred to Capitoline Jupiter; * A passajp: of Ovid proves 
that it was regarded as the god's special embicta Writing 
in exile on the shores of the lilack Sea, the pod semis the 
book which he has just composed to Kome to be publishml 
Uicre; he personifies the volume and imagines it passing 
along the Sacred Way and up to the door of the emperor's 
stately palace on the I’alattnc hill. Above the portal hung 
shining arms and a crown of oak leaves. At the sight the 
poet starts: ^ ts this, quPth I, the house of Jovel' I'or sure 
to or/ prophetic soul tlic oaken crown was reason good tr> 
tWnk it so."* The senate liad granted Augoatus the right

of oak leaves and acorns,* Similarly at Doclona^ the inost 
famous sanetuaiy of the oak in Greece* the Image of Ztus 
appears to have worn a chaplet of oak leaves ^ for tlve god 
is coniftantly thus portm>'ed on coins of Epirus.^ Atid just 
as Roman kings appear to Imvc personated the oak-god 
Jupitcf^ so Greek kings appear to have personated Lhe mk^ 
god Zeus. The legendary Salmonetis of HHs is ecrtiimly 
reported to have done !kd ;* Periphas^ an anck^nt king of 
Athens^ is said to have been styled Zeus by hU people^ and 
to have been chajigcd Into an eagfe by bis jisdouji natnis- 
sake.* lo ETomer kings are often spoken of as nurtured by 
Zeus and divine.^ Indeed we nit* told that in andcul days 
every Greek king was caded Zeti$," 

Thus we may fuXrly aasqme that on certain solemn 
occaaions Roman generals and magisiniilcs personated 
supreme gitd, and tliat in so doiriE they revived the pmcllce 
of the early kitigs. To u* modern^ for ivhoiti the breach 
tvhidi divide* the human and the divine has deepened tnto i*''li** ^ 
an impaffisabb gulf, snch mimJery^ may appear finpious, hutS^tur 
it was othenvisc with the aadents. To ihclr tEiinktng 
goiJs and men were akin, for many famllli^ traced thdr 
descent from a divinity* tind the dcifieatioa of a man 
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ptobabiy swjned as little cjitraafdiuury it> tbEtn as the 

canonisation of a saint swttin W a moden* 

The Romans in particular wm quite famJl.ar with ^ 
ipcctade of men masquerading as spirits t for at the 
£cmls of e«3t houses all ll« illustrious dead of the 
Dunlly were ncrsorwted W 

resembbnee lo the departa Tl«se representatives wore 
masks fashioned and painted In the likeness of the originals: 
llicy were dressed in rich mba of office, resplendent with 
purple and fiold. soth aa the dead nohlti had worn In tlie.f 
iifelime: like them, they rode in chariois through tlw cUy 
prec^etl by th« rodst and slthc^ and attcndk^l by all tbe 
pomp and heraldry of high station i, and wiien at last the 
funeral procession, after threading Us way through the 
crowded .itreeta, defiled into the Porom, the maaker* solcnnUy 
took their scats on ivory chairs placed for them on the 
ntaiform of the Kostm. in the sight of the p«p!e, ftscallitig 
no doubt to the old, by their silent presence, the memoncs 
of an illustrious past, and firing the jTOung with the ambition 
of a glorious future.* 

According to a tradition which we have no reason to 
rerect, Rome was founded by settlers from Alba I^onga. a 
dly similUSli &n the AJope of Lhc Alban hiltsp overlooking 
the lake and the Campagna,* Henoe if the Roman kin^ 
elslmed to be repreaenUtives or fimbo«Jimenis of jupket, the 
god of the sky, of the thunder, and of the oak. it is natural 
to BOppose that the kings «f Alba, from wtiom the founder 
of Rome traced his desront, may have set up the same 
claim before them, Now the Alban dynasty Ijore the name 
of Silvii or Wood, and it can hardly be without significance 
that in the vision of the historic glories of Rome revealed 
to Aeneas in the undcnvorld, Virgil, an antiquary u» well 
(L, a poet, should represent all the Ibic of Silvil as crowned 
with oak* A chnplet (>f Oak leave* would thus seem to 
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have been j*art of the imigiiia of the old kinp^ of Alba 
Longa lu of their successors ihe kings of Rome; in both 
eases It xftiukcU the moimreh as the human retU'escntativo of 
the oak-god. With lOgurd to Silvius, the first king of the 
Alban dynasty, wc are told that ht got hts name because 
lie had been bom or brought up In the forest, and that when 
ht came to mao's estate he corteatcil the kingdom with his 
kinsman Julus. whose name, as some of the ancients Ihciu- 
selves perceived, means Qic Uttlc Jupiter. Hie [>eop|c 
dccitled In favour of SUviua, but ht» rival Julus was consoled 
for the loss of the crown by bdng invested witli religious 
authurity and the oFice of chief pontiff, or perhaps ratlicr of 
Klamen DialU, the highest dignity after the kingship. From 
this Julus or Utile Jupiter, Ihe noble house of the Julti, 
and hence the first emperors of Rome, belieml ihcmscives 
to be sprung.’ Tlic legend of the ilispute bclwoen Silviiu 
and Julus may preserve a reminiscence of such a partition 
of -ipirituaj and icmiioral powers in Alba Longa as iftcr^ 
wards took plaee in Rome, wlicn the old regal office was 
divided between the Consuls and the King of the Sacred 
Rites.* Maiiy mote instaned of such i schism will meet 
us later on. That the Julian house u'ofshlpjjcd Vejovifl, llie 
Uttle Jupiter, uccorditig to the anelent rites of Aliw. Longa 
is proved by the inscrtpllon on an altar which tlicy dediented

Dlodonia relates that In the season of fruitaBe, when thunder 
is bud and frequent, tlte king eomroiunled hia soldiers to 
drown the roar of hean-en'a artillery by duhing tiieir swords 
agaitist their shields. But he paid the penalty of his rin- 
pJety. for lie iierishcd, he ant) his house, struck hy a tHundcr* 
boll in the midst of a dreadful storm. Swollen hy ihc ram, 
the Alban lake rose in flood and dnowjicd his tuilacc. But 
still, an ancient hlatorian, when tire water is low and the 
suriaoc'unruffled hy a breMc, you may see the niini of the 
palace at the bottom of the cleat lake.* Taken along with 
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ihc flimtlir slar>' orSalmoncui*, king Elis,’ tills legcml [«mu 
to n fwl cuitom observed by tbe early kings ot Greece and 
Italy, who like their ftltows In Africa down to modem times 
may have been expected to produce rain nod Ibuuder for 
tlie good of tlie ciopa* The priestly king Nuioa pnssml 
for an adept in the art of drawing down lightning frotn the 
aky.‘ Mock thunder, we know, has been made by various 
peoples AS a rain-eliaini in modem times;* why slioultl it 
not have been made by kings in nrttinuity - 

Tn this connexion it desperves to he imled that, according ^ 
to the legend, Salmontus, like his Alban ccmtilerpart, was 
killcil by B ihutiderhoU ; and that one of the Roman king*, , 

TuiJd* Hoslitius, is reported to have met with the same end to* 
in an attempt to draw down Jupitef in the fwni of lightning 
from the sky.* Aeneas himself, the legendary *nc»tor boUi ihekroe 
of the Alban and the Roman kings, vanished from llie uorW 
in a violent thunderstoim, and was aftcrwanl* worshipped os p-t 
Jupiter lndiges. A mound of earth, encircled with fine 
trees, oil the hank of the little fiver Xanitciot was pointed 
out as his grave* Korn ulus, tw, the B«t king of Rome, 
disappeared in like manner. It was the BCvrftUi of July, 
and the king was nrvjcwing his army at Uie Gemts ^tarih, 
outiide I he walls of the dty. Suddenly the sky lowRred 
and a tempest burst, accompwiicd by peak of thunder. 

Sootl Hie storm had swept by, leaving the brightness and

Apparently the Roman noblcaof those days sold the ancient

appears to have been no olhei than the grove of Egcria 
outside the PorU Capena-* Tlie old grove of Vesta^ whkh 
once skirted the foot of the Palatine hill on the side of the 
Fomm/® muat surely have been a grove of oak^ ; for pio£ only 
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i3t5« an CKik appear i^rowin^ bc>ldc the icrjripte of Vc^ta on a 
^ fine ftrliel' prtdcrved in the gaJlcry of the Uffizi nc P'lortMice, but 

riH* mrwd charted embers of the sjicred Vestal fire have in recent years 
Ltcen discovered ay the temple of Vesta in the Forum, and a 
mjeioscopic analysis of Eheni has proved that they consist of 
tlie pith or heart of trunks or gnat brandies of oak (qu^rau)} 
Tile full significance of 1 J 1 L& diseovcfy will appear later on. 
When the plebeians seceded to die Jauictilum in the third 
century befc^re Christ, the dictator Q- Uortcnaius sum£done<.L 
a meeting of the people and passed a law* in an oak grove, 
which iierhap* IJTcw on the hJii." In this ncigbbonrhood 
there was 1 street called the Street of the Oak Grove; it Is 
mrnlEoned in an rnscriptlofi found in its original poiiition near 
the modem Gadbaidi bndgcL' On the Vatican hill there 
5tC3CKt ail ei^rgntcn ofidc wLikh was bdieved ts> be older than 
Home; an m5cri|Hion In iitru^n Ictteis on a bnon^ tablet 
proclaimed the sanctity of the tree.* Finally, that oak 
woods existed at or near Rome in ihe earliest times has 
lately been dcitionstmtcbd by tlic discovery In the Forum itsdf 
of a prehistoric cemetery, which contains iimong^t other 
sepuhitres the bones of setfcral young children deposited in 
rudely hollowed trunks of oak* With all this evidence 
before ns we need ml wonder that Virgil should speak oJ 
the primitive inhabitants of Rome as "■born of the tree- 
trunks and the heart of oak,** and that the Roman kings 
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jilKiulr] imvc worn enow ns of oak Itraves in ipnifltion of xhe 
otk-god dweU hi liis sacred (pm'e on ihe Capriol. 

If the kin^^ of Komc apal Capitolinc Jove, lUo!r predc* Tbs auhw 
the king;* of Alba pfobaWy laid themselves Out 
miinic ihe gicai l^tiaii Jupiter, who had liis seat above 
dly on the suniinit of tlie Alban Monntain. Latinus^ the jjJjSiHx, 
Icgcmlary anecalor of the dynasty, was said to have 
diHtigcd into Ldlian Jupiter after vaniahing from ihc world^^ibe 
in the mysterious fasliion ehatactcn^tJc of the old Ijalln 
king5.^ The saueluary of the god on the top of the 
mountain was the ncligioMS centre of the Latin League^ as 
Alba was ita political capital till Rome wrested tlic supre¬ 
macy from its ancient rival Apparently no icmplc. In our 
sense of the word, was ever erected to Jupiter on this hi* holy 
rnmiiVLafn ; as god of the sky and thumier he Appropriately 
rceciYcti the homage of his worshippcfs in the open Air. The 
masaivc waII uf which $ofne ituniiini still enclose the old 
garden of the rassionbl monosiciyi sccim to hare bccii pari 
of tlw Mcrcd precinct w*hich Torquin the yroud, the last 
king of Rome, marked out for the solemn annual assembly 
of the Latin League/ The god's oldest sanctuary on this 
airy mountain-top was a grove and hearing In mind 
not merely the special constcratjon of the oak to Jiipiteti but 
also the traditional oak crow^n of the Alban kings and the 
analogy of the Capitol me Jupiter At ttome, we may suppose

What 
they call the land of Circe is a iofty headland thickly wooded 
with oak. mjTtle, and luKuHant lauiela. The natives My that 
Circe dwelt tlienc, and ilioy thew the grave of EIpcnor, from 
which grow myrtles such as wreaths are made of. whereas the 
TV tw*' Other myitle-trccs aie talk" * Thus the prospect from the top 
Alban Kfouiit in the early days of kome must have bem 
I'cry dlflercDt in some respects from what it is to-day. TJic 
** purple Apennines, itideisl. in their ctemat cafm on the one 
hand, and the shining MrdliaiTanean in its eternal unrest oit 
the other, no doubt looked tlicn much u they look now, 
whether bathfsd in sunshine, oi dicc^ucred by the fleeting 
shadows of elouds; but Instead of the desolate farowu 
expansQ of tiur fever-stricken Cam]Mgmi, spanued by its 
long line* of ruined aqueducts, like the broken arches of the 
bridge in tlie vision of Mirra, the eye must liave ranged over 
woodlands that stretched away, mile after mile, on all sides, 
tilt thdr varied hues of green or autumnal scarlet and 
gold melted insensibly into the blue of the distant mountains 
and sea. 

Thus the Alban Mount wna to the Latins what Olympus 
was to the Greeks, the lofty abode of ihc aky-god. who 
hurled his thunderholLs from above the clomiii The white 
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itMra which were here flaciifiecd to him le hU sacred grove, Rnwit' 
u ill the Capitol at Rome.' remind us of the white bulls I'*'™ 


which the LJniid* of Gaul sacriBced uiidcr the holy oafc when 
they cat the mistletoe;* end the pamJkl ivould be all tbej„p|,jj‘“ 
ctcBer if, as we have seen reason to tliinh, the 
worshipped Juplur originally In grovcsi of oak Ollicr,iMrijap«{ 
lescmbiaaecs between ancient Gaul and Latium will niect 
later on. When wc tctneinhef that (lie ancient Italian and 
Celtic peoples spoke languages w hich are nearly related to eadi 
other,* wc shall not be surprised at dUem^t^ traces of 
community In ihetr religion, especially in w'hat concerns Hie 
worship of the god of the oah and the thiintkr. For that 
worship, as we shall see proeutly, belongs to the oldest 
stratum of Aryan eivilisatiofi In Europe. 

But Jupiter did not reign alone on the top of bw holy 
niounudn. He had his consort wilh him, tlie gwldess Juno, 
who was worshipped here under the same title, Moneia, as Juiui. 
on the Capitol at Rome,' As the oak crown was saci^ to 
Jupiter and Juno on the Capitol,* so we may suppose it was 
on the Alhati Mount, from which the CapiloUnc wmahip 
was dcKved. Thus the oak*god would have his oak-goddcfli 
In the sacred oak grove, So at Dodona the oak-god Zeus 
was CHUpIcd ii'Ilh Dioue, whose very name fs only a dialec¬ 
tically different form of Juno;* and so on the top of 
Mount CIthaeron be was periodically wedded to at1 oaken

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im^e of Tlera/ It 15 ptobable^ Uiotigb It cannot be 
positjVdy proved, that Uic sacred man-iaye of Juji^ter 
and Juno u^as aiinuaJly cekbratai by all the propkt of 
the Latin itock in the nmnth vr Kieli they tin mod after 
ImjDuiMa the [joddes^-, the mldstimmer month of June® Now on 
Cwru*.

In the yrovc of HeleTnii!t t>«trie the Tibcr^ and on the same 
day, anrl porhnp in the same place, a nymph of the gr^vc, 
hy name Cam;i, receivcii offerings of lait! and bcan-porridge. 
She was said to be a huntress, chaste and «iy, who gave 
the sitp to her Jovem in the dcpElis of die n^odp but was 
caught by Janus, Some totik her to be Diana herself* 
If she were indeed a form of that goddess, her nnaon with 
Janus, that Drnnm^ wcnild be appropriate; and as she 
had a cha|>el on the CacHan hilif which was once covered 
with oaIt- woods,^ she may have becfip like Egcria, an 0:1 k- 
fiyinpL FurthcTt Janus, or Dianus, and Diana, as ivc shall 
&ce latET on^ were originally iticn? doubles of JitpiLcr and 
Juno, with whom they coincide in name and to some extent 
In funetbn. fienoe it appears to be not imposwsible that 
the ritft ectebTatei;l by the pontiffs on ihe first of June in the 
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aiicrcd grove of Hclcmys was the marrbge gf Jupilej 
mid Juno under ilie forms of Janus and Dianii^ It would Amdw 
be *omc coTifirmation of ihh vjcrw l( wt could be sure 
ju Ovid ac!ctiis to imply, the Romans were in the bahii 
of pladny branches of white thorn or buckthoni in their 
windows on the first of June to keep out the witches: ^ 
ferr in floRie parts of Europe predscly ihe same custom 
h observed, for the same rt^ason, a motiih earlier, on the 
marriai^c day of the King and Queen of May.* The Greeks 
certainly believed that brandies of white iKom or buckthorn 
fastened to a door or outaide tlie house had power to dis- 
itm the mailgtiant arts of sorcerers* md to exclude spirits- 
Hence they hting up branches of it before the door when 
sacrifices were being ofTcred to the dead. Jest any of the 
prowling ghosts should be icinpied to revisit their old bomcfl 
of to invade those of other peoplei' Wlwsti Ihc alhcist Bion 
lay adyingi he not only catiaed sacn'ficcji to be oflfcred on his 
behalf to the gods whose existence he had dcnieih bat goi 
an old hag to mumble incaniaiiotis over him and to bind 
iTiagka] ihofigs about his anns^ and he hail boughs of buck* 
di<jm and laurel attached to the linlel to keep out dcatb* 
llowcii’er* the evidence as to the rites obscnfcd ^ the 
Romans on the first of June is too slight ami dubious to 
allow us to press the panillel with May Day. 

[( at any time of the year the Rottuans edcbralcd the 
sacred marriage of Jupiter and Juito, a* the Gwks ^tthTnrrli^ 
tnonly celebrated the corresponding marriage of Zeus 
Hern/we may suppose that under the Republic tte 
inony was eidier perfoitneil over images of the divine 
Of acEed by tJic Flamon Dialis and his wife the Raminica. uw 
For the Flamcn Dialis was the priert of Jovtj 
ancient and modern wrttm^ have regurded himi with mUCht^Tb* 
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probability, a^ a living Image of Jupilcr, a human <!njlw>di* 
inent of live sky-god^ In eu-Ifcr tim^ tlie Roman kJfsg^ am 
repn^iitative of Jnpiler, would natarally play the part o( 
die heavenly bridegroom at the sacred marriage, while liis 
queen would figtiie as the heai^enly bride, just as in Egypt 
ihe king and queen masquenaded in the chantcler nf deities, 
and as at Athena the queen annually wedded the viuc-god 
Dionysus. TItat tJic Homan king and queen should act the 
parts of jupiticr and Juno wotdd seem all the more nattnni 
because these deittes themselves bore the title of King and 
Queen* Even if the ofRce of Fla men Dialis under 

the king^i as it appears to have done, the double represcuia- 
tion of Jupiter by the king and the flamcn need not Itave 
seemed extraordinary to the Roman? of the time. I'he 
same sort of duplication, as wc saw, appears to have taken 
place at Alba, when the Julil wen: allowed to represent the 
supreme god in the char^ter of LJule JupiteT^, whtk the 
royftt dynasty of the SilvH continued to w'leld the divine 
thunder and lightning.^ Arul long ages aftcrivard?, hhitory 
repeating ftself, ariother member of the Juttan housc^ the 
finst emperor of Rome, was deiced in hb lifetime under the 
title of Jupiter* while a flamen was appointed to do for him 
what the Ftamen Diali^ did for the hcansidy jcn'c* It is 
sard that Numa, the tj-pkal priestly ktngi at first hlinserf 
discharged the functions of Fla men DiaJb, but after wartb 
apliointcd a separate priest of Jupiter with lhat title, iu 
Older that the kiugs^ untrammeled byr the burdensome 
fxsligious obscrvanjoe* attached ter the priesthood, might be 
free to lead thdr armies to battle.^ Tjie tradition may be 
substaiitiaLlIy correct; for ariilogy shews that llur futictionji 
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of 41 prittlljr'' klfig art too tora-uhig ;indl !i>qi [rtCQO^ruqtJJ lo 
be |ierituincnt1y United in the ^nie handf^ mid that taonzt 
or ktcr tile holder of the i^Uce to Idm^lf ot part 
of Ids burden by deputing to othef^ aetorcHng to his temper 
^nd tastes, cither hi* dvil or his rdigknis duties. Hence we 
may take it as probable that the hghting king* of Kome, 
ifred of parading as Jupiter and of observitig nU the 
elaborate rituatp all the tedious restrict ion* which the char¬ 
acter of godhead entailed on thcni^ were glad to relcgs^tc 
these pious Eiiumineries to a sutetflutc;^ in whose hands lhe>'^ 
left the crosier at home while they went forth to wield tJic 
sharp Roman sword abrnacL This would explain why the 
traditions of the Sater kin|^s, fpoin Tullui Hmtiiius onward^ 
exhibit so few traces of sacred nr priestly functions adhering 
to their office. Amou|^ ibe ecfemoiiiefl which xhvy hence¬ 
forward pcrronucd by deputy may have been the rite of the 
sacTcHi marnagcL 

Whether that was so or not, itic legend of Numa 
Egcria appears to ciribody a remittijscence of a time w'him njpjnm 
the priestly king himself played Llie part of the divmc bride- 
grootn ; and a# we liavc sccti reason to suppose that tlic or Kiim 
R oman kings persanated the oak^od* while Egeria is ex* 
presaly said to Itave been aii oak-nymplv the story of their iiwpciEi 
union m the sacred gwvc raiMs a presurnplkMi that at Rtinne yiifr!in* 
in the ftgal [xrriod a ccrcmoiiy was pcncKlically performed Doa 
exactly analogous to that which aiiGualiy celebrated at 
Athens down to the time of Ar^totle,^ The marnage of the

CHAPTER XIV 


THM king's rtktt 

Tjius far have demit omlaLy with, those irajtaoees of 
Sacred Marriage In whldi a human being is wedUetJ to 
divine powers of vegeUtlow or whaler. Now we pass to ihe 
oonsSderatlon of a ditTcrent class of cases^ in which the divine 
hridE^TOorti Ia the fire and his hride a human virgin. And 
thewr cases are partkoJarly importaffl for our present enquiry 
into the early Latin kingship, since it appears that the old 
Latin kings were eocnmonly supposed to be the olTjpnng 
of the fire^god by mortat mothers. The eviilcnoe whkh 
points to this coficlnsion is as foIIowSi 

First, let iia take the li^cnd of the birth of King Scnriiia b>^tkS c4 
Tullius. [t Is said that one day the virgin Oerjsiki 
slave-woman of Queen Tanaqull, the wife of King TarqiiinSfr™ 
the elder» was offering as usual cakes and libations of^^u^ 
W'iflc on the rc^al hearth^ when ■ ikme ifi the shape of*^ 
tlic male member shot out from the fire. Taking this for 
a dgff that her haTidmaiden was to be the mother of a more 
than mortal son, the wiser Qaeen TanaquU bade die girl 
array herself as a btidc and lb down beside the hearth. 

Her orders wEm obeyed ; Qoisla conedved by the gpd or 
spirit of the fire* and in due time brought forth Ser\'iii* 

Tolllus, who was thus bom a sSsv^ being the reputed son 
of a slave mother and a divine father, the fiie-god HU 
birth from the lire was atteatecl in hh childhood by a lambent 
flame whkh pUyed atKmt hh head as he slept at noon in 
the kifig^s ^aee.^ This story* in othtirs have pointed 
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oul before,^ ck-irty to imply that the motlicu

tale was toUi of the birtJi of Romulus himself. It is 
«iid tJuit ill the house of Uw King of Alba a ftamc 
like to tijc mule organ of generatloQ Iirnig over the hearth 
for many dayi Learniitg frOEn an oracle that a virpfin 
should conceive by this phaniom and bear a sun of gre^t 
valour and renown, the king bade one of his daufthters 
submit to its embrsu^cs, but she disdained to do so. and sent 
her handnmid inateatL Angty at her disobcdicMcc, her 
tathcr ordered both the fiialJen> *0 be put to death. But 
Vesta appearcil to him (n a clrenDi^ forbade the execution, 
and commanded ihat both the girls should be imprl^oucd 
until they had woven a certain web* after w^hich they were 
to be giren iii marriage- But the web W'sw flCV'cr (inkbed, 
for as fast as thsjy wore it by dayi Other rrialden 4 i, in 
obedience to the king^s onSers^ unwove ft M night Miain-^ 
lime the handiuaideTi conceived by the fliinie of firt, and 
gave btrth lo Kjomiilus and Rcinus**^ In this legend^ as in 
die story of the birth of Servius TulHus^ il ts pimn ihal tJie 
{dolher of the future King of Rutner was both a slave and 
a priestess of Vesta. Orthodox Etoman insditron always 
admitted that she t™ a Vcsialp bul naturally enough 
represented Her as the kiniJ's daughter rather than his skve. 
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The Mars* ll wja aaiJ, got her with chEtd ss she diew 
In Uis saensd grove.' However, when we comstnre 
this legend with the aiinilat story of Lbc birth of tiervitu, 
we may suspect that I'lomuthioii has preserwd, diough 
pcrba[is iti a perverted form, an old feature of the Latin 
ktngsbipi namely, that one of the king's parents might be, 
and aometiine® was, a slave. Whether that was so or not, 
such talcs at least bear witness lb an eld bdEcf that the 
« 3 rty Roman king» were bom of virgins and of the fire. 
Similarly Caeculus, the founder of PraEnMle, passed for 
son of Vulcan. It wa* said that bit mother conceived him 
ilitough a spark, which leapt from l)m fire and struck h« 
she sat by the hearth. She exposed the child near a temple 
of Jupiter, and he was found there beside a hie by some 
maidens who were going to draw ivaief. In afteT*llfc he 
proved his divine birth by working an appropriato miracle. 
When an infidel crowd refused to believe that he was ihc 
snn of a god, he prayed to bb father, and (mmciliatcly the 
unbelievers wore sgrrouridcd with a flami: of fire.* More 
than thb. the whole of the Alban dynasty appear to have 
traced their descent from a Vestal, for the wife of King 
Lotinus, their Icticodary ancestor, was named Aniata i*r 
Jldoved, and this was the rr^ulor title bestowied on a Vestal 
after her election,' a title which cannot be fully understood 
except in the light of the foregaing tredllions, which ie^ 
to idicw tliat the Vestab were regularly supposed to be beloved 
by tlte Jirr-god. Moreover, fire is said to have played rcumd 
the head of Amata's daughicr Lavinia * just as it pla>xd round 
the head of tire fire-bom Serviua Tuiliu*. As the same 
prodigy was reported of JuJus or Ascanius, tho son o 
Aeneas,* we may suspect that a similar legend was to o 
his miraculous conception at the lienrth. 
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J^'ow we ffwy talcc it Aj» ccrtniti that the Ramanti and 
L^tidS would fiev'cr lutve traced the tlcseciit oi their kin^ from 
Vcilal ViisiRS unless they hail thought tltat such a dtscent. far 
from bdiig a stain, was. under ceitain dfCumatanccs, highly 
honourable^ What iJUq drcumstatioes were that perinlltcd a 
Vesta! to become .1 niuther, not only with Stnputiity but 
with honour and gloiy, appear plainly from the stories of 
the birth of Gieculus^ Komulda. anti Sm'idfl Tulliia If she 
might not know .t mortal man, she Was rjuitc free.flmnndced 
WHS encouraged, to conceive and bear a son to the fire-god. 
In fact the legends suggest that the Vestals were regularly 
regarded os the fire-god's wives. This would explain why 
they were bound to cbMtily during their (erm of service 1 
the bride must lie true to her divine bridegroom. And the 
itn^ry of chastity could be easily Tcooucllcd with the practice 
of maternity by allowing a man to masquerade as the fire- 
gotl at a sacred marriage, just as in Eg>'pt *he king disguised 
himself as the god Ammon when he wedded the queen,* 
or as among the Ewe tribes the priest poses as the python, 
god ivhen iic goes in to the human brides of the serpent,* 
Thus Lhe doctrine of the divine birth of kings presents no 
rerious difficulty to people who believe that a god may be 
made ilesli in a man, and that a virgin may eomxtve and 
bear him a son. Of course the theory of the divine oiothcr- 
hotid of the VestaU applies only Lo the early regal and there* 
font prehistoric |ieriod. Under Uic Reptiblic the demand Ibr 
kings had ciiaaeil, and with it, therefore, the supply. Vet a 
trace of the old view of the Vestali as virgin mothers Engcredi 
down to the latest times In the character of Vesta beiscif, 
their iMilroncss and type; for Vesta always bore the oifidal 
title of Mother, never that of Virgin.* We may simni,sc Uiat 
a similar belief and practice once obtained in Attica, b'or 
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CrichthoKlus. king of Athens, is said to have been a son of 
the firc-goti Ilephaestiia by tJte vit^pn godstesj Athena: the 
itury told of bis loiraeuiGua birth from the ground, which had 
been imprcirn&tcd by the seed of the firc'go^ is clearly a bter 
venbn devlMd to save the virgiitiiy of his mother/ The 
fKrrpctual Jain|» of AUicria, which burned iii the Erechthctim 
or liouse of F.t m b *hp ua (who was Identical with Eriehihonfiis) 
cin llic Bcnipotis of Athena,^ may have atiiwcrcd to the 
{lerpciLiiit fito of Vcsla at Rome \ and it is possible that the 
maidens called Armiihoroi or EnepliDrol, who dwelt close to 
the EiedllJteum,* Jtiay nt one time liat'C personated Athena 
and passed, like the Vcstala, for wivts of ihc fire^od. 

k has^ indeed, been \ui\i that the Vestals were of old the 
ki fig's daughtcM, who were kcjit at bndte amiibrbiJdcn to marry ^ 
for no other reason than that they might devote dicmscK-es to 
the domestic duties of drawing water, mopping the house, 
tending tlic fire, ami baking cakes.' But this rationaUstic 
theory could hardly explain the supcmUtloiu horror 
which the infidelity of a Vestal aln-ayi excited in the Roman 
mind. CuBtoms *h!cb begin in reason KlJiun end in 

superstition. It b likely, theicfore, that the rule of chastlly 
imposed on the Vcgtals was bawd from the first on a 
superstition raibcr than on a mcau consideration of practical 
coiivciiiciicc. Itc belief that the VesUb were the apousc* 
of the firc-god would explain the niie.» We have scon tfiat 
the practice of mairyStig women to gods has been by w 
Dseans uncornmon. If the spirit of the water has hb 

human wife, why not the spirit of the lire? Indeed, 

primitive man has a speciaj reason for thinking that the 

fire-god should always be married. Whst that reason 
ii, 1 will now try to explain. 
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TVVaaV But finit It b miceMty to BppfchCEid dearly ih^t the 
Vcfjtal fire of ti:pub]ican iind imperial Rome was strictly 
iMii^the snccessor or continirntbir of the fire which fn the re^jal 
bpincd Oft the binges hearth, Tliat it wba m 
k\B^ apijcaj:^ plainly from the stories of the birth of Komultfti 
and Scrviasi TuUiu^ which shew that Vesta was believed to 
be worshipped at the royal finaid* by matdetit who were 
either the king's daughters or his slaves- This conclusion pa 
amply confirmed by a study of the temple of Vesta and the 
^ adjoining edifieca in tlie Roman Forum, For the so-cahed 
pm &4 temple of the goddess never was, slricUy speaking* a temple 
Ai all. This fact we have on the authority of Varro 
himself^ the greatest of Homnti antlEjuurics,^ Tlic little 
round building in which the sacred fire always burned was 
merely a copy of the mupid Imt in whtcli the king, like hb 
Hiihjectit, had dwelt iit days of old. Tradition pfcscrvcd a 
tDcrnory of the time whi^ ita walk were made of wattled 
osien and the roof was of fliatch;* Indeed, with that 
peculiar clinging to Llie forms of the past which i» 
charactcdstlc of royalty and reiigfoni the Inmost shritte 
continued down even to late times to be fashioneti of the 
same simple materiats.^ The hut of RoinulET-fp or what 
passed for itp constructed of wood, rctedsk acid itraw, was 
always pri^rved and carefuMy repaired in the original styk^ 
[t stood on the side of the Palatine hill facing the Circus 
MaivimuA.^ A similar hut, roofed with thateh* was in like 
maniiitr maintained on the CapIloHiie htll, and traditionally 
a^^iated with RomulyjiM* The so-called tempk of Vesla in 
hijttorieal timci itood not on any of tht hills, hut iti the 
Forum, at the northern foot of the Pidaiine. Its filiation 
in the flat ground is quite CDftsbtcnt with the view that the 
building represents the king^s houee of early* though not nf 
the very earliest, times; for, acGOrdlTig la traditlooi it was: 
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Iwitt by Numu In ibJs iwaHitm bciween the Palatine and the 
Capitol I at the time when tie united the tivo sepanite towrii 
on these liills aJid turned the low swampy ground between 
I hem into their common place of assembly. Here, too. 
beside the temple of Vesta, the king built himself a house, 
which was ever afterwarda known ai the Rj^ia or palace: 
formcTty he had dwelt Oil the QirifinaK' In after-limes this 
old palace of tiic kings was perhaps the ofUcial residence of their 
successor, the King of the Sacred Rilci* .^djoinine it was 
the bouse of Uje Vestdr.* at first, no dmiht, a simple and 
uuticctentiouA edifice, but afterwards a stately pile gathered 
fOimrl a spacious open court which imtst have resembled 
the clftktcr of a mediaewi! monnalefy. We may aaeume 
that the kenieJ of thU group of huildihga was the round 
temple of Vesta, and that the heartli in It, on wiucb burned 
the sacred fire, was originally the hearth of the kings 
lumsc. That the so-called temple wm built cm the mode] of 
the round huts of the old Latins Is proved by the diicovcries 
made at an nncienl necropolis near Albano. The ashes of- bJ Hw* 
the dead were here deposited in ums, which are shaped like 
little round huts with conical rooli, obviously in order that 
ilic souls of the dead might live in Iteuses such as they had 
inhabiied during lift The roofs of ihc^c mmaturo .Itvcllings 
are raised on cross-beams, sometimes with one or more 
holes to let out the smoke. The door is fastened by a 
crossbar, which ia [lasscd through a ring on the outside 
tied to the two sidc-posls. Iti some of there hul-urns tlw 
side-posis are dupllcfttctl, or even tripiicsited, for the sake o 
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itui ttfni ornament ; and it h probabk that the ring of columnA 
which encircled the little tctnple of Vest^ in hiMoricRl 
i^uiuu. tiini'^ WJ15 merely cm extemton of the door^po^ts of ihe 
prelvintork hutp The neempotis fn which these umt were 
found muflt be very ondent» since it was burled under the 
stream % of lava vomited by the Alban Mountain in 
eruption.

Thus on the whole we ruay regard it as highly pmbahJe 
that the round temple of Ve^ita in the Forum, with its saertsj 
storeroom and perpetual fire, w^as merely a survival, under 
changed conditions, of the oid house of Uw Roman kingi. 
whicli again may have been a copy of the still older house of 
•mm- mmw\j the kiogs of Alba. Both were cncHicIIed on the round hiUs of

The Damoras or Hcrero of DarnaraUnd. in 
western Africji, maiTitain snened fires in iheir villages, aru. ^ ii|.™rn 
their cuatcina und belief# ifl this re*p«l prewnl a 
rtsemMance to ihc Koinnfl ttoraWit of Vtstiw FortUMAtdy 
the Ilerero fire-worship hna been ae#crth«l by l iiuinbcr 
of independent wimesge#, and a* their aeeoiinti agree sub- 
mlanlLilljf wilh each other, wc may BMumt <bal they arc 
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-U# wrtecL The pcoiilt are a tall, finely^biiilt race of oonfiniiw 
** herdamcn bclongine to llie Bantu stock, who seem to 
noA. migralcd Jiito thelt present country from the north 

and east about a hundred and fifty Or two hundred 
ycara ago. The desert character of the country and its 
fcdusion front the ouler world long combined to preserve 
■rtMiiniTa the pfimitivc manners of the inhabitaiita.* tn their native 
Slate tlic flertro arc a purely pastoral people, possessing 
immense herds of cattle and Hocks of sheep and goats, 
which are the pride and joy of their hearts. almMt their 
idols. They suIkIsI chiefly on the mhk of their lierds. 
which thej*^ commonly drink sour. Of the flesh they make 
but little use, for thej’ seldom kill any of their cattle, 
and never n cow, a calf, Or a lamb. Even ojtcn and 
weather arc only alaughtowl on solemn and festal occasions, 
such as visits, burials, and the like. Such slaughter is a 
great event In a vill^e, and young and old flock from far 
niiiiatiri and near to i^iutake of the meat,* Their huls are of a round 
beehive shape, about ten feet in diameter. The framework 
consists of stout bmnehes, of which the lower ends arc 
rammed into the ground, while tlie upper ends anc bent 
together and tied with bark. A village is composed of a 
number of these round huts srniTiged in a circle about the 
calves* pen as a centre and surrounded by an artificial hedge 
of thorn^bushes,* At night the cattle are driven irt through 
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the hedge and lake up tJicif cpiarlers in tlw Qficu space 
roiinct the calves* i>cn.' 

The hut of the great ctr pntidpal wife of tlw chief, built fw 
ajid fumlshecl in a more elatxtraic style than the reshH„,^ 
regularly stands to the cast of the calved pen. In tlw dJrcclion 
pf suniisc, 30 that front it* jwsitbn we can always fcamj„.„ 
approximately the «iaKiti of the yrar when the village wm 
founded. The chief or headtnnn of tJic villagi: has no special 
hut of his own : he passes the day Jn the htlt of the great 
wife, and the night commonly in one of the huti of his oUict 
wives In the northern semtcirclc. Between the bouse of the 
great wife and the calres* pen, but somewhal neater to Uw 
pen, is a large heap of ashes on which, Jn good wcalhec, a 
small, faintly glimmcritig fire may b*seen to Iwrn at any time 
uf the day. The heap of ashes ia the sacred hearth {pkarmY, 
the fire is the holy fire {t/mutran^tt* of t/mMraHgHVtv) of the 
vilTngc. The open space between the aaered Iwatih and the 
house of the great wife ia known as the holy ground or the 
holy home {etpsa^)* Betwixt the hearth and the calved 
(tiia slaada a great withered branch of the imumk*rofttlini£a 
(Cfuththim firimiffOtum). the sacred tree of the Hcrero, 
from which they believe that both they and their cattle 
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ttrniifcrred to tbe hut pf Uhs great wife, where It a 
carefully kept aUght.’ According to another account, the 
fire h regularly preserved in tli& Jiouse, and a brand Is 
only brought out into the oppen sir when the cattle arc 
being milked at morning and evening in order that in presence 
of lilt fire the CDvv tnay be Itealthy and give ruueb mUk* 
Tlie custom in this wpect perhaps series in difTcrxmt 
villager, and may be determined In some measure by the 
dimate.

ment is given ; here stTungers are received and ambassadors 
entertained. At tbe banquets held on solemn occasions all 
may |KiJtakc of the fleah. whether they be friends or foes; 
the stnuiger^s curse would reit on the churi who shouid 
refuse him h^ just share ; and this curse the Hercro dreads 
above rvcryihing because he bclimnes its effect to be 
mfallibk. 5 o great is the veneration felt by tlic nDtives for 
the sacred lieaxtli^ with its halloiivied bough* that they dare 
not approach It Svithovt testifying the deepest Tes|x^cL 
They take off their sanrtalfl, throw themselves on tlie ground* 
and pray llicir great ancestor {Tm AfuJ^ttrti) to be gTacipus 
to Lhcm. Tlie horns of the oxen slaughtered at festivals lie 
beside the hc-iirth ; the chief siti on the largest pair when be 
is erigngc<l In performing his magical files. Near the fire, too, 
is a stone on which none but the chief has the right lo sit**

Every morning, when tlw cattle walk out of the fold, die 
besprinkles the fattest of them with abnisb dipped in water. 

When an ox die* by acdOent at the viUase, slie l.ty* a pi^ 
of wood OH its back, praying at the same time for long life, 
plenty of cattk. and so forth. Moreover, she ties a doub c 
knot in her apron for the dead beast, for a eursc woaid 
follow if she neglected U> do Lastly, when tire site of 

tlie village is changed, tlie prkstess wa lks at the head of the 
people and of the herds, canying a firebnuid from the old 
sacred hearth and taking the utmost care to keep it alight. 

The chief or headman of the village i* also the priest ; 
he alone may irerfonn religious ceremonk* excciit such a* 
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w ithhi the jttovlficc of I he Vestal pdeilcsii* hi* daug^iter. 
capacjly of pticat hfS keqia tlic sacreil bundle of 
stkks tvhkii reprenciit the ancestor^ and at sacrfiiccs ho 
ofler» meat tt> ihcin that they may coniecrato k. When Uto 
old village t!v abaficbt^ed, it U his duty to cany, like Aeneas 
qiiitthig the naltu of Troy," ihepc nide fjcnatei^ to the mvi 
licimc, iiowever, ft h deemed enough if he merely places the 
holy bundle on hi^ back, and then hands it to a servant, ivho 
carnet it for him. As a priest he introduces the neadxirn 
childrcrn to the spirits of the juiccstms at the sRcred hcsitth, 
and ^y€$ the infanta their names \ and as a priest be has 
a Cow to himseir^ whose milk no one else may drink. This 
milk Is kept tn vessels which dlfFcr from the ordinary tnllk 
v^^scls^ not only m shape and aisfe, but also in bung marked 
Fntubfn with thc badge oF his paternal cUn^ When a man goes 
InS-i*" vilEagc with his family and servants to herd 

i™optT the cattle oti a distant pasture. Or to fotinci anotber %HlInge, 
he takei with him a burning brand from the sacml heaTth 
wherewith to kfndfc the holy fire in his new home. By 
doing 50 he acknowledges himself the vassal of ihe chief 
from whose hearth he took the fire. In this way a single 
village may give out swarm after swarm* till It has become 
thc metropolis or capitil of a whole group of vrLlagcs, thc 
iiih.'ihitants of which rccognijc thc supremacy of the parent 
community, and regard themselves as all sluing round its 
sacretl fire, li h thus that a dllage niay grow into a tribe 
and its hendman into a powerful chief* who, by means of 
marriage alliances and the atlhesbn of weaker rivalmay 
extend his sway over alien communities, and so gradually 
acquire the rank and aulhortty of a king.^ Thc political 
cvolutiofi of the Herero has indeed stopped short of this 
final stage; but among thc more advanced branches of thc 
Bantu raer, such as thc Zulus and the Alatabelcs^ it is 
pmsible Utat the kingship has developed along these line. 
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Thc^ posECSsJoii of th« flacnd fire and of tlw ancestral 
sticks, carrying with it both puUtkai autitorlty and priestly i>f cttrtrf 
dignity, (lesMtids in itw male line, and hence giunmdlj* 
from father t& «jii. In any ease, whelhcr the iteccased had lu™ 
a ion or not, the double office of chief and priest muat 
always remain in hi» jwteftjal dan (t'rwjfl). If it ahoijl<lUf» 
happen that the dan becomes extinct by h» death, the * 
aacied fire Is put oot. the hearth ilcBlroyctl, no brand is taken 
from it, and the sticks Tepresenting the snocators are 
with tlie dead nran in the grave. Hut should there be an un,i nnm 
heir, as usually happens, he take* a hre-brand from ihc*’****^^ 
saemd hearth and departs with all the pcopto to t«k a new 
home, obandtining the old rilla^ for year*, In time, how¬ 
ever, they tctiim to the spot, rebuild the hnta on the same 
sites, and inhabit them again. tlUI in the mlcrval none of 
the kinsmen of the deceased may approach tlic dcseitcd 
village under pain of incurring (he wrath of the ghost. 

When the return at last takes place, and the people have 
atmouiiced their arrival tn the dead chief at hit grave, which 
is genenUly In the cattle-pen, they make a tittv fire by the 
friction of the two sacred fire-slicks on the old hearth; tor 
it is not lawful to bring with them a brand fium their last 
setllctneni/ 

If the sacred fire should go out through the 
the priestess, a suthlen shower of rain, or any other accident, 
klw llcrerodeem it a very evil cnicn- The whole tribe js|j^ 
immeditately summoned and large ufferings of cattle are made 
a* an explatioii. Then the fire is relit by means oi the 
frieticn of two sacred firc-sticks, w^liteh have been handed 
down from father to son. Every chief possesses sudi fii^ 
slicks, and kce]is them tied up with the bundle of holy 
sticks that represent the ancestors. One of tite firt-stfekj Is 
pointcfl, the other lias a hole in the middle, and somciimca 
also a notch cut round it- In the notch some fungus or 
rotten wood is placml as tinder. The holed slick Is held

Aa soon 
a.ib a ipiirk h cniiueil It catches the tinder, which can then 
easily be blown up into a Hamc, Thus it is from liws linderH 
we are told, nnd not from the sticks, that the flame is 
dietted. tsi this fashmit, if cverytliing is \-ciy dry, as it 
generally is in Hcfemland, the native gets fire in about a 
fniiiutfi 'rhe nameh applied to the two sticks indicatfi that 
the pointed stick {tfndutue) is regarded as maJe and the 
holed Iitek as female, and that th« process of 

making fire by the frictloit of the two is eompated to Uw 
intenoune of the sexes. As to the wood of which the firc' 
sticks are made accounts differ. According to Dr. li. 
Schini the holed or fcaiaic iitick is of a soft wood, the 
pointed or maJe stick of a harti wood, generally of the 
^ sacred (ttnumittrffmimgtt tree 

According to Mr. C, G. BtUtner, ndUmr of the sticks tM«d 
be of a special tree, and any ^*0011 that ttappens to be at 
hand may be cinplo>'ed for the purpose; only liic wood of 
the Ihtirriy acacias, which abound in the country, appt-ara to 
be unsuitable,* Probably the rule mentioned by Dr. Schtnr 
Is the origirud one, and if in some places the wood of the 
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sucretj tree Kas ceaxd to be used to UgJU the holy ftre, tht 
reAson may be simply that the tree does ni>t grow there, 
and that accordingly the people are obliged to use SHch 
wood OA they can And We have seen that a branch of the 
MCied viftumlN>fvm6o»,^a ttwr ii regularly planted beside the 
village health, hut that in default of it the people have to 
put up with a bough of another kind of tree, the fitHHwa/H 
{Grtvia Sffe)} Sudi fiubstituLions wens especially apt to be 
forced on the llerero in the sioullicni port of the country, 
where the gitsitMti^ramiaHga tree is ver>' rare and forests do 
not CKist, the larger trees growing singly or m clomps. In 
tlie north, on tlur other band, vegetation is mw:b richer and 
regular woods are to be found. Here, in paTticular, the 
tree is one of the om amen la of the land* 
fcape. it grow's Otily beside water-coursefi, and generally 
stands solitary, surpassing a tall oak in height, and rivalling 
it in girth I indeed, so thick is the trunk thnl were it 
hollowed out a family eoutd lodge in it Unlike most trees 
in the country it U timmlcsa Whole forests of it giuw to 
the eastward of Hererolond. in the dlroctlon of Lake Ngtuni, 

So close Is the graiti aud so heavy the wood that some of 
the early explorers gave it the nnme of the "Iron tree. 

Hence it is well adapted to form the upright stick of the 
are'drill, for which tt haul wood is required. 

The Hcrero have a tradition that in t£ie begitinbig they ^ 
and their cattle and all fournfooted be4Sl.s came forth 
llic tree in a single day, whereas 

fish, and creeping things ^raiig from the raiii. ITowevt f. ,|.u, 
slightly different vemions of the Hercro geiieats apficar to he 
current. As to the origin of men and caltk from the tree, 
public opinion is unanimous : but fioitte dissenters hold ihitt 
•beep .and perhaps goats, but certainly sheep, tsaurd from a 
fiat rock in llic north of the country. For some time 
unfortunately, the tree has ceased to be prolific ; it is of no 
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uise waiting bcfitfk it tn U«5 hops, of capturing such oxen 
and ahoep as it tnighl hrar. Yet stiU the Hcfcro teatJfv 
grcitt rcsjwct for ihti tree which they regard as tlieir Anceator 
To injurt; it b deemed a Mcritegc whkh tiitj 
anctetor will punish sotnicT or tator. Ift passing It they 
bem reverently and stick a bundi of giecn twigs of grass 
Into the trunk or throw it down at the foot The>* addn:^ 
the tree, iaU muiHrummf, Tlion i±it holy* 

grandfather I" and they ciiTcti enter into conversation with 
it, giving the answers themselves in a changed voice. They 
hardly dare to si| down in its shadow^ AU this reverence 
they dUplay for every tree of the spedcs.^ 

On the v/hoki may iiiTer that so !ong as the 

Hercro dwelt in a land where their Ancestral tree aboimdcdt 
they made the niale fiie-sTJck from its wood ; but that as 
they gradually migrated from a region of tropical rains and 
luxuriant forests to ihe arid mountains^ open grass lands, 
and dry ton id climate of their present coiintr>-/ they had in 
some places to forgo its use and to take another tree in its 
stead, SimilAfly the Aryan Invaders of Greece and Italy 
were obligedi under s southern sky, to seek substitutes for 
the sacred oak of their old northern hoEnc ; aiuJ more an<! 
tnorev time went on and the deciduous woods retreated 
up ihe tnonntdn slopes^ they found what they sought in the 
laurel, the ollve^ and the vIhCh Zeus himself hod to put up 
witli Uic white popliiJ- at hu great sajictuary of Olympia in 
die hut lowlauda of Elis;* and ofi summer days, when the 
light ieavE^s of the poplar hatdly stirred in the languid aJr 
and the bu^of theill^ was more than usuaLEy exaspemtingf.

Thus it appears that the sanctity ascribed by die IIchm ^ 

to the chiers fire springs from a ctiilom of Undlmg It with 
the wood of their anecdral tree; in fact, tlw: cult of the 
resolves itself into a form of aitccsttw-worrinp. For 
religion of the Herwo. like that of all BaOl« pwpt®. U first 
and forcniOTt a pfopitiation of the spirits of thdr forcralhcrs 
conceived as powerful beings able and willing to barm Ihcin. 

From youth to death the Hetero live in constant dtead of 
Ihetf anecstofs (ffvaJburT., pUital of t/muiurtt), who, »ntctltn« 
seen and sonietimes unseen, return to earth and play their 
descciiilants many a spiteful trick. They glide into i e 
village steal the milk, drive the cattle ftom the fold, and 
waylay w-ometi. More than that, they can indict dliica« 
and dcatli, decide the issue of war, juitl send or witliboid 
rain at pleasure. They are tlic cause of cverj- vexation and 
mUfortune, and the whole aim of the living is by frequeHt 
sacrifices to mollify and appease the dead. ^ 

Now the sacred hearth seems to be in a s^ial wnw 
the scat of the worehip paid lo the Morestml 
the bead of the family sits and comninnES 
father, giving himself the answers he thinks fit. Hithff the 
newborn clutd fa breughl with its mother to ^

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But the most tangible link between llie worsliip of the 
fire and the worship of the dead u furnished by the sacred 
Sticks representing the anoe^giora, which are kept m a bundle to- 
get her with the two sticks ns®i for kindling the fire by friction* 
Each of these rode idols or Lares* as we may call ihcfti* * sym¬ 
bolizes a definite ancestor of the paternal cbii» and^ taken 
tjpgether* they may be regarded ns the moot snored poMCssbn 
of II family^ They stand in the closest nclatEoo to the holy 
hearth* or rather m the priestly dignity^ and must thcfefofc 
always remain in the same paternal clan."* These sticks 
'•are cut from troei or bushes wTddb arc dedicated to ^hc 
ancestors, and they fepresent the ancestors at the fiacrificial 
meaU^ for the cooked ilcsb of the vlctlma is always set 
before tiiem firsL Many people always keep these allcks* 
tied up ill a bundle with straps nnd hung wiih amtilets. 
ifi the brandies of the socrifidal hushes whidi stand on the 
sacred hearth (ffjbMtw}. The sacrificial bush serves to 
support tisc severed {deoet of the victim^ and thu^ in a 
measure represent* an altar nr table of jacrito."* When 
after an ahssnee of year* the |»eapte return to a village 
wlicrc a chief died and was buried, a imw fire is kindled hy 
frictiort on the old hearth* the fiesh of the first animal 
slaughtored here is cooked in a particular vessel, and ihc 
chief haiula a jwrtioft of it lo every pennon present* ” An

would be an appropriate emblcni of the deccasedp who had 
been in h!s lifetime the owner of the sacrerd fife, and wlia 
now after hli death bestowed it on Jiis descendants by means 
nf the friction of hts wooden image. Ami the synibollsin 
will appear all tht more naUtral when we rememlaer thni the 
male fire^ick is {fcneraliy n^iade from the ancestml tree, 
that the percess of fircMnaking ir re^rdoii by the Heirro uf 
the begetting of 4 child+ and tiint thetr name for ihe 5tjck, 
according to the most iwtibable etymrdogy, signifies ^ihe 
begetter.'* Sifch tiickt would be far too sacred to be thrown 
away when they had served their immcdhite purpose of 
kindling a new firc^, and thus in time a whole bundle of 
them would acckimulaler each of them rccalltng. and in n 
$ensc rcprc^c Fitting, one of the great forefathers of the tribc^ 
When the old 5tic:k5 had ceased to he used as fire-lighters^ 
and were preserved merely as meiuOTiab of the dead, it is 
not stirprbing that their original runction should be oviir- 
looked liy some European obKiren, who have thus been 
led to distirtgulsh them from the sticks by which the fire 
is actually produccci at ihe present day.* AmOngal the

KiiiO'^ks oi ncirth-crtstcrn Asia* when tlw trtcrcij fiix-bo^inhi, 
roHnUlr carred tn hiirtian fctmii are ^ full of hofr:^ that 
ihc)* can no iongni' he used ftrf the purpr^se nf kindling' hfe^ Kir.fT^« 
thc^ are »till kept aa hoJy relief in a ihrine near thet dwr 
of the house; and a stranger who oL^n^etl the ropeet nmih- 
witb wludi thej’ ans tieated, hut who did not 
thdr history* might well mistake them for figures of ww- 
Alupful aiiccffoi 3 and never giiet* the practical pufpoflie 
which they once served as fiTodightcfS. A Koryak family 
rc^rds ila aacrcd fire-board noi only as the rfdty of ike 
l^ousekold RrCj the guardian of the fmntly hcaiilt^ but also 
as the guardian of the relndccTi, and they call it ihe mastcT 
of the iiadn** It Is 5 Up[} 05 ed to protect the reindeer from 
wolves and from sickness rsnd to pie vent the animals from 
straying away and bcii^g iost. When a reindeer la slaughtcml, 
the sacred fire-board is taken out and ismcnred wdtli the 
i:ilood. The mariifme KoryakSp who do not livt- by r^in- 
dccft regard the sacred fim-bojird as the nuistcr of the 
underground house and the liciper in the hunt of sea- 
mammak They call it " father** and feed it from lime in 
time with fatp which they smear on its Tnoutii.* Among 
tlic neighbouring Cliuckcheeg in the nortl^-eajiiiem extremity 
of Asia simitar ideas and ciLstoois obtain in respect of the 
(ire boiitdf. These are roughly c^irvtxl in human form and 
personified, almost ckkficd, as the sUfHjmatural guardinng of 
Lhe rdndeer. The holc^ made by dHIHnu in the board are 
tii^mnd tlic eyes of the figiife end the squeaking nofne pro¬ 
duced by Uic frictioii of ihc fire-drill in the hole h thought 
to be li3 voice. At every sacrifice the mouth of the figure b 
greased wdth tailow or with iJie marrow of bones. When » 
new fire-boaftJ fct ttmde, h is cortsecratwi by bciiTg smeared 
with the blood of a slaughiered reindeer^ and the owner 
lays, Enough 1 Take up your abode herd" TIten the 
other fire-br>ards arc brought to I he same place and set side 
by side on the giouncL Tltc owner 5a}*s^ “ TioJ ifaese arc 
your companion*- See that L always find wLsity every kind 
of game!** Sext he alnughtco an other reindeer and says. 
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•* (ii I Since you are one of my yoiinfi men, go and drive 
tlu! herd Wiliert“ nicii after * paUK ht? a*ks the fire- 
l«Mird, *• Have you broiighl itf’ lo whieh in the name of 
the fire-boarU he auBwera* ” I liave." nieiieti|x>Tt. speaking 
tn his own person, he says, "Then catch some reindeer 1 
It seetns that you will keep a good watch over the herd. 
Thcitr, from the actual chief of the See-boards, you may 
leam wisdom,” These sacred Bre^boards are often iiandcd 
down from generation to gciieration as family heir-looms. 
During the calving-leasoti they arc taken from their bag 
and placed behind the fmine in the ouler tent In order that 
they may protect the dams.' 

These Koryak aod Chuckchee customs illustrate the 
evolution of a fire-god into the patron deity of a fastily and 
Ills represenution in human form by the board which is 
Used in fire-making. As the fins-board is that part of the 
kindling apparatus which is commonly regarded as female 
in^contradistinclion to the drilh tvHkih is regarded as male, 
we con easily undcrsiatid why the deity of tlw fire should 
sometimes, as at Rome, be cotwietved ns a goddess ruther 
than as a god j whereas if the drill itself were viewed as 
the essential part of the apparatus we should estpcct to find 
a fire-god and not a fim-gpildess. 
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FATUKR JOVE AND MOTHER VESTA 

TJfE ™dcf tnsy remember that the precetHng^ aceflcittt of the 
BTo-custain^ of the Herero mtmilBrced for the

smouldering in hts house by day and by night, tu Rome, 
as in Hererolandp the extinction of the fire was regarded as 
an evil ometif svhich had to be expiated by sacHfices,^ and 
new fire was procured in primitive lashlon by tlic 

point of one stick in the hole of another. The Komaci 
fire was fed with the wood of the sacred oak treop just a^ the 
Afrimii fire ts kind fed with the wood of the sacred oPftum* 
IfarotnAon^n tree, Be^tdo both were kept the images of the 
ancestors, the Lares at Rome^ the in Hercro- 

land- Tbe kin|fs house which sheltered tiic fire and tlie 
Itniigcs was ori^nidly in Italy what the chiefs hut ttilT is 
in Hererolanck a dreuJar hut of oalers^ not as ancient 
dreamers thought, becatute the earib h raund,* nor >^ct 
because a circle is the symbol of resh hut simply because 
it both caster and chcuper to buDd a round hut tlmn a 
«juare,“ 
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Fiirthtifj m Rome the sacred fire was tended, as iL itill 
i» in IlcrcTobiid, by unmanied woineii, and as ihc Hufeiti 
pries tc&scs are I he chtefs dauuhters, so, we may conjeetiire, 
it was with some at teasl of the Vestal* among the ancient 
ijitins. The Roman Vctrtals appear to have been under the 
f> 4 tria pt'fttttii the ting, and, in rtpiibltcao times* of the 
PonlifeM Maximus, who succeeded to some of the king's 
functbnsw' But if they were under ihcf/itria of the 

king, they must havtr been ttllicr his wives or daughter*; 
u virgins they cannot have been his wives; It remain*, 
therefore, that they were lua daughters. Various circum¬ 
stances confirm this view. Their house at Rome* as we saw, 
always adjoined the Regia, the old palace of the kings; 
they were treated with marks of respect usually accorded to 
royalty:* mtd the most famous of all the Vestals, the 
mother of Romulus, was said to be a daughter of the King 
of Alba,* Tlw custom of putting an unfaithful Vestal lo 
death by immuring her in a subterranean ehatuber* may 
have been adopted in order to avoid the necessity of taking 
the life of a princess by violence; * for. as we shall learn later 
on, there is a very widespread reluctene* lo spill royai blood.

AmonEurthc Hctem the chiefs diiugluer who lends die 
holy fire Jws aisc) to perform certaitt pTteslly dies, wbfch ^ 
ha« for their Db;tct tilt prosperity and multipHcation ('I' 
the entUc.' So, lo<>, it Ti-as with tht Romaii Vestals. On 
the fifteenth of Ajiril every year preatnmt <o«s 
sacrificed to the Earth goddeas; the unbotit calves we«,rfaii,k. 
tom from their mothers* wombs, the chief Vestal burned 
llieni and kept their ashes for use at the shephenJs' fell i vat 
of the I’aritifl. This sacrifice of pregnant cows was a 
fertility charm designed, by a curious application of 
hunicioopathic magic, to quicken both the secsl in the ground 
and the wombs of tlic cows and the cw’cs.* At the I'arllia* 
held on the twenty-first of April, the Vestals mixed the 
allies of the unborn calves with the blood of a horse whieil 
h .,\ been sacrificed in October, and this tnixturc they db- 
tributed to shcplierdi, who fiiinigated their llijcki with it 
as a means of cnsuriiig tJieir fecundity and a plentiful supply 

ofmUk.* .. 

Strange as at first it may seem to find brjly vtigins 
in oficfutions intended to promote the fertility 
the earth and of cattle, this Teprodiictivo fuiietioTi aceoriispw^ 
nerfectly with the view that they were of old the wivoi 
of the fire-god and the mothers of king^ On tbit view.^^** 
we can understand why doivn to imperial times the vHmi 
V estals udoted the male emblem of gcncraticm,* and whyjJJ^-

and iMobably the embodiments, was worshipped by the 
Romans not as a virgin but as a mother.* She was some-«.ife 
time* identified with Venus.* tJke Diana, with whom she 
was identified at Ncinl, she appears to have been a goddess 
of fecundity, who bestowed offspring both on cattle and on 
women. That she was supposed to multiply cattle rs

her and be bom agatn^ When the ancient HitkIoo bridc^ 
groom ted Ins bride round the fire, he addressed the hre-god 
Agiii with tlic wordfi, Mays! thou give haek^ Agni, to the 
C^friflwst^ bustKit>ds the wife together with offspring^** When a 
Slavariioji bride enters her iiusbatid's house after marriage 
III* jdte is led thrice round the hearth ; then she nm^t ^tir tltc Are 
S^!]ii7 ^ poker, spying, ” As many vparLs spring up^ so msiiy 

cattfe. so many male children sliall enliven the new hrune,"" 
At Mo$tari in iiem>goviu 3 i the bride seats herself on a 
bag ol fruit beside the hearth in her new home and }>Qkes 
the fire thrice.

VVhen A wife wbheu to Htive a chlld^ ^hc wlU liolrl a vessel 
full of water bejiide the fire on the hrartlig while her huslKind 
knocks two burning brsind^ together so that the sparks fly 
out. When some of them luve fallen into ihe vessel^ the 
wofuan drinks the wjitcr wUieh hns ihui been fertilised by 
the fira* The same belief seems still to Unger in England ; 
for Ihcre h a Lincolnshire saying thin if a woman's ajjnm is 
burned above the knee by a spark or reddiot einder flying 
□ut ofu fijT^ she V^^ll become a mother/ Thu* the ^^uprf- 
stition which gave to the stories of the birth of the old 
Koman khigB holds its ground to this day in Europe, even 
in our own coiintryH So indcstruetihle are the crude fanercs 
of our savage forefathers Thus we may ^fely infer 
that the old pmetio: of leading a bride fonnatly tti of 
round the hearth was designed to tnakc her fruitful 
through the generative virtue ascribed to the fire* The 
custom is not confined to peoples of the Aryan stock, for it 
ii t>bserved also by the Esthonians and the Wotyaks of 
Russia * and, as w-e have seen, by the Herero of South 
Africa-^ ft expresses In daily life the samE idcii which is 
cfiibodled m tJic myths of the bkth of Serviuii TmINus und 
the other I^tin kings^ whose virgin mothers conceived 
tlifough conUct w'ith a spark or tongue of fire/ 

Accord [ugly < where beliefs and customs of this sort have 
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pi-cvniEcJi h ijt easy to iihdcrat^iicl why ncw-boni chlldrcpi 
should be hrou^hl tci the hearth, and why tlidr Ihrtb «thould 
tHi ifcitr there be solemnly announced to the aticcsitora. Ihis is done 
by the Ikrcro.^ and in like tnanner cti ihe fiOb or seventh 
clay after a birth the ancient Greeks used to mn naked 
ta fpujij hearth vdlli the new-born txibc in their arm^’ 
■pmrnJ This Grcclt cereniOTiy may perhaps.be regarded as merely a 
purification, h other iv^rds aa a mean5 of kecpftig at bay 
the dentoi^ who lie in wait for inhuits. Certainly in other 
Ijarta of the world a custom has prevailed of passing a (lewJy 
born chllil backwards and forwards through the smoke of the 
fire for llie express piirfio^ of warding off evil tjpirits or 
olher balefid influence's** Vet on the analogy of the pre- 
Ceding customs we may conjecture that a pfaciico of 
solemnly hriiiging infAUU to the domestic hearth has also 
been resorted to as a mode of introducing them to the 
spirits of their fathers* In Russia the old belief that the 
souls of the ancestors w^erc sorndiOw in the fire on the 
hearth has left traers of ilsclf down to the present timcL

This of itself lulficM to impress on 
Tiiind ofa savage the idea tli.it a ca|iAcity of reproduetiOB Is 
innate in the fire, and consequently that a woman may 
conedve by contact with it Strictly speaking, he ought 
jwrhnfjia to refer this power of reprotlitctlon tud to the fire 
but to the fire-sticks: but sav.ige thought is in jyeneml too 
TOgne to distinguish clearly between cause and dTeet If ho 
thinks the tnaitcr out, as be may do if he is itiore than 
usually reflective; the savage will probably conclude that fire 
exists unseen in all mocxl, ntid is only eltcdcd from it hy 
friction,* « that the spnrk or llaine U ihc diild, not wj much 
of the firC'Sticks, as of the parent fir^ in ihetn.

was only another fonn of descent from the oak and from the 
god of the oak.

EMiKHwii The theory that Impregriiition by fire Ts really imprcg- 
nation by the wood of the tree with which the fire is kindled, 
derives soint confirmatlort from a euslom which is olsservcd 
at marriage by some of the E$chQinans in the ncighbonrhKwl 
of Oberpahlen. The bride is e$corte^;l to a tree* w'hich ts 
thereupon cut down and hurnett When the fire biases up. 
she Is led thrice mund tt and placed hetweeq three arfned 
men. who clash tlicir swords over her hcfld( ivhilc the worntn 
sing a song* Then same coins arc tliEOwn Into the Brc, arkd 
wh^ it has died out they are tecovereiS and knocked into

virgins held the board of lucky ^vood on the ground while 
the pontiff inserted the |ioint of a pq; into Ihc hole of the 
board and made the pq; revolve mpldly between the |>alnw 
of his hjmds.

Attwni ^ The Djakuns, & wild tribe of the Malay Peninsula, arc 
the habit of making firc by fnetion. A tra^-eitcr ha^ 
li^iUo™ described the euatotn as follows: " When a troop was on a 
journey B^nd tnicndcd either to pitch a teroporary camp* or 
HiafneL] to make a longer settlcrpcntt the first catnp fire wob kindled 

unmarried giri with the help of ihc 
fire-drill. Generally this girl waa tire daughter of the man 
who served the tirop os leader U wos deemed of special 
impertance that on the first night qf a settlement the fior of 
every band should be lit by the unmarried dauglitcr of a 
leader. But she might only d^charge this duty if sbe bad 
not tier monibly skkne^ on her at the time. This custom 
is aJl the more rcmarkablt: tfiriiSmiich ss the Djakuns in 
tlidr migraUofis always carried a smouldering rope of bark 
with ihcn^." ^'When tfie fire was to be kindled, the gkl 
look the pieoe of soft wtjcd Bud lidd it on the ground, while 
her (alhcf, nr any other tusrricd man, twdried Lbe wertiGil 
borer upon il.

cxtitiguish all the fires on the liearthsatKl procure a *' living in ^ 
fire" by the friction of wOoiL At the present day this 
done by various mechantal devices, but the oldest ntelhod, 
now almosL obsotete, is said to be a* followst'^A girl and a 
boy between the ages of eleven and fourteen, having been 
chosen to make the fire, art led into a darh ftXJm, where 
they must striii tliemsclves of all their clothes withmil 
speaking i word. Then two fxrrfcclly dry cyHiuIrtcal pieces 
of Ume-wood are given them, which they must rub rapidly 
Against each other, luni about, till they take fire. Tinder is 
then lit at the flame and used for the purposar of healing. 

This mode of kindling the "living fire'* is still practised in 
the Sehar Mountains of Old Servk. The writer who 
describes it witnessed some years ago the use of the sacred 
fire at the village of Setonjo. at the foot of the I lomolye 
Muuntaj'ns, in tbc heart of the great Servian forest But on 
that occasion the fire was made in the mnnner described, 
not by A hay and girl, but by an old woman and an old 
nutfl, Every fire in the village had previously b«?n 
cKflnpiiivhed, and was aflcftt'ords relit with the new 
fire.'

The French supcrstilJcuip which I have just tocfitiooccJ, 
may well date from Druidical limcSr for Uierc are some 
gnoundi for thinking that among the old Celts, as among 
their near kinsmen the Latins, holy fires were tended hy 
virgins. 1 HI uur own eountry perpetual fires were mainiamed 
in the temple of a goddess whom the Romans idmvlified with 
Minervr^,* hut wlio^ native Celtic n4tne seem.^ i<> have bce.ii 
HrigiL !Jke Minerva. Urigt! was it goddess of p<>etry and 
wbdoin, and she had two skLers ali» called UrlgiU who 
presided ovtr leech craft artd imiiherafl respectively. Thb 
appears to he only another way of saying that Brigit was 
the patmness of bards, ph>^'dans, and sinitht* Now. at 
Kildare in Ireland the nuns of St. Brigit tended a perpetujil 
holy fire dovini to the suppression of the [nona5teTtcs under 
Henry VIlL» and we can hardly doubt that m doing m 
they merely kept up^ under a Cbrbtian name, an ancient 
pagan worship of Brigit In her character of a fire-goddoss or 
linttmeess gf smiths. The nttna were nineteen in number. 
Each of them fiad the tare of the fire For & single night in 
turn j and on the twentieth evening the last nuu, having 
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limped wood oij the fire, nmi ic i&y, " Brigiti ritke ch^ir^e 
rf your own fire; (or tW^ iiijjht Ijelones to yoiL*' She Ihen 
wejit ft’wuyp iind next manning they dwxyii nontitl the fire 
mill burning and the mmA i)uciiitity of fud conMiEncd. Like 
the Vestal fire at Rome lii the old days, the fire of Si, 
lingit htirned urUhIn a eirtubr enclosure tnade of mtake^ 
and brushwocni, atid no m^ile might set root inside the fcnccL 
The nuns wtirc allowetj to fan the fire or blow U u|i wixh Nin ^ 
bctloivs, but they migtit not Wow on it with their breath.* 
Similarly it is said that the Raikan Slavs vrill upe bbw with 
their mouths on the holy fire of Llie domestje hearth;" a 
Brahman is forbidden to blow a fire with hit mouth ;" and 
among the Pamecs the pnesis have lo wear a vdt over tlirir 
mouth leal they ahntdd defile llte sacred fire by their btcalh.^ 

The euatom of mamiaming a pcrtjcttutl fire was noi pietmhar ouir prr« 
to Kildare, hut seem^ to have been common irt lT^lr.r.J.fofE^;;:3JJ2’ 
the native records shew that such fires were kept up in 
several motiasterlcst in each of which a small church or 
oratory was let apart far the purpose.

Vesta, with iho oak ; for at Kildare her Christian natnc*alce^

^ her church under an oak-tree^ which cxbted till tlic lesitli 
mk-ivpcHi century^ and gave ita name to ihe spot, Kildare ifl CrVA 
rfwm* “the church of ihc oak-tree-*** The "church of the 
oak'^ may vrcll have displaced a tempfe or sancttiar>' of the 
oak, where in Druidical days the holy Ktt ivTts fed, like the 
Vestal fin: at Rome, with the wood of the sacred trw- 
Ejvtrrrtui We may suapeet that a conversion of ttiis sort wai; often 
ofTeeted in Ireland by ihc early Christian mtssionarfes. The 
t^h in monasteries of Deity and Durrow^ founded by St Columbai 
imfc pim». lioth smmKi after the oak grovM amidst which they 
were bulk; and at I}ccry the saint spared the beautiful trees 
and strictly enjoins^d hrs stJCoes?H)rs to do the same, tn hb 
old sige« when lie liv'ed an exile on the shores of the bleak 
starrn'SVF'ept isle of lona^ his Ticart yearned to the home of 
his youth among the oak grovtis of Irtrloud^ and he gave

Far from ihe oafc? of Erin and the samfs iiLSt home VT rgift 
among the stormy Hebrides* a sacred fire has been 
tended by holy vlrgina^ with sLatdW rites and tn mnrcimcwffihf 
solemn fanes^ under the cquinoctEal line. The Incaa of j^'^ 
Pertij who dE^emed tbomscU'cs the etdidren of the Sun, 
procitred a new fire from their great father at the soistke 
m Jiijtc, our Mid^uinmcr Day. Tlicy kindled it by bolding 
towards the sun a hullo w minof, which re fleeted hk beams 
Oil a tinder of cotton wobL Rut if the sky happened to be 
Dvereast at the time, they made the new fire by rubbing two 
sticks against each other; and they looked upon it as a 
bud omen when tliey were obliged to do thisf^ for they said 
the Son must be angry with them, since he refused to kindle 
the Ikmc with his own hand The s^icred fire, however 
obtained* was deposited *l Cujco, tlic capital of Pem, in the 
tempk of the Sun, and al^io in a great convent of holy 
virgins, who gujoded il coreftilly throughout the year, and it 
wail an evil augury If they stiffered It to go cmi. Tlircsc 
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Virgins w-cre Tcgan^td iis the wives of Ulc Suti, iincJ they 
were boimd \q pcqjetual chaaiiiy. [f any of them pmvcft 
unfuithfiii lo her husliand ihn: Sun, she buried a1fvc^ like 
a Tinman Veitai, and her pnTamour was strangted. The 
reason for puriitifj her to death in this manner was pmb' 
Abfy^ as □! Koiue^ a tcluctunce to shed royal blood : (bf all 
fchcise virgins were of the royal family> being daughters of 
the Incas or of his kinamerL Besides tending the holy fire, 
Jbi!y bad to ^veav-e and jneske all tlie cloihes worn by the 
Inca and hia IcgiLimate wife^ to bake tbt bread that was 
nfTcined to thi* Sun at his gneat festivalst and to brew the 
Hvlnc which the Tnca and lus btnily dratik cm these occa* 
sions^ All the furniture of the convent^ down to the pots, 
pans, aiid jars^ were of gnhl and }ust aa in the tompTe 

of the Sun, iKcansc the VJtgtns were deemed to be hta wivei 
Aful they bad a goldcu ganJen, whuit: the very clods were 
of fine gold; wlierc golden tnaizc reared ds stalks^, leaves 
and oab< all of the precious metal; and wltere go!den 
shepherd^, with sllng^ and crooks of gold, iendc<! golden 
sheep and lambs,* The analtjgy of these virgin gtiardians 
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or the sacred name farniehes nn argument in favour of the 
i.ii;u- set foflli in vhc preceding pitgee i for if the l^cruvian 
VestaU were the bridei of the Sun, iiiny net Ihc Rt-rman 
VestalJi have bei?ti Uie bricfcs of the bltt:7 

On die summit of die great pyramidal temple at Mestien Vwijh 
ttt?o firo burned conlmUalty on stone heartha in ficint of 
[:hai>c)ji, and dreadful misfortunes were sup[XHied to toJIo^'. 
tbo fires wore PLUowfjd to go out. They were kepi up b>' S’uiziLniL. 
(rnests and tnaldctis, some of whom had taken a vow of per- 
]>elual vitginiiy. Put most of iheso girls seem to havescni'td 
only for a yew or more on Li I their marriage. They ofleted 
toeetisc to the idols, wove clotlis for ilic service of thcteiii(de, 
swept the sacred area, and haked the cakes which were pie- 
scMted to the god# but eaten hy their priests.

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VcsitaU initJtutocI by a princess, who acled as lady-suiicrbr 
and iwM deified after her death under the title of the Vir^a 
of I he hire. The mcmbcrsi cnrulicd themselves volmitarily 
either for Ufe or for a lerm of years, after which they might 
marry. Their duly was to tend the sacmJ fiit:, Uic emblem 
of the sun. If they brolcp their vow of chastity or allou'cd 
the lire to go out, they were sJiot to death wltlt arrow&^ 
Amongst the Ttaganda of Cenlml Africa there used to 

_ lie an order of Vestal Virgiria (Asdvi/jJ wlio wen; attached 

^ IK* to the temples of the goda Tbdr ilutics wete to keep the 
fire of the god burning all nighl, to see that there was » 
good supply of fireu'CHrd, and to watch ihac the suppliants 
did iiDt bring to the deity anything that was tabooed to 
him. These maldcni an* alto wid to have had charge of 
some of the vessels. Ai! of them were young girts; no 
man might touch tliem ; and wlieti they reached the age of 
puberty, the god ordered them to be given In maniagt 
The place of a girl who tJius vacated ofTicc had to be 
supplied by anotber girl taken fnjm the same

priest The parallel bctwecri the two priesthoods would be 
all the more remarkable if^ as some scholar* bold* the very 
names Brahman and Fla men are philologioally identical** 

As TO ihcEie Brahmanicnl fire-prlesta or Agnihutri^ are 
told tliai the number of them nowadays is v^ty limited, 
because the ceremonies involve heavy expenditure, and the 
rules which regulate them are \wy elaborate and ilifEcult* 
The ofleringof food to the fire at mcais faj indeed, one of the 
fi^^c daily duties of eveiy^ Brahman ; but the regular fire- 
service is the special duly of the Agnihotri. In order tliat 
he may be oorcmonially pure he is bound by certain obliga* 
ijoni not to travel or remain away front home for any long 
time; to sell nothing which Is prCKluced by himself or his 
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family; to pa/ lillEc at tension to worldly ttHkin; to ipfrAk 
the truth : to batho and ivor^hip the rkitie? iu the aflcmooft 
as well ^ in thfi morniiTii; and to jiacrlfioe to hig deceased 
ancostot# on the fifteenth of every ttionlh. He b not 
allowed to take footl at nighL He may not eat dkaUnc 
salt, meat, hootyi and inferior grain, 3 uch as some varieties 
of putee, millet, and ibe egg plaot He never wears ghoea 
nor alceps on a bed, btil always on the gvonnd. He is 
expected to keep awake most of the night and to study ihc 
SliAstras. He may have no congestion with, nor unholy 
thoughts n^rdmgp any woman but his wife ; and he must 
abstain fioni every other act that involves personal impurity** 
Witb these rules we may cauiparc some of the obligations 
laid on the Fluncn DiaU& In the old days, as wo saw, he 
was bound never to be absent froni his house lor a single 
night. He might not touch or even name raw meat, beans, 
ivy, and a she-goat; he might not eat leavened bread, nor 
touch a dead J»ily; and the feet of his bed bad always to 
be iineajtd with mud," This last rule seems to be a niJtlga- 
iton of an older custom of 3lec|img on tJie ground, a eitstoni 
which is still observetl by the fire-prleRt in India, as It was 
In antiquity by the priests ef ^us at Dodona." Similarly 
the priest of the old Prussian god i^ottimtjo was bound to 
sleep on the bare for three nights bssfom he sacrificed 

to the deity,* 

Every Agniliatrt has a separate nocm in his houiA where 
the sacred fire Is kept bunting In a imall pit of a cubit 
square. Should the fire chance to go Out, the priest mut:t 
get freah fire from another priest m procure il by the 
fricrion of fire-sticks (ariiwi). These comprise, first, a block 
of savti wood in which a small hole b 

made cmbTciiuttical of the female principle (jaJt/t jreni), 
second I an upright shaft which is made to revolv'C In the 
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hole of tlic block \yy ot a h^ijC- Tlsr poiiil In the 

drill where ihc h «ip[dkd U> cuu^it %n re valve h fill led 

r//iw jwwr. Two {>rtcst 3 Ittkc fj^rl in the ojier^tioii. IVefore 
the>* begin they ®ing a hymn in hatiour of the fire-god Agrit. 
When the Eire has been kindled they jjtftcc it in a copircr 
vessel and sprinkle it with poiA^dcTcd eow-diing. When it 
ifl well aHgbt^ they cover it with another copjjer vtsscl, 
3Lprcnkle it with dropa of watrr^ and sing another hymn in 
honour of Agnl. Finally* the new fire is consigned to the 
fin^pit* According to another description of the modern 
Indian firc^rilh the lower block is usually made of the hard 
ivt5od of the t^oi/rra or tree (Afi^ra raUc/tM), and it 


contains two shallow holes- In one of iheN; holes the 
rcvoldng drill works and produces sparks by fricrion ; the 
other hole contains tinder which is ignited by means of the 
sparks This latter hole is known as the the female 
organ of generation:. The upper or revolving portion of the 
dJiJl h called the firamaitfAa. It consists of a mund shaft 
of Jnirtl woolly with a spike of softer wood inserted in its 
lower cncL One priest causes the shaft ro revolver by 
pulling a ccjfd. wJulc another priest presses the spike down 
into the Imlc in the block by leaning haid upon a flat board 
placed Oil the top of the shafL The spike is generally 
made of the pcepnl or sacresl fig-tree When it has Iconic 
charred by friction* it is rcplacied by another,* According to 
one accotint, the fin= is made In thl4 fashion, not by two 
lirkstSp but by the Bmhman and his wife; ihe pulls the 
cord* while he boltb the borer in the hole and tecites the 
spells necessary for ihc pfoduclbn of the fire.* 

This practice of the itiiHleni Agnihotri or fi^pHest 
Indrn IS in gcncrat accord with the prccqjtt laid down in 
the ancient sacred books of his reHgton* For these direct 
that the upt^er or male stick of the fiie-drill should be 
of the sacred fig*tiee (n/m/Mrf), and the lower or female 
stick of ji.Tjvif wood ; and th^y draw' out

^cred figj-trec which grew as a ixinistle on & samt or female 
tree- The reason for thb prefemnee is obviotis lo the 
primitive mincL A parasite clasping a tree with itif tendrils 
is conceived a man emhnicing a woman, hence a pair dT 
fine-sticks made from a pair of trees ihiis iniertaced wili 
natural ]y pckssess the power of proCieaiTng fine by frictmn in 
an unusually iiigli degree.'^ So completelyt fn the Hindoo 
mind, does tile proecs.^ of making lim by friction blend with 
the union of the human sexe^ that It is aetuatly employed 
as part of a chaiiu to procure male ortspring* Such a con- 
fusion of thought hdps us to understarijd the part played by 
the domestic fire in the riltmJ of marthige and biilb as wdl 
a» in die iegends of the miraculutii origin ol tJJc Latin 
king^* la ancient India the male and the female fire^stick 
wenc identified vriih KJiig Purttravas and the nymph Urva-sl, 
whose loves anil kutowi formed the theme of a bcauHful 
rale* 
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like the Ancient Jnfl(Aru^ the Greeks seem ttr have thctinzi* 
pfcfcnci tlmt erne of the two Hre-iticks sh-rjuld U? matle from 
n panw^itk or creeping ptanL They recommenced ihsit thenu^w 
borer pf i^uf fire-tlrii! liihould be made of Uuiet and the bOtifid 
of ivy or another imsepe^ apparently a hind of wHd viffe*i^“Wff 
which grew like ivy upon trees; but in pmettee both ihc^^ 
borer and lire board were 6 Of 0 cdme« made of other woqcIb, 
amoi^i; which buck thorn, tire ever^nren Oakland the Jirne are 
particularly m^nttunetL' When we consider the analog^' 
the Irtdistn preference for a borer made from a paTnaitc, and 
remember how deeply Txx>tcd in the primitive mind [s thc tiii# 
coinparifon of the friction of the fife-$tlck$ to the union 
of the sexes, we shiill hardly doubt that the Greeks orlRinsdly 
cho^ the ivy or wild vine for a ^re^stkk fmm motives of 
the son which led the Hindoos to select ihu wpod of * 

|>araaitic fig-tree for the same pwrpost But while the 
llindoos Eogardod the parasiie as mate and the tree to which 
it clune as fenaafe. the Greeks of Tbeoplirasttta’s time seem 
to !iavc inverted this conception, isioce they recommended 
that ihe boards which plays the part of the feinaJc in the 
fire-drill, should be made of Ivy or another creeper^ whereas 
I lie borer# wjjich necessarily jtjpnacnls tJre inale^ was lo be 
[aslviDncd out of iaurcL Tlik would imply that the Ivy was 
a female artEl tire laurel a male. Yet fa Gorek^ oes the con¬ 
trary, the Word for ivy ts masculine, and tire plant was 
Idcatificd RiythologECutly with the male god Dionysus;* 
whereas the woid for Uurel is feminine and ihc tree was 
IdciUified with a nympho Hceicc wc may CDiiiccture that al 
first the Greeks, like the Hindoos^ ftgarcled the diitgirtg 
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cfcc^KT as the rwJc anil the tree which it ombraeHftl as the 
r«nnte, and that of old, therefon:, tlwy nude llie borer of the 
fite-dnll out of ivy tnd the board oot of laurel If thw was 
so, iljfi reasons wluch ted tticm to reverse the usage eaii only 
be guessed aL Perhaps practical convenience had a share 
hi bringing about the change. For the laurel is, as the late 
Professor M.Marsljall Ward kindly inforroed roe, a harder wood 
than the Ivy, and to judge (^twrel. though not univcreBl, 
practice most people find it easier to make fire by the 
friction of a hard, barer on a soft board than by rubbing a 
hard baud with a soft poinL This, ihcrcfore, would bo a 
reason for making (he borer of laurel and the board of ivy. If 
such a change took plaixin the history of the Greek fire-drilt, 
it would be an interesUiig example of supemtition modified, if 
not vamjutahfd, utility in the struggle for existenee.

about with ihetn- If they go in the morning to the 
plantation they carry a haTf-bumt brand from their hearth 
ill order to kfndlc a fire at the corner of the plantation. II 
they go Oft a tongru" ^umey into the nioiintains, they Bgain 
take fire witli tlicm for the purpose of smoking since their 
cigars, wrapped In green leaves eotiiinually go out. On 
sea voyage Utey usually keep glowing coals in a half* 
broken j>ot partly filled with earth. The people who remain 
behind In the villtige ticwf forget to keep up the fire,** 
They rejieatcdly told him that they had orten to go to other 
vill.'^es to fetch fire when the fires In all the huts of their 
own village had chanced to go out. Yet the same traveller 
tells us that the mountain tribes of this part of New Guinea, 
such AS the Hnglam-Mana and Ticngum'^faiiu, know how 
to mpke fire by friction. They paittaily cleave a log of dry 
tvrxxi with a stone axe and tlicti dmw a stout cord, forincd 
of a split creeper, rapidly to aiuf fro in the deft, till Dt*®rks 
fly out and set fire to a tinder of dry coco-nut rihfea.' It is 
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odd (hat (he iJeople of the coa-it should not haw learnedTt***tt. 
tbi» mode of producine ncighbnnts In the 

mouauina. The RiwHaii cxplurw^ ohMfvatioiw, Iiowever, 
have been eonfirraetl by Gentinn writen. One of tbenh a q,avni| 
Mf. HoiTtnann, says of these people : “ In every house <are«« 
is Iflkeii tJiat fire bum# day and night on the lieirth, For 
tills purpose they choose n kind of wood which bums slowly, 
but glimmers for a long time and retains its glow. When 
a man 8cl3 out on a journey or goes to tlw field he has 
always a gUromcfing brand with him. If he wishes to make 
fire, he waves the smouldering wood to and fro till It biirAts 
into A glow " On frequented iinlhs, crossways, and so forth, 
you may often flee tranlts of trees lying which have been 
friled for (he purpose of being ignited and furnishing fire to 
passers biy. Such trees coniinue to smoulder for weeks. 
SlmiJarly the dwarf tribes of Central Africa “ do not know 
bow to kindle a fire quickly, and in order to get one readily 
at any moment they keep the burning trunks of fallen trees 
in Mitable spots, and watch over tlicir preservation like the 
Vestal* of old.’** It seems to be at least doubtful whether 
these dwarfs of the vast anti gluomy equatorial forests are 
acquainted with the art of making fire al all A German 
traveller observes that the cart which they Uke to preserve 
fire ts extremely remarknblt It appears, be uyfl, 
the pygmies, as other traveller* have rejKJrtcd, do not now 
how to kindle fire by rubbing sticks againit each oihw- 
Ukc tlw Wambuba of the forest, in leaving a camp, (hey lake 
with them a thick glowing brand, and earn,' it, often for hours, 
in order to light a fins at tlicir next halting place, _ 

Whether Or not tribo ignorant of the means of male ng 
fire liave survived to modem times, it acenu likely mat man¬ 
kind Jiosresscd and used fire long before they learned how to

of the world.^ Other people, perhaps, iimcured fire frtitn 
voieariofcg, the lava af whieb will,, under favourable circum¬ 
stance remain hot enough to kindle shavinp of wooil year^ 
oTtcf an eruption has taken placc*^ Others again may have 
lit tbdr first &re at the jets of inflammaUe gas which spring 
from tiic ground in various parts of the world* notably at 
liaku on die Caspmtip where the dames bum day and night, 
suiniticf and winter, to a height of fifteen or twenty feet," It 
b harder to conjecture how* man first learned the great 
secret of making fire by friction!. The discover)^ was porhapi 
made by jungle or fortwt racei, who saw dry b;imboos or 
branches thus ignited by rubbing agaifwt each other lu a 
high wind Fires are sometimes started in IhiS way in the 
forusii of New Zealand* ti has nbo been ^uggc^teii Uiat 
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sawgcs may tuive ftccidciitAlly elicited a Unme for the fits! 
time in the ptocesi of chipping tlintf over dry mossi or boring, 
holes with hard sticks, in soR wood-* 

But even when the art of Hre-makrns ha« been acquirwl, 
the process ilsdf li » iBbotiuns that many savages keep fire b„ 
dways baming rTither than be at the trouble of CNtracling 
by friction. This, for exampk, was true of the roving „ , 
Austraiian aborigines before they obtained matches from vim 
whites. On their wandering* they carried about with them 
pieces of smouldering bark or cones of the ^nksia ^ 
wherewith to kindle tbeir camp firea* The duty o ns 
transporting fire from one place to another s«ms cornmmily 
to have fallen to the women, ” A stick, a piece of dccayni 
wood, or more often the brautiful seed-stem of the Bimk«ia. 
bItEbied at the fire the woman is Iwiviiis; aiid from her 
bag, which, tu cl.imp weather, she would keep filled with ^ 
eonc*. or from matcriats collected in tlw: fpreit, she woo^ 
easily, during her journey, preserve the fire got at tivc la 
encampment."* Aoolhcf writer tells us ,

ctiotmpmcriL'* * VVilh thetn^ as with the Austialians, it was 
the speci^tl task of the women to koeji the fire-brand alijjht 
And to dairy ft from place to plaee,^ Wheu the nsUvcs of 
Materbert, off Neu- Brftaki, are on. a voyage they carry fire 
with tl5cm- For this purpose they press BOme of ilie soft 
fibrous husk of the ripe coco-nut into a cdco-nul shell, anti 
theft pUde a red'bot cjftber In the middle of it, Thta will 
smoulder for tlircc or four days, and from ii they obtain a 
light for thdr fires wlwrever they may land.' The Toly^ 
nesiacu miide fire by the friction of wood, rubbing ^ score in 
a board with a shafp-pointed stick lill the dust so produceil 
kimlled into sparks^ which were caught in a tinder of tlry 
leaves or gmss. While they rubbed, they chariLcd a pra>'er 
or hymn till the fire appear^ Out in wet weather the task 
of fire-making was laborious, so at such tinier ihc nath'c^ 
tuuatly can'll fire about w-ith thcfn in order to avoid 
the iroubte of kitidllag il* The Fuegians make fire by 
striking two Jumps of iron pyrites together and letting 
the sparks fall on birds' down or on dry niasi^i which 
scHi'es as tinder. But mthcr than be at the i^ftins of doing 
this they cany fire with thciri everywhere, both by sc;i and 
land, taking great care to prcYcnf its extinction.' The 
Cairigoa Indians of Faniguay make fire in tiic usual way by 
the fire-drill, hul to save UicmsctmeB trouble they keep fire 
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COiii^lafllly burning in then tiuts by means of grcut b|o«k$ of 
wood.' The Tndiat» of Guiana also produce fine by twirling f«^lU£Cli Jial 
the |joJot of one stick in the hole of another, but 'hey 
seldom need to resort to Ihb laboriotui process, for they keep Mim 
fire bkiniing In cverj’ bouse, arid on long journeys they 
usually carry a large piece of smouldcnng tiint»er in their 
canoes. Even in walking across the savannah an Indian 
will someliincs take a fire-brajid ivStb him.* Tlic Jaggas, a 
Han III tribe in the Kilimanjaro district nf hast Africa, keep 
up fire day and night in their buts on account of tticir 
cattle. If it goes out, the women fetch gtowing brands 
from a ueighbour's house; ihcae lhc>' carry wrapped up in 
batintia leaves. Thus they convey fire for great distances, 
sometimes the whole day long. Hence they seldom need 
to klndfc (ire, though the men can make it leadily b)* means 
of the fire-drill.* The tribes of British Central Africa also 
know liow to produce fire an this fashioti, hut they do not 
often pot their knowledge In pciclice. For iHcre is sure to 
be a burning brand On one or otlicr of the hearths of the 
village from w'bich a fire can be lit i and whcai men go on 
a journey they take smouldering slickl with them and uu^ 
the glowing wood rather than be at the trouble of making 
fire by friciioti.* in the huts of the Ibos on the lower Niger 
burning embers arc always kept and ne^icr allowed to gP 
Anti this is the regular practice among all lire 
of West Africa who have not yet obtained matches. If dw 
fire In a liotisc should go cm, a woman will run to u neigh¬ 
bour’s hut and fetch a burning stick ftoio the htarUi. Hence

Such a ctLStofiv we have seon^ has been observed by 
varicMUS pcoplczi;^ and it appcajrs to have prevailed univer^ly 
S*f* 2 ^r among all branches of the Aryans* Amobiiis Implicit that 
it was foinierly practised by the Romans, though jn hls Oivii

The mast natural spot to look for It 
would be tJic hearth of tlie head man of the vtlUgi^ who 
would come in time to be regarded aa resp^msiblc for Its 
maintenafiee. I'his h what seem? to have happened not 
onl}" amonE the Hercro of South Africa and the Latin 
peoples of Italy, Fiut aiao among the ancestors of the 
Greeks; fcir rn ancient Greece tlxe perpetual fire kept up in 
tivt Prytaucum, or towfi-hall, was at first apparently the fire 
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fin \bj^ king's kKurllL^ From thij? aunpEe origin may hAvc 
sprung the cusiona %v'blcli H varioua parts of tbc Madrid ^ 
aswcialei the maintcnaricc of a pfirpetuaJ fire with chiefly or 
n>)^t dignity. Thus It was a distiiiguislirng mark: of thetiiir

while he slept.* Amnng the Galtas the mamtcjiance of a 
perpetual fire^ even when it served no practical pnrposev t® a 
favourite itinde of naaerting high rank^ and tlie ehlets often 
indulge in it* The ChEiom^, a g;rand pontilfln the kingdom 
of Congo, of whom wc shall hear morie henrafter, kept up in 
his hut. day and night, a sacred fire^ of whfch he dispensed 
brands to such as came to aak for them and could pay for 
them, lie Is said to have done a good busines in fire, for 
t!xc infatuated people believed that it preaert^ them rrom 
many accidentsi.* Jh Uganda a pcqictuaj sacred fire, sup¬ 
posed to iiave come down to earth with ihe first man Kintu, 
is oiahitainud by a chiefs who is put to death if Ke sufftrs It 
to be exlingulahed- From this sacred firo the king's fire 
is lighted and kept constantly burning at the 
gate of the royal cncltMUune during the wJioIe of hia ixlgii* 
iJy day It hums in a small hut, but at nighi It h brought 
out and set in a EiiUe hole in the pound, where it biases 
brighlly till daybreak, whatever the weather may be.

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Kold that a cufitfim pnrvaflni (jF hindUng' a Brc the in- 
suguratfoD of a king and ktrrping it Mghl till hi^ dcritk* 
Among the Mucelb of Angola, whitn the king of Ambolfi or 
Sanga dies* all fines Jn the king^Jom arc cJitinguishcdL After- 
v^*ajTc!s the new king makes nexv fire by rubbing two sticks 
against each othcr^* Such n eusiom is probalily nothing 
more llian an extension of the practice of putting out a 
chiers own fire at Ills destth. Similarly^ w^ben a new Mnaui 
JatnwD* A great potentate In the Imerlor of Angola^ comes 
to the throne, one of lus Rrjit duties is to make a new' fire 
by the friction of wood, for the old fire may not be used.* 
Before ihc palace gate of tiie king of Siam there blima^ or 
wsfA to bum, a perpetual fire, which wan said to have been 
Jit from heaven willi t.\ fiery ball* 

jvrp<^u&i Among the Nalchci Indiaru of tlie lower MJ^sksippI a 
poqxrtuaJ fire, supjxaed to have tjc-i!:n brought down from 
tbc was inainUincd in a square temple wddeh islootJ 
beside tiic hut of ilie supreme chief of the natlotn ile btire 

■monfiiw the title of tile Great Sun. and believed iibhivlf to be a 
descendant or brother of the luminary his namesake. Every 
morning when the stm ro^e he blew three whilfs of hift pipe 
towards it, anil raising hii tinnda above his hcad^ and turning 
from east to west Ite marked out ihc course which the 
bright orb was to pursue in the sky» Tlic sacred fire in the 
tejiiple was fett with It^gs of walnut Of oak, and the greatcs^t 
care was ukeii to prevent lu extinction ; for such an event 
would have been thought lo put thu whole nation in jcnparfly. 
Eight men were apjiolnted to guard the fire* twp of whoro 
were b:iurrfl to be always on wutcii; and the Giefit Sun 
himself looketl to the maintenance of the firi; with anxious 
attention, If any of the gnanisnns of the fire failed Ip do 
hia duty, the rule was that he should be put to death. 
When the great chief died his bones were depositcd in the 
temple, along with the bones of many attendants who were 
stningied in order that their souls might wait upon him in 
the j^pirJt land. On such an occasioit the chier$ fire: was 
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extltigiilsh«il, anil I Ilia wha the Jiignal fnr putting oul ull Uie 
mhcr fires in the country, Evciy village had alas Its own 
Icinpte in which a perpetual fire was inatmained under the 
guardian nht]) of a iutbordtnate chief. The.ie Icsaer clueffi 
aba bum the title of Sun^, but acknOwlcHged the stipreittftcy 
of the head chief, the Great Sun. All of thcnc Suns were sup¬ 
posed to be descended from a mnn and woman who had come 
dow'n from the luminary from which they took their names. 

There were female Suns as well as male Suns, but they might 
not inarty among thoinselvcs; they had always to mate with a 
woman or a ma n of lower rank. Their «obi ii ly was transm itted 
in tiic maternal line; that is, the diildren oi a female Sun,both 
SUM and daughters, were Suns, but the children of a male 
Sun were not. ITcnce a chief was never succeeded by hUown 
son, but always by the son cither of hissbter or of his nesrdt 
female relation. The NatchcJ knew how to produce 5 re 
by m win « of the fire-drill: but if the sacred fire in the temple 
went out, they relit it, not by the friction of w(»d, but by a 
brand brought from another temple or from a tree which had 
been ignited by Ughlning; In these customs of the N'atchci 
we hare clearly fire-wofslilp and sun-woiship of the same 
gcncmJ type whieJt meets iw again at a higher state of evolution 
among the Incas of Pmi. Both seta of customs probably sprang 
originally from the perpetual fire on tlic diiefs domestic hearth. 

When a perpetual fire ims Ihus become a symbol 
rtiyiiliy, it is natural that it riiotild be carried before the cuesiuj 
king Of chief on the mareh. Among Uw Indians of 
MlssJaaippi a lighted toreh used to be home in front of a 
chief, and no commoner would tlare to walk between a chief 
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rim ttttti hi$ t<»rch-bcuivr.^ A ^cn:d Jirc, $iippctii£fl to hAV£ 
tIesccndHi from h^vcn, was curried In a brazier beftire ihe 
inhL<ik«n4 Fentian kings^* and the custom was adopted as a badge of 
imperial dignitj^ by later Romafi eiripcTOrSw* The practice 
appeam to have been etpecialfy ohsm^cd in time of war. 
AmongTst the Ovambu of South Africa the chief appoints a 
general to lead the army to battle^ and next to the general the 
greatest officer is he who carries a firc-brund at the head of 
itii: warriors If the fire goes out on the march^ lE ts an evil 
omen and the army beats a retreat/ When the king of 
Monomotapa^ or rknomotapa, was at war^ a sacitrd fire was 
kept burning perpetually fn a hut near his tent* In old 
days it is said that the klrig of Momtxusa in East Africa 
coLiJd put an aimy of eighty thoui^nd men hi the field. On 
the march his guards were preceded by men carrying fire/ 
High above the tent of Alcscander Lhe Great hung a fiery 
cresset on a pole* and ** the flame of it was seen by nighty 
and the smoke hfv dayp*^'" When Sp^trtan long was about 
to lead an army abroad he first sacrificed at home to ^ieus 
iJifC Ijcader, Tlicn a man called the firc-bcurcf took fire 
from the albtif and matched wilh It at the head of ibc troops 
to the frontier. Tliertr the king again sacrificcil to Zeus 
anti Atiiena, and Jf the omens were favourablep He eroased 
the border, preceded by the fire from tise sacrifices, which 
tlicnccfcrth led the way and might not lx; quenclictL To 
perform such sacrifices the kiaig always rose very early in 
the momingp while it was still dark, in order to get the ear 
of the god before the enemy could forcsttall hhu.* 

A custom of maintaining a fire during a king^smigti and 
extinguishing it at his deathpCven if it did not originate in a

a brand plucked from the fire on the licartb. belongs to the 
same class of ideas, which will be examined at large m * 
later tiart of tliis work. Wherever a SMperstition of this sort 
gathered round the king’s hearth, it Is obvious that he w'ou 
lie moved to watch over the fire with tcdoiiblct! vigiMnee. 

On a certain day the Vestai VifBlnB at Rome used to go to 
the King of the Sacred Hites, the successor of tlw oW 
Roman kings, and say to him, « Watefacat thou. O King?

custom of putting out the king’s fire at his decease may in 
its origin have been nothiitg mure than this, liut u'hcn itie 
fire on Uic king’s hearth came to be viewed as bound up fn 
a mysterious fjuhfon with bis life, it would naturally be 
MUnguished at hb death, not to spare his (luttering gJiost 
the risk and pain of fiiiJmg into it, but because, as a sort of 
life-lokcti or cxlcmal soul, it too must die at his death and 
be bom again from the holy inec. At all events. It seems 
probable that whenever and from wliatever eau.se it became 
necessary to rdrindlc the royal and sacred fire by tlic friction 
of wooit, the openition was performed jointly by Uic kirsg 
and the VestaU, one or more of whom may have been tifs 
daughters or ihc daughters of his prodecesor.

If wc Eicce[it as aiitlicncic the list of the ThrI m ni 
AlbdTi kings, we can only eoflcliidc thni the tcingdom wai 
hereditary in the male tine, the son regularly rticceciling his »=«'■> 
father on ihe lluofic.’ But this Hst. If It » not. as Niebuhr 
held, a late and clumsy fabrication, has somewhat the appear- 
ance of an elastic cord which anclimt hiatoriatiiatretchetl in ,„|jK4iiii« 
order to link Aeneas to Komulus’ Yet it would be rash 
to set these name? M'hciUy aside us a chronok^cal 
gap deliberately foisted in by later annalists. In early 
iitortaicbic.<!, before the invention of writing, timUtion rs 
rcmarkiibly retentive of the names of kings. The Baganda 
of Central Africa, for example, fcmcmber the names of more 
than thirty of ihclf kings In an unbroken chain of twenty- 
two generation*.^ Kven the nccurrctioe of foreign names 
amung the Alban kings fs not of Itself sufSektit to eon- 
denin I he list as a foTgery; for. as T shall shew presently, 
thi* feature t* explicable by a rule of descent which appears 
to have provaitod in many aneicnl tnonareliies, including thol 
of Rome. Ikfhap* the mosrt we can say for the history of 
the Alban kings is that their nanwa may be genuine, 
and that some general feat ores of the nwnsithy, together 
with a few event* whicli happened to strike the populsi- 
imagination, may have survived in the memory of I lie 
people till they found their way into written Wrtofj*. But 
no dependence can be placed either on the alleged years o 
their re^ns. or on the heredita^’ prineiple which Is osiuujed 
to have connected each king witli hiii predcoesflof. 

When WC come to the list of the Roman kings we are 
on much Armor, though still slippery ground. According

looseness of life in the royal family or to a apcciai rtJftxa- 
tion of mond rotes on certain occasions, when men and 
women rmerted for a Bcason to the ticcnce of an earlier a^ 
” Such Saturnalias are not tincommon at some stages of s<^l 
evolution. In our own countty traces of them long survived 
In the practices of May Day and Whitsuntide, if not c( 
Christmas. Children bom of the more or tern promiseuou* 
Intercourse which characterises festivals of this kind would 
naturally be faihered on the god to whom the particular 
festival was dedicated. 

Tbfl In this ccmneslon it may npl be wilhout aignificancc 

that a festival of jollity and drunkenness was cclcbmiod by 
Mwr' tlie plebeians and slaves at Rome on Mldsumincr Day, 
festival wns specially associated with the firc' 
horn King Servius Tullitu, being held in honour of Fortuflft, 
the goddess who loved Servius as Egcrift loved Numa. 
The popular menymakinga at this season ineimled foot- 
mces anti boat-aces : the Tiber was gay with HowTer- 
^n^therd boats, In ivbicb young folk quJiffing wfne. 
The festh-al appears to have been a sort of Midsummer 
TnJihii. Sjituraalia answcrtng to the real Satumatia which fell at 
Midwmlcr. In inndcm Europe, as we shall kam laier on, 
the great Midsumtner festival has been above all a fHCStival 
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of lovers luid of fire; one of its principal fealiiit;* is 
pairing of sweethearts, who leap over the bonfires harnl in 
hand or throw flowers across the flames to each irtbw. 

And many omens of love and tnorriage arc drawn from ibe 
flowers which bloom at this mystic season, U is the time 
of Ihc roscA and of love. Yet the innocenca:; and bcsilty of 
«idt festivals in mmleni times ought not to blind us to the 
likdihood that In earlier days they were marked by coa^r 
features^ which were probably of the essence of tire ntcs. 
Indeed, among the rude Esllionian peasaintry these fcalurw 
seem to have iitigcrcd down to out own generation, if not to 
the pTesfUit day, One other feature m the Roman cel^ 
bration of Midsummer deserves to be spcciafly notia'd. 

The custom of towing in flower-dcckenl boats on the over 
on this day proves ilml it was to some extent a water 
festival; and, as wb shall learn later on, water has always, 
down to modem tlm», played a consplciiou* part in tlie 
rites of Midsummer Day, which explains why the Chdreli. 
in throwing its cloals over the old headren fesUvaJ, chose to 
dedicate it 10 St John the Baptist* 

The hypalhcsis tliat the Latin kings may have been 
begotten at an aonual festival of love is necessarily a mere 
eenfeclure, though the traditional With of Numa on the^' 
festival of the Parilia, when sbcphenl* Ica^d across the kom*» 
spring bonfires.* as Invera leap across the Midsummer Mill' itlfl 
may perhaps be thought to lend it a £imt colour of prohabihly, |^i« 
tint it is ipjito possible that the uncerluinty as to tbeir^^^ 
fathers may not have arisen till long aft« the dcalh of t 
kings, when their figures began to melt away into tlie^^j 
cioiidland of fable, assUinlMg fhntastic shapes and gorgeoiuf e«Mi 
colouring as they passed from earth to heaven. If they 
were alien {mmlgraiiljs, stranger* and pilgrims in the land 
they ruled over, it would be natural enough that the people 
should forget tlwir lineage, and forgetting h should 
them with another, which made «p in lustre what u lacked 
in tniib. The final apotheosis, which represented the king*

matci What lealtjr mflUtJsrs fe ihnt the woy^ ittock, on 
which the prosperity sfid even the exiitence of the people ia 
supposed to depend^ should be perpctuaied tn a vigofoui 
and efficient form, and fnr thb putpEssc it is nece^aiy^ ihs-t 
the women of the n&ytJil family ^ould he^ child fen in 
men who are physically and mentally according to the 
standard of early society, to dlschjirge the important duty of 
proeiealioiv Thus the personal qualities of the kings ni 
tills singe pf social cvolutipii are deemed of Vital imporlanict. 
Tf iliey^ like Ihch consorts, an: of royal and divine descent* 
so much the better : but it is not essential that they diotild 
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in The hypothesis which wc have been Jed to frame of the 

rule of succession to the Lstin kingship will be confirmed 
Urfim by fttmlogy if we can shew that elsewhere, under a 
tystem of female kinship, the patcmlty of the kings ia a 
*™S!! matter of indiflfcrencc—nay, that men whn nre bom 

may, like Servius Tullius, marry royal princesses and be 
Wat's raided to the throire. Now tills is true of the Tsld-spcak- 
^1*** jng peoples of the Gold Const in West Africa. Fhns 
iT]fui>ni. jjf Aihantee. where the kingdom descends in the female 
line to the king;* brothers ami afterwards to the sons of his 
sister in preference to his own son.*, the siitera of the reign¬ 
ing monarch are free to marry or Intrigue with wlloro llicy 
please, provided only that their husband or lover be a very 
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WJiil Imnd+oow man, in onJ«r that the ki^s wham 
fu: beget* may be men of finer presence than ihdr subjects. 

It matters nut how low may be the rank and position 
of the king's fatlier. If tlie king’s sistera. iiowevcr, have no 
sons, the throne witi pass to the king's own son, and falting a 
son, to the chief vassal or the chief sJave. tint in ilic Fantcc 
country the principal 5la%'e auccceris to the eschution of the 
son. So little regard U paid l»y these people to the lineage, 
especially tlie paternal liiusage, ofthch kings,’ Yet Ashaiitee 
has attalricfd a barbaric dvilisation as Iitgh iierhap# as ituU 
of any negro state, and probably not at all Inferior to that 
of the petty Latin kingdoms at the dawn of history. 

h trace of a similar stale of thtngH appears to survive in 
Uganda, another great African monardiy. For tlwrc thc,,ai*^< 
tjticcn dowager and the queen swlcr arc. or ''■ere, nllowcd 
to have as many htishands aa they clioose, without going 
thrrmgh any marriage censmony. "Of there two women It 
is commonly said all Uganda is tlwir husband ; they appear 
to be fond of change, only living with a man for a few days 
and then Inviting some one else to take his plnce." We arc 
reminded of the legends of the lustful queen Semirarois, ond 
the likenesa may he more than auiierficial. Vet these women 
are not allowed, under pnio of death, to bear ehildrrt): h^ 
they praedac aborlioti,* liedt ihe licence and the prohibition 
may be explained if we suppose that formctly the kitigd^^ 
deseeiidcd, as it still does in Ashantec, first to the king s 
bfotUcTs and next to the »ii* of his sisters. For in that 
the next heirs to the llirono wniiH be the sons of the kings 
mother and of his sisters, and there wonien mlglit accord¬ 
ingly be sUowed, as the king’s sisters still are allowed in 
Ashantce, to mate with any liandsome tnen who took Ihdr 
liiticy, in order that their offspring might be of regal port 
But when the line of descent was changed from the fetnak 
to the male line, in other words, when the kings were 
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sticcccttcd by their ts&UE Tnatcaii of by their hmthers or their 
slsloV &on%. Then, rhe klng'« moljicr niTd his sisters wmsild 
be forbidden to bear eldldreii lest the descent of the 
crown to the kitig^s own diildren should be endangered by 
The cxlsteticc of rivals who, accnnlfng to tlic old law of the 
kingdom, had a belter tight the throne. We fnay sur* 
mist that tht pmetice of putticiB the Uing^s brothers to 
death al tlie beginning of his telgn, which survived till 
Uganda under ETlgUsh protectionwaj instituted at 

the same ifme the prohibition of child-bearing bid on ilie 
king's mother and sisters. The one custom got rid of csist- 
irig rivala; the otlicf prevented them ftom l^eitig bam. That 
the kingship in Uganda wa» formerly tmn.^nillcd In the 
fcinak line ia strongly itidicalcd by the rule lhat the kings 
and the rest of the royal family take thdr tolcii« frenn tlu^fr 
mothers, whcnsis all the other pcopk of tlw countij* gel 
their totems from their fathers* 

inTcsfifo In Loango the btood royal is traced iti the female linc^ 
JhT'ir^ and here also the princijases are free to choo^ and divorce 
»T<i i* iheir husbands at pleasnTOj and 10 cohnhit at the same time 
with other men. These husbands are near] y a I ways plebeians, 
Uq*. ill* for princcB and princesses, who arc very nurntrous and fonii 
a ruling caste In the country', may not miny each other. The 
rtiiraiiir Iqi (jf 2 , prince oonsort is not a happy nne» for he h rather the 
slave and prisoner lhan the mate of his rnlperious princess. 
In marrying her he engages never more to look nl a woman 
wtwmi* iluring the whole time he cohabits with his royal spouse 
When he goes out he is |ireoKtcd by guards who drive aw^y 
all females from the toad where be b to pass. If ia spite of 
these precautions he should by Jll-luck cast hb eyes on a 
woinan^ the princess may have his head chopped off, and 
commonly exercises; or used to exercise^ the right* I'hb 
^rt of Ubertinbm^ su^tamed by power, often carries the 
princesses lo the greatest excesses* and norhiug iai so ntiich 
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(frcadiCti as Hicir angcf. No wonder lliat comraoncfs fn 
avoid the hotrour of a royal alliance. Only l^oor 
and cinbarri^ACti nicn seek h as a pmti&cLion against thetr 
crediiara and All Lht children of ^.uch a man by 

such a wife ane princes and princc^s^s^ and any one of tbe 
[ifinccs may in time be choacci king; for in Loango the 
crown is not licrediiary but clcciiviL* Thus it would seem 
that the father of Uic King of Loango h nearly always a 
plebeian, and ofteii little belter lhan a slave. 

Near the Chamber! river, which falls into Lake Ikn-SJlfwiJir 
gwcolo in Central Africa* there ht a small state governed by 
A queen who belongs to the reigning fiimlEy of Llbcniba, m 
She hear* Uie title of Mafn/ufft^r‘ or Mother of Kings, 

The [ifivilcges attached to this dignity are numerous- The 
most singiilar la thnt the queens may choose for themselves 
tlasir hniband sunong the coniroon people The chiMcn 
man beociues jjrincc-t^nsott without filmriug In the adinm- 
istratfon of affatrsL Hr Is hound to leave every^thkg to 
follow his and often but little accommodatiiig spoiL%e. 

To shew that in these houschuldd the rights are mverted 
and that a man may be chauged into a w^oitian, the queen 
taka the title of AUnwur and her husband that of 
Afadam^r * 

At Athens, as at RomCi we find traces of siiccessicm 
to the throne by marriage with a royal prinecjs; for two ,bnuBi oi 
of ibt mo?tt ancient kings of Athens, namely Cbcrops and 
AinphictyonK ate said to have inarried the daughter ofwAtot 
their predecessofs,* 'Vhh traditiofi u confirmed by the 
evidence, which I shall adduce pmscntly, that at Athens 
male kinship was preceded by female kinship. 
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wnhOiit TiirlJitr, if 1 am rielil in sujipotm}' Uial in anei«« 
Latium the royal famiKc# kent their daiightm at noiltc anil 
iSkbi*- sent forth tiicir sona to marry priticcMCa and rrigo among 
people, it will follow that the male dflsccnfliinti 
ih?™" would reign in successive generations orcr dlfrenait kingdoms, 
^nowt. Nou-this s«ms to have happenfti both in ancient Greece 
and In aticfcnt Sweden; from which we may legitimately 
fi^ infer that it was a cuatom practised by more than one 
branch of the Aiyaii stock in Europe. Take, for instance, 
the gTcat house of Acacus, lire grandfather of Achilles and 
Ajax. Acacus himself icigtred In Aegitia, but h!a daseend- 
dT t!* miilv justly observed, ** from (he beginning went 

' forth to other huida." ‘ His son Telamon migrutwl to the 
***““ island of SalamK married tlic king's daughter, and reigned 
over the eouTitiy. ^ TclamonV son Tcuccr, in his turn, 
migrated lo Cyprus, wedded liic king's daughter, and suc¬ 
ceeded Ids father-in-law on the tiironc,* Again, Feleus, 
mother son of Aeaciu, qaltted bis native (and and went 
away to Phthia in Thessaly, wliom be received ihe liand of 
tltc king'* daughter, and with her a third of the kingdom.* 
Of Achillea, the son of Pcleus, at are told that in his youth 
he was «nt to (hi: court of ’Lyeomedes, King of Styroa. 
where he got one of the pnnccjscs with child.* The tradf- 
tion seems to shew that Achillea followed the custoin of Ids 
family irt fceking hi* fortune in a foreign land. His son 
Nccrptolcmus, after him, went away to Epirus, where he 
settled and bccaine the ancestor of the kings of the ccmnlry.* 
uienncms Again, Tydeui waa a »n of Oencua, the King of 
^[^“''Calydon in .Aetolia, but He went to Atgo* and married the 
king’s daughter.^ His son Dloiaode migrated to Daunia in 
itaty. where he helped the king in a war with hi* encmits, 
receiving as hia reward the king’s daughter In marriage and 
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j3flr* of the kingdom.* As another cxumplt! wo mny lake 
ihe Tamily of the Fclopidaep whose tragic fortune# the Greek 
pocLa never ivearicMi of ectelratlng. Thdr uncestDr was 
TanUttis, King of Stpytus in Asia Minori But hU son 
Fclops passed into Grecce, won Hlppodamla, the daughter 
of the King of Tisa, tn the hnnous chnriot-race, and suc¬ 
ceeded his fathcr-m-bw oij the throne* IJis son Atrrus 
did not remain in Fisa, hut migrated 10 Mycenae, of which 
he became king;* and in the next gcncmiion Mcnelaus, 
son of Aliens, w^ent to Sparta^ where he marnct! Helen, the 
king^s daughter^ and him^lf reigned over the country.* 
Farther^ it is veiy notabie thal^ according to the old lyric 
poets, Agamemiiciri Kiius^lf^ the cider brother of Mciiclaiifi^ 
reigned not at Mycenae but in Lacedaemon, ihe native land 
of Ills wife Clytnemneslra, and that lie was buried at 
Atnyclae, the ^dent capital of the country* 

Various reasons arc assigned by ancient Greek writert Th™ 
for these mlgrattons of the princes. A common one us Ihiit 
the ting'a aon had been banished for inurdcr. This would 
cxplafn very woll why lie fled his own land, but it is no ^ ^ 
reason ai all why he ihoirld become king of another. We 
may suspect that such reasons arc aftertlimigiits devised by 
writers wtio, accustomed to the rule that a ion should 
succeed to hh fathcr'i projicfly bthI kingdom, were hard put 
to it to account for so many traditions of klngs^ mortis who 
quilted rhe land of their birth to reign over a foreign 
kingdom- 

In Scafidlnavum tradition we meet with ti^ces of timtlar 
custgm& Fer vi'e read of da ughte rV bus hands who received 
a share of the kingdoms of ihclr royal fathersdn-bw, even 
when these fathers-ln-law had sons of ihdr own ; in paj^ laainwaL 
tiijuJai'^ during the five generafinns which preceded Harold 
the Fair-haired, male members of the Vngtingoj famtlyr 
which b said to have come from Sweden^ are repotted in 
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the t^t iVifTTp^gii^ff fCmgs to 

obUincd at lesLsi $i]<£ prtrtHlrTOi^ in Nonv^y by inurrlagc witli 
the daughterly of The local fcmgi.' 

Thus it vcw\d seem that among some Aryan fjeoplca^ 
at a certain stage* of tlieir mcLal tfvolutton, it has been 
cmstoinaiy to rej^ard wofnen and not ine]i ^ the channeis in 
Mi'hieh foyal blood flowSi, and Jo bestow the kingdom in each 
successive generation on a man of anotlier fantUyn “Jid often 
of another country^ who marries one of the princesses and 
reigTLS over hi^ wife's poople^ A comttion type of popidar 
tale> which relates how' an ad venturer, coming to a slrange 
1and> wins the hand of the king's daughter anrl with her the 
half or tilt whole of ihe tcingdofrii may wdl be a reminiscence 
of a real cusioitl’ 

Where usages and idca.^ of this sort prevallp It Is obvious 
th^LL the kingship is merely an appanage of marriage with a 
woman of ihc blood royals The old Dnulsh hisTorian Saxo 
Grammaticiis puts this view of the kingship very dearly in 
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itw nouth of I!«TnuinnIe, a legendary quwtn of Scoilwid.iiji^i 
and her statement is all the more significant bceause. w 
sliall see presently. U reflects the actual practice of the PicUsL * 
kings. •* Indeed ahc w** a queen" says ilcmHilrude, “and 
but that her sesf gainsaid it. might be deemed a king ; nay 
(and this is yet truer), whomscievtf she thought worthy of 
lior Iwd was at once a king, and slic yielded her kingdom 
whh iicrsclf. Thus her sw^iUe and her hand went togeihw." ‘ 
Wherever n custom of this mrt is observed, a man tuay clearly 
iLcqiiirc the kingdom just as well bj- tnsnying the widow as 
the daughter of hb (wetlecessor. This i» what Aegisthtu 
ilid ftl Mycenae, and tvlwil Hamlet's uncle Feng and Hamlets 
successor Wiglet did in Denmark ; att three slew their prt- 
Jecessoi's, married tlieir widows, and then at peacefully on 
the throne.® The tame suhini'.sion of the people to their 
rule would Ik intcHtgiblc, if they rcBarcled the assassins, in 
spile of Ihctr Crime, as the lawful occupants of the throne 
by reason of their marriage with the widowed qiiirens. 
Similarly, Oyges murdered Candatiles, King, of Lydia, 
inairied his queen, and reigned over the country,' Nor wasTh^ 
thU the only instiince of such a succession in the history of 
LyiUa, The wife of King Cadys conspired against tib lift 
with her naramour Sperm us, and though her husband miuai 
recovered from the dose of poison which she administe^ 
to him, he died soon afterwards, and the adulterer married 
his teman and aueceeded to the throne,' Thi^ casts eKcite 
■ suspicion that in the royal house of Lydia descent wa* 
tnresd in the female line, and the suspicion is strengthened 
by the IqpmdBty chameter of Qmphalc. the ancestress of 
the dynasty. For she is represented as a tnasculmc but 
dissolute queen of the Semiramia type, who n^rc male 
attire and put bU her favoured lovers to death, while on the 
other hand her Gonsorrt Hcreuics was her purchased slave, 
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Thw was tttaicd with intUgnll/, anti went aliout dressed 

* womanJ Thia plamly implies that live queen was 

a far mnre powerful aiwl rmpfirtant per^nage ihsn the 
as would naturally liappcn wbeievcr It la the 
•«“ queen who conferf r^J^alty on her consort at marriage 
liir^Lead of fccciving tl from him. The story that ahe 
pit/iiiturcd ih .: daiighLcraof live Lydlaru to their male slaves ■ 
b of a pLtce wtili the tradition that she lier^lf rnarried 
her 4 bve llerculcJL It may mean little monc than tiiAt 
the Lydians were indiRcront to paterniiy* and that the 
children of free wo men by staves tanked aa free. Such an 
indiRerence to faihcrhoodi coupled wSrti the anoient accaunts 
of the loo-" morakofthe Lydian igirUi who were aeciistomed 
to cam ^ dowry t^y prostitulifm ’ h a mark of the system 
of female kinshipv Hence we may eonjecturt that 
Hc^odolus was wrong in saying tlmt from Hctmiles to 
Caadautes the crow^n of Lydia had descended fur twenty- 
twu gcneraiiorts from rather to soil* The old mode ol 
trLirisitiittIng the crown qf Lydifl, through women pTobnbly 
did not cod with Candautes, At least we are told that hb 
murderer and successor Gyges^ Kke HctcuIcj, the mythicaJ 
founder of the dynasty, gave himself ond his kingdom into 
the hands of the woman he Tcn'cdi and that when she died 
he collsjctcd all the slaves from ilie country round about and 
raised in her momory a mound so lofty that It could Ese 
seen from every part of the Lydian plain^ and for eenlurlc^ 
after was knov/n ai Lire iTarlofs Tomb.* 
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When Canute the tJanc Ivad been ackiiow^ledgcd King ol 
England^ he married Eminn, the widow of tdf predecessor 


Ethel rerh wisoac throne he had o^'ertuerjed and whu?e 
cbllJfen he had driven into exilu The marrutge has not 
unnaiuraJIy puziled the hbiorian^ Tor Emma was much

cwir jeert her hefon; sht became his briile* All, lifjlwcvet', 
faecoines plain if. as ihe cases of Feng and Wiglet seem 
10 shew, it was an old Danish custom that matTfage with 
a king's widow carried the kingdorn with it as a moltcr 
irf right Tti Ihnt caw the young, but prudctit Canute 
fimrricil the mature widow merely out of policy in order to 
clinch, according to Danlith notions, by a legal tnc»s«w hto 
elnlm to that crown which he hnd alreiuly won for hunseir 
by the sword.' Among the Saxons and their near Kinsitien 
the Vaiinl it nppear* to have been * regular custom for tiie 
new king to iniirTy his stejimolher. Thus ItcnnCgbclus 
King of the Vnrini, on Ills deathbed enjoined hb sort Radjgis 
in wed hb stcpoiothcr in aKotdaiice with thrir aniMlral 
uractiot. and his Iriiuntllon was obeyed* EdhaW, King of 
Kent, roamed his stepmother after the death of hb fatlwr 
; * awitJ ^ nintli ccntttrjf Emeioiiili 

King of the West Saxons, tvedded Judith, the widow of 
his father Ethclwull* Such marriages are tniclltgiwc 
if we sUplMJse that old Saxoti as as old Danish Uw 
gave the kingdom to him who marred the late kings 


To the view that the right to the Ut.n kmpih.p wa 
derived from women and not from men, it may bo objected ^ 
that the syalem of female kin.^lup or mtrthcr-km -s mk^n 
among the Aryans.* and that even if faint trac^ of it may 
be m« witir dsmvhcrc. the last place m tire world where 
should look for it would be liomc, the stronghold of the 
^itriarehaJ family. To meet this objection H is 
to point to some facta whtcb apjjcar to be undoubted 
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survivula among Atyati people* of a custom of inctng 
Jcscciit Ihroitgli the mother only- 

|ti Attica tradition ran that of old the women were the 
Copjiticjn properly of the men. who coupied with iliein lilie 
benaU, so Uiat while cver>* one knew hia mother, nobody 
knew M'lio his fallier vriw, Thia syatem of sexual ocmt- 
tnwilsfit was abolished by Cccrops, the first King of Athe^ia, 
who introduced individual marriage in its place.* Little 
weight could be ultaehcd to this tradition, if it were not 
supported to a certain extent by ihe Attic usage which 
always allowed a inan to marry his half-sister by the same 
father but not Ids half-sister by the same mother* Such a 
rule seem 4 dearly to be a idic of a time wlien kinship was 
counted only ibmugb women. Again, the Eplzephyrian 
Locrians in Italy traced all ancestrai distinction in tlic 
female, not the mile line. AmonE them the nohfes were 
tlie riiemhed of the huuilied houses from wliom wore chosen 
by lot the muldens to be sent to Troy.* For tn order, it it 
said, to expiate the sacrilege cotmnined by the Locrian Ajax 
when he violated CassandiB in the sanctuary of Athcnii at 
Troy, the cities of Locri* used annually to send to tlie 
Trojan goddess two maidens, whom tlie Tropma skw, and, 
burning their bodies on (he wocul of certain trees wMcli bore 
na fruit, threw tlie aabes into tlie sea. If the maidens con¬ 
trived to escape they took tefuge in the sanctuary of Alhcna, 
whidi they thenedbrtU swept and wa.shcd, never quitting it 
except at ijight, find always gmng bateibot, shorn, and clad 
in a diigle ganneiii. The custom is said to have been 
observed for a thousand years down 10 the fourth century 
befoTt our en.* Among the IjocrJans, as elsewhere the 
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system of female l^lrtship would aeem tt> l»ve gone hand ia 
hand with divsohne inorala; for there le reason to think 
that of old the Locrianfi. like llic Lyiltan# and Armcinsns, 
had been wont m ptostitLie ihdr daughters lieforc raarrpnge, 
ihoagh in later timo the cwtom Fell into ahcyanct' The 
Cantabrians of Spain aeem also 10 Have had mothcr-kin ; 
for among them tl was the tiatighlers who inhcrrieil proper^ 
and who portioned out (hdr brothers in iDarnagc. Apui. 
the ancient Germans deemed the lie between a nuio and his 
sister's children as close w that between a father and his 
children: indeed some tcsaoled the bond as even closer and 
more sacred, and thcrcfoTC in eKacling hostages they chore 
the cliildtcn of a man's shier mther than his own thildrcti, 
believing that this ga^ne them a firmer hold on the fittmly. 
The superiority thus assigned to the matemat uncle over the 
fothcr is an infallible mark of motiitr^kiti, cither prcKn! 
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the Iflw gAS^ 3 deddoJ pfcrct^ncc tfl ihc rcftiale dvcf the 
male Ibe; tlmuthc first per^n enthlrd to cbim the money 
w+w the eldcit .wn of the n-tdow's syiterJ 

It h a moot pohii whetlicf tlic Pitots of Scotkisid bc- 
btt^ed lo the AryAS% famdy or flot;* but among thfin the 
kingdom was ctrtTiiiily ImnsniittcU throiifjh women, t^cidc 
telU m that down to hi* i>vim time, in tluc ijarly part of the 
eighth cert Ilf f>% wltcnevcr * doubt arose aj to the aticcesaion, 
the Pfctt chose their king from the female rather than Lbc 
male line** Hi* sts^iemeot is amply eonfirmfti by historical 
evidence. For we poiicsi a list of the Picrtiab kings and 
their ffllhcfs whkh drawn up in the reign of Cenned, 
King nf tin: Scots, towards dte end of the tenth ccriluiy: 
aofJi for the period from the year 583 to the year 840 the 
regTst^^r is authentfeated by tlie Triih Annali of Ttgemacli 
and Ulster. Now, it h signiGeaiit that in thii lisi the fathers 
of the kings arc never tiictnaclves kingi; In olhcr wordS| no 
king wajs succeeded on the ihrofie by his son. Furrher, if 
we mny jurige by their names, the fathm of the Pidtiih 
kings were not PEcts but foreigners—men of Irish, Cymrit^ 
or English race. The infctence from these facti scemvtci bc 
that nmong the Ficts the royal family was exogammis, and 
that the ciTiwn dc^mled fn the female line; in oiher words, 
that the princesses nnimed men of another elan or even of 
atiolhcr race, and that their issue by these strangers sat on 
the throne^ whether they succeeded in a prescribed order 
according to birth, or whether they were efected from among 
the sons of princesses^ as the ivords of Be<lc might be taken 
to iinpt>\'*

Yet 
apparently in Etruria, as elsewhere, this aj-sten) of relation¬ 
ship was combined with a real indiirercnec to fatherhood and 
with the dissolute morals which that indifTcicnce ttnpllca; for 
Etruiiean girls wt:r« wont to earn a dowry by proslituLlon.* 
tn these customs tin? Etrujcan* resembled tlic Lydiaits, and 
the similarity eoitfirtns 1 lie eoniiimfi opinion of antiquity, which 
modem historlani haw tCfO lightly set aside, tliat Uic Etius- 
cans were of Lydian origin.' However that may be. In con¬ 
sidering the veitlges of moilicr-kin amone ihc Latins, we 
shall do well to bear in mind tliat the same archaic mode of 
tracing dewent appear^ to have prewaiicd among the rtetgh* 
bnuring Etruscana, who not only exercised a powerful influence 
on Rome; but gave her two, if not three, of Iter kings.*

For royalty, like religion, is esseniUlly conwrvaiivc; it 
ellflgs to old forms and old eustoint la’hidi have long 
vanished from ordinary life. Thus in Uganda iwsons ot 
royal blood still inherit ihcir totems from their mother*, 
wldfe other people Enherit them from their lathers. So In 
Denmark and Scandinavia, as. we have seen, the kingdom 
wouJd appear la haw been trunsmlttcd dirough wnmen long 
after the family name and property b-id become Iwreditary 
In the male line among the people. Sometimes the dilTer- 
ence in enstom between kings and commonera ii proUibly 
based rather on a distinction of nice than on varying degfOOS 
of i piT^rtsa : for a dynasty Is often fl family of alien 
origin who hive imposed their rule on their subjects by forec 
of°amta, aa Ihe Normans did on the Saxons, and the 
bnwaiMi Manchua on the Chinese. More rarely, perhaps, tt tnay 
• wmitiwf- happened that from motive* of policy or superstition a 
oanqueting tribe has loft a tiominal klngahip to the members 
, trf the old royal house Such a concession woottl bo most 
iikiUy lobe maUc where the functions of the king were rather 
rcll^ous than civil, and where the prosperity of the country 
nfai wa.s supposed to depend on the maintenance of the estab- 
lished relations between the ixsople and the gods of the bml. 
In tlwt case the new-Coioet*> knmving not how to appease 
and conciliate thnst strange deittst. might be glad to let the 
priestly kings of the eonnucred race pcTform the quaint rites 
and mumble the venerable spells, which had been found to 
answer their purpose time out of mind.’ In a ooiiimon' 
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Vk«alib like the Rcnian. formed hy (be tiiikiii of dlffctent tou 
stocks, the roywl family might thus ticiong dlliei' lo the ena- 
qucfoi^ or to the contiucitd t I" other words, eiihcr to dte 
pauictans or to ibc plebeian*. Hut if we teave out ofndjbroi 
acCGHfit Komulm and Tatius, who arc more or less Ic^ndory 
figures, and the two Tamuins. who cume of a noble iitruscun imr^ bem 
bon-'fc. ati the ether Komnn kings ap^r from their name* 
to have been men of plebeian, not patriaan, fwnlJlei.' Hence 
It seems probable thai they belonged to the indigenous mcc, 
wlto may have retained mother'kin, at least in the royal 
succession, after they bad submUted to iiucailers who kiteur 
father-kin oiiTj’. 

Tf that was so, U confirms the view that the old Koman 
kingship was essentially a religious office; for the eon- 
queron tvouid be much more neady to leave an office of this 
sort in the hands of the conquered than a kiiigaldp of the * 
type with which wc am familiar, “ Let these puppets,** they 
might think, " render to the gods their dues, while we^ nils oa puH. 
tlic people in peace and lead iliem in war.** Of web priesdy 
kings Nunia was the type, Hut not all of his successorsn* AaA™ 
were willinp to model themscKcs on bis saintly figure and, 
nrjecUiig tbu pomps and vanitiBs of earth, to devote 
thcinselvw to communion with heaven. Some were men of ^ 
strong will and warlike temper, who could not brook the 
dull routine of the cloister. They longed to cxchUngE the 
ilillnEsa and gloom of the temple or the sacred grrivc for the 
sunshrUCi the dust, and the tumult of the battlefield. Such 
men broke bounds, and when they threatened to get enm- 
plctely out of hand and turn the tables on the |i:»tr»dans, it 
^ time that the?y shouJti go. This, we may coiijtcturc, 
was the real meaning of the abolition of the kingship at 
Koine. It put an end la Hjc nolcmn pretence that the slate 
was stilt ruled by the aikdent owium* of the soil: it took the 
shallow of |)owcf from Utcm and gave It to those who had 
long po«ci«d the suhslanca The ghost of the monarchy 
had tKguii lo ifalk and grow ImnbTcMOic: the revolution 
laid it for centuricis.

In tlw later times of Rome it was held that the custom 
had been fur the people to elect the kings and for the senate 
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to ratify the election.^ But u e may suspect, with Mommsen,

mM™ electing the otmauli The maBistrales who, uniicr the 
j*w i^r republic, fcpreKntetl the kings most eTostly were the dictator 
<Jc«^ « and the King of the Sacred Rit«, and iidther of these was 
elMletl by the people. Both were nominaled, the ilictntor 
t***' by the cuusut, and the King of the Saerwi Riles by the 
chief pontif.^ Accordingly it seems probahtc that under 
the monarchy the kittg was riotninaied either by bis pre¬ 
decessor or, failing that, by a« interim king {infttTfje) cliosen 
from the senate.* Now if, as we have been linJ to think, an 
csitotiLia! claim to the throne whs coinnituted by marriage 
with a princess of the royal hoiisc. nothing could be more 
natiira] than tliat the king should choose bis successor, who 
would commonly be olw his son-in-law. If be had several 
sons-ln-law and tisd umilted to designate tlie one who 
was to reign after him. tl« election would be made by ills 
cnbslitutc. tho rnterim king.

liccause they are to be the fathers of future kings. Among 
the Kthiopians in .iniiqnity. as among the Asbanices and 
many othv Afiican tribes to this day, the crown pa.secd in 
the female line to the son of the king's aster, but if there 
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w<w no iiteh hdr they cHnw the hufidiOtnisst nnd itioat vaUant 
tiiuti 10 reign OMf theJD.'

suitors and nailed their heads to his house, tlie ruins ol 
ttldch were shewn at Olympia down to the second century 
ofoiireri The bcKlIes of tl»c suitors were buried under a 
JtiPy itiOiindfflnd it is said ttiat in former days Bacrifires were 
ufaered to tlicin yearly* When Fclops came to win the Hand 
of llipjjoiJaroja, he bribed die chanou:er of Ocnomaus not to 
put tiic pitTJ. into the wheeb of the king's chaHor. So 
UonomaJis wm thrown frain ttic C5tr and dragged by his 
lioracs 10 dcatlL But some say he was despatched by 
Pelojis recording fco the oracle. Anyhow* he died, and 
l^c[o|is married Jrlippodomia and succeeded to tiic kJngdeni.^ 
The grave of Ocnojoaiia was sliown ut Oiympbi ; it was a 
tiKuiihl of earth errelcwcd with sLoiies.* I iere. too. precincts 
wcfd deiUcated to i'elops and f IIppodamEai In which sacrifices 
were o-ffered to thciti annually} sbe victim presdiitcil to 
relti[js was a black ram, whose blood was poured Into a pit* 
Otller Imditbns were ctirreiit in antiquity of princcssw who 
were offcfcd in marriage to tire fleetest riimier and won by 
iht victor in llie race. Thus learius at Sparta set the wooers 
of Jui daughter Pcncte]>e to run a race ; Ulysses won and 
wedded her- Hb fathcf-in-lavr is ^id to have tr^ed to 
induce him to take up hl^ abode in Sparta ; which seems to 
shew that [f Uly^es liad accepted the invilation lie waidd 
ha%e inherited the kingdom through his wjfe*^ So^ iw, 
the Libyan King Antaeus pluetl his beautiful daughter 
tiarce or Akets ihe end of the racecourse ; her many 
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rvofaic auicorSi both Libyan*, and |orei]frie«, ran (o (<cr aa ttic 
goiti, and AlciitajniiSt whu touched her first, gained Iw in 
ntiirriage:* Danaiia, aiw, at Argp* is said to have jtalloncd 
hfs many daughters at the goat, and the runner who 
reached tliem first had first choice of the niaidens.* 
Somewhat dificrent from these traditions is the story of 
Atalanle, for in it the wooers are said to haw conteiidot], 
not with each other, but with ific coy maiden herself in a 
fixit'cacei She slew her vanquished suitors and Itung up 
tlieif heads in the mcecoursc, till Hippomcnes gained the 
race and her hand by throwing down the golden apples 
which she stooped to pick ujv* 

These traditions may very wejl rcffect a real cusloin pfoiniuma 
racing for a bride, for such a custom Kppeans to have pro- 
vailed among various peoples, though in ptaclice it has 
dcgcneraled into a men; form or pretence. Thus “ there Is ^,„J| 
one race, called the ’ Ij>ve Chaae.* which rnny he cotisidered aimwU 
a part of the form of mairiage among the Kitghici In thi* 
the bride, ormctl with a iortnidaWe whip, mounts a fleet 
Iiorse, and is pursued by all the young men who make any 
pretensions to her hand.

But when he was grown old and hU strength 
had (ailed, be set two of the wooers, by nainc Dry as and 
Clitus, to fight each other for the kingdom and the hand of 
the princess: The combat was to take place in chariots, but 
the princes*, bcitig in love with CHlUS, bribed hU rival's 
charioteer to put no pins in the wheels of hU cUuriot i so 
Dryas came to the ground, and Clilus slew him and niarricfl 
the king's daughter.* The tale agrees closely with tliat of 
Pclops and Hlppodamfa. BoUt alories prohably contain, in 
a Ic^cntfary form, remlniaccnccs of a real custom. Within Wl^ 
hisioricat times Clistbenea, tyrant of Sicyon, made P'*^**’-skjw:' 
proclamation at the Olympian games that he touW give 
daughter Agariste iti marriage to tjiat suitor who, during 
year's trial, should approve himself the beat. So many«M«i*«». 
young men who prided themselves on their pej^ns and on 
their lineage assembled at Sicyon from all parts of the 
Greek world The tyrant had a raoecoursc and a wrestling 
school made on purpose for them, and there he put them 
through their paces. Of all the suitors none pleased him so 
much as Hippoclides, the handsotncsl and rich at man of 
Athens, a scion of the old princely house of Cypsdia. And 
when the year was up and the day had come on which the 
award was to be made, the tyrant sacriliccd a hundred oxen 
and entertained the suitors and all the people of Sicyon at a 
splendid baiiqucL Dinner being over, the wine went round

rtttnit have fallen on the real king.^ If that Ls so^ ive may 
Infer that the [)art of the god Saturn, who wa^ eotnniunly 
spoken of as a king* was fomieily played at the SAtitmalia 
by the Human king himself,. And a tnoe of die Sn^cd 
.^larriage may |ierhap$ lie Jcteeijud in the licence accurtled lo 
the human representatives of Satum^a licence whichi if I am 
right, is strictly analnyoui? to the old orgies of May Day and 
oiltej* slmikii' festivals. It ih to \it obstrv^ that Saturn waas^urb 
the god the acfd, and the Saluntihha the festival of sowing 
Indd in Dmmba'^’* wljen the autuirm sowing ovnr and the -n^ jNe 
liusbatiilmau ^ve himself up to a season of jollity after 
long labours of summer and autiimrn^ On the principles ofofmHn# 
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]}otncN 2 opntliic mftgic notluiij could bt- mure ruiiural tJian thj&t, 
wliCMi the la^ litid been ccimmitted lit the ibe 

marrUge of th4 p<ivri^ of i.'Cgiitutioii thauld be aiimiluted by 
thdr hninan rcpfcientativca for tJu; purpose of syinpatltotically 
quickening the iseed, Irt no lime could be mim suit¬ 
able for the OE^tcbratiuri of the Sacred Marrlnge. We have 
«cii as a matter of fact that the^oHVing of the seed has often 
been accompanied by sexual orgies with the expre^ jnlentiort 
of r^iencby promoting the growth of the crop% At all events 
the view that the King"# Flight at Rome was a mitigation of 
an dd custom of putting him to death at the ciid of a year's 
termre of office, is confirided by the practice of annuity 
slaying a human rcpncscntativc of the divine king Saturn, 
which aufrived in some parts of the Roman empire, though 
rtot at Rome itself, down to ChnstisTi times, 
irutw Laiin ITiis theory would throw light on some dark passages in 
EitMtaTit legends of the Roman kingship, such as the obscuife and 
iSttfaT births of certain kings and thdr mystErious ends, 

bmisf ihE If the sacred marnag^ took place at a li^mious festival 
like the Saturnalia, when slaves were temporarily granted 
the privileges of freemen,* It might well be ibat the paternity 
children begotten al this iimc, including tliose of the 
RwuntB. royal family, was a ns alter of uncertjaJtity ; nay, It might be 
known that the king or queen liad offspring by a slave. 
Such offspring of a roy^d fatiier and a dave mother, or of 
tnofchcr and a slave father, would rank aa priTbcc;i and 
irmit priisceascs according as male Or female kinship prev^aited 
LTnder a systiyn of male kinship the union of the king with 
a sTlive Woman would give birth to a Servius TullhiSp and, 
according to one Irmditiorit lo a Romulus. If fimiale kinship 
prevailed In the royal family, ai wc have seen re^uion to ^iup- 
pose. It is possible that the stories of the birth of Romulus aiwJ 
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Serviud Injtti Ht&^e is it iftler inver^on ct tlic facts, 

mill Uuii what rcaily happcuetl wa* tint some of the olil 
were begotten by slave fathers on royal princc&seS 
at the tcstival of tlie Salnrnatta. TIic dJaapj^amni^e of 
foinalc kinship woulil aufifce to account fitr the warping of the 
tiatlttlari. All that was ilistinctly trmcinlKred would tx: that 
sotne of the kings had had a staw for one of their parents; 
and people living under a system of psitemal descent would 
fuituraliy conctude that tlw slave parent of a king eould only 
be the mother, since aeeoniing to tlieir ideas no son of a 
slave father otHild be of royal blood and sit on the throne,^ 

Again, if I am right {n supposing that in vciy cai'ty ttw riohsi 
timti the olil'I^tln kings personatrd a god and were 
rcgufurly put lo death m tliM; character, wq ciid better 
undei^t^nd the crtystCTT^iu or violcrit end^ to which w rniiny 
of thofii arc ^id to have come. Too much stress should 
nal, ho'H'c^^, be laid on such legends, for in a turbulent state 
of society hings^ like coininoncrsT arc npt to be knocked 
oil the heatt for much sounder reason-^ than a claim to 
divimty. Srilljt b worth while to note that Romntus b ^id Dmiai^f

certain remarkable liberties. They dressed up as free women «w»Wii*i 
in I he attire of mat rtma and maids, and in this guise theyf^^'^' 
went forth from the city, scolTed and Jeered ot ah whom 
they metp md engaged amoiig tJicmiKlvcs ta a tight, Striking 
and throwing stones at each otbia-, Moreover, they feasied 
under a wild fig-tree, made use of a rod cut from the tree 
for a cojtairt purpoisc, perhaps to beat each ot^le^ wjth^ and 
oflfcrcd the milky Juice of tlifj tree in sacrifice to Juno 
Caproiina, whose natne appeom lo ificon eiUm the goddes* 
of tbe gout (ed/r/^ ^ 'he goddess of the wdld fig-tiee^ for 
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The Rom^ina called * wild Rg-ltw a fioal*fie 
Hence ihe day was cJ!cd the CaJ^mtifiae after the 

animal or the txec. The festival waa not peculiar to Home, 
but was held by wtHTien throughout L^tlujn.^ It can hardly 
be dissociated from a custom which was observed by ancient 
huslMmdroen at this season. They fftughl to fcrtiiise the 
tig-lrccs or ri|>ca the figs by hanging strings of fruit from a 
wild fig-trw among the boughs. The practice appears to 
be very old. It has been employetl in Greece both in 
ancient and modern times, and Roman writers often refer 
to it Fallndtus reootiJmends the solstice in June, that is 
MiiJsummiW Day, ss the best time for the opemtiott; 
ColumeUn [wefert July.* tn Sicily at the present day the 
opcratioti is performed either on Midsummer Day (the 
festivai of Sl John the Baptist) or in the early days of July;* 
in Motwcco and North AfiicA gcticfally it takes placw 
gtt Mhhiumuwr Day.* Tim wiki fig-tree is a male and 
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the cultlvutcd fig*tree is Ji remnle, ^nd the fertilisation 
is cITcctcii by insects, which nre engcndercfi in the fruit 
of ihc mule tree and tjoiivtsy the polten to the bSossom 
of the feinaie* Thus the pUeinj^ of wild figs, iaden with 
pollen and itisecte, among tlse boiighs of the ctilttvated flg- 
Lree is, lllte thcartifictai fbrdlmtion of the date-palm.* areal 
marringe of tJic trees, and iL may wdl ha^'e been r&gardcsd 
aa siicli by the peasants of antiquity long !>efore the true 
theory of tlie process was discovered. Now ihe fig b an [qipwi- 
imiwlaiU article of diet in eotintnes bordering on 
McdllerniJlcan. In Palestsne> for examplep the fruit li not, mn 
ns with us. tnci^ly an ngrceablc luxur^\ but h caicn daily

They relate that a baiskct of fiys ivaa oflered to the 
prophet MohamtBed* and when lie had eaten one he lade 
htfi comrades do the same, saying, ^ Truly, if I were to say 
that any fruit had come down from Faradise^ 3 would say it 
of the Hence it would be natural that a process 

sup(so«jcd lo be cssemtiat to ihe tlpcning of so favourite a 
fruit sJiould be the occasion of a popular fc^tnial* We may 
su^fjcct that Lhc license allowed to slave women on ihLa day 
fonned part of nn ancient Saturnalia, nt which the Soom 
bcUavioui of men and women was mpposod to secure the 
fertilguttiop of the 6j;-tre« by lioinoeopathetJc magic. 

But it Is possible and indeed probable that the fettHisa* 
tlou was beUeved to be mutual; In other wordSp it may have 
tjccfi tmftgiried, ilim wUlk the women caused the fig-tree to 
bcpir fruit, tkvc tree In its turn caused them to l^ar cbildrcm 
This conjecture is confirmed by a remarkable African parailcL 
The Akikuyu of British East Africa attribute to the wild Eg- 
Uta fiB 11 ^ ^ power of fert niiJng barftai women* Fof this purpose 
ihey apply the whhe sap or tidlk to various parts of the body 
of the would'bc mciher; then, havHnB Bacrificed a goati they 
tie the woman to a wild fig-irec with long stripi cut from the 
inttfriides of the luieriEciat animal This scetn:!/' wuitn Mr. 
C W. Hoblfiy,, who reitorts tlie custom, " to be a case of the 
tree Tnarrfflgc of IndiiL I fancy there Is an idea of <™:inonial 
^Skijii M the snoesttaJ spirits which are said to Inhabit 

certsh of theso fig-trees ] in fact it supports the Kamba idea 
of the spiritual hnsbanda.''" The bellefin spiritual hufihands, 
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10 which Mr^ Hoblcsr btiu briefly ref^fn, i* ^ follows, Thi: 
Akjimh-'^ ot BrsN’sh East Africii Imagine rliat tiu/y mirricd 
woman it at the same time thcrU'ife of a living man ititd also 
the wife of the spirit of ^mc dcpArtcd Atiixalor (L^fArar}. 
Hicy arc finnly conviiiccil that iht fertility of a wife dcpcjtds 
to a great extent on the atlenrions of het spiritual hu»baiid^ 
and if she does not conceive wllhiii six months after marriuHe 
they take it as a sign that her s^ndtaal hiisbanii is neglecting 
luCTj 60 ihey offer beet and kill a goat as a pfopiliatory 
ucrifice. If after ihni the woman still remains barten, they 
make a bigger feast and kill a bullock. On the other hortfl, 
if a wife IS found to be with child soon aftc^ marriage, they 
are glad and coriskter h a proof that ahe liiis foimd favour in 
the eyes of her ghostly husband. I^'urthcn they beflevyj that 
ut dcatli the human spirit quits the bodily frame -md takes 
up jlB abode In a wild fig-tre* (mwwAff); hrnce they build 
miniature huts ot the foot of those fig-trees whidi are thought 
to be hatinled by the souls of the dead, and they ia:rioclk:nlly 
iacrifice to these spirits-^ Accordingly, we may conJectUTO^ 
though we atu: not tuld^tliaL amongst ihc Akamba, as an;nng 
the Akikuyu, a baireu w^oman sometimes resorts to a wild fig- 
tree In onler to obtain a child, since she betievea that her 
spiritual ipouae haA bis abode fti the Lre& riic Akiktiyu dearly 
attribute a special power of rertdisation lo the milky lap of 
!he tree, since they aj^ply it to various parts of the woman 
who dcstnes to become a mother i perhaps they rcgsiTd it as 
the seed of the fig. Thi< may explain why the Rut^ii slave- 
wofnen oflefcd tite milky juice of the tree to Juuo Caproiina ; 
tljcy may have Ititcmled thereby to add to the fecundity of 
the mother goddeis* And we can icarceJy doubt that the 
rods which they cut from the wild fig^lree, for the ptirpose 
apparently of beating each other* were supposed to com¬ 
municate the gciterative virtue of the tree to ihe i^^onien who 
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were atnick bjf tbedu TTic Bagandiiof Central Africa appear 
to ascribe (o tlm wild ban ana-tree the aiiine power of removiiiij 
bartennoa wltlcb the AkJkuyu attrSbule to the wild fij* 
tree. For when a wife tias no child, »lic and her hnsilKuid 
will sowetimei nspif to * wild banina'iitsc and llicfe, 
standing oitc on each side uf the tree, partake of the male 
organa of a goal, the man caling the Sesh and diirking 
the soup and the wnmaii drinking the soup only. This 
Is believed to ensute conceplkin after tlie husband has gone 
in to his wife.’ Here again, as among the Aktfctiyo, we 
see that the fertilising virtue of the tree b reinforced by 
the fertilising virtue of the goat? and we can therefore 
better understand why the Riimans caJEeil the male wild 
fig-tree •* Bfui-fig" and why tlie Messenfarts dubbed it fimpJy 
" he-goat.'* 

The association of the death of Romulus with the fcativai 
of the wild fig-tree can hardly be aeddenlal* especially as 
he and his tvrin-brother Remus were said to have been 
suckled by the she-woif under a fig-tree, the famous jfiwr 
which was shewn in the forum as one of the 
sacred objects of Rome and received offerings of milk down to 
late limes.’ Indeed, some have gone so far both In ancient 
vid modent tunes as to derive the names of Romulus and 
Rome itselr from this fig-tree (JSatt Awwiwa/rV) ; If they are 
right, Romulus wa* “the fig-man* and Rome “ the fig-town-”* 
Re that u it (nay, the clue to the assoctatiori of Rotnulus 
with the fig b probably fiirnishcd by the old belief that 
the king is ntTponaiblcfor the fhiils of the entih and the rain 
from heaven. We may oonjectme that on Lliis principle the 
Roman king was mepected to make iltc fig-trees blossom and 
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I^ar afid that in order to dn $=0 Ihp miui|biemded 
the god of the fig-tree Miid went ihroBgli a rorm of :AtTcd 
jtuiTTi^gc, either with his qiieen or with a siave*wntnitfi, 
on the July day when the hushafidfneri resorted lo a 
fTiore efiitiicious tncans of prothicing the same result The 
ceremony of the sacred marriaire ncei! tiol have t>cen re* 

Airicied to a sh^gte day m the year. H may well have been 
repeated for many difTercnt crops and fruits. If the QaeCn 
of Athens was armuatly married to the gixl of the vine, 
why ahoutd not die King of Komc annunlly wedded 

the goddess of the fig ? 

IJut, jas we have seen, Romutus, the first kifig 
Rocne, is said to have perished on the day of diis festival 
of the fig, which, if our hypothesis Is cornst* was 
the day of Ids cajfemciniAl marriage to Ihc tree, 'I Jiat ic^iopnd i?f 
the real dale of hU death should tiave been preserved by W* 'iauit 
tradition Is very jmpmbabk; rather we may suppose 
til At t\vc reason for dating his death iud his marriage 
on tile ^inc day was drawn fmin sdnuc aricifint riliiat in 
whidt the two events wtre actually associated. But we 
have fltHl to a-sk, Why should die king's wedding^ay 
be ftifio the day of Ills dCiUh? Hic answer must tie 
deferred for the prewnL AU we need say now is that 
elite where the marriage of the divine king or Iniinan go<l 
has been regularly followed at a brief lnter%'al by Ills 
VfolenI end. For him. ^ hr others, dcadi offcji treads on 
ihe liccls of bve.' 
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Anottiv Koran n Wng who pcrUhoti by^ vtotrace 
TiitiuSt the S^ibine eoilcaguc of Romulut i» Mhi tlwit he

Jcsmlobed him with the sacrifidftl knives and spits which 
they had .niatchcd trom the attar.* The occasion ansi the 
maiitter of hi* dealh S«g 5 «t that the alaaghtcr may have 
been a sacrifice rather than an ass-isshiation. Agai^ 
Tuitu* iiostiUiis, the successor of Numa, was conimonty 
aid to have been killed by Ughtiiingjiut many hdd that 
he was iniirdered at tl« instigatkra of Ancus MaTcios, who 
reigned after him.’ Speaking of the more or less mythicsl 
Numa, the type of the pricaUy king. Plutarch observes that 
" his fame wa* enhanced by Hw fortunes of the later kings. 
For of the five who rdgiicd after him tlic last was deposod 
and ended his life h» exile, and of Uic remaining four not 
one died a nalitnil death ; for three of Uiem were aasasst^ 
aied ami TuUns Hoatililu was consumed b>' thunderboits.'* 
Tliis iinpUcs that King Anctis Marclus. as woU as TarquiiJ 
the Elder and Serviuj TnlUuj, perished liy the hand of an 
aasassiti. So other aneient historian, so far as 1 know, 
records this of Ancos Marcius, though one of them says tint 
the king “ was carried off by an untimely death.’* * Tarquin 
the Elder was stain by two murderers whom the sons of Ids 
predecessor, Ancus Marcius» had hinert to do the deed, 
Servius Tullius came by hi$ ctid in drcumstniicc* 
recall t|ie combat for lilt prieithcxxl of 
Ncml. lit! was attacked by Hia aucccssor and killed hi* 
orders, tJiough jiqe by hi* hand Mareoven he lived 
the oak groves ul the Bac|tiitlnc Hill -it the hoarl of tlie 
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Slope of VJfbiiiSp and It h(rrt, beside a sanctnury td 
DlliE^a, that he was sljUn.* 

Tiic« legends of the violent wids of the Roman k^ngsTUsne- 
fiuggost that the contest by which they gtained die 
may sometimes have licen a mojrtal combat rather than ahin|iiiip 
race. If that wet^ so, tlic analogy which we have traced 
tietween Rome and Nemi would be still At both b« 

places the sacred kings, the living reprcjsentatives of the god- 
hea<l, would thus be liable to suffer iJe|»sition and death at the «*>fl**- 
hand of any resolute man who could pro%e hin divine right 
to ilie holy office by the strong arm .ind the sharp suvoM. It 
would not be siu;prifllng if among tlie early Ijitiiis the claim to 
ihe kingdom should often have been settled by single comlmt; 
for down to historical times the UmbHans regularly aubmitted 
thdr private disputes to the ordeal of Ijatde, and he who 
cut hLs adversiiy's thnxtl was thotighl thereby to ha^« 
prtjved the justice of his cause beyond the reach of cavil.* 

Any one who remembers how^ m the forests of W^tphalia 
the yvm/mc/i/ R?t the modem civil law at defiance down 
into the eighteenth century, and how In the iiiainitains of 
Comica and Sardinia blood-inev^enge has persisted and per¬ 
sists to Our own days, will not wonder that hardly a century 
after the union of Italy Uic Rcmiiii legislation hud not yet 
succeeded in putting down the last relics of this ancient 
Italian or rather Indo-European mcxlc of doing justice In 
the nests of the ApennitiesL*" * 

A parallel to what 1 conceive to have becu the rule of the 
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Old Ijtin klfiRShip is fiimbhfti by a W«t African custom 
of to-day. When the Haliiango or knig of t^oargo, wito 
is deemed the rcpieseTitative of God on c^ih, has laeen 
elected, he has to take bb stsnd »t NkMttih\ a lanje tree 
near the entrance to his sacred ground. Hwe, encouraued 
by one of his ministera, he must fight all riwiU who present 
ihcmsdvcs to dispute his right to the ihrcmc.' Tiiis is one 
of the many instances in which the rites and legends of 
ancient Italy ant lltustraled by the practice of modern Africa- 
Simiiarly among Wte Banyoro of Cmitral Africa, whose 
king had to take bis life with his owti hand whenever bis 
health and slfotglh ttegan to fail, the sunscHion to the 
throne was dclermiitcd by a mortal combat among the 
daiinaiiis, who fought til! only one of them was left 
Even Jil England & relic of a similar qii5ttrrn surviv-cd tiU 
lately in tlie eoronatiou certmony, at which a champion 
used to throw down ids glove and chaileiige to mortal 
combat all who disputed tl« king’s right to the crown. The 
cerenirmy was wilfiessod by Fepys at tlie comiialiori of 
Charles the S«und.' 

b the foregobig etjqidiy we have found itason to sup¬ 
pose tlwl the Rornon kings personated (lOt oniy Jupiter the 
god of the mk, but Saturn the god of the seed and |icr- 
haps also the ^ of the fig-lree.

definitely. Hut imdition certainly t>crintit to the conctusiem 
ch^t in IjQtium aud perhaps In Italy (3ii^er;4Hy the seed- 
god SaiuiTi was an older deicy than the oak-ged Jupltefi/iasl 
3 ts in Greece Cronus appears to haw pnxerfed Zews. Ptf- 
haps Saturn and Cronus were the gods of an old indigenoui 
and agricultural people; while Jupiter and Zeus iftxrt tiae 
divinities of a ruder invading race» which swarmed dowit 
Into Italy and Groces ffom the forefits of central Europe* 
brioj^ng their wild woodland ddties to dwell in more fcrtlJc 
lands, under softer skiesi side by side with the giid$ of the 
corn and the vtpc, the olive and the fig. If that was so, 
wo may auppaae that befon: the irruption of these nofthem 
boirbatiatis the old kings of Greece and Italy /personated the 
gods of the fat Bold and fruitful orchard* and that it was 
not till after the conqitest that their sticccKmrA learned to 
prMO as the god of the verdant oak and the thundering Aky> 
However, ott iptcstions ao abseure we must be content to 
suspend Our judgment. It is unlikely that the students 
wajchdight wiU ever pierce the mtfits that bang over thew 
remote agea. All that we ma do Is to follow the lines of 
evidence backw'artl as far m they can be traced, till^ after 
gnawing fainter atul fainter* the}' ore l<»t altogether in the 
dorknesjL 
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In the coiinw* of the prwcdliif itivc^igAlion ¥^e found 
r^son to assume that ilw old Latin hings, like then- 
br<ihren in many of the wofld, cbaTged with 

certain rdigkvus dttties or umgieal funttimn^ amongst which 
the maintenaoge of the ferttlity of the earth held a principal 
place- By this 1 da not mean that they had to sw to ii 
only that the rfltn foil, and that the com grew and tree* 
put forth thrsT fruit in due mson. In those early dayii it 
hi probable that the ItaLEans were quite a^ much a pastoral 
as an agricuUliral people* or» in other words* that they 
depended for thdr aubaistence no lesa on their fbeka and 
herds than on ihdf fields and orchards. To provide their 
cattle with grass and ivater* to ensure their fecundity and 
the abundance of their milk, and lo guard them from tJie 
dcprtdatlotis of wild beasts, would be objects of the first 
importance with the shepherds and herdsmen wha^ accord¬ 
ing to tmdltloni founded Roraej* and the king) as the 
representatfve or cmboditncTii of the deityp would be ex* 
(iccted to do his part towards procuring these blessings for 
his people by the perfomiaatse of aiiered rites. The Greeks 
of ihc Jiorneric age, ^ we have seen, though t that the 
reign of a good king not only made the land to bear wheat 
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and barley, but also caiaed the floctes to niulUply and the 
sea to yield fislx'

accident tltat Rome is said to liavc been founded and

more pm^lile that both events were arbitrarily aasigned iD**f 
this date by the speculative antiquaries of a later age on 
the ground of "some a^ntued fitness or propriety In what 
did thb fitness or projiriaty consult ? TTic belief that the 
first Kcimaiis were shepherds and herdsmen would lie reason 
enough for suppoiring that Rome was founffcd on the day of 
the shepherds* festi^ith or even that the festival was Juftiitiilcii 
to commemorate the event.* But why slmutd Nnma be 
thought to have been bom on that day of alt days ? 
Perhaps It was because the old saEied kings, of whom he 
was the iiiEKlel, had to play an im[)ortint put in the cetc- 
monies of the day- The birthdays of the gods were 
celebrated by festivals; * the kings were divine m* semi- 
divine ; it would be naturali tberefoiet that their Ulrtb* 
daya should be identified with high feasts and hc!lida>'i 


Whctlser this was so or not^ the rcstrraJ of the Parifia 
presents so many fioints of resemblance to some of 
the popular customs discussed In these volnroeB that a 
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brief cxiiminuliftii cf it may not be lnapi»ro|jmte in ibis 

fprinc fcsli™! of the twenty-firtt of April, known 
as the btrtbday of Rome’ was deemed second In Importance 
to none in the calendar* It wsa held by shqilicrds and 
herdsmen for the welfare and fnereaae of their flocks and 
herds.* The paatorat deity to whoin tliey paid their devo¬ 
tions was Rules, as to whose sex the ancients Uicmselves 
were not at one. In later liiiies they commonly spoke ol 
her as s goddess hut Vnms regarded Pales as masculine, 
and we may follow hb high authority. The day was 
celchraled with similar rites both in the town and die 
ooutitr>% bin in its origin it must have been a strictly rural 
fcistivaL Indeed, it could hardly be caTried 0«t in lull 
except stilting the shcepfolds and caltle-pcnsw At some 
lintc of the day, probably in the morning, the people re- 
(laired to the temple of Vesta, where they received from the 
Vestal Virgins ashes, blood, and bean-straw to be used in 
fumigating themseives and probably liieir beasts. The 
ashes were those of the unborn calves which had been tom 
from their mothera' wombs on the fifteenth of April t the 
blood ivtts that wluch had dripped from the tail of » horse 
sacrificed in October.* Both were probably supposed to 
exetxuK a fertilising as well us 3 clcansiiig iiifluenoe on the 
people and on tlm cattle;* for uppurentlp one eflcci of the 
ceremonies, in the popular opinion, was to quicken the 
wombs of wom«i no less than of cows and eu'cs* At break 
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ofd^y the shcphfrrd purificil his &lietfj, after iprlnklmg andTlK ifexU 
»w,eciiing tUc ground The fold u^as docked wUli 
boughs, and a great was hung on the doorJ TIk 

purification of the Jbtk* apparenUy cofisisted h driving 
them Ci>'ef burning heaps of grass, plne-u^ood, laurel, and 
brandws of llw mak olive-tree^ Gcftainly at some time of 
iht day the sheep were compelled to scamper om a 
Motto ver, the btcacing flocka were touched mth burning 
sulphur and fumigated with tia bhie smoke* Then the 
shepherd oflered to Pales baskets of milkt, cakes of taUJeh 
and pails of warm milk. Next he piaycsl to the 
that he w^otild guard the fold from the evil powers, in- 
eluding proUbly witdicraft; * that the flocks, the men, 
and the dogs might be hak and free from disease j that 
the sheep mlglu not fait a proj* to wolves: that gras 
and leaves might abotind; lhat water imght be pkiitifiil, 
that the udders of the dams m^ht be full of milk 
ilmi the rams might be 1u6t3% and the ewes proiiRc; that 
many lambs might be bom i and that tiierc luiglit be much 
woo! at ihcarh)4j.* lliis prayer the slurplierd had to irfjcfit 
four times^ looking to the east; then be washed his hands 
hi the moniing dew. After that he dntnk a bowl of milk 
and wiitc> and+ warmed with the liquoTi tca| 3 <^ owr burning 
heaps of CTAckiing straw* This pmetioe of Jumping 0 \Xt a 
straw Efc would seem to liatT been a principal part of the 
ccfcmoiiicst at least It struck ihc ancients themselves, for 
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tjccaUnSe it gives us In short a view oj the chief w^anls of 
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Thmihw^^ Ihe i^torAl Iffc, The fiupptkatio^ for gra^ss and kam 
wider reminds tia Lh:it tlic herdsinan rm ttrss than Ihc 
huftbandrmm Jepedda alUmalely on vc^ciatlon and min; 
4^1 aip4 ^ divine powers which cover the fields of 

ipiiiii, the one with yd low corn may be conceived to carpet the 
rtiGulows of the other with green gras^, and to diversify tlicm 
with pooiH and livers for tlie rtrreshmerit of the thirsty 
eattle^ And it is to be borne in tiund that in countries 
wiim gtiisa U lesa picrttirul than under the mitiy skies of 
northern iLurope^ slieepr goats, and cattle still BubaLsl in 
great measMfc on the leaves and juicy I wigs of irc€s} Hence 
in these Jandi the pious shephonl and goaUicrd cannot 
afTonl lo igTUJTC or lo offend the treo^apirits, on whoso favour 
and bounty his flocks ar^ dejjcndcnt for milch of iholr 
fodder. Indeed, al the Parilia the sheplierd made elaborate 
excuses to these divine bdngs for any irespas,'! he might 
unwittingly h^ivt committed on their hallowed doirixahi by 
entering a sacted gr(?v^ silting in the shadow of a holy tree, 
or lopping leafy hmnehes from it with which to feed a aickJy 
sheep.* In like marmcr he craved piirdou of the water- 
nymphs, If the bctofs of his cattle had stirred up Use mud in 
their clear pooU ; and ho impIOTtd Fate* to intercede for 
him with the divinities of springs and the gods dispemed 
through evciy woodland gkdo."^

part of Utc Parilin. None of the aiidcjU mithors who cjc- *h»p|wa. 
pressly describe the Parilia niention the tlaughtcr of a 
vktiin ; and in Plularch-a day a ttadilion mrt that of old no 
blood ws shed at tlie festivaL* But snch a tradition seems 
to point to ^ contrary pfRCtfcc in aficr-ltmes- in the 
abseuee of decisive evidei^co the question must be left o|wn; 
but incident analogy, as we shall see, strengly supi>orts the 
opinion that imfnecliately at the close of the Parilta the 
docks and tierds were driven out (o graie lii the open 
|>asii;trcs for the first time lifter ihetr long winter confiiiemenL 
On iliis view a special fllgnificance is seen to attach to some 
of tho feamres of the festivnii such as the prayer for proi«“ 
lion aguinst the wolf« for the brute could hAodiy do the 
sheep and kino niueh hann so long as they wot wfcly pent 
within the walk of the $hecpcote and the cattle-stalL 
As the Parilia is said lo have Iwen Ddebratcd

wards for hb successor^ tlie chief pontiC or the Kittg of 
Sacfctl Rites, to oFcf sacrificcfl for ihe people at the Parilia* NneiioRM 
The inference U reasonable ami rcodvts some confinTiatiDn,*^^'^*^ 
as we shall s ee preacntlyi front the analogy of inodcfii 
LMiiinm.

Kwi in witchcrafl, and still fear, with far bcticf feasor^ the raid* 
of wolves on ihdr flocks and henis. The festival falls mi 
Ujtdp*i» the twenty-third of April and b dedicated to St Gco^gc» ihc 
patron iaSnt of cattle, horses, and wolves. The Estkpfibns 
aM, iU say ifitti cMi Sl George's moming the wolf gfcta a ring rOimd 
bis snout and z halter about his neckp vrhereby he is reri- 
dered less daivEcrous till Michaelmais. But if the day fhoidd 
intite. chance to be a rnday at full moon, or if before the day 
jj^“*^caine round any person should liavc been &□ rash as to 
t^mn- thump the dirty linen In the wash-tub with two beetles, the 
NoaMR^ati cattle wull run a serious risk of being devoured by wolves. 

are llic precautioni taken by the anxious Esthouians 
on thia day to guard therr herds from the faii*ening beasts, 
4 <vJpttdin Tliua some people gsthci: wolfs dung oti the preceding 
^ flight, bum It,and fumigate thee&ttte vdth li in the morning. 
Or they coJleei bone* from the pusturcs and bum them at a 
cross-road, which ser^‘es as a charen against sickncfiii sorcery, 
and demons quite as well a* agalnsi wolves. OtUera hinoke 
the cattle with or sulphur to protect them against 

witchcraft and noxious exhalatkans, 'Hicy tltink, too, that 
if you sew sUtclics on St George^* momiag the cubs of tbe 
wolves will be blind, no doubt iliecauw thetr eye* arc sewed 
np by the neeclfe and thread. In order to forreast the fate d 
their herds the [peasants put eggs or a flhar|i weapon, suds as 
an axe or a seyihc, beTcvrc the dnots of the stallm and the 
animal which cruiihes an egg or wounds itself viill surely be 
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rent hy H wolf or will peris^i tn seine otitcr fAiShton before 
the ynsir in oui.

As A rule the EathoiiiaiM drive tbcii cattle out to paiiturc tiKi^ 
for the first time on St George's Day, aiiil tbc licrdsmari'i

been sent out to grftie before that day, the boys who look 
.-rflcr litem must eat neither flesh nor butter mIuIc tltey are 
on duty ; else llu: w'olves wiEl destroy mnny shee|^ and the 
cream will not turn to butter in the churn. Eurllier, the »*?• 


boys tnny not kindle a fire in the wood, or llie wolfs tooth 
would be fie^ and lie would bite wldously, Ey Sl 
G eorge's Dny, the twenly-lhird of April, there b comnionly 
fresh gr&ss in the mtadowi. But even if the spring should 
be iBte and the tattle abotild have to reltmi to ihdr sJUill* 
tiiiTigiier than they went forth, many Esthtmun formers 
insist on turnfng otil the poor beasts on Sl Gorges Day In 
order that the saint may guard ihnni against his trcatuics 
the wolves. On this morning the farmer treats the herds¬ 
man to a dram of brandy, and gives him two copper kopecks 
as •* tail -money “ for every cow (n the herd. This money 
tlic giver first passes ihrioe round bis head and then lays ft 
Oh llic dunghill; for if the herdsman took it from hb hatul, 
it would in Bome way injure the h«d. Were this ceretnotty 
omitted, the wolves would prove very destructive, because 
they had not been appeased on St. George's Day, After 
receiving the " tail-money" some hcnlsmen arc wont to 
collect the herd on the village common, Kere they set up 
their crook in the ground* place their hat on It, and walk 
thrice round the cattle, multeritig spells or the Lord* Breyw 
as they do so. The pastoral crook should be cut from the 
rowan or mounUinHuh and consecrated by a wise man, who 
^rves mystic signs o*i ih Somciinics the uppw end of t e 
crook is Itollowcd out and filled with nuickstlv^ and mw 
fifttiiit, the aperture being stopped up with resin. Sume 
Esihoniaiis cut a cross withascyLl't uiiilcr the door threugh 
which the herd b to be driven, and fill the furrows of the 
cross with I.ilt to prerenl certain evil beings from Harming 
the cattle. Further, it is an almost universal custom m

rate say that tlie chiming of the bells before lhat jeasoti

tn the island of Dago dowTi to tlie early part of the 
cTifietcctiih century dwre were certain holy irccs from which 
no one dared to brcalc n bough ; in spite of the lack of 
wood in the bland the fallen branches were aibwod lo mt 
In heap on the grountL Under such trees the iisthoniaiis 
used lo offer Bacriljces on St- GcorEe*» Day for Uie safety 
ftjiU Mrdfiire of their hors^ Tlie ofTcfiiigap which constat of 
an egg, a piece of monJeJ^ and a bunch of horse-hair tied up 
witii II red Uiread, were biiricii in the earth.* The custom 
\i interesdiig because it exhibits Sl GeoTgc in die iwo-fotd 
diaractcr of a patron of booses and of trees. Tn the latter 
capacity lie tins already met m more than once under the 
name nf Green George." 

In Russia the saint is known as Yegi3f>‘ or Yury, and 
in Esthonia, he is a patron of wolve$ as well as of 
Hocks and herda. Many legends speak of the connexion 
u^hidi B?cuia between St George and the wolf- In iJtile 
Russia the beast is known as George's Dog^'* and the 
carcase of sheep which wob^ hai-e killed ire not eaten* 
II being littd that they have been made over by divine 
cotitmand to the beasts of tlio Held.* I'hc Irsttval of St 
Geoige on the twenty-tliini of April ha^ a national as well 
as an ccclcdastkal character in Russia^ and the mythteal 
features of the songs which arc de^'oted to the day prmT 
that the saint has supplanted some old Slavonian deity who 
uticd to be honoured at this season in heathen times, It ii 
not m 9 slayer of dragons and a champion of forlorn 
damsels rhai Sr, George figures in tliese songs, but as a 
piron of formers and herdsmen who preserves cattle from 
harm, and on whose day accordingly ilie flocks and herds 
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Are driven out to browse the fresh pitxturei Cor the finil time 
jifter theif confinement through the long Russian winter.

with tor Oft the doors. Tlicsc precautions keep the 
from the cows. IC hcwcver, a beast should after all be 
bewhchctl, iJw fanner's wife drugs a rope about in the dew 
on the morning of St. George's Day. Then she chops it up 
small, mixes salt with tt. and scatter* the bits among the 
* cow's fodder. No sooner has the afflicted animal partaken

Moreover, 
they laake crosses cmi the doors, sprinkle the cows wdlli mud, 
and fumigate them with ineenM* or the skiu of a snakt 
To tie red woollen threads round the necks or fails of the 
aniEiiais is also u safeguHfcJ ogaifist witchcraft- And In June, 
when the snow haj fuelled and the cattle are led to the high 
mountain pastures, the herds have no sooner reached their 
summer quarters lhan the herdsman taakes ** living fire * by 
the friction of wood and drives the attutials over the ashes In 
order to protect them against witches and other powers of 
evil The fire thus kindled is kept constantly burning in 
the liErdscnan's hut till with the chill of auttimo the time 
coroes to dn\^ the herds down the mounUins again. If the 
fire went out in the intert^h it would be an 111 omen for the 
owner of the pasture*.^

has been described by an eye-witness* Peasants on hursc' 
back streamed to the spot from all the neighbouring vfflages, 
not with the staid and tolemn pace of pilgrims^ but with the 
noise and clatter of merrymakers hastening to a revd.

The Saxons of “rransyivania think that on the evt of 
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Si, George's Day tbe wiichcs ritle 45n tht backs of the cohi 
ioio ihe fennyafil if branches of wild rosiebushes or csther 
ihomy sbnibs are not stucb over ihe gate of the yard lo 
keep them otrt,* Beliefs and practices of ihis sort are shared 
by ilit Roumanians of Transyivania. They hold that on 
St. George's Day the witches keep theit sabbath in 
sequftstj&red spots, lach os woodland glades, deserted fann- 
slcadiiigs, and the like tn Walachia green sods are laid on 
the wlitdow-sDls and on the Sintets of the doods to avert the 
uncanny creiv^ But in TfansylvattiA the KoaitJaniana, not 
content with setting a tbom-busb m the doorway of the 
housie, keep watch and ward alJ night beside the cattle or 
elwwhcre, to tatcb the witclies who are at work dealing the 
milk frcni the cows. llerCp as dscwhcrCi tbe day b abo^e 
all the henl^^man^s fcativaL It inark^ tlic beginning of 
spring I tbe thepberfls are prcp^iring to start for the dMsni 
pastures^ and they \hltn wiib all their ears to some wiso' 
aoe who tells them how* if *hfl milk should fail In the 
lldiJcr^ of the sheep, they have Only to llifiiah the shepherd's 
l>oiich| and every stroke will fall On the witch who i* 
pumping the loit milk into her paib.' 

The Walachians look <nt St. Gcoigc's Day os very holy« 
for thc^' are mainly a pastoral folk^ and St George h (he 
putron nf herds and herdsmen. On that day also, oS wdl 
05 on the day befonr imd the day aAer, the VValachian 
numbers bb berrh beginning at one and coirinting con¬ 
tinuously up to the total, Thb be never does at any other 
time of the year. On tlus day* coo* he milk* hts abrep 
for the first time into vesseb which hav^ been carefiiHy 
scoured ind arc wreatiiccl with flowcra Then, too a cake of 
white meal b bskked in the shape of a ring* and b rolled on 
the ground In sight of the herd; and from tlic length of it» 
course omens are drawn as lo the good or bad luck of the 
cattle in Lbtir summer padturea. If the hotj is owned by 
Acvetul men* Bicj^ aficra^ards iay hold of the ring, and break 
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it Jkmouf thcmp and the one who get& the: pr(;ce will 

have the beat litek. 'I'he mtib h iuFtcfe into a cheese whkh

The Bulganans seem to iharc the belief thjU cattle are ^ ^ 

wficcially exposed to the madhinationsof witches at this season, 
for k h a nile with them not to give avfay milk, butler* or ■"’we ^ 
chee«e on the eve of St. George's Day l to do so, they 3 ay* 
would be lo gitfc away the profit of die tnikh kinc.^ They 
rise early on the morning of thw day, and waah ilicm- 
Belvcs in the dew^ that they may be hcallby* It is said, too, 
that a regular sacrifice is still offered on Se. Geerrge's Day 
Ld Etilpifta. An old raan ktEIa a ram^ white girls spread 
grass oti which the blood ls poured forth* The iutcnlbn of 
llic sacrifice may be to make the herbage grow abundantly 
In the pastuim Amongst the South Slavs the twenty- 
third of April, St, George’s Oay, is the ehicr fesrivail at the 
spring. The herdamart thinks that if bis cattle art well on 
lluit day they will thrive throughout the year.. As we have 
already seen** he emwna the horns of hh cows with gorlanris 
of flowers to guard them against wilchcraft, and in the even¬ 
ing the garlands arc hung on the dorm of the Stulls, where ihcy 
rtmjiiu until the next Sf. George's Day. Early «i the 
morning of that day, when ihe heftlstnan drives the cows 
from the byres, the hoincwife takes 33H in one haml and a 
potsherd with glcmring coats in the other.

It ne^'crcheless. a witch 
should contrive to etcat through the garden fence and into

the cattle will be safe from the attacks of wild beasts 
throughout ihc oummer. For the same reason people go 
about the woods that night firing gtuis. hJnirlng boms, and 
making all kinds of discordant noises. Tlie mode ^ 
oeicbraling tlse festival whidi in some places Is called the 
feast of flowwj, curies somewhat tn differeni provliiees. in 
Dalstaixl the cattle arc driven home that day from pasture 
at noon instead of at evening. Flatly In die fncioiing the 
berd-boy repairs with the herd to the fcroii, wliere he ilock* 
their horns with wreaths of flowers and jirovidmi bimsdf 
wilh a wand of ihc rowan or mountain-aih During his 
absence the girls pinck flowers, weave them hito a g^lanth 
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SwaTuib and huny it on ihc gate through which the cattle must paaa 
cm llieff return from the forest, \Vhcn they come back, the 
farland from the gate, fastena it to the 
top of his wand, and marches with it at the bcqti of ids 
to^Hm beasts to ttic hamlet Ahcrwai-ds the wand with the 
gariaiid on ii fs set up on tiio muck-heap, where it remains 
ail the Summer. Tlic uitcntjon of these ceremonies U not 
said, but on the analogy of (he preccdii^ customs wa may 
conjecture that bmh tlic flowers and the rowan-wand are 
aupi^osed to guard the cattle againat witchcraft. A little 
later hi the season, when the giasa is well grown in the 
fbresL, most of the cattle arc sent away Ij> the sHtir, or 
BUiiimcr pashuTS. of whicli every hamlet ComiiiDnly hm pnt 
or more. These are dcarings In the woods, and may be 
many fiulea distant from the vaiage In Didecarlia the 
departuns usually take* place in the first week of June, h 
is a great event for the pastoral folk. An instinctive 
longing seems to awnlcco both in the people and the Leasts, 
The preparBltous of the women are accompanied by the 
blealicig of the sheep nnd goals and the lowing of the 
cattle, which make incessant efforts lo break through the 
pens iKair the house where they are shut up Two or more 
tprls, aceoiding to the sire of the herd, attend the cattle on 
their migration and stay with them all the sinnmcr. Every 
animal as it goes forth, whether cow, sheep, or goal, is 
marked on the brow with a cross by means of a tar-brusli 
In order to pto^ it ugainsi evil spirits. But more 
dangerous foe lie in wait for the cattle in the distant 
piislures, where beam and wolves not uticummonly rush 
forth On ihfim from the wooda Ou such occasions the 
herd-girls often display the utmost gallantry. bdabouHng 
the ferocious beasts with slicks, and risking their own Jived 
in defence of the herds.*

The creature croaks terribly while the ants are gnawing the 
flciih from its hones. When silence reign* again, you will 
find nothing left of the frog but one little bone hi the shape 
of s hook and another little bone in the shape of a shovel. 

Take the hook-sliapod bone, go to the gftl of your choice, 
and hook her dress with the bone, and she will fall over 
bead and ears in love with yon.

Sometimes misdiievoii* young men seemly watc 
these doings, and Steal the bunches of flowers, which mak« 
soie hcatta atnoTig the girl*.* Once tnort. m wooded 
dlairkts of Bohemia a Cicch maiden will wmetintea go 
on St George's Eve into an oak or beech forest and catch a

tion of msEikind; Certainly it is not easy to draw a 3liar|i 
line of division between the god who attends to cattle and 
the god who provides the food oti which they subsist. 

TN- Thus Pergfubius may perhaps have been the northern

thiitkh^ Th»t ihe early Latin kings posed as living teprc'^^ 
•entatives of Jupiter, the E«l “f the oak. ihc sky. the rain. ™^ 
snd the thunder, and that in tWa capacity they aitempted ^bh«< 
to exercise the fertUlsing fiitscUon* wlikh were ascrib^ 
the god. The ptobahiliiy nf thb view will bo strengthened ii,, 
if it can be proved that tlie same god waa worshipped under 
Other by other branches of the Aryan stock m «rIl 

Europe, and that the Latin kings were nol atooc in arro 
gating to themselves W* i»wot and aitributea. In this 
chapter I propose briefly to put together a few of the 
principal facts wbidi point to this crnidiulon. 

But at the outset a difficolly prerents iuelt To ua ihc ^ 
oak, the sky, tire rain, and the thunder appear things totally 
distinct from ««* other. How did our forefather, come to ^ 
group them together and Imagine them as attributes oi 000^*,, 
and the same god ? A connexion may be seen ^tu'ccti 
the sky, the rain, and tire thunder; hut whni has 
of them to do with the oak ? Yet orre ^thce URiarentlj-^? 
disparate cleiueiits was probably the original ^ ’^'^1 
which in time the otlrers gathered and crystallised Into the 
oornposltc conception cf Jupiter. Accordingly we must as 
Which of Ibem was the original centre of aitrecuotif 
men started with the idea of an oak-god. ho« came th^^ to 
enlarge Ws kingdom by annexing to h Ae province of t 
sky, the rain, and the thunder ? Tf. on the other hand, ihey 
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set out wldi the notion of ^ god of the thy, the min, ami 
the thtirtderH or wy one of thein* why -ihonW thej* have 
added the oak to hh mitjibutea ? The oak h terrcstrlaJ; 
the sky* the Ihumlar. and the rain are iielestial or flerial 
What is the bridge between the two? 

In the sequel I ^baJI endeavour to slietv that on the 
principle of primitivo thought the evolution of a sky'god 
from an oak god is more easily conceivable than tJic con- 
verK ; and if 1 buccc&J. iE becomes probable that in tlie 
composite character of jupher ihe oak ts primary and 
origin ah the sky, the rain, and the thunder secondary and 
derivative. 

Wc have seen that long before the dawn of history' 
Europe was coveir^ct ivitit vast primaeval woociu^ which must 
have ex;ercbed s profound influence on the thought as well 
as on the life of our rude anecsiors who dwelt dispersed under 
the gloomy shadow or tn the open glades and dearings ol 
the fotest^ Now, of all tlie trees which conipoaed these 
woods the oak appears to liAve been both the commonest 
and the most tiseftiL The pmof of this is drawn partly 
bom tlic staiements of classical ivriters, partly from the 
remains of acidtnt vilUgea bnfli on plica itl l»ikc9 and 
mardic^ and partly frcjin Uie o®k (brests which have liecEi 
r«>und cmbcaidfti In peat-bog^ 

'fhese iKJga, which attiia their greatest <ievclopmeFit In 
Northern Eumpe; but are met wilh also itt the centred ajid 
soiiihern parts of the Conllnenl, have preserved as [n a 
miuieum the trees and plants which sprang up and ftourl^hcd 
after the end of ihe glacial epoch. Thtu in Scotland the 
peat, which occupies id^ie Anus both tn the hlghlanrU and 
ktwlands^ almost ei^rywhcre covers Lhe remains of forc&Up 
among which the commotier uct!$ are pine, oak^ and hirdu 
The oaks arc of great siie, aiuJ arc found at heights abtsve 
the ^ such as the tree would not notv naturally attain io. 
Equally remarkable for thdr siie are the pineak but thougli 
they also had n wider distribiil ion than at present, lliey 
api>ear not to have formed any ejitensivc forests at the 
lowest levels of the Country. SttU, rtrmairts of them have 
been dug up in many lowland pcut-mqsscs* wdicie the bulk

evidofice; For aught wc know to the conimry the beautird 
beech forests may date bock to the Age of Bronze.’ Hie 
pcni'bogs of Norway aboimd in bnriefJ limber; and in 
many of them the trees oecur in two dbtinet layez% The 
lower o! {hc:ie layers consisu chlcBy of qakp hatd^ and 
otlmr cli^idiiays tren; the upper b compel of Scotciv fir* 
and blrehcik In the hogs of Sweden aiao the oak forests 
underlie the pine forests.^ However, it Appcar3 to be doubtful 
whether SoAndjnavia was inhabited in the age of the oak 
woods. N^eolithlc tools hav* Indeed been found in the peat^ 
hut generally not deeper down than two feet or so ■ hence 
one antiquary infers that in these bogs not mure than two 
feet of peal has formed within historkat limes.^ But 
negative evidence on such a point goes for little, as only 
a sEoall portion of Ltuf bogs can have l>cen explored. 

Unequivocal proof of the prevalence of the oak and its 
1^ uiferulness to man In early times is furnisbed by the remafna 
of the pile villages which liavc been discovered in many ol 
vmhiiitx the takes of Europe. In the Urkish fsknda I he piles and 
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the pJatfornfis on which these erannogi or lake dwcHinga 
rested appear to have been generally of oakp though fir, 
birch, and other trees were sometimes used In thdr con¬ 
struction. Spoiking of the Irish and Scotch crannogs a 
learned sutiquary nmiarMs: ♦'Every variety of structure 
ob^rved in the one country b to be foijnd in the other, 
frocn the purely artificial island^ framed of oaU-hcafaj, 
mortised rogether, to ihe natural Islandp artificta]3y foniflisd 
or enlarged by girdles of ctak-pHcs or ramparts of loose 
siofwsi,''* Canoes hottowed ou» cd trunks of oak luve been 
found both in i!ic Scotch ard in the Irish craftiiogs^^ In 
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the iake dvdlingB of SwttJcrland and Central Europe ihe 
piles are very often of oak. but by no mean* aj uitiformty 
SO SK {n the BnUsh Istands; fir, bin;h, alder* aab, elm, and 
otUer Umber were also employed for the twqKwe. Tbat 
tlw inltabUaiiU of these vrilagcs subsisted partly on the pro¬ 
duce of the oak, even after they had adopted agriculture, » 
proved by the aeoms which have been found in thdr 
dwdlh^ along with wheat, barley, and millet, aa well as 
bwch-nuL-s, haMl-ttuts, and the remnim of chestnuts and 
cherrie*.* tn the valley of the Vo the fram^rlc of 
and planks which supports the prchistonc villages u 
commonly ofeljn wo«], but evergreen oak and chestnut 
also used ■ and the abuiidflin^e of oaks is attested by tncj^^ij,™ 
gn-al quantities of acorns which were dug up in ^c« sellli^ 
merits. As tlie acorns were sometifnes found sto^ in 
earthenware vesscK it appears that they were eaten by the

The evidence of elasaicid writers proves that great 
forests still existed dtiwn to thdr lime in various parts 
Europe. Thus the VeneU on the Atlantic ^ of 
made their flal-bottomed boats out of oak timber, of winch, 
we are told, thcit was abundaiKo in their country. P»‘ny ^ ^ 
informs iw that, while the whole of Germany w«s mvered^^^^ 
with coot and shady woods, ilie loftfat 
not far from tlm country- of the Ghauci. who »'^b>ted 
coast of the Nortli Sea- Among Ibese gmnis of the fon^ 
li« soeaks espcdally of the oaks which grew on the banks 
of tiSo lakes.

Even HOW the prtcioniiiiante of the oak as the prindpai^^^ 
forest tree of Europe has harilly passed away. Thus diier lar^ 
art told tbnt ampn;^ the leaf-bearing trees of Greece. M 
op|)osed to the gooifers, the oak BtUl plays by far the mort 
important part in regard both to the numher of the inrii* 
viduals and ttw mimbcf of the speeies.* And the tkilish 
oak in parriciitar (Gw/nwr T&bfftr) is yet the prevailing tree 
Til most of llie woods of France, Germany, and soulluim 
Russia, while in England the coppice and the few fragments 
of natural forest still left are mainly Composed of this 
spcdcs.* 

Tbu» the old clasHcat tradititm that men lived upon In 
ocoriu before they learned to till the groutid * may wery wcJl 
b« founded on fact Indeed acorns were irtUI :m article 
diet in some parts of soutlicrn Eunopc within luslorlcal („•<) t>«i> 
times. Speaking of the prosperity of the righlcsous, Hesiod 
declares that for theto the earth bears much substance, mcaiini 
and the oak on the mountains puls forth acorns.* 

Arcadians In their oak-foreais were proverbial for eating 
aeiMvis,* but nnt Uie acorns of alt oaks, only those, of a par- 
tictllar’ sort* Pfioy tells U-v that in his day acorns *U11 
consthutod the w^tli of many nation^ ami that In time of 
dearth they were ground atid baked into bread.* According 
to Slmbo, the mnuiitainecrs of Spain subsisted on amni 
bread for iwo-tbirda of the year;' and ifi that coiinlry 
acorns were served up as a second eoufic even at the mcaU 
of tlw well-to-do.’* In the nsgions the same practice 
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has survived to ouxlem times. The commonest and fincsl 
oak of modem Crt«ce is Uic Qntretts with a 

(jcauiiftU eiown of leave*, and tlic peasants cat Its aconis 
botli roasted and rawj The sweeter acorns of I he 
HiilUUi also «Tve llicm as (otkI. eapedalty Iti Atcadia.* In 
Sfain people cat the aeom* of the evergreen oak 
//rrj. winch are known as Ar/fii/ar, and arc said to be cmlch 
larffCT and more succulent than the pfiidiice of the British oak. 
The dochess in Da*! Qmxott writes to Sandio'i wife to send 
her some of them. But oak* are now few and far between 
in La Mancha.* Kven in England and Pmtute nconis have 
been boiled and eaten by the fn»r w a substitute for bread 
in time of dearth.' And naturally the liae of atoms as food 
for swine has also lasted into modem ttmea. It is on acorns 
that those hogs are Cittencd in Estiemadura which make the 
famous Montanches bams.* Large hcr<ls of swiue in all the 
great oak woods of Germany depend on acorns for ihejr 
autumn subsistence; and in the remaining reyai forest* of 
England the inhabitants of the iwighbouririg villages still 
claim their ancient eight of punnagt, turning their hogs inlo 
the wooiU in October and November.*

The worship of the oak tree or of the oak god .ipfterats 
to have been shared hy alt the brniichcs of the Aryan stock 
in Ivurope. Both. Greeks and Italians rtisociatctl the tree 
with tlleir highest god. 2eus or Jupiter, tlie divinity of tlw 
sky, the rain, and the thunder.' Terhaps the oldest and 
certainly one of the most famous sanctuaries in Greece was 
that of DoJons, whete 2«tti was revered in the oraculM 
Oak.* Tbt tlmadcr-slorrM which arc said to rage at 
Uodona more fretjucntly than anywlicrc else in Eurt^w,* 
would render the spot a fitting ho me for the god whose 
voice was heard airke in the ruslikig of the oak leaves and 
in the crash of thunder. Pcrtijps the bronm gongs which

Nothing could he mure, 
(tatural; for obui, ihoti-jh not always, he had his seat on 
the inoimtflins where tin; clouds gather and the ™ks 
On the aeropolU at Alliens llicrc wm ivn image of birth 
praying lo 2cus for ruim* And in time of drought the 
Albmians thcnKelves prayed, “ Kwn- rai’i' O dew Zeu^ ^ 
the cot nlwid of the Atheotam and on the plain*, t he 
moiintaiiw which lay ioiukI liislr city, and to which they 
looked through the clear Athc air for signs of ihe weather, 
wen: by them with the worship of the wealiter^ 
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tan Again, ft w« a stgn of rain ai Mheiw when douds In

facing the wotering sun and ealchfng fiwn his Insi beams 
a solemn glow of purple light. If during a slonn a long 
tiank of clouds was seen Jowering on Uw mouHtahi, it meant 
f hn t the storm would increase in fury’ Hence an attar 
of Showery Zeus stood on Hymcltus* Again, omens o1 
weather wem drawn when tightning itashed or clouds hung

The diififtte of eastern Argplis is dryj anrl tlie rugged 
mountains are little tetter than * stony waterless wilticrncs. 
On one of ilicm, named Mount Arachnaeus, or the Spider 
Mountain, stood altars of Zeus and Hera, and when rain 
was wanted the people sacriliced there to llio god and 
goddess,* On the ridge of Mount Tmoliu, near Sardo, 
tliere was a spot called tiic Birthplace of Rainy Zeiw, prob* 
ably t yeai ise clouds resting on it were observed to presage 
rain. Tlic members of a religious society in the fsland of 
Cos used to go in procession and offer sacrifices on an altar 
of Rainy Zeus, when the thirsty land stood in need of re- 
tawMitM frtahing showers,* Thus conceived as the source of fertility, 
it was not umtatural that Zeus should receive the title of 
^ the Frtiilfwl One,* and that at Athens he should be wot* 
shipjwd under die surname of the Husbandman.*^ 

Again, Zcub wielded the thunder and lightning as well

Ijofl of thunder^ Doitar or Thunar, the c?qiiiviiteiit of ihts Nonw

Teutons, as among the GftJeka and Itatians, the god of the 
<iak was also the god of the tliundcr. Moreoverg he was 
r^ardrai ju the great fcrthMng power, who icnt rain and 
caused tlw eanh to bear fruit; Jbr Adam of Bremen iclls 
^ 1 * that '* Thor presides in the air; be it is who riitcs thunder 
and lightning, wind and rains, fbic weather amJ crops***’* In 
thc« fospectat, therefore, the Teutonic thumlcr god again 
resembled his soutliem cuunlcrparis Zeus and Jupiter* Arid 
like them Thor appears to have been the difef god of the 
pantheon [ for in tlic great temple at Up»la his image 
occupied the middle place between the imageit of Odin and 
and In onths by this or Other fJoi^ trinities^ he was 
fliways the principal deity invoked* Iteitk the temple at 
Upsida there was a sacred gTOve^ but ibe kinds of trees 
which grew in it arc not known* Only of one tree are we 
told tbiit It was of mighty stM, with great spreading brauches, 
and that it rcnminHl green unnlcr and summer alike Here 
too was a spring where sacriRccs were offered. They usetl 
to plunge a living man into the water, and if he disappeared 
they drew a favottrable omen. Every nine ycurs, at the 
spring etluiriox< a great festival held at Upsala in honour 
of Tbor^ llus god of thunder, Odiiif the god of war, and Fr^, 
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the gcxl of peace and pkajitirc. The ffl^cnuinMss lasted hTiw 
dtty^ Nine male animals nr every sort were sacrificcil, ihai 
ihcir blend mighl appease the go^. Each da/ six victfms 
were slaughtered, of whom one was a mati. Their bodies 
were fastened to the trt« of the grove, where dogs and 
horses might be «cn hanging beside men.’ 

Amongst the Slavs aiso the oak 
the sacTcrl tree of the thunder god Pefun, the c?ftiitilcrpArl of ^pilrwfl 
Zens and Jupiter* it is said that at Novgorod there used 
t)d stand »n of ferm in Hit: likeness oi n man with 

thunder-stoTic in his hand. A fire of oak wood burned day 
and nieht in his honotir; und if ever it wtjni out tbt- attcndimts 
paid for ihcir negligence wiili their Itvcs^ Fcmn s^mx like 
Zeus and Jupiter, to have been tive chief god of hfc* people : 
for rrocopiiia tdts iiu that the Slavs " believe that one 
the maker of lightning, ill alone lord things, nn t cy 

sacrlfiDU to him oxen and every victim. 

The chief deity of the Lithuanians was Terkunas or 
Perkuns. the god of tbimdcrnrd liglitning. whose rea^bla^nM Ijihi^iaia* 
to Zeus and Jupiter has often been fiainlctl out OakSfod. 
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Wfcn: samd to him. siid when llicy were cut down hj- iht 
Chmtian mkibniirics. tlic people louiily comptninccl liiui; 
tlicfr sylvan deities wcin ttestroywL’ Tcrpetiial fife*. kintlTcd 
with the wood of cemEti onk-tras, were kept up in honour 
of Perkimas ; if such a fire went out, it was lifted ag^iii 
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from which wt may Infer that they reuorclcil oaks a* male 
and HtDC-lrces ai feniaJe.'

in the scraileenth cciilury. - Dtar Tliundcr,'' he prayed. “ we 
mcn'fice «<J ihcc an ok, which tuu two lioma and four dawa. 
and we vrouhl besccdi ihec Jbr the sahe of our ptoii^l-ing 
and wwifig, that our straw may be red m copper, and our 
com >'ellow as gold. Drive somcwlwre e!«c all black, thick 
clouds over great marahea, high wooda. and wide wastes. 
But to Us ptotighmcn and sowers give U fruitful time and 
sweet rain. Holy Thunder, guard oUr fields, that they may 
bear good straw below, good ears above, and good grain 
within."^ Sometimes b lime of greai drought an Estlionian 
farmer would cany beer thrice round a sacriiidld fire, then 
pour it on the flames with a prayer that llic thunder-god 
would be pleased to send rain.* 

fSujBiTn. tn like manner, Farjonya, the old Indian god (rf tJnmdcr 
ih»<iu jjjj wh(^ name is by some scholars identified with 
the tiehuaninn Ferkunas,* was ctmccivtti as a rteity o( 
feilitity, who not only made plants to germinate;, but caused 
fa^iiity. COWS, marcs, and women to conceive. As the power who 
impregnated all things, he was eoniparcd to a bull, an animal 
which to tlie primitive herdaman is the most natitral t^ of 
the pfocreative energies. Thus in a hymn of the Etiy veda 
it is said of him

W 
irritable and difficult of ac«s», who dwells on the high 
mountains above the line of pertmtual snow. Yet ft* S 
ifj£r great gifts to those who win hi* favour: and when the 
crops arc iannuBhing for lack of tain, the Indiana try to 
rouae the god from his torpor by pouring a small Jllwiimi of 
brandy into a tarti below the snow-line; for they dare not 
set foot on ihc snow le^t they ahookl meet ihe iJrfcifUni 
thunder-god fa« to faca iTs bird is the condor as tlw 
eagle was the bird of the Creek thunder-god Zeus. ^ biml- 
Urly in time of drought tlw Ahchascs of the Cauc^tia

Aa might have been e-Vpo«:tcd, the anciail woralup o 
the oak in Europe has left its print in popular custom and

department of Mair» it ts said timt fvolttai^^ onk-treci lit thej^p^y^ 
ficida. are still womhlppcd, though the |>r!<sL 4 have ^ught to^ ^

Westphalia, as late a* the fir^t hairofthe nlneieenth osiitiry^ 
traces survived of the sanctity of certain oaks, to which tlie 
people paid a haJf^hcalheniqt^ half-Chrfitian worship. In 
ihc prindpaJily of Mindeii yoting people of both uied 

lo daiKie round an old oak on iCasier Saturday with loud 
shouts of joy. Aflii not far from ihc idUage of Wnrineli% 
rrt the nelghbogrhoqd of Padcrlionip there stood a holy aah 
in the forests to which the inhabitarits of VVomieln and 
Caicnfaerg went every )^sit in soJcjnn procession.* Another 
vestige of superstitious revennsce for the oak in Germany Is 
the cQstofii of pas3ing sick people and afiimids tirmngh a 
natural or artlhdal opening in the trunk of an oak for the 
purpose of heuJing them of their jnfinnilica* At a village 
near Ragiui in East Vuissh there was an oak which, down 
to the scvcntcenlh century^ the vfllagm regafdctl as saertd^ 
firmly believing that any person who harmed it would he 
visited with misfoitnne, especialJy with some hodily aflmcnt* 

About the middle of the nineieetith century the Uthuaiibus 
stiJl laid ofTcrings for spirits nndcf ancient oaks :* and old- 
fashioned people among them preferred to cook ihe viands 
far funeral banciuet^ on a fire of oak-wDod^ Of at leait under 
an oak-tree.* On the rivutet Micksy; between the go^-ern- 
menIs of l^skov and Livcinia in Russia, there stood a stunlttip 
withered, but holy oak, which received the homage of tltc 
ricigkbauHng pea^ntry down at ka^l to tS74- An eye- 
witness tuis described the ccccmonEcs. He foutjd a great 
cmwd of people, dimfly Esthonians of the Greek Cliurcli, 
assembled with their familLCS about the tree, all dcessctl hi

repnesentetJ a long line of sicred kings who had imi^ 
oiedmocr r« 4 ^civcd not only the Immuge but the adoration of their 
subjects in return for the manifold blessings wbich they were 
Uiai3^ supposed to dispense. What little we (mow of the fmiictiomii 
of Diana in the Ariciao f^rove scema to prove Utiil she 
w^as here conceived as a goddess of fertility» and parttctilarly 
as a divinity of childbirth,* It a reasonable, thereforep to 
suppose that in the dischartre of these important duties die 
was assijited by Ijct priest, the two figuring as King and 
Queen of the Wood in a solemn marriage* which 
Intended to make tlic earth gay with the blossoms of spring 
and the fruits of auluiTin, and to gladden the hearts of men 
ajtd women with bcallhrul of&pring^ 

Virhhn. If the priest of f^emi p«cd not merely lis xt kmg^ but as 

we have stiU to aj-k^ What drily in 
ww r*- parfclctiliy did he personale? The ajsswef of antiquity N 
tliat he ine|irescfiied Vlrbitis, the consort or Jover of Diana.* 
But tills docs not hdp m much, for of Virbltis we know little 
more ihan Ihe name, A due to the mystery* h perhaps 
supplied by the Vestal fire whieh burned in the grove.* Fur 
the perpetual holy fires of the Atyitiis in Europe appear to 
have been commonly kindled and fed with oak-wood,* and 
^i^afiiw have seen that in RomeitKlfi not many mifo.^ fitun Nemi^ 
the fuel of the Vestal fire consisted of oaken sticks or log-"*! 
which in early days the holy maidens doubtless gathered or 
cut In the coppices of oak that once cov^creii the Seven 
Hill^,* -But the rituaJ of the various Latin towns iccms 
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to ha%'c tacco market! by Ertsl tmiformiiy;' hence it 
ts reasonable to conclude that whcrci^er In Lalium a 
Vestal fire was maintaincil, it wiw led, as al Rome, 
with wood of tlie sacred oak. If this was so al Neini, it 
bocoittes |}rabablc that the hallowed grove there con¬ 
sisted of a natural oak-wood, and ibei ihcrefote the tiw 
wbich the King of the Wood had to gflatd at the ftcril of 
his life was itself an, oak ; indeed ft vito fiom an 
evcfgiecn oak, according to Virgil, that Aencai plucked 
the Golden Hough.' Now the oak was iht sacred tree of 
Jupiter, the supreme god of the l^atiiu. Mence tt follDWi 
I but the Kiiig of the Wood, whose life was bound up iti a 
fashion wtUl an o-ak, persoiiatol no less n deity than Jupiter 
himself. At least the evidence, flight as it is, seems topmnl 
to this conclusion. The old Alban dynasty of the bllvii or 
Woods, tt'Ilh their crown of oak leaves, nppafcntly aped the 
atyleand erntdatod the powers of Lalian Jupiter, who dwell on 
the lop of the Alban Mount.* It is not impossible that the 
King of the Wood, who gtanJed the sacred oak a little lower 
down the mountatn, was the lawful succrasor and representa¬ 
tive of this andcnl line of the Silvii or Woods,' At all events, 
if I am right tn supposing that he passed for • human JdpilCT, 
it would appear that Vlrbius, with whom legend idenltfied 
him, was nothing but a local form of Jupiter, considered 
perhaps in his original aspect as a god of the greenwood. 
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Tiic? liypotUesb tluit in later tlmcn at nil cvtrn> the 
King or the WiKwi pbj'cd the p^rtof the oiife god JupU&r,

been merely a form of Diana, and Egerk is defiisllcly safd 
to Irave been a Dryad» a n>mph of the oak* Else where in 
t ta ly the goddes? had her lionic on oa k- clad mounta I ni* Tli m 
Mount AlgkJuai si spur of the Altmn hills* covered in anti' 
quity with dart forests of oak, both of the evergreen and the 
dccMuons sorL In wimcf the snow lay long on these cold 
hills, and thefr gloomy oak-w^oodi were bdic\^<td to be a 
favourite haunt of Diojiar as they have been of brigands In 
modem tlincs.* Again^ ^hfount Tifata. the Jong abrupt ridge 
of the A^^eimincs ivhicli look# down on the Campajuan plain 
bchinii Copua. iwajs wooded of old xvitli evergreen onka, among 
which Diiina had a temple. Here Sulla thaokct] the gckJdess 
h-rr Ins victoiy^ over llie Mariana in Uu^ plain belisw, attesting 
hk gratitude hy inscriptlutu which were long aflcrwarda to Iw 
joen in die icmpfe/ On tVic whole, tlien, wc coitdade that at 
Ncml the King of the Wood per^nated the oak-god Jupiter 
and mated with the oak-goddess Diana In the sacred grevr. 
Ao echo of their myvtlc uniem taai come down to us in the 
legend of the lovo of Numa am! Egerla, wim acixirding to 
dofne had their trystln;g'’plaGC in these holy woods** 
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To lliTs ilirojy it tn^iy miiiirally bt objected that (he tn patnrn 
ittvlric cotuofi Df Jupfter wa^ not Dhma but Juno, anti 
if Diana liad a tnate at aJl he might he ex[tedted lo bear the 
name not of Jtipiler, but of DIotius or Janujt. the latter 
theie lornw being; merely a corrujilion of tJws tormer. All 
thh it true, but the objection may be iiarrled by observinf; teiiitj 
that the two paira of deities. Juplwr and Juno on the 
side, and lifanus and Diana, or Jaitus ami Jana, on the other jq^u^ijid 
side, are merely dnpIiaUM of each other, ihdr names and 1“*“’ 
tlitir Turc; lions being in iubstantc and origin wlcnUcaL With 
regard to their tiatnct all four of Iheia come fiom llic laiuc 
Aryan root , /V, incaning " bright," which omirs In the 
namea of the comspomling Greek ddlfc*. Zeus and his old 
female ennaoTt Dlmit' In regard to their liiticlloii*, Juno 
and Diana were both goddesses of fccundiiy and cliTidIdrttL 
and Iwth weresotnmr or later identified wllb the moon,* As 
to the troc nature and funcrion* of Jamw the andenta them- 
{Fclves were puiiled ;* and tv'here they hesilalcd. It is not for 
115 confidently to decide. Uut lluf view jncntroced by Vano 
that Jnnns waj. the god of the sky ’ Is supported not only 
by ttic etymological identity of hb name with tltat of the 
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sky-god JntdlCT. but also by ihtf relation In whJcb be appears 
to have stood lo Juphcr's two males, Juno Atid Jgluma- 
For the epithet Jutionian Ijeslowed on Janus’ polnis to a 
marriage union between the two ddtica ; and according to 
one aecouut Joiius was the husband of the water-nymph 
Jutuma,* who according to others was beloved by JiipitcTi^ 
Moreover. Janus, like Jovo, was reguiarly mvoked. and com- 
Riottly Spoken oC under the title of halher.* Indeed, be was 
Identified with Jupiter not merely by the logic of a Christian 
doctor,* but by the piety of a pagan worehip^wr who dedicated 
an olTcring to Jupiter Diamis* A trace of his reU^oti to 
the oak may be found in the oafc-wooda of the Jantculum, 
the bill on ilic right bank of the Tiber, where Janus is said 
to have reigned as a king in the remotest ages of Itaiian 
bistoryj 

ttm lad Thu*, if t ain rtglit, the same ancient pair of doilies was 
vafiouiiy known among tlie Greek and ttalian peoples as 
{sir Zeu» and Oione. Jupiter and Jutio, or Dianua (Janus.) and

Into a nation, the eontlneiit peoples would throw their gnda, 
like their dJaltet** hto a cociiinon stock : and thus it might 
come about tliat the same andcitt deities, which thek fore- 
pHthers had worshipped u^ether before the dlspcesJon, would

This duplicatkm of deities, the restiU of the final foibn itiH*-* 
of kindred tribes who had long livi?i apart, would account jJ’J^uSTu 
for the appearance of Janus Iwtide Jupiter, and orDiaim 
Jana beside Jutso In the Roman re!igitin7 At least 
appears to be a tnore pmhahic theory than the opinion,

»“**"* reason to believe lie did, in an Oak grove. Ills title of King 
of the Wtjoci cicMly Inellcnlo the sylvan ctiarftCteT of the 
dehy whom he served ; an d since tie con Id only he assailed 
by him who had plucked the bough ol a certain tree in 
the grove, his own ilFc nughl be said to be bound up with 
thal of the sacred tret Thus he not only served but 
embodied tlie great Aryan god of the oak: and «s an 
oak-god lie would mate with ihc oak-goddess, whether she 
went by ilie name of Kgcrla or Diana. Their untoTi, 
however cmtsuinmated, would be deemed, essential to the 
fertility of the earth add the fecgndily of man and beast 
Further, as the oak-god had grown Into a god of the sky, 
the thunder, and the rain, so his human representative 
would be TOjuifcd, tike many othci' divine kings, to cause the 
ctnuds to gather, the thunder to peal, and the rain to dr^eiui 
in due season, that the field* and orehnnii might bear fruit and 
the pastures be covered with luxuriant herbage. The repu^ 
possessor of powers so exalted must hove been a very itn* 
pnrtant personage i uiiJ the rccnaliis of buildings and ol 
votive ofTeringa which have been found on the site of the 
sanctuary combine with the testimony of clanstcal writers 
to prove ihflt in later dmes it was one of the gicalest and 
moat popular shrines in Italy, Even In IhC old days when the 
cbaiupulgn country around was stili parcelled out amou^ 
the petty tribes who composed the Latin Leiiguc, the sacred 
grove is known to tiave been an object of thuir eomtntm 
revereiioc and care. And just as the kings of Cambodia 
used to send ofTeritiga to the mystic kings of Fire and Water 
far In the dim depUis of the tropical forest, so. we may 
weil believe, from all tides of the broad Lalkin plain the 
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eyes and (ootstejM of lUlUn pilgrims turned (o Use {jiuirter 
wherei standing ibarply out agaiiut the laint blue line of 
the Apennines or the deeper blue of the dblant m, the 
Alhan Motuitalii roee hclbre tlietn, the Jtacne oT the mystesfotui 
priest of Neodi the King of the ^ood. There, among llte 
green woods and betide the still waters of the tonely hllb the 
ancient Aryan wonship'of the god of the oak, the thunder, and 
the dripping shy lingered In its early, almust DniidicB) 
bng after a great potliieal and intdiMUal revolution had 
shifted the capita) of hadn feligbn from the beest ia the 
city,' from Nemi to Roffle,
